4 . CLE O P AT R A. Part VIlL 

I will hold you no longer with thcfc Prcpara- ( 
lions : This great Armada coiiduftcd by the Queen, > 
the Princcft, and fo many Princes, diflodgcd trom 
the Place where the Rcudezvous had been kept, 
»nd in a gallant Pofture, marched towards Scy- ^ 
^thiay which it entred by the Province of the Na-' 
feens, where Amaltbea carrying Fire and Sword, 
defolai^d whatever ilie found ia her Paflagc? Bur 
Meeting with nothing capable of ftayiag her upoti 
the Frontiers, fhe march'd towards the capital City, 
with great Confidence of fubjeAing this powerful 
Kingdom under the Dominion of the Dacians. 

The King Orontesy who fuppofed Dacia more 
inflamed by the Arms-of the 5*tf^w/7/ei than it was, 
and who could not imagine Amalthea would be 
ft (boh in a Condition of bringing the War into 
his Country with fo great a Power, had been a 
little ^ow in putting himfelf in a Pofture of -De- 
fence, and had not fortified his Froiiticrs againft 
the Enemies Arrival, as he might 5 yet being one 
of the greateft Kings of the World, and command- 
ing a greater Number of Provinces, furniflied with 
Martial Men, haviiig fent Orders to the Sarca^ 
riansy Napeenst MajjageteSi, Jjfedons^ Dabes^ Art- 
mafpesy Rmnicians^ Peficians^ Am^rdiensy Hif^ 
tjansy Edoniansy Enchatians^ CokerSy Cameenes^ 
Antraiansy and many other Nations which com- 
pofcd his Monarchy; he rai(ed quickly above thir- 
ty thoufand Horfe, and ^hy thoufand Foot. *Tis 
true, that before thcfc Troops were fit to fcrve him, 
according to his Intent, thofe of the Queen of D4- 
cm were far advanced in his Country, and bad 
every where left the cruel Marks of her Paflage. 
The King Orontes, a brave and valiant Captain, 
having reduced his Army into a gallant Pofture, 
and believing that although his Number was in- 
ferior to that of his Enemies, yet the Scjtbian Va- 
lour 
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four would fupply the default j Co notexpc^ing the 
Daciitns in thfe Metropolis, he march'd in excellent 
Order covfards the Euemy, rcfolving to givetheta 
BattcL 

Now was his Soul fiU'd with Grief for the Abfcncc 
ef A/cameneSi and this Son on whom he bad found- 
ed fuch fair Hopes, or rather from whom he expeA- 
edcheVi^ory, and the Defence of bis Eftates, 
appeared not in a Time wherein his Adiftancc was 
ablblutely neceflary -, and the King knowing be 
wanted no Courage to (eek (iich Dangers, nor Af- 
fedion for his Father and Country, feared left by 
ibme fad Accident he were loft for ever, and kne v 
not how to accufe him as ungrateful or unnatural, 
kft he ihoold accufe an Innocenc, and poflibly a 
Prince who was no more in being; a hundred 
Times did this fad Remembrance draw fighs froni 
bis Breaft, and his whole Kingdom, who had ador- 
ed the fair Beginnings of AlcMmenes^ univcrfally 
participated of his Rcfentments, highly regretting; 
the Abfcnce of their valiant Defender. 

In the mean while the King being advanced to- 
the City Niceay a Place very fair and ftrougly for- 
cifieJ, incompafled with a great Plain, where he 
quartered his whole Army, refolved to attend the 
Enemy, who lay not above two Days march from 
thence, and who approached him with all Dili- 
|;ence. The King refolving to give them Battel, 
divides kisArmy into four Bodies: Thefirftcom- 
pofcd oCMaffagetes^ Dahesy Sagues and Napeens<^ 
Jae gave to be commanded by Me dates Prince of 
the MMJjagetes: The fccond compofed oC Art-- 
Tnsfpesy Rimniciansy Pejicians and Amordiensy to 
*Cleogaris Prince of the Amordlens : The third 
confiftingof theJS/J&^^wj, Htftians, Edoniam, En^ 
fbateeens and Artacesy to Alcaftts Prince of the 
Etbeensi andreiained the fourth fox hixnfelf, formed

ef the Ijfidonsy Came en s\ Antral ans, Camacesy 
Satarchiens, Afiens, Agrifpeensy Tauro- Scythes^ 
afld divers others Nations. 

The Qacen Amaltbea bcftirring hcrfelf in this 
War, and giving Orders- by the Counfel of the 
Prince Barzan^s^ having firft called all the other . 
Princcs,"advanced within the fight of Niceay and 
en<iamped in that great Plain, within fifty Scadcs 
«f the Scythians. 

The King of Scyt<hia fcnt omScoUts todifcorcr 
the Enemy, who skirmifhingupon the Place, hin- 
dred the commodious Lodging of Ama/t Lea's 
Troops, and theii Preparation to give Battel the 
Day following. Orontes might have fimher in- 
commoded his Enemy, by fcizing (bme Places of 
Advantage, whereby he mi^ht hate difputed thcit 
Paflage, but having no Dcfign to draw this War 
out at length, and confiding marvclloufly in the 
Valour ot his Scythians^ he gate the Enemy all 
Convenience to lodge, ao<l prepare for the Battel 
fo much defircd by both Parties. 

The morrow, Amalthea having gathered all the 
Frinces into her Tent, and by their Counftlgiveti^ 
the laft Order for the Battel, and having learnt the^ 
Difpofition of the Scythian Army, by the Coon*^ 
fel of Barir,anfS, flie divides hers into four Bodies, 
after the Enemies Example 4 Phratapbernes and/ 
Orofmenesy with the Inhabitants of Pent ^ and the 
Bafternesy commanded the firft 5 Barzanes alone, 
with the Daciansy Getes and Gef&ns { Subjedls o£ 
Amaltbea) made the fecond 5 Phmnaces and Or*- 
chomenesy with the Sarmatts and N$mades, their 
Subjcas, took the third Phcc > and Merodatex^ 
who had learnt that Orontes was in the fourth* 
Body, would be his Oppofite, hoping to termi- 
nate this War hy his Valour, and the Scythian 
King's Death \ and Eu^rdes being joined to him^ 

com* 
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eompofed tbcir fourth Bodf o( t^cBythiMMns mi 
Tauriques. All agreed that on the Day of Banel> 
(as thieQiieeii*s Repre(entatiTe) the Prince ^^r- 
xMti ihould be Genetsd, ycc not to daim a Pro* 
prjecy of the Place for the funire; and chey nther 
cbofe ro fubmic to faisEi» than chat the Preteudcrr 
to Menali^fn (hdaU obey «ach other. This Ar- 
my was wronger by a lift pare, than that of the 
ScytbitmSj and commanded by valiant Princes>. 
each of which might urith Reafon eacercain Hopes 
©f ViAory. 

The Qoeen QtDaeia could not without trem- 
bling think of the Event of this great' Day, and 
had fhe not believed the Oracles, which promifcd 
the Crown of Scytbiu to the Priacefs Akmiliffif^ 
ber Perplexity had been far greater. 

All the precending Princes made a Parade before 
their Prinoefs, and there was not one of them chac 
promifcd her not the King Orontes*s Head } they 
all (cemed very angry that the Prince Alcsmenes 
was iK>c in the Enemies Camp, againfl whom 
they had To many Menaces, and upon wbofe Death 
they hoped to raife Trophies of Reputation. Amai-^ 
«i&Ms who had beard the Valour of the Scythian 
Prince fpoken of with Fear and Admiration, re^ . 
ceived the News of his Absence with a proportio- 
nate Joy,, and a happy Omen of a good Success $ 
of her own DMciansy fhe retained four thoufand 
for hers, and the Princefs*s Guard, caufing them 
to iland in Battalia before their Tents, which (he 
ordered to be invironed with a Ditch, fuch a one 
as could be caft up in To fhon a Time. 

At* length both Armies being drawn into Bat- 
talia, tfie Chiefs of each marched towards eadi 
other in excellent Order ^ but lAen they came in 
Sight, they (cnt their Salutes By dreadful Shouts 
aiid Exclamations. 

A 4 Orontei 
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Orontcs and Barzanes having; quitted their par- 
ticolar Charges to give general Orders, caufed the 
Signal of Battel to be given, Co that Pbratapber^ 
nes and Orofmenes on the one fide, and Mandates 
Prince of the Majfagetes on the other, began this 
cruel Day. They amufedr themfelves for a while 
with a Combat of Arrows ; but both Parties being 
experienced, and the Impatietice of their Chi^ 
which breathed nothing but Vi^ry, the one in a 
juft Defence of hisCouAcry, thepther for theCon* 
qiaeO: of Menalipfat brought them quickly to a 
Conjund^ion ; and here it was th^t the Fight be- 
came terrible and bbody. . 

The ftcond Bodies followed the drfl:, and aftec 
thofe the reft, impatient for the Danger, and coii- 
icqucntlv for the Glory, hardly expeded Orders foe 
the on-{et, but falling on with a terrible Impetuo- 
firy, gave Death a perfcd Dominion on every (idc. 

It will be hard forme ( great Ladies ) and trou** 
blefonie to you, to relate all the Particulars of this 
Battel } 1 will pafs over that which is not necefla- 
ly for you to know, and relate only what imports 
much the Continuation of this Hiftory, and that 
which compolcth one ofthemoft remarkable Pares 
thereof. 

The Plain wa« already covei:ed with dead Bo* 
dies, and drowned with Blood on all iides^ the 
Air relounded with the Cries of wounded and dy- 
ing Men, and every where the Batrel put on a ter- 
rible and hideous Face. Here the Dacians funk 
under the Arms of the Scytbi^nSi^^LU^. there the 
Scythians turned their Backs to the Dacidns ; the 
Mixture of different Nations, aiid their diffcrcnc 
. Manner of fighting increafed the Confu£fbn, and 
a great Part of \kc Day was pafl, ere it could be 
dilcerned towhicn fide the Vidory would incline j 
when the Princes, Rirals in Menahffa*s Love, im- 

paticuc 
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patient of tbe Viftory, and dcfiring to fignalizc 
ihemfclvcs in carrying the Prize of this glorious 
Day, begjln to .make extraordinary AfTaultsj the 
Princes of the Satarche€ns and Arimaffes^ fell 
under the Swords o( Pbratapbern and Orofmenes; 
thofe of the Afeens and Etioniens loft their Lives 
by the Hand of Euardes and Pbarnaces: Orcha^ 
rnenes, wicked as he was, fought wkh very much 
Valour; But the Wravc-zW^ro^^/w, though he had 
already flaia the Chiefs of the Agrifeens and An^ 
tartans, and defeated the Enemy whitherfocvcc 
headdrcft bimfelf; yet not fatisficd'with his Va- 
lour, unkfs it bad performed (bme more impoc- 
nam Serrice^ and knowing that the Deatb ot the 
King oi Scytbia was the Price o£ Mena/ippa, it 
being the moft equal Revenge of the King her Fa- 
tlicr's Death ; he fought him on every hde, and 
dedred nothing more than ro (acrificie his Life to 
Amaltbed's Relencments. Not was it hard ro find 
him, for this valiant Prince, maugrc the Dignity 
of his Age, which (though dill vigorous) might 
well have cooled that boiling Heat, that common- 
ly Ijurries Men into fuch Dangers, ran from^Rank 
to Rank> carrying Death and ViAory wherever he 
went, and bathing himfelf in the Blood of his 
Inemies. 

Merodates ihvf'i^g pierced many Squadrons and 
Battalions, met him at laft, and knowing him by 
divers Marks : * King ofScythia, ci^y'dbe^ I come 

* to receive Death from thy Hands, or to facrificc 

* thee to the Ghoft of Decebalus^ and the Refent- 

* ments of Ama/ihea ; difdain not to turn thine 

* Arms agaiufb'me,. I am Mergdates King of the 

* Taurique Cherfonefc 

The Kin^ of Scytbia had neither Inrent nor Lei- 
fure to aufAcr thefq Words, but covering himfcif 
wich his Buckkr^ prepared to receive his. powerful 

A $ Adver- 
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Adverfary, and to overthrow with him the Effect 
of chi5 cruel Menace. 

At the firft Strokes thefe twoPtiBccs mutually 
knew cath other's Valour, and though Merpdaia 
vas in the flower(>f his Youth, and valitint amongft 
the moft valiant, yet he foon underftood that this 
Viftory was not fo (bon or eafily to be obtained, 
AS he imagined} but whilft thcfc two Princes fought 
obftinatdy, in dcfpight of the throng of thofc who 

^ endeavoured to part th^m , and Orontesy bufied 
wholly to defend his Life againfl: the Fury of il^- 
^odAtes, was conftraincd to quit the Fundion of 

. a General, fitfrztfwj taking Advantage of this DiC- 
order, dhargcd the ScythianTroo^^s with fo tnuch 
Vigour, and was Co well (cconded by Pbratapber" 
fiesy Euardes, Pharmcesy and Orofinenesj that de- 
feating the Elbeensy Canteens, and the Htftians^ 
with their Princes, ipadc the Scythian Kttay dag- 
ger, and at length vifiHy give ground. 

Barzanes and his valiant Companions knowing 
their Advatitage, made ufe thereof with Prudence 
and Courage, and at laft perceived a large Path to 
Vidory i but on that fide where the King Ormttes 
fought with Merodates advantageoufly enough, 
they faw appear a Body of Cavalry of fomc two 
thoufand Horfe, condudled by a Man covered with 
lE>Iack Arms, who entring th!e Battd with an Im- 
pctuofity^ to which the already wearied Troops 
were forced to give Place, carrying a terrible Dif- 
order to that ude againfl which he addred him- 
felf, he that headed the fuccours druck hkehght- 
ning, or {bmething more terrible, nor could luch 
blows be expeftcd from a Mortal. 

This Unknown having learnt Intelligence of the 

^ Combat wherein the King was Jngaged with Af^- 

fcdaJes, fpurr'd forward with an inrefiftibic Fury» 

where Orontay yielding to the youthful yigom o£ 
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Merodtitesy difputcd his Life with more Cour 
than Hope, and rufhiog in becween them, lee 
fo powerful a Stroke upon the Head of Mero 
tfSy thac^aggering in his Saddle, heha«InotF< 
to oppo(e his Buckler to a fecond Blow, which 
ling aifo with a Fury greater than the firfl, thi 
laerodates^ valiiint as he was, under his Horfc's F 
The Prince of the Tturiques was no fooner fall 
but the Name of A/cMtnenes refoundcdon cyery ( 
^attid runmng.from Mouth to Mouth, gave as mi 
Courage to the Scjtbians, as Terror co their E 
mieff. • 

After the Fall oiMerodates^ Akamcnes (for it y 
he) havingplac'd tfec wcaric<i Part of his Men at 
thcXin^, to favour the Refreihffiem his wearii 
required, threw himlclf with an incomparable 
ly upon the Princes his Enemies, a4id knowing i\ 
by divers tokens, difdained to bear his Force aga 
the reft, but carried his Refentments wholly aga: 

'them. « -^ 

' Buardtr^nAOrofmenesvt^tto unhappy a« 
be found-^in his Paflage, and the fierce Scyih 
knowing them, fent ro?th a furious Cry, *as a F 
logue to their fate, and feconded it with a BI 
which laid Euardes with his Hdtfe upon 
Ground, and ftriking a reverfe Blow upon the H 
of OfofmentSy clave it in two Pieces, and tht 

- him brcathlcfs amongft the Feet of the Com 
tants. Then turning towards £?#flfWi!f, whofe ! 

' lowers endeavoured to lift hjim up, and dc(pair 
to regain fb entire a Vi^ory : * Euardes [ftld 
\ thou fhalcp'offibly fee before the End ofthisWi 
* whether or no it beeafy to chain Alcamenes. 
He ftaycd no longer on this fide, but feck 
liis Rivals every where, met with Phratapben 
and with a Blow of his Sword laid, him upon 
^arcb, forcing him to feck his Safety amor 
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the Soldiers of Phurnaces and Orofmenes, After 
the(e great A^ious, which Ranged the Face of 
the Baccel, runnhig with this valiant Troop in ail 
Places where his Succours were necellary, encou- 
raging the Fearful, and ftrengihning the Feeble j 
fo raifing the Affairs of his Party, that the Viftory 
which but now declared ii(clf for the Daciam^ (lood 

. in au equal Balance for fonie Time> and a little 
after began to turn on the. Scythian Side. But the 
Day already declining, the Night prevented the 
cuiireDecifion of the Quarrel. 

If Alcamenes had not the Glory, thcQUgh want 
of Time to carry away an entire Victory, yet he 
juftly had that of prefcrvinghisSide, hisCountry, 
and pofTibly the Life of the King his Father: He 
(aw Barzanei often in the Throng, and knew him 
by his Charge, and divers other Marks j but itv- 
ftead of turning his Sword againfl him, he defend*- 
cd him from his own Party ^ and a(Iur*d his Life & 
much as it was poffiblcfo^him. 

The Darkncfs had not been able tp^feparatc the 
Combatants, if the King oiScjthia of the one Side» 
and Piiitte Barzanes on the other,. had notfoui^d- 
ed a Retreat, andcompeird the Soldiers to return 
tp the Campr The Scythians lofl thirty thoufaud 

< Men, and the Dacians almofb forty thoufand, be- 
iidc the great Number of wounded, which were by 
cither Side during the Obfcurity of the Night, drami 
out from th^ reft of the Army. 

The King Orontes having performed alCThiuj^s 
which the Neccflicy ot his Affairs required, cither 
to favour his Retreat, or to give necellary Orders 
for the wounded, wearied with the Travel of ttc 
Day, and thelncommodity of fome light Wounds 
he had received, retired to his Tent, where he re- 
vived to lodg^, aud not to ctiict the Tow^i) though

he might have quartered there with more Commo- 
dity and Afliirance. 

If he entertained fame Difpkafurc for theLofs 
of his Men, and through the Apprehenfions which 
this Day*s Succefsr imprinted in his Mind, yet the 
laft Events thereof becan^ a rcfrelhing Comfort 5 
and underftanding by the common Voice, that he 
was ddivered out of the Hands of Merodates hf 
AlcametHSy whoie Name ke heard refouuded oo' 
all Sides j and that AlcamentSy whole Abfence he 
lamented, or rather whole Lolls he deplored, was 
the Petibn by whofe Valour alone the Siaccefs of 
iheBatric was changed, and theDeftinyof^cy/i^Ar 
in that Battle, this filled him with Tranfports of 
}oy, and an Iitipatience to receive this beloved Son^ 
from whom he had received fo Hgnal and oppor* 
tune Succours s (carce had he given^ Way to the 
firft Motions of thofe delightful PaHions, vf hen he 
law the Pritice enter his Tent, followed by* the 
Chief of thoi[e who had been Partakers and Wir- 
nefles of his biaye Adions. Aleamtnes taking oiT 
his Cafque, i^ew biinfelf at the King's Feet, kif- 
iing his Hand wii^h a profound Rerpe<St ^ and the 
King tranfported with an Excefs of Joy, cad his 
Arms about his Neck with a choufand Embraces • 
full of Love and Tenderncfs* 

My Lord, faid Afcamenes, I am culpable, and 
fcarce can I hope even from your Bounty any par- 
don for my Fauk, 

* My Son, rep/yd the King^ if your Departure 

* podcfl me wirbGrief, your Return has not brought 
^ a lefs Coiifblation, nor could you have reiidred ic 

* more dear and remarkable, than inchebaKcy of 

* your Father, and his whole Army. 
Akarmnes repl.'d co .ais DilcourCc. wich much 

2U^^ aud Mod(^(l^, and the King scndccd him^. 
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all the Caredes due co fuch a Son as che great Al» 
CMtnenes^ to whom he had fuch ftellv Obligations. 

A little afrer cafting his Eyes upon the Prince's 
Face, he beheld a very great Change, and observed 
there the Foocfteps of that Grief which had of late 
cor mem ed his Soul, bur refer vcd the Enquiry of the 
Cau(c CO a berrer Lcifure ; and as the Life of his Son- 
•was dearer to him than his own, the Care of him- 
fclf gave place to that of Aicnmenesy and fcarcc' 
would he lufier thofe light Wounds he reccifcd to 
be fearched, till he faw his Son in perfe6l l^ealth. 

The Prince abus*d not his Bounty, atid would 
not leave the King till he had feen his Wounds > 
drcft. 

After he had received the good Night, he re- 
tired to his Chamber, where almoft all the Offi- 
cers of the Army {tranfportcd with the Joy of his 
Return) came to kifs his Hands ere he went to Bt^^ 
-having not the Patience to expeift till Morning (b 
defired a Sight 5 nor cdald Alatmenes deny them, 
what Incommodity foever it might produce. 1 fee. 
Great Princefs^ that you arc aftofiiihed to find 
Alcamenes widi his Father, without knowing how 
he came thither, and ignorant of what happened 
to him fince his Departure from Tenafia^ and it 
being juft, that I relate fomething of it, I willfuc- 
titidWy do it, without wandring much from the 
Thread of my Drfcotirft. 

The d^fperate Prince left T^nojia in a moft de- 
plorable Condition, and hading from the Place 
■whencey4f^«rt//^^i?hadbanifhed him, with allpoG- 
fiblc diligence, )^o that in one Night and the Day 
following, he was diflant from Tenafia more than 
three ordinary Days Journeys j be choft no Path 
nor Retreat: In the Eftare wherein he was, nothing 
being morejodious to him than Life, whichTlic'lo 
fiegk^ed, chat few Days would have put an End 

thereto^ 
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thereto, had not the diligence of his Squires pre- 
sented. He left off ihofc fair and famous Arms^ 
"which under the Name of Alcimedonh^ad reiidred 
hina fb well known irxDacia, and all other Places 
where he carried them, and delivering them ro his 
Efquires to keep, he covered himfelf with black 
ones in their S:cad, embroidered they were with 
Branches of Silver underneath, by which hedoabred 
not, to remain unknown. I will not relate his 
conrtfiiial Sorrows, wherein he always^ referred a 
profoind Refpcft for Adena/ippa, not permkting 
bimfelf the Coniblation of a murmur againfl: her 
Commands. 

At length he arrived upon the Frontiers of Da* 
day and his Efquires (not knowing what would 
be his Defign) fa w him fall fkk of a Difeafe which 
proceeded from his Grief, and had like to hare 
brought him to his Grave: They found the Com- 
modity to conduct him^ to a little Town though 
againit his \Vill, where they concealed both his 
true Name, and alfpthat oi A/cimedonhyhi$ov9n 
Order, and there they tirTd him fb carefully, that 
■what nceleA fotver he had Tor his Life, they pre- 
icrvcd it by their Diligence and Intreaties, yet could 
not this Heakh be rcftored in (bmc Months, dur- 
ing which Time, though he yielded to the Will 
of nis Efquires, and received the Succours of I^ou- 
lilhment which they gave, yet he lived in fuch a 
Manner, that his Life could not be properly called 
any other than a continual Death. 

In the mean while, the great Difcoiirfc was 
concerning the Preparations againfl Scythiay and 
being pcrredly cured of the Indifpofition of his 
Body, he left the little Town to continue his Jour- 
ney, hearing that the Rival Princes had joined their 
Troops with thofe of the Queen of Dacig, and 
had begun their march towatds Scytbia; 

- - ^hat 
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What Defpair (bever pgdcffed his Sou J, and hovr 
great an Indifference Jie fliCwed to all Things that 
regarded not the Caufe of his Grief, he could noc 
but kindle ac this Report \ and as he loved Honour 
as dearly as Menalippn^ and always preferved great 
Tendcrneflcs and Rcfpc^ for his Father, the al- 
luoft exiinguiih*d Flame of Courage b^an to re- 
kindle } neither could his mortal Sadnefs forbid 
him to go whither his Honour and Paternal Love, - 
and the Hatred he bore to thoic prcrumptuous"JR.i- 
yals, called him. 

He found himfclf daily more and more con- 
firmed in this Refolution, but it was refiftedbythc 
Io;ve of Menalifpa } andcondderiiig, that he could- 
nor take up Arms for his father, without turning 
them againft his Princefs, he knew not how to fa- 
cisfy both his Duty and his Love, ner p]ea(e the 
©ne, without offending the other. How ! woulii 
he fay, ihall I not fuccour the King ray Father 
againd thofe unworthy Rivals, who perhaps aim 
more at his Life, than his Kingdom ? And alas ! 
jeply^dbey How fhall I fight againft Menalippa, 
ro whom maugre her Cruelty, i will prcfervc a 
Faith, inviolable fo long as I live* Bac ah I I mud 
not leave the King my Father without Affiilance, 
in the Extremities to which his Life may be ex- 
pos'd, fo long as I can hold a Sword ^ and yet (hall 
I carry my Arms againft Afena/ippd ? No, the 
Duties of Nature cannot dilingage me from thofc 
of Love. 

' With rhefe Contefts he gri'evoufly tormented- 
hinileJf, vi(i:ingmany unknown Provmcc^, or ra-- 
iher many Fercfts and horri'ole Dcfarrs where he 
ordnii'ily 1011)4 at ^^"^ Kerreats, unable to take any 
certain iuf-luviou, and 1 think he wouM have re- 
mained UTvToluie CO the End, without being able 
to declare cichcr againft Love or Na:uie> if in paf- 
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fing near a Temple of Apoilo (famous for tbe 
Oracle 'ic gave) he had not confulced chat God, at 
the Sollidtacioos of his Efquire*;, whole AnTwec 
was chus»

This Anfvrcr fo clear beyood theCoftom of the 
Oracle, wrought very much upon the- Spirit of 
A/atmenes^ and re(blvcd che Doubt of what Refo* 
lution he ought to sake, and fomething elevateds 
his abated Hopes ^ he refolved therefore wichout 
-weighing the BaHQefs any further, to march and 
ioccoar his Father and Country ; and he fandecl 
that by ^he Command of the Oracle which enjoin* 
cd him to revi^t his Princefs, he ought to hope 
for a Change in his Fortune, the Storm of thac 
Anger which made her baniih hint, being blown: 
o?cr» 

Tkefe Meditatiops difGpating- part of bis Sad«^ 
"nefs, gave his Heahh entire Forces, and put him. 
into a Condition of (ervin^ his Father againfl the 
Lovers of Aienalippa, He entred Scytbia a few- 
Days after, covered with the fame black Arms he- 
had born ever fincc his Departure from Tertafiai 
^d marchU drre<2:ly to the City o( Series^ wherc- 
(be King made his Abode y but before he got thi« 
ther, he iijiderftood that the King was gone to 
meet the Enemy, and- by good Fortune, lighting . 
upon two or three thouland Horfe which wcretha 
laft Levies of the Province; of the Ijjedons^ and 
che Choice of (>r0;f/^/s Cavalry, Alcamenes made 
himfclf known unto them, and putting himfclf 
^i thcii Head) A)arch*d with all poffible fpecd to 

I^'icea^ 
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Nfcentj and reacb*d it oache Day of Battle as 1 have- 
Rkced. 

On this Manner the Prince Aicamenes pafled: 
his Life fincc his Departure frpm Tenapa^ aud be* 
caufe there happened nothing memorable to him^ 
during that Time, I have comprifed it in a fcvr 
Words, but will relate ac large tbc follovring Events^ 
which {cem to rfie more worthy your Attention, 

Scarce had the Pi#u:e, whoTc Relcntments were 
divided betwixt Love and Duty, rendred as he 
thought what was due to the one, but hefelt him- 
(qI^ ^Uiciced to do the fame Judice to the other ^ 
and as in fuccouring the King his Father, he hftd 
obeyed part of the Command of the Gods, be be- 
lieved CO that whereby they commanded him to-^ 
fee the Princefs MenalippM^ was due an equal Obe- 
dience, and he found himielf powerfully enough 
carried by his IncHnation, tliough he had not been-^ 
obliged thereto by Religion. 

He already refblved of the Ordd: he ought to- 
take, though it was not wiihoat trembling, that 
he difpofed himfclf to appear before MenaPtpfa^ 
and it may be (valiant as he was) he would never 
had the Affiirance to have done k, if by theCoin^ 
mand of the Gods, he had not been encouraged, 
and by the Succefs of the beginning, he had nor 
expedted a lik^ Event to the lad Effed^s of his 
Obedience. 

The mortow (b (bon as he was up, he called 
Cieomenesy a young Man whom he loved dearly, 
and who had been nourilh'd with htm ; in Age 
. and Perfon fo like they were, that a great pan of 
the Scythians fuppofed him a ^rreptirious Child 
of the Sang Orontes ; he had indeed exceedingly 
the Air of the Prince, whereby you might judge 
him (next to Aicamenes) the hand(bme{i Man 
' among^he Scphians ; he waited not on Aicamenes 

in- 
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in his Travels, becao^e ke was not with him in 
riic Province whence he departed, having a little 
before fenc him to the King his Father upon an 
important Affair. 

And befidcs that Ckomtnes could not bac be 
bvely fince he refembied Alcamenes, Co was he 
sACo valiant and hardy, having given on divers 
Occafions great Proo^ of his Courage. 

Aicsments no fooner (aw him, than [through ^ 
the Confidence he had in his Difcretion and Fide-- 
lity, and the need he was in of bis Ser^^ce) he 
4cc?ared part of his Mind concerning, what he in- 
tended ro do. 

CliQTltenes received with great rcfped the Princc'i 
Confidence J and difpos^d himfclf to render him 
all the Service he could ^^Civc ; nor couJd Alcamenes 
fcrTt himfclf with either of thofc Efquircs that 
waited on htm in his Journey, both having beea 
Bxtreamly wounded in the Battle, figbting neat 
his Perfon, nor would be in Cafe to quit theit 
Beds in many Days, without danger of their LivcSk 
Ac the Door of his Tent he caukd Excu(cs to be 
made to all thofe that came to vifit him, then arm- 
ing faimielf in thofc Arms he left off when he de- 
parted from Scythiay and bearing on his Arm the 
Buckler, by whofc Device hy^^fo well knowa 
to the V0ciansy and taking ^^1 early, he or- 
dered them to tell the King he was gone to vific 
the Quarters, exped^ing his awaking, and would' 
return immediately j divers Perfons would have 
accompanied him, but he would admit only C/eo^ 
menes s and covering. his Buckler with a Cloth, 
left it (hould be too much obfcrvcd by the Sey^ 
tbiant, he'vifired firft fome Quarters, and having 
made a little Circuit, he march'd towards the D*- 
^jan Camp, and the Qtieco*s Tents. 

It 
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It was in chis Camp that Rage and Fury bore 
fway 5 for cheQuccB was affli<^ed, that a Vidory 
which {he fuppoicd fad in her Arms, ihould efcape 
by the Arrival of Akamenesy and that Ihe had laft 
xnore Men than the King of Scytbia ^ and all thofc 
Princes who a little before that made (b many Me- 
naces ^^h\{i Alcamenes y and who had been in this 
Encounter knock*d down, chafed and wounded b j 
his Sword, without any difficulty joioed their par- 
ticular Difcontents to the general Difpleafure, and 
full of Shame, Anger and Grief, laid theCau(e of 
their Misfortune upon him that was no way culr 
pablc. 

He had abated theFuryof M«'^^/i/^, the Pride 
oiEuardes and valiant Phraterphern^ Qrefmenes 
he had {lain, and va^^t Pbarnac&s Si.yi^Or€bomtncs 
fly i fo that the greateflConfolation they could find^ 
was^ that the Difgrace was epidemical and coni- 
snon to them all, and that there was not one 
amongil them that could deride his Companions^ 
Barzanes ,2\Qnt was exempt from their De{liny, 
nor did he fcruplc to fay. Thai he kfiew. well' 
t though he ignored, the Cau(e) that AUanienes 
fparea him. 

So foon as it was Morning, the Queen Am4fU 
thea propofed a T ru ce to the King oi Scytbia by 
the Coriufel oS^tt^anes for three Days to bury 
theflainof bot^raities, and particularly the Prince 
of the Baflenusy whofe Loft was very much re- 
gretted, and to whom cbey would render Honours 
proportionable to his Quality. 

A hctle after A^naUbea calPd an AfTembly of 
the Princes, and zWnoxx^Pbratapbernes and Phar^ 
fiaces were a Uttle wounded, they would adifl: atid 
appear among{l the rcfl. 

Never was a lefs pleafant Affembly fcen, and if 
she Queen could uoc diflemble her Difpleafures, to 

fee- 
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fee hcf fiitr Hope** fo recoil, the Princes could not . 
hide the Rage; and much Icfs the Shame of their- 
Misfbrtnncs, not daring to lift their Eyes to Me^ 
na/ipfay to whom they had To of en proaiifed the 
Head of Akamenes, 

This Lady, though' ihe intercftcd hcrfelf in the 
Difl)lcafurcs of the Queen her Mother, and in that 
ihe had formerly entertained very much Ayerfion 
CO Alcumenesy which received an Accefs by this 
lafl: AftioD, having in a few Moments rumed a 
great Part of their Expectations, ycc could Ihc not 
afHiA her(elf for the Misfortunes of the Princes j 
and as her Averfion againft, was greater than her 
Inclinations for them, all her AfFedlion being cen- 
tred in Atcimed$ny ihe could not but be troubled 
to fee the Eteiit of what that Prince had foretold, 
and viewed with a kind of malignant Joy, the 
Confufion ihc beheld in their Faces. 

After the Queen had made fomc Propofitions 
concerning the State of Affairs, and deliberated 
upon what was mofl: prefling j Merodates burning 
with Cholcr, and rack*d with different Paflions, 
his Eyes fparkling with a tranfportof Fury, broke 
Silence with an Action akogcthcr terrible, and ad- 
drefling himfclf to the Qiieen, * Madam, [faid 

* he) I dare confidently fay, that without the com- 

* ing of Akamems, the Vidlory had been yoifrs, 

* and for that which regards my particular, I dare 

* fay again that, I had revenged you upon Orontes^ 

* if the Arrival of Akamenes had not fnatch*d, 

* with the Victory, the Life of his Father out of 

* my Hands. Aktimenes is valiant without doubt, 

* but it is cerrain, that he {iirprifed mc in the Com- 

* bat, not giving mc Time to defend myfelf; nor 

* are his Forces fo much fuperior to mine, that 
^ had he not afTauked mc, when I had anoiher va- 

* liaut Eaemy before, and wearied already as Iwas, 

i by- 
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by a long Combat, he had im laid nac on the 
Ground with two Blows of his Sword. I think 
myfclf as ftrong and valiant as be, and I bavc a 
DefigUi if you pleafc to permit, to mcaforc my 
Forces with his in an equal Combat, whereto I 
will defy him : For bciidc my particular Refcnt- 
metits, 1 am carried by your Interefts much 
more ; and in repairing my Honour, as I hope^ 
I ihall take away the mofl puiiTant Obflacle of 
your De(iga, who will always difpute the Vic- 
tory, which you might eafily obtain, were he 
either Abfent or Dead. Doubt not of what I 
fay, 'tis Akamenei alone can traver/eyou more 
than all the ref): of Seytbia ', and that Man who 
takeshim out of the World, will do a more con* 
fiderable Service, th^n if he had reduced half 
Scytbia undct your Obedigice. This Day (with 
your leave) I will (end a Herald to their Camp, 
and demand the Combat, and Ipromife my (elf 
fb far from his Courage, that he will not refiife 
it to. a Prince, whofe Birth is no way' inferior to 
his, and whofe Valour pofTiWy is not (b little 
known, but that.be may hope for (bmc Honour 
from the Vidory, if Forrunc favours him with it. 
Thus fpakc Merodatesy and the Queen, who 
entred into his Rcfentmcnis, and judged that in 
hatarding the Life of one Soldier j Ihe ihould en- 
danger his, whom fhe feared more than all the 
Forces of Seythla^ dirpo(cd herfcif to praifc this 
courageous Propofition, when the proud Euardes 
rifing from his Seat, and beholding Merodafes with 
fome Marks of Refentmenr. * Vou have Rea(bn, 

* MerodateStfaidbey to endeavour againft ^/r</- 

* mtnes in a (ingle Combat, the Reparation of 

* what you loft againd him, in a Tumult and DiH- 

* order J and I efteem (oflSciently your Valour, to 

* belicYC) that you could nuke hiaa partake of the 

^ PCEtl 
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■^ Peril f» wdl as the Adranrage j yet I hope nokCs 

* from my own Svrord than from yoors, aud fince 

* that by the Default of my Horfcy rather than my 

* own, I have been fuVjed to the Misfortoae with 

* you, I will alfo try the Combat againll A/cm^ 

* mtnesy and for the iame Reafbns which you aU 
-* ledge, 1 believe, I {hall be accepted fo well as 
' you. And I {^dded Phracaphern, rffing up) da 
'^ protelV) that although you prevented me in the 
*• Declaration, yet not at all in the Defign of de* 
' fyipg AkamtffiSy and although Aferodates fitft 

* propofcd it, yet have I Courage and Re(ent- 
'* mencs enough to perform it fo well as he, and 

' to attempt £e fame Hazard for the Queen's Sct^' 

* vice, and my own particular Revenge/ Scarce 
had Pbnttapbern fpoken, when Pbarnaces with 
as much Boldncfs as the reft, demanded the fame 
Advanrage ; and the wicked Orcbtmenes^ though 
he waxed pale at the Proportion, and could not 
ibut tremble at th^ Remembrance of A/camenes*s 
JFury, not daring to do kfs than his Companions, 
demanded the Combat with the fame earm(lne&. 
AmattbeMy to whom the Death of Alcamenes was 
of far greater importance than the Life of either of 
thefe Princes, was not troubled at this Corned ; 
.but Mernldtes^ who made the fird Propofitxoa, 
fwell'd with Rage, to (ee himfelf traverfcd in his 
iDteoty not enduring that any ihould {o mnch as 
demand the Combat againft A/camemSy lave him« 
fclf» 

At Jaft, the Queen havii^ hearkned to all their 
f^eaCons, and prais*d the noble Ardor which car- 
ried them to fo generous a Contefb, ordered that 
the Pretences fhould be decided by Lot 5 and fo 
Mattered Merodates with the Aid of Mtmtlippay 
thathepermkted his Name with the Names of the 

four 
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four other Princes, to be wri{ccn in Billetf^ ;uid 
ilrawti out of a CafquQ. 

Buc as they be^ui to wtite, they heard divers 
.Times the Name of Aicimedm repeated at the En- 
try of the Chamber^ and a little after they ac- 
quainted the Queen> that Akimedon was u the 
Chamber-door, and defired PjermiiTion to kifs her 
Hand« 

Amdlthea at this News, arofe from her Seat, 
tranfpoKcd with Joy, aadcry*d with precipitation. 
Let him entery and ran to meet him as far as the 
Chamber-door : The Prinas grew pale with' An- 
ger, at the Arrival of a Man whom thcfy loved iior, 
whofe Valour umbragcd theirs, and wnofe Words 
they bad found (b true to their Confufioo. But 
had they obfcrvcd Mena/ippas Face, they might 
have perceived, that this Return of Alcimtdon 
touch*d her very Heart ^ fhe was fo (urprized and 
troubled, that unable to mader the Agitations of 
her Soul and Body, Ihc remaii]ed upon her Seat, 
with the CountcnsoMC of a Pcrfoii quite iion-plus*d 
and con founded. 

Alcaments^ entrcd the Chamber, with that Grace 
and Ma)e(ly which was naturally in his Gait, and 
all his Aaions ; and fcarcc was his Fo#t in, whc« 
theQueen caft her Arms about his Neck, with all 
^e Marks of a true Amity. • 

The Prince put one Kikc to the Ground, and 
falucing the Queeu with a profound SubmifTion, 
xeccivcd her Carcfles : Akimedon ^ faid flie, (hav- 
ing enfbraccd andraifedhira up) * Your Dcpartarc 
^ hath fenfibly affliacdme, buc yout Return is in 

* a Time, wherein you tfiay with Glory cnoug]i 

* repair the Fault which you have only committed 
**. to merit its Pardon. 

% * Madam, {reply d Alcamcnes) the Neaffity 
' which forced me to leave you, when 1 was un- 

* pro- 
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"* profitable, oonld iioc retain me when I bdieved 

* my Hand neoeflarjr *, heboid me cben vith tlie 
^ (kmeZeal and the fame AfFcdions, which have 
*' link'd me to yoar Incercfts ; and difpoCc ( Madam) 
^ of the Life and Fortune of Alcimtdony who will 

* fpare neither the one nor the other in the Gioty 

* of ferying you.' The Queen reply *d to thofc 
Words in a nioft obliging Manner, and takidg 
him l^y the Hand, preUnced him to the Ptincefs 
Menaiifpa, who fliriving to overcome the Trouble 
which pofleft her, rofe from her Scat with an ub- 
afliired Coontenanoe. ^Icimedoft threw himlelf at 
her Feet, kiffing her Hand, wichout the Courage to 
fpeak one Word; and the Princefs, who was mno 
better Condition than he, only raided him, unable 
to teftify either by Word or AdUon, her Joy to 
fee him. 

The Prince bej^an to interpret this Reception as 
a Continuation of her ^^uger, andcomplained with* 
in himfelf, that he had been abufed by thePromiic 
of the Gods *, but he had no Leifareto rea(bn, foe 
he was fcarce ri(en from Me»alippa$ Feet, but he 
faw himfelf in the Arms of Barzanes* 

This Prince made him a thoufaod afte^tioaate 
; Carefles, and what Cauie foever he had to com* 
plain of his Departure, and the whole Ingratitude 
wbidi he had apparently teftified, yet his Inclina- 
xion.being more predominate than his Rc£cntments» 
he beheld him as his Son, and embraced him with 
all the Marks of Tender nefs and AfFe^ion. 

The Princes, chough unfatis£ed with his Arri- 
fal, and full of ill intents towards hiui, yet fear- 
ii^ to di(bblig^ the Queen, falut«d him with Ciyi- 
iicy enough, zndOrck^menes him(elf (who in this 
Moment defigned hisRiiiiPi recened him with an 
open Counteuancet'

Queen, th^t being all of them either Kings cir 
Kings Sons, ihe ought not to rank ai»y othei with 
them, favcPerfons of their own Quality. Akl- 
medon knew their Imeoiion, and turning his Eyes 
upon rhem with a noble Fiercenefs, | My Lords* 
*' frid bey make no diiEculey to receive me for a 

* Companion in the Glorv which you (eek, and 

* believe it, before the End of this War, you ftaB 
^ poflSbly Cce that my fiifth is npthisg inferior to 
' yours. 

The Princes were not contented with this Di(^ 
cocurfe, and had perhaps difpuced with AUimedam 
the Title he pretended to ^ out they feared to dif^ 
pleaCe cheQueen, who made this Propofitioo, and 
who (believing her Interefts move fccaxe io the 
Hands of A/cimidofitlMn any others) iufiftcd ftUI 
in hccRcfolucion.

knew ihe could ndt beftow on Alcamenes a more

fa^iOD, ^ Alcimedon y [aid ftiBy 1 know very well

The News was fpread over all the Camp, that 
Alcimedon was come j and cha't'itf was he chat mud 
fighc \fi1h.Akam4nes on the't&orrow : And as the 
Valour of Alcimedon was known with Admiration 
.amongCl the Daciansy xhey all praifed the Juflice 
of Fortune ; but there were fbme,' who comparing 
the graud Adionsof Alcimedon^ performed againS 
. che Sarmatesy with the terrible Efforts of A/ca^ 
tnenes a^ind chcm the Day before, were in doubc 
from which of thd twb.torxpedt the Vi^ry, and 
were unalTured of their Champion in fo dangerous 
nn Enterprize.

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Alcimedcn having taken leave of the Queen by 
feme Words, and of the Princc(s by a paflionate 
Kegardy. went out of the Tent, and' finding Cleo'

He had' Rcfidut (e ro div6f s Iiirentions, whereby' 
lie might keep his Word 2iS A Iclme don y and favc^* 
his Honour as Alcamenes^ wichoatdifcovcring^/-* 
eimedon for Aicamenesy againft whom he hadob- 
ftrvcd fo much Hatred in the Queen and Princets, 
that he could (ee no Reafon to discover himfelf j his' 
S|(irit labotited fo much, unable to imagine what' 
to rerQl¥«:on,' but after a long Meditation, he' 
tlijpiigbt he* feid found a good Way to draw him' 
QQr of this Intricacy » and upon thisConfideration,'

•. confidered the difficuliy of this Affair, there. is

{ought the moft retired Part of the Wood, he 
alighted \ he difarmed himfelf of iiisown Arins^. 
and, covered Cliemtms with them> under which » 
he appeared (b like AichnesfaMy that Akimedom 
bimfelf might have been miftaken. 

The Prince armed him(cif in the Armour of 
CUomenfSy and when all Things were in the Con*^ 
ditibn they ought to be, A/catMnes having em- 
braced CUomenes with Tranfports, which teemed' 
to (bretel (bme (inifler Aaidcnt, and having ag^iit^ 
inflru^d him how to carry himlelf in the Com« 
bat, took leave, and followed the Path to the Spf- 

tbUm 
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##/4» Camp s hat wdsld noc enter till 'ti^as latc^ 
becaufe the Herald of Amahbed might have per-- 
formed his Office before he came, fearing Icfl the 
Herald ihottld know him, what Care meyer he 
cofoUd take to conceal hiknfclf 3 and it bappened^as*. 
he defiled^ underftaoding aK foon as he came ta. 
the King's IT^nt, that a Herald from the Queen-^ 
of Dacia had been there to dcff Kim, and Chat the' 
King had returned him without an Anfwer* At 
CMmena was highly (atisficd that ic hji[pptned thus,- 
huc the King wonld not by any Means confenc ta* 
the CombaCy alledging to the Prince his Son, that 
Aidmeim was ait l/okaowtt> aeaind whom » 
Prince of 5^/lri« conMnoc draw his Sword with-' 
OtttOfibicei and that he could not without aoex-^ 
trcam Improdcnoe, permit his only Son to etpoA^ 
feimfelfto muDCtftaiii EYctir, without any Ne« 
ccf&y. 

Alcafiuitei hayitlg lieard the King with much' 
ftTpofif anrwered; that he had rather lo(e his Life^- 
thaiit caft the ImH Stain u»on his Honour, which' 
he had always dearly preterwd ; that he knew Ai^ 
cimedon^fc^ aP^ince full of Valour, and for a Man,- 
wihom the gteafcft' Prince upon Batch i could noc- 
icfufe without Di (honour. To thcfe Words he ad- 
ded many more, (b preffing, that the King (being 
naturally very Generous) was conftrained to yield }• 
y«t much kfs to theForoeofhisPerfwafions,than 
t& the Opinion of his Valour, againft which, he 
Helieved that of the unknown Alcimtdon could^ 
jfiake no long Refinance. 

The Prince fcnt an Herald immediately tb the 
Camp of the Dacians^ to acquaint theQueeuj thac 
having received the Challenge of Alcimedon^ which 
her Herald had made in his Abfence, he accepted 
it, and would wait of bim at the Place of Combat, 
an Hour aficsl^utirifing, becwecft both Armies* 

B 4 with 
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with one Judge on his Side, and on]j a thou(aD<f 
Horfc for the Guard of the Field. 

The Queen Amaltbea promifed the fame Thing- 
on the Behalf of her Champion, and the Bufinefs 
being thus fctlcd, Barzanes was chofen Judge for 
jilcrmeden -, and the Prince of the hdajfegetes^ for 
Aleamenes* 

The Night palled in expcdation of both Parties 
o( the Event of fo memorable a Combat, and the 
Knowledge they had of the Valour of each other's^ 
Champions, made them to exped this Spedacle 
\rith extraordinary Impatience. The morrow, fo 
(bou as the Day brol^, all Things were prepared ; 
thou$^h A i^amenes provided' for this feigned Com- 
bat withr a repugnance, and a Divination of (bme- 
Mts fortune. Amaltbea, wbq was charged with 
all Things that concerned A/cimedon, made ready 
for him with no kfs diligence y but the Gods had 
otherwi(e difpofed of the Event of this Day than 
Men had appointed, for the unfortunate CUomenes 
covered with the Arms o^ Akimedon'y ^Patrocius 
with thofe of Achilles^ had a Yikt Dediny : He 
departfd at the Appearance of Day from a Country* 
Hou(e» where he had pafled the Night, ^nd» to obey 
the Prince, he marched with all diligence towards 
the Dacian Camp ; he was fo fierce under thefe 
brave Arms of his Prince, that he almoft conceited 
he was metamorphofed into him \ but this inno- 
cent Pride laded not long, for (carce had he made 
fomc .Paces in the Wood, where the Day before he 
had exchanged his Arms, but he faw twenty Ca*^. 
Taliers making towards him, who having encom- 
paiTedhim, before he had Time fcarce to chink oa 
them, cad him to the Eatth, and pierced him 
through with their Javelins in a Moment. 

The auel Men ftopt not thcre^ but part of them 
alighted^ ran upotihim, and lifting up the Vizor o£ 

his^ 
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his Helmet, they gave him feveral Stabs intncFacc 
and Throat. When chey thought he was dead, 
they took Hoi(e, and made towards the Dac'tan- 
Camp, not tpuching either hisHor(eor Armft. 
\ The perfidious Orcb&menesy Prince of the AT^- 
madeSi the wicked Enemy of Akimedony partly 
for and in revenge of his Brother's Death, and 
partly for his own Imprifbnmctv, had (cnt tho(e 
Aflamues to. exped on the Way by which the 
P{iiKe muft return into the Camp.(as he had learned) 
promifing therar for their Performance great Rc- 
ward; ,' and the/e cruel Men had but too wdl ac- 

2uicced them (elves, had not the Gods (to wUotn the 
•ife of Alcamenes was dear) prevented it by thcr 
Jail of the uftfortunate Cleomenes, The Prince(s 
J4enai'tppa having b^en troubled this Night witk 
fbme unlucky Dreams,^ and being very meknchoi* 
ly, both for the Combat which Akmedon was ta 
Dicier rake the next Day with AkameneSy i^d out 
of the Difpleafure fhe received, for not having 
fpokeq him to the Day before : To cure him of 
Eear of her Difpleafure, ihe are(e early in the 
Morning, (eeking fomcDivertifemen^amoneft hei; 
Traih, which attended her: Sbecaufcd a cimrioe 
to be prepared to take the Air, and wouldonly per- 
mit Belifa and the faichfulX^^w^iW ,(who renJain* 
cd dill in her Service, and who by chance y^as; noB 
in. the Queen's Tent the Day before, and fomifs'4 
the Happinefs of feeing his Mailer) to wait uppa 
licr. . , ; 

Menaltppa accompanied with oiJy thcfc two 
Perfons, giv^ig order to tell the Queen when flx$^ 
awaked, that me was gone to take the Air in the- 
Tields, and would return after the Combat bet weeqi 
Alcamtnes and Alcimed^n was ended, defirjng i^oc 
to be prefcnt at it > after which Orders given, paj[r 
Cog tAcough the Dacian Tents, ihp^ cauled. ,heip 
b i ChatixJt 
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Charioc to be guided cowards that Wood, which 
was within Sight of the Camp, and wherein the 
unfortunate Ch(menes lay (lain. As the Diftance 
was not great , the Chariot was^ cjuickly in the 
Wood, and the Princefs cauting it to (lay, alight- 
ed, and began to walk amongft the Trees, lean- 
ing upon Beiifas Arm ; and her Spirit being po(^ 
feu with fad Idea's, hc^r Converfe was full of Sad- 
ne(s, and was difpofing heAlf to disburthcn her 
troubled Heart, when (he (aw a gal!ant Hor(e 
(addled and bridled, feeding at Liberty, and lift- 
ing up his Head to approach the Chariot Hor(es, 
he filled the Wood with Sneezings. This Hor(c 
being that whereon Alcimedon u(ed to charge^ 
Ltander thought he knew it, andihe nearer he 
came, the more he was cpnfirmed in his Opinion. 
He told the Prince(s what he thought, but (he 
had already caft her Eyes upon a Buckler, which 
fhe faw lye (bme Paces from the Horfe, and Ac 
no fooner beheld it, than by the Form of its fa- 
mous Device, ^miliar to all the Dacians^ (he knew 
it for Aelintiifon's, She recoiled at this Sight, and 
calling LeandeTy *■ Thou (hewedCl me A^ctme^ 

* d9n*s Hor(e (Jfakljhe) and I can (hew thee his 
' Buckler, and by what we (ee, we may judge 

* he*is not far off.' Scarce had (he. pronounced 
the(c Words, when (he faw the miferabk Cieo- 
menu under the Arms of Alcimedon, and beHevcd 
efieiftiyely^ that (he (aw Alcimedon ftretcht at die 
Foot pf a Che(lnttt Tree. She thought he had 
been aflcep, and making no Difficulty to approach 
him, ititcnding to charm all Fear, which the SuC* 
picion of her Anger might have left upon his 
He^rt, and to make him (arisfadion for the ill 
Treatment i^e had given him, when drawing 
near this feign'^d Alcimedon^ (he faw the Ground 
coYcrcd with Blood round about him^ and the 
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finest Bobbles whicb ifTiied out of the Defaolcs of 
his Cuirafi, ftom tboie Wounds wiiich he had 
rteeived in the Face. 

This SpedUcIe forcM Cries both frotm Mens^ 
iipf0 and Leanderi and runningon him together 
with Precipitation, they took or his CaGfue and - 
Cttlrafs, and Leander with a Cloath wiped his 
Face covered with Blood and Wounds $ and (incc 
in another Condicbn he very much refembled Al- 
IsmeneSf being of M fame Age, and his Hair of 
che like CoMr, *cis not difficvit to fuppofe, that 
it being no«r disfigured with Wounds, he mighe 
be taken foe AUimedim. 

All the Courage of Minaltfpa made too weak 
ReiiOance ;»gtiuA; this deplorable Sight ; and 
whilft Leandtr caft forth Cries, and tore his Hair^ 
Mens/ipfa more fenfible than he (though not leis 
courageous) loft all Senfe and Knowkdge, and fell 
in a Swoon upon the courageous pretended AkU 
nudofk, Beiifa, though ezceflively afHi^ed, ran 
CO her Miftreis, loofeniog her Cloathis to brii^ 
her lo hcrfelf. Her Pains were of fome time uie* 
]e(s, but at laft the Princefs opened her £yes» and 
tecnrned from her Paintings. 

She cad her (elf again upon this dying Bodf , 
and by chxmx Lfander at the fame time perceived 
fbme Remainder of Life in him : * At leaft> mv 

* Lotdyfoidjhe^ difcover thofe Muithecers, thofe 

* Mottfters, that have reduced you to this Condi^ 

* ^n.' The poor Cieamenes broughlt to his kit 
Sigh, endeavoured to fpeak, and defiring, as I 
believe> to difcover the Truth of this Adventure: 
Alcamanesy Prince </ Scythia> faid he, with 
a Voice ie low> chat it was fcaroe^ intelligihle: 
Aicamenes» Prince of Scythia» cepc JDcd he, bttc 
could (ay no more> and Death in this MemcAC 

deprived hkn tf both Speech and Ufiu

At the fame time, two or three Pea&nts, wha 
by the Privilege of the Truce had ventured to» 
come and cut Wood, and who hsd fecn all whicby 
happened in the Murthcr of Cieemenes, came and 
offered their Service to the Priii^efs, and unasked 
told what they faw, and how that this Man was 
flain by more than twenty Horfemen, without 
having time to thipk of his Defence : So that 
MertMlippa^ at that Moment wherein fhe thought 
Alcimeden gave up the Ghoft, remembrcd that? 
flie heard him vxzmt Alcamenes Vtiifk of the S^y 
thians^ and believed he had murthered him, whicb 
the wicked Peafants alfo confirmed, and that he 
tras accompanied by Twenty Men. Sec how 
ftrongly Fortune fported againft Ahamenes ! and 
think it not flrange, if the afHided Princefs ac- 
cufed him of the Death of Aicimedon, 

'Twas here, where Grief alone was a fiiffident 
Condud to the Tomb, and where the Adjunds 
of Rage and Fury rather diverted and hindered, 
than advanced the violence of its EfFeds, and 
iielp'd to recal thofe Forces which had left her» to 
run to that Vengeance which (he breathed, rather 
than to Death, which was ready to embrace her» 
She arofe from the Ground quite furious, and 
casing upon this expiring Body a funefk and mor- 
tal Glance, * How, Alcimedon (faid Jhe) doft 

* thou die before my Eyes, by the Treafon and 

* Cruelty of Alcamenes ? If I love thee not fiiffi* 

* ciently to furvive thy Lofe, 1 fliould be weak

^ jullice, fearing the Combat he was to mainraiii

- • • juft 
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* juft Anger of Heaven, his Trcafon is difcovcr- 

* e<i, deplore like a Woman, and die 'weakly like 

* one of the People, inftead of executing that 

* Vengeance for whrch the Gods have referved 

* her i Ah I no, Aicimedon, exped not this Im- 

* becillity from a Courage, which was never fuP- 

* ficientl/ known to thee. I have it poflibly 
' comparable to that of Men , and this Arm which 

* hath given Death to Bears and Boars, fhall arm 

* itfelf to deftroy chat Monfter, who hath fnatch- 

* cd from me my Ahtmedon* Sheftopp*d here, 
rolling in her Mind a thoufand furious Tnought^, 
whilfl: Leander^LiiA Belifa^ with a River of Teartf, 
Solemnized the Funeral of Akimedony and the 
Defpair of Mena/ippa^ who, after a long Con- 
tcft, being refolved, and wiping off thofe Teats 
which trickled from her fair Eyes, wherein Rage 
and Grief had an equal Stock, * 'Tis no Time 

* to weep, Menalippay faid Jhi) 'tis on indiffe-

'requires Blood, 'tis with Blood they muft be 
^ iva&ed away, but with Mena/ippas it demands 

* zKoihsktof A/camenes»* Finifliingthefc Words, 
ihe turned towiitds Leandery and beholding him 
with Eyes fwoln, from whom, in fpice of all 
her Refiftaoce, a River of Tears perpetually flowed, 
< Leander (faid fhe) Aicimedon is dead for me, 

* and I ought to be reproach'd with his Death, 

* fiuce it was my Enemy, and my Incerefts thic

Yengeancf . But in celJingyou-my Defign, Lean" - 
derl O Belifai I alfo declare, that if you in- 
deavour to hinder it, you fhall fee me nlui^e 
this fteel in my BrcjiA, and fo you'll make me 
doubly miferable, in taking away theConfola* 
tion which I hope for, before my Death ; Speak 
not one Word therefore,, to diven me from my 
Refolucion, and help to arm me with tbofe un- 
fortunate Arms, bcneaeh which my poor Aki'' 
mid$n hath given up theGhoft. I have ftrcngtb - 
enough ro carry them, and to rule his' Sword, 
'and it was doubclefs for this A^ion (to whidi 
the Gods referved me) that I u(ed myftlf tothe 
Oiafe of wild Beafls, andExercifes more futr^- 
ble to Men, than Perfons of our Sex^, it wa$noe 
without Myftery that 1 receive from Heaven a 
Compofition and Force of Body nothii^ ocdir ' 
nary, and I will make u(e of, in this Occafion> 
of that which poflibly is not ordinarilT placed 
in a.Woman: When I am arm*d, and havelefi: 
you, expcd here my Return in tw& or three 
Hours, and if I oo me not in that Time, put 
(his precious Body in the Charioi, and coadu^ 
it into our Tetus, there co receive the funeral 
Rites. See what I have refolved, and fail noc 
in the Obedience which I defire, if you intend 
not to hurry me lo the utmoft Extremities of 
Defpair. 

The dcfperate Princcfs fpeakiiurthus, Belifaznd 
Ltioidtr ob&xyed femethiog & carihie in hcc 

Eyes, 
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Eyes, and face, that they loft: all the Courage ^nd 
RcroIttcioD thef had taken^torcoocradidl her, attd 
ceitainlys itrtbo/e fad 'Moments, Loye and the 
Graces had forfaken the Beandes of Hengiifpa, 
to give Place to thpfc Furies which tormented hicr^* 
and Hie apfxared to thofe afEi<£ted Ptrfens in a 
Pofture (6 terrible, that Fear overcome them, an<l 
they durft, not oppofe that Refolution which they 
condemned. 

LiandeTy at her reiterated Command, d<fpoir<l 
the cold Woody Bodv of its Arms, and Ca^ue i 
tnd BeHfahzy'tng taKen from the Ptincefs her long 
encumbering Habits, ihe covered her Head witfi 
che'Ca(que (though bloody in (bme Places} and 
with LtMnder*s Helpj fhe buckled about her the 
Arms, which ihe kifs'd ^d waih*d with TVafs^ 
as ihe put them onv 

Being arm'd, Ihe appeared fike fome Belienaf 
or fbmething more dreadful, and by the Fury which 
doubled her Forces^ (he leemed no inore troubled 
with the Arms, than if ihe had u(ed them all her 
Life. I have told you that her Stature was extra* 
ordinary, and *cis certain, that at this Time, the 
Difference was fo fmall, that ihe might eafily have 
been taken for Aicimedon. When the Princefs 
faw herfclf in this Pdfture as fhe defired, and that 
Lcander had brought the Princefs's Horfc and Buck* 
fer, ihe bowed towards the beloved Bodv, and took 
her laft Adieu, with a Tendernefs able to cleave 
with Pky the moft (avage Hearts j and £on)uring 
IfCandtr and Belifa to remember herCommands» 
and to declare nothing that they knew, till the 
Time ihe had prefcribed, ihe took Horic, and being 
no Novice in that Ezerciie, fiie fpurr'd him for- 
ward to the Addtefs of the ftrongeft Men, and ran 
with fomuchlmpetaofity, that they prelenrly \o&

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The Field of Bacyel was. already covered with the 
Soldiers, of bo:h Farcies,- who with great Diligeoc^ 
had faftened the Barriers, and ereifled arScafFoldjfoCi 
the Judges j there were two of them, ohc for thq 
iiing.oi Scjthiay and the other for the Queen of- 
Vacia^ and the Princes- of her Side, and the Bar- 
riers were invironed with a thoufandHorfe of ei-

The Judges had already taken their Seats, with 
mnchCifility: Afld a Httl.e after ih^lLmgOrontes 
on the one Part, although he had fomc Wounds 
which would have kept, in bed* any Peribn of a 
lef^ robuH: Complexion j and ihstCi^ttn/fTHaithea, 
on the other, with the Pfinces of her Train, pla- 
ced themfelves upon the ScaSbld, at the Sound 
of a hundred Trum]>et^ that attended them, and 
which made the Fields ofN/V^echo. Theyexr 
pe^ed only th^twb Combarants, who fccme4 a 
little flow } and 'tis certain, jthat ^/(;^»f^ff^i.inar<:h- 
iiag DOC to ^hi$ Qembac with that Ar(lq>ur and 
Piercenefs which^ufed to accompany him in others^, 
it bein^only a Ci€Hoti.«nd diitefnbled A Qipn,, was 
not over-bafty to take the Field 5 yet. he appeared 
a little after the appointed Time, but it was not 
with his accufiomed Qoldnefs ^nd Gallantry,, nor 
with that meaacingiMien, fvhich darted Fear ivit^ 
the mod aflured. His. Arms. were enriched wit^ 
€old> and (bm^ Ston^j^. fci^.B^ickJietof ^he/amci 
without any Pevice ; His Cafqi^e w,^s covered with 
a Shade pf Plume?, and he ^wayp ke^t the Vi?or 
)pf his Helmet down, becaufe of Barzan^Sy who 
from the Scaffold might eafily hfive known hii^: 
Though he affctSled nothing terrible in his Gair, 
yet could the God of Battels have pleaded fmallAdr 
iVan^agc oyer him, and BarzOftes concluded with 
ihe Prince of the M^jfaR^ttSy tl^ai; tUOthiiig coald 
match him/ aulefs the brave PerfoB,, whQ was t^ 
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fight him this Day, had che good Fonune. Aica^ 
mines walked a lone Time in the Field ere his Ene- 
my appeared, and aS the World began to condemn 
the Sloath oiAkimedon ; asid thoK, to whom he 
was not well known, ^ made finifter Cenfnres on 
liis Courage. Amaltbia:^ who was out of HumoUr, 
and in fome Trouble for the Princefs, ( the Caufe- 
of who(e walk fhe could not divine ) and prickc 
with delight at Alcimedon^s Delay, and the more>< 
in thac the Princes his Enemies endeavoured to (lain> 
his Codrage, and opei>)y blamed his Sloach : The

Bttrzanes who dearly loved A Icimedon, fupport- 
cd impatiently their Murmurs, and dill affured the* 
Prince of the Majfegetesy that he would not fail to 
appear, nnlefs fome important Adventure hindred> 
Ai€4fMnes himCelf was aftonifh'd at the Delay of 
C/eotnenesj and for fomb Moments, thought th;^r 
be wanted Courage for this Enterprize ; at lad he* 
heard the moft Remote (ay, that Alcimedon was 
comp, thitAkimedon was hard by, and a little af- 
ter tbeyjaw him approach, or rather the furious 
Idenalippa in his Arms, in a Poflure £0 terrible, 
that it had been cafy to have perceived, with a lit- 
tle Oblervation, that Ihe was agitated with (bme* 
other Paffion than the Dcfire of Glory j the Dacians: 
gave a great Shout at his Arrival, and Orchomenes 
believing himfclf betray *d by his Servants, beheld 
him to whom he had given theCommiflion, wich< 
a: menacing Eye, and by an Inflamed Regard, re-« 
Koach*d his Eideliry.. 
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So fbon as Mfnallppa was in the Field, noca lutt- 
£Dg herfelf wick Formalities, fhe rode to the £ik1' 
of rhe Barriers, aad fadening het(elf iDCO the Sa^ 
die, ihe darted with a^miirhtf Impetfx>{ity, {im-^ 
ploring AKSftance from the Gods» iLe might pa& 
oer Javelin through the Throat of her 'Entmy^.) Ai^ 
c^mtnes darted at the fame Time, but having no 
Defign to hort Cii^mjnesy he had chofin the weak<^ 
eft Javelin he ooold wid, and inftead of addreiCng^; 
it to the Vt2or, or- any other dangerous Place, he \ 
threw it ag^unft the middle of the Buckler, where 
it brake without any farther Effedv Mevmlippm^ 
aim'd hers ^it^\j9liAiiamenet\y'n!aCy butwhe* 
ther it were by the Fury^ of her Cotff (e, or Pafl]OD,« 
cv the little Experience ihe had in the Exercife- 
which made her fail in the Attempt; her Blow flid- 
ing by bis Cafque, it paft Without doing any harm y^ 
then drawing'her Sword, fhe made to her £nemy,« 
who expcded her in ths fame Pofture. • 

She atm'd^m any Blows at bim, which he put b]^^ 
with his BuPiklcr, and wherein he perceived, if nor 
more Force, at leaf): more Fury, thanhecould have- 
earpe^bed from CleomHtgi ,- ftruck only ar thofe Placet ^ 
where^ he found her covered with her Buckler, being; 
very careful not to hurt a Man, who only fought 
to (erve him, and as he had not been accuftomech 
to fport and ^igain fucb Oecafions, he was quite^-' 
alhamed of the Per (on he repreientcd, being oblig* 
ed in this Combat to diffimble that Valour,.,.whiGbi 
on all OccaAons he (b prodigally teftified. .

End of the Field, yet not (b fwiftly, bat tbePriiH 
cci& had Leifute to q^it her Stirrups and alight.

As fhe uttered thefe Words> they cry*dto Arms^ 
((which the Qiieen tranfporced withprief, hindrej 
not:} the thoufand Doc/tffi Cavaliers, wboguard- 
rtd the Field, overthrew the Barriers, to be r^veng- 
cd on Akamenesi but tt^e Scytbtmps^ who fa w 
them, did as much on their fide tp Riccpur their 
Prince \ and if the mofl: zealous of the D^cians took 
up their Princefs tocarry her into the Queen *s Arms, 
the moft afTcdionatc amoogfl: the Scythians co- 
hered their Prince (with their Bucklers and Bodies;^ 
givi^ig hjm Time to take Horfe, and ^ himfdf 
into a fighting Condition. 

The two Judges of the Field haring f socefted 
their Innocency, as to the Bres^ch pf Treaty » cook 
leave of each other, to attend their Charges, and 
in a ihort time this Field was rather the Place of a 
general Battel, than a particular Combat*.

.he had cter refemed in his Life, he made chofe

This Battel had the form of a Maflacre with- ^. 

cOttt Choice or Diftindion, PaEcyagainft Patty, the 
.Tanqniihc with the Yanqui flier, and the dying with ' 

their Martherers, weteinveloped in the fame Kuine. 
Aksmenesy who could not fear Death, but rather 
^through, his Rage endeavoured to render his De- 
j>artiiremore (uncfl to his Enemies j left every where 
soloody Marks of bis Fury. The firfl of the £ne- 
JAy Pdnees who ptelented himlelf, was the di(^ 
Joyal Orcbcmenesy who fierce with the Death of the 
< pretended A/cimek0»y march'dto dhe£ncoanter with 
jnore Bqldniks than before, and wno { conduced 
by his tvil Genius^ and the Daemon Revenger of 
Perfidies^ durft with a Troop of his«Men attend 
the furious Prince: But fcarce had he fcenthe fall 
lOf fome of them, by that redoubted Hand, bu£ 
tqieiiting his Rafhnefi) he trembled, waxt pale 
. under his Atms, and defigned a retreat among big 
SoMiers, when the irritated Ptince ( mai^grc their 
Bfffillance who wonld have opposed) thcttft his 
Sword through his £iody, chafing thence his diC- 
Jbyal Soul, not £iifiering ittorejoyceinthcCrimeof 
that Day. 

After tbs Death oiOrch$men4Siy who was (econd- 
cd valiantly by aU his Sqbjedsv and all cut in Pieces 
by that mighty Hand, wluch pad from them 
amongft the Bytbinmns^ and feeing the proud Euar* 
des at their Head^ hc,csift himfdf like a Lyon upoa

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• hi mi aud at two Blows with his Swrord depiived 
Ihixn of Life. 

The Bytbinians loft Courage at the Death of their 
Prince, and falling foul on thole that followed, had 
cauied by their Difbrder the lofs of the whole Day, 
if Barzanes on the one fide, and Merodates on the 
other, had not rallied the fugitives, and fortified 
choCe trembling Troops with the bed Afluraooe 
they could *, yet not (b happily, but that by the 
Valour of Aklmedon^ and the King his Father, 
,^id divcrS; brave Princes, who fought under their 

, Enfigns, a great Part of the Dacian Army were 

j:outcd. 

Day now, as the Time before, was Alcamenes 
greateft Enemy j his Victory had been intire, if the 
Darhnefs which covered the Face of the Earth had 
not hindjced : The Dacians loft more than twenty 
five thousand Men, but tht Scythians not ih^t ten 
^houfaud. 

Barzsnes zud Merodates caufed a retreat to bo 
Ibuuded^ ztii Orontes (whom the Effuilbn of ib 
jmuch Blood had filled with Companion ) did the 
like, and permitted the Dacians to retire to their 
Camp. 

But dourlefs, great Princedcs, this long Relation 
haith been &me trouble to ]eoa, and, if you pleafe,

The Princedes, who had given great Attention 

. to the Difcourfe ef Megacles^ .would not permit 
him to leave off, and having, aflured him, thajt they 
ihould hear the Continuation without Incommo-

. ber, by Rcafon the Day began to fail> thus con-

t as DifpIetCiite and CodAiIiou to hi*

eiaifs could uot tipeit a fevoorable Event to thi« 
War i this fifl'd him with Joy, and rottified his 
Hopes, but his Content could not but be imper- 
fca, whilft he obfetyed the Grief, ot rather the 
Defpair of Alcamenes. 

This di Icon folate Prince, inftead of rejoicing at 

bis Viflory, and the grand AAioos he had done 

that Day, being retired from the Place of Battel. 

with all the. Marks of R«e and fury in his Eye* 

Vol. VI. ^ , and 
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and Face, eiured his Chamber^ which he fanned < 
^pon him» and threw himlelf on a Bed, not pec- . 
mitting any to (cc him, or fearch fomc Hght ' 
Wounds he had received. The King who was 
advertized thereof, went to his Chamber, and by 
the Privilege of his Authority faw him, and caut- ^ 
cd him to permit the dreffing of his Wounds, but 
could not aimiuiih his Sadnef^ nor cauic hioi t9 
cnret into «ny Contcrfation. 

He conceived, this violent Difpleafure proceed- 
ed from the Difhotiour he might faticy the fight- 
ing with a Woman haid brought to bis Arms $ and 
after he had done his Endeavour to comfort hitn 
upon this Aixident, ftiapo^g Time would da the 
reH:, he bid him ^ood Ntghc, and retired to hi^ 
Chamber. It was (bme Comfort to the Prince to 
find bimfclf alone, and this SoUuidc {crvcd to rrprc- 
ftut the Caufe of his. Griefs more Hvely than be- 
fere' The Sight o^Me^ttiipfa an Amaz^o»y and 
QiUenalippa arm'd agaij:ift hiiiiife, had rather v^ 
creafed than diminilh*d his Love^ and the jiatred 
of that irritated Princefsi whichin likehhood ought 
to have leflened his A&^ioo, (eemcd to have given 
new Forces to torment him. She appeared (uudfc 
tho(ie Arms, and in that Condition, wherein he had 
jieen her fubjed to his viilotious: Sword ) mor^ 
charming than ordinary ^ but afcef he had (bme

Tbustiid he pafs die Night, tormenting himftlfi 
attd, the DxT appearing er«'hehad either fought 
or found a Moment "oi refly one of his Squires, 
who cntred his Chanaber, related that the Queen 
Amaithea^ under Ptttencc ofearrying off her Dead, 
demanded of the King eight Days Truce. 

AicMments^ who well knew into what Condition 
tbc^Eacmy was reduced, and, that if the King 
would take his Advantage, he might ruine them 
io a Day, had Reafon to ftar that he would refufe 
tlic Chen's Deiirand, and finding himielf too cul- 
pable towards Mena/ipga^ he fenr, and inftantly 
ckfired the King to grant Amahbea*s Dcfire. The 
King Orofttesy who namraliy was an excellent 
Prince, and who heheld with Regret this EfBifion 
•f Blood, confidering alfo the Prayer of his Son, 
he thereupon gtamed AmaHbea the eight Days 
Truce: And having given Orders to fetch off, and 
bury the Dead, and incamped his Army further 
off, by Reafon of the Infedion of the Air, he went 
into bis 5oti*s Chamber, with a Spirit full of Ten- 
dernels, and quite bent upon a Refofaition which. 
be now difcovered. 

He fbuncl Aicamenes in the Condition I rcpre- 
(eaeed bim, and though he endeavoured to rccSl 
bimfelf in the Kite's Prefencc, yet was it difficfilc 
to hinder the whole Appearance ©f his Grief front 
him: TheJCing havii^ fomerime entertained him 
with the Affairs of th^ War, and feeing he could 
not draw a Word from him which was not di{^ 
(eded into Stghs and Sobs, he refolved to oblig 
bim to diftoTCt his Heart ^ to advance which De^ 
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lign, he tdok one of his Hands, and preffing it 
tuctween his own with much Affe^ion : ' My Son; 
*■ (faid hi) I cannot tafte with Sacis&^ion the.Ad^^

Whilft 
Aicamenes heard the King (peak thus, though he-' 
fcceived by this Diftourfe but an imperfe6b Joy, 
yet could he not diffemble it, and kifling the King*9- 
Hauds with a profound Reverence, and (omeSighs^- 
which he could not retain : * My Lord, (fnidbey

^ Bounty, which I cannot diflemble, without In* 
•* gratitude J I wiHfiotdenycovourMajefty, (fincc

* a Bounty too great ibr Aicamenes. But if yont

Aicamenes fiud no more, and the King v/ho 
knew his Intentj and who, as I tol4 you, was weary 

C 4 oi 
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of the War, chough ic had continued but a little 
while, and preferring cheRepo(c of his People be- 
fore a bloody Vi^ory, having commanded the 
Prince CO comfort him (elf, and to hope all Things 
from bis Care, left the Chamber, and pafl: into his 
own : Where (ending for AmfblmacbuSy Prinze of 
thcTauTQ-Scytbes^ )ie largely inftni^dhtm with 
his Imenrion, and giving him a Letter to Queen 
Amahbeay caufcd him to depart towards the Ene- 
mies Camp. 

Here it was that Grief and Defolation put on 
their true jQiape, and if the whole Camp, groan- 
ing for the Lo(s of (b many choUfands, that had 
been (lain that Day, for the Death of the Prince of 
Bytbinia^ and »he King of the NomadeSy and for 
that of a great Number of principal Officers, who 
had left tneir Bodies in the Field, as Trophies 6i 
Scythian Valour; The Queen, to the great Cau/e 
ihe had to regret this Lofs, joined the Grief ihe 
xefented at Mena/ippa^s Defpair.. 

She cauled her to be carried off the Field, to be 
difarm-^, and her Wounds died j and though they 
were but ^g^t^ yet the inconfelable Grief of the 
Princefs, would- have put the leaft bodily D idem* 
per in'b a Capacity of indangering of Life. 

In vain had the Queen imbraced her, and bedew-* 
ed her Face with Tears \ in vain had ihe conjured 
]ier byi the mod preffing Words AfTeclion could 
put into her Mouth, to declare the Caule of her" 
Vefpair, and funed Refolution. 

The defperate PrinceGi anfwered not but by Sobs 
$nd Tears, which flowed inceflantly from her fair 
£yes I or if the afflided Mother could fometimes 
Force a few Words from her, they fo favoured of 
Rage and Fury, that they eafiJy difcov^red her Soui 
xo be pofleft m\h a mortal Sadncfs* 
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But chough Menalipfa could not conceal hec 
Grief, yet flic would her Love 5 chooiing rather to 
fb&r the perpetual Deipaods of the Queen, than 
confefs fhe had loved Alctmedony and chat it was 
for him Ihe foughc with AicMmenes^ and wasfala 
into Dcfpair. Kotwichftandiog thePre-occupatioii 
of her Soul, fhe caufed Beiifa to order the Body of 
Alcimedon (ecretly to be buried ( which was very 
eafy amongft (b many thoufands that kept him 
Company) and this Maid who vt'uh LeanderVkTiA 
carried it to the Camp, according to her Orders, 
would nevetthelcfs divulge nothing of this Adven- 
ture, having not yet received the Princefs's Com- 
mands : So ihe put the Body of Cleomenes in an 
unfrequented Place, where it could not be known 
by Reafon of the Wounds in his Face, and being 
ftript of Alcimedon*s Arms, which might have 
made him obierved. ^ 

Menaiippay in her Defign of concealing her Love 
.from the World, received feme Satisfadion from 
this. Difcretioii oiBettfa^ charging hoccp reconi«- 
mend the Secret to Leandety and all £hd|c who 
knew ought of this Adventure. • •, 

The Queen preflcd her inceOantly to I'cveal th« 
Truth, partly to underftand the Caa(c of her De- 
fpair, and ^l(b to know how ihe came by AlcU 
tnedon.i Artiiour»-)an4 what was become of that va- 
liant M^u, and how he permitted her to fight in 
his Place i yet fhe could tie ver draw the Icaft Word 
out of her Moutb, that might give any Satisfadion 
in what ihe de/ired, and all that ilie could obrain, 
was a Pfomife to declare the Truth within (ix 
Days, on Condition that till then ihe would give 
her Liberty of hcrTcars, without troubling her for 
a clearer Knowledge. 

The Queen, who even adprcd her, arid placed 
in her oaly, ^ he! Affections, and Hopes, wa* 

C 5 con- 
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coiidrained to be facis&dwith this Promifei ^^-i 
though Ihc dtftpptovcd^ud condemned' the furioui 
Rcfolution and Combat of her Dau^^htcr, 'whicht 
ilie CQuM tM)t acmbcft'e Wt to a violent defpair, 
y^ durft (he not blame her fpr this Adion, as flic 
would doubtlefs have done, had Ihe been in x-^ 
condition capable of Reproof. 

Yet was noc Minalippa^s heart fo repleniflit wirh 
her own misfortunes, but there was room left to 
rcfent the Queen's 5 and {ecing her drowned in 
tears at her Pillotv, * Madam y (fays jlie) I rendcc

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Menslippaf (replied the ^ueen^ andjhaking hef 
Head) that thcfe defperate Refblurioas againU AI^ 
c^menesy have ibme deeper Caufes, than thofe 
ihac are common* to us bothj and^ were he not 
bom of your Father's Martherer, he hath done 
uoibtog in this War, nor in the Combat againft 
you, bat what might rather caufe Efleem than 
Avcrfion. * Pardon^iie, Madam^ (replied Menalipptt' 

* briskly) in that my refeiitments are not conform 
' nable to yours, and, if I have not genero£ty to 

* love Virtue enough in mine Enemies/ Amal- 
tbea knew by the manner of pronouncing the(c 
Words, that ihe could not contradid her without 
augmenting her AfHidton, and a little after going 
out of the Chamber, ihe pcrmiued her to pafithe 
Night (through her inftant iiicreaties) without any 
other Company (a ve that of ^^///^r. 

During the remainder of this Night (which Ihc 
gave wholly to fighs and rears, for unhappy A/ci^ 
inedon] (he made often reflexions on the Aflions 
and Words of Akamenes in the Combat ^ anid 
obfijrvirig (amongft thc(e cruel ones, whereby he ' 
owned the Death of A/cimedon) that he was in LoVc 
with her, and offered himfelf to her, with all the 
narks pf a paffionate Man, (he became aftonilhc 
at the quick Birth of his Love, and flattered her 
felf pouibly (notwithdandiiig her mortal Gric'f} 
with the Glory of fuch a Conqucft 5 and of the 
quick and maivcllous efFeds of her Beauty. Af- 
ter a long rcvcry , * If it be true (faid (he) that A/ca-

In thefe furious thoughts fhe pafled the Nighi»» 
and part of the ne;^c Day, receiving fome nouriQi- 
xxienr, aud permitting tli^m to drefs her Woands» 
not out of Love to Life, but of defigti to employ if: 
wholly in revenging Alcimedon* 

Part of the Day .was pa(l, when they came to 
advert ife the Queen, that the Prince of the Tauroi^ 
Scythes defired admittatKe from the King of Scy^ 
tbia» What hatred (oever ihc bore his Mafter, 
yet knew Ave how to treat Ambafladors, efpeci- 
ally in a time wherein Fortune had been adverfe to 
ber, and where ihe was forced to acknowledge, 
that the furety of her Troops, and fafety of &£ 
Perfon, depended wholly iipou his Bounty. 

She received the. Prince in the presence of Mera* 
dAtiSy Pbrataphern^ Barzanesy and other princi- 
pal Officers of the Army.

There is Blood enough fpih', 
and I have Picy both upon your Subjedls and 
mine own : And (if you refufe it not] I defire 
yoar Amky and Alliance ; the Gods, as I am in-> 
formed, havepromi(ed che.Crownof •S^/i^/ig to 
the Prince(s Memtliffa your Daughter, and I 
ofler it, in prcfenting Atcamenes ibr her Hus- 
band s I believe 'ris thus the Gods would beun- 
derftood^ and all other ways to advance her 
upon the Throne of our Anceftorsy will be found 
]c(s eafy. MtnaUffa hath conquered Scytbia 
in a moment, fince in a moment fhe hath coa- 
quered the Heart of Akamtnes^ and this Prince > 
whofe Life (be aflauked with fo much animoflty, 
lajrs the fame Life, with the Crown I ihaJI leave 
him, at her Feet. Thie Prince of the Tauro^Sc^tka 
(whom I have im powered}' -^^ill negotiate ac- 
cording to your Commands, fo fbon as you kt 
him underUand them ^ and wiU teftify unto yoE, 
how much I defire the Union of our Crowns, 
Families, and Aflcdions. 
WhiUt Ama/tbfa |<ad this Letter, the divers 
Agitations of her Sool were legible upon her Pace, 
and if on ooe ddc the refeutment of the King her 
Husband's death poflefled flill her Spirit, filling ic 
with averfion totheKingof 5!^//&//y, on the other 
parr, the advantage fhe found in his ofler, and the 
pitiRil condition fhe was in through the defeat of 
ber Army, of which in all likelihood fhe coujd 
cxped npthing but the intire Ruin, diiarm*d by 
degrees chat Revenge, which ihe had prefecved.fo 

floany Years^ forciog her to giv^ ReaioA audience^ 

though 
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though hkhcrro ihc had preferred Paffion and^Ani-' 
rtioficyj and befidcs, ♦ comparing the Offer df 
Oro«/wwithiheOratl6*s, which had prbmifedthe 
Ctown of Scyihia to the Priiiccfs'hcr Daughter, 
her Eyes were Opened to theit appearances, ^nd 
judged that it was by this Marriage, and not by 
Borcc, the Gods intended flic Ihould be Queen of 
Scythia. 

Whilft flic rolled theft Thoughts in her Mihd, . 
without exprefling them to the Company, Mero- 
dkth^ being amoroos of-Memilippa^ and ifflpacient

not to DC imbraced, and that the Gods, Blood, and

€onf^rm*d his exclamation^ and added whatevec

du6hd the AmHafiid^r of Scytbfa into another 
Chamber) that Ihc ought receive with <^en Arms 
the King's Piopofition 5 and that this Fortune,whfch 
at this Time was very great foti Alenaltppa^ could 
not with Prudence be rcje^ld, at a Time, wherein 
through the Defeat of their Army, they lay expo- 
fed to the merey of the Enemy * where neither the 
Valour of Merodntes nor Pkratafbem, could hin- 
der them from being cut to Pieces, if i\\tS(tytbums 
had aiiy fuch intent. The Rcafons of BarzaHes

Ampbimachiis reply *d to this Dirc6ur(e of tifc 
Queen with much civility and rrfpe<5b, who having 
Ictt him with the King of the Sarmatesy and the 
principal Officers of the Army, fhe with BurzMnes 
went into Menaltpfas Chamber, to whom ihe read 
the King of Seythias Letter, and informed her,

Daughter [replied the ^ueen^) it is not juft 
that Enmities ihould be Eternal, and Prudence 
commands us to perlevere in, or change, our Re(bi- 
lutions and Inclinations, according as they are 
idther Advantageous or HurtfuL Aleamenes is 
very. innocent of the King your Father's death, and 
in the Death of the Kinjgs, bis Enemies, he hath 
done but his Duty j ifne wounded you^ in the 
Combat not knowing you, he treated you with re- 
fped £o foon as he knew you, and yielded to you 
with the Vidory , both his Heart and Liberty j and - 
befideyou know,thatamo]iigftall thePiinoesofthe 
Jarth, only the Emperor ofthe Romans is greater 
than he, and the King of Parthia alone is equak 
So that in our better Fortune you could not have 
hoped for a ou>re advantageous Oficr, than that 
which prcfents it fcJf toyou, now our Affairs are 
defperate, and when the King ofSc^tbia canfiui& 
our Ruine^ and render himlelf Matter of our De- 
(linics. The Kifng ofthe NormtdeSy the Kiiig of 
jikc Bafiernesy and tH^ King of i^/i&/;iiV$ Son, are 
dead for our Interefts, and of an Arniy of an 
Hundred Thoufand Men, there fcarce remains 
Twenty Thoufand, and a great Part of tlioie 
wounded, who beg the Peace with as much 
ftrength as they are weak to return to the Battle. 
Bcfides all this, your Dediny calls you to it, and 
you have not fo little Judgment, but to know, that 
the Crown of Scytbia, promifcd by the Gods to 
McaaJiffa, cannot be conquered by our Forces, 
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nor pat upon Menalipfas Head, but by ker Mar« 
riage with Aleamtnes, 

To thefe Perfwafions, the Queen added what* 
ever fhe thought capable to bend the Princei&*s

IaAy made no return) wemfotth out of her Cham- 
ber, commanding that fhe lhouM.be feenonlyby 
whom ihe would* 

The Queen ac^juainte^ the King of Scytbia*% 
AmbaiTador with what had pafled, intieating him 
to (lay with Her till the Morrow, ^hat he might 
return to his Mafler with the intire Rcfolution of 
hi& Negotiation: The Prince obeyed, fending one

Daring the reA of this Daf , and theNtght follow- 
ing, the Datians (the evil Eilateof whole Affairs 
made them atdencJy dcfire a Peace, and who the 
Day ber<M-c had feared their total Defeat, pading* 
fiom monal Fears to the Cweeteft Mopes) gave a^ 
thoufand Testimonies of their Joy ; and even tho(e 
who came from burying their Brothers, ordearefl: 
Irtends, could not but partake in the common 
Satisfa^ion )^ the Thoughts of the Commanders' 
wtre conformable to thole of the Soldiers ; and 
(except Meredai^s and Pbrat^pbernes) there was 
fcafce a Man in the Army, but appeared full of 
Content, praiiing the Moderation of the King of 
Svytbia, The next Morning, (b fbon as the Quecf^- 
was l>t^^ (\nt went into Me»aUpfa*s Chamber, 
imagining that her ownTime of coniidecing be- 
ing expired^ (he was difpofed to follow her Mo- 
ther's Commands. Bui O Godsl how great was- 
her adoniihrnent, when approaching her Daugh- 
ter's Bed, ihe f:>und her not there, and only faw a^ 
large open Place in the Tent> by wbi«h fhe wenr 
out. • 

Amsitkea would not give Cr^it to her firft 
fears, but going into the Chambers of the Princefs's 
Maids, ihe found them all except Belifay vfhohcf^ 
withh^ Miftrefs, bat c^ld learn no Newsof il#r« 
naiifpa: Then -in palling agann into herCbamber^ 
ihe law a Letter upon ^e Tabk, which at the 
firft light ihe knew to be the ^Princefs's Hand; 
ilie fnatcht it up with precipitatioOi aud read the

The Si^tlnun Ambaflador retired, and quickly 
after pfe&oted himfelf before his Mafter, who un- 
derAood witk mn^ aftonilhment the fuccefs of 
luis Negotiation. AlcAifienes was leaft aftoniihr, 
but mortally affidted 5 and perceiving the King 
uncertain in his Re(blucion, he conjured him to 
make up the Peace with Amaltbea^ and to permit 
her to retire peaceably with her Troops j and the 
King vrilling to comply with hisSon, fcnt^w^H- 
macus the fame Day to the Dacian Camp, with 
Ml Power to conclude the Peace, and to favour 
the Retreat of the TXaaiam fo much as the Queen 

oouiddcfire. 

Amahbca 
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Amaltbe^ received with Joy the Courtcfy of King 
OronteSi and proteflsd iht would never be his Ene^ 
iny$ then giviugXDrder.foc the March, lhe<liCen«- 
camped the next Moruiog cofratds Dircitf > full of a 
mortal Grief for the Lofs af Menalipta. 

Thus ended that War which had been doncci^ 
ed and begun with fp much Noi6, and fo fait 
Hopes, s^nd chat Army who csrpedkd no ieis than 
the Con<]ue(l of Scythia, returned ineonfiierAbJt 
in their Number, and pitiful in tbcit Condirion; 
having left the greatcft Part of their Compafitdn$ 
in that Country which a few Days before they 
beheld as the Field of their Vi6lorie$« A little aN 
ter, the King Orontes quilted the City t^ Nfcia-, 
and having taken leave of. his n($w- unpfdfitabk 
Troops, and cffdefed their Princes his Vafllalst^ 
lead them into their /everal Countries, he reiofu* 
ed to the chief City, carrying the (aiA AUmnenes 
along with him \ which he cou|d never havedone^ 
had not his Refpe^ to the King made him do vio- 
lence to him {elf. 

You may imagine that his mortal Sadftefs re- 
ceived no fmall Increafe at the reading di Menu- 
lippas Letter ^^hich•fell into bisHandir^ tier could 
he apprehend why thisPrincefs (who before the(e 
]a(l Edcds of his Padion, bad appealed meofl nto- 
derate in ail her Adions) ihould net beconteht'tt^ 
have precipitated hcrfelf into a dangerous Combat, 
through the only De{iie of killing him, nor con* 
tent to have difobeyed tlie Commands of her Mo- 
ther, for whom flie had always prefer ved a pro- 
found Refpcd \ but alfo by hec flight to expofe het 
Perlbn torhofe Dauicrs which do continually thrca*' 
ten het Sex, dedartng to the Queen her Mother and 
all the W^^rld, ^hat flie would never marry a&y 
Man but him who brought her Akamettes his 
Head, he could^ot confider all chefe Thins^s with- 

euc 
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.ouc a clear Sight of Mcnelrppas Hate, which pof^ 
fcft him with the gceaceft Kxtiemicics of Grief a 
rlieart ever (iabmiered to; and as he conrinually 
Tcaibned wieh himfelf upon the T)au(e of his Un-' 
happinefs : Ms it poiuble, ivould be fometimes 
piy^ that my being born o(Or$ntes fhoald kin- 
dle Co much hatred in a Heart I have formerly. 
knowB Co generous and Co reafonable ? And is 
it Co great a Crime for the Son of Orp»/^j to love 
idenalifp4 ? And an Qfteace fo cruel agaiiift the 
Daughter of Amaltbea, to be loved by the Son 
of Or^nttSy thatric ihould render the Son a thou- 
sand times mere odious than the Father, and in- 
fpire her with Co cruel and defperate Defigns 
agatnft him> having never entertained bur mo- 
derate ones againft his Father ; but wiiat couid 
be this Crime hid and unknown to the Queen 
her Mother, whereof Ihe accufcd me iu the Let- 
ter, uoleis it be the Boldnefs of having loved her, 
knowing myfclf to be the Son of her Enemy ? 
After what Manner focvcr I examine the Adion 
of my Liftf, X .can find my felf culpable of no other 
Fauky and that methinks cannot juC^Iy deferve 
chc^ PaniflimcBts which tbevpitiieisM^iM//^/)^ 
ordains me, nor carry the fair PtinceCs to fuch 
Reiiblucions agaiuft her faithful and innocei^ 
Adorer. The Lofve of Ammenes iliouJd appear 
more conHderable in the Perfbn of a Man who 
was Enemy to her Houfe, and in the Perfbn of 
a Prince who was conceived, bom and nourilVd 
in the Hatred of hdena/ippay and bcr Family j 
rather than in one who bad (ubmitted under fa« 
•ourabic Afpeds, and who had no Croflcs in his 
.eteniions, ncither-froni! Fortune nor former lu- 
nations ^ yct'it plcafed the Gods, and my cruel 
^ftiny, thatt his fair and juft Menalipfa^ Ihould 
n hcriclf vi5ich.an unknown Steel to take away 
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* my Life, erpofing licr own to Danger to dcftroy 

* mine, and arming the whole Worldagainft me. 
He (lopt fome Moments upon this G>nfidera- 

tioOy which had almod awaked Refencments in his 
Sod able to conbac his Loye ^ but he foand him- 
fclf too weak to undertake it, for although the 
comfortlefs Prince apprehended in the uniuit Pro* 
ceedings of Menalipfa^ a jufl Occafion to revolt 
from his Love, yet could he not bring it about, or 
(carce form aDefire towards it: * If I confuitmy 
*' Keafon, (fat d be) if I confuk my Courage, they 

* will tell me, that 1 ought no longer to love this 

* cruel Perfon, who arms her(elf againft mv Life 

* with fuch obftinate Inhumanity : But tnough 

* my Rea(bn and Courage are Counlellors firong 

* enough, yet are they unable to afOfl me, and it 

* is AfGdance I want, when Counlels are unneceG- 
« fary. Depart then all other Thoughts, all other 

* Rcfolutions, fave thoft of dying for Mena/ip^ 
« pa i 'tis my Life I muft give her, fince 'tis my 

* Life (he demands ; it is unneceflary toarm Pbra- 

* tafbernes or Merodates to procure my Death, 

* for Alcamenes him (elf will fervc you roorefaith-r 

* fully and more powerfully, and through his Means 

* you will doubclefly obtain that whereof by other 

* Means you will be v^y uncertain \ I will go and 

* peirce in your Prcfcucc this unformnate Heart,

ifttoe an Oath, in cafe he were (b unhappy as to

hfttm. After this promife, atid the Safe<cotidud: 
iigned by the Kind's hand, the Herald i:emti3ed to 
bis Mailers, who lodged not far ftom the City, 
and who bad the liberty to enter and provide them 
what they thought neceilary for the Combat. 
Alcupienesizvx. tovtfit them, and conflrainedthem 
ro profefs, ootwithdandiug theit animo£ty, chat 
ib brave a Prince deferved rather the Lgve> than the 
Hatred of Menalippa, 

^ After AkameneshaA a good while confulted how 
he ought to carry himfclf in this Coinbat, he 
thought it better to teftify his love and refpedk to 
Minalifpa^ by prefeikting his naked Breaft to chofe 
whom ihe had lent to take away his Life, and con- 
tinued fbme time in the defign of rendering )Ai& 
Neck ro the Sword of Merodates^ or Pbrata- 
phernesj fince Fortune (eemed to favour his Defign 
ef giving his Life to Jiis Princels ; but a little after, 
Ch61er againfl his Enemies awakening, and Jea- 
loufy againd his Rivals, he repented his DeHgn 
of giving away with his Life the Vi«5lory anrf 
Pofcffion of Menalippa: No, m, faid he, I wiH 
not give to thele Enemies (whofe hatred requires 
it) neither the glory nor the reward of the Vi<4ory, 
it Aiall be prefcnted more glorioufly tothePrince(s 
IdenalippabyxhRhaj^kAoi Aicamenes, This was his 
kft Refolution, and (carce had the next Morning 
light appeated, when he was covered with Arms 
the very fame he wore in the Combat againft Me* 
na/ippa^ and not amuling himfelf with many, 
formalities to render- the A^ion more pompous^ 
he marched towards the Place appoinred, accom- 
panied by all the Perfous of Quality of the Court, 
who would needs haye the Hoqouc to wait upon 
him.

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The People ^f Serlca had already £ltcd the 
Place; unkrU that patch which was invironed hj 
the Barrier^) andinrebded for the Combatants: 
The Jiidgn (whereof the one was Prince of the 
Tauro^Stytbes, and the other a Prince ofFkrata- 
fktr»es's Kindred) had already taken their Places, 
.and the two ftranger Princes appeared aimed at. 
the iame Tinte, covered, with proud Arms, and. 
advantageoody^noanctd ^ they had determined by 
bt who ihould fij^e fird,* and it happened to 
Phmtafhtrms : Which JMerodates [impatiently 
riufeed, 'thoo^ he believed there would be Va- 
loitf enough to- toploy hi» againd. He remained 
at the further end pf the Bartiers, whilft Pbrata* 
fherms advanced m the Li(ls» with an Adioa 
which m^e every ont l^ehold him as a Valiant 
Man. After they bad divided the Sun> add ob-' 
(eivcd fiveral other fdrmaKties, the two Warriors 
parted ar the third ^gna! of the Trumpet, and 
haVttog tmvers'^ the Space which feparated them 
wii^ cxceeding^ifpr<c6? they found thenifelves, 
in \ht middle of the Xifts, with an equal force,, 
but a different fortune : Alcamenes was (lightly, 
-wfonnded in the Shoulder, there whete the Cafque 
joins to the ciKrcams of the Cuirafi j "but having 
dkcded th^ point df his Javelin to the Vizor of 
FbrMtafitrmss ' hethurft the munhering Steel to 
hinder -P-ait of tthis utifortunate PtiUce's Head,

declared it (elf on either fides .and.a*lf^ro^ii^« to* 
his ordinary Valour add^d^UfoJutibn either to^ 
conquer or die, he often put the life of Akamenes 
into greatdanger, and faw aoc his own blood nui^ 
down his Armour, without making his 'Enemy V 
blulh with the fame tin^aute. Thofe to whom 4/- 
eameHes's Valour was knowi^ jwondercd to fee 
that of Merodatts little inferior ; ahd thcte were* 
fbme n^omcms wherein thcjj^ing Or^n/^/trembled* 
and waxed pale^ repenting t^at he. had not utter- 
ly oppofed this Combat. But the Genius r^i AiJ 
^atnenes y^^s Wronger than thiat of Me r^^A/^, - and' 
the Vi<^ory was due to him, and referved for' 
him. 

. A1 erodates fttctmd the diminution of b»* 
{Irengrh, and it feemed to him that the force of 
Alcamen§s received an incrcafc, (nor waj- it a* 
wotrder that he grew io weak, hlwng loft ibmooh' 
blood.) Ahamenes dcfirous of the Vi^ory, gave* 
him norefpire whilft he thought him able to dii^ 
pure it, and dealt him at la(t fo many wounds, 
that having no more force to hold himfelf upon his' 
Saddle, he was too weak to refift the powetfnl' 
Arms of his A<lv^rfary, who imbractng him aboac ' 
the middle, drew him from the Saddle, andtbr^vr 
him upon the Earth. Merodates had uci:f)Ower< 
to rife, and Alcamenes having alighted aimoft ib > 
foon £s he was down, the vanquiiht P.rince doubt- 
ed not but that he was coming to execute, with. 
rigour the conditions of the Combat. Thi&' 
thought made him lofe no Courage, and behold* 
ing Akani€nesm\)x^»fk!l^tiiitfL\ ^ f'miii.yfdiiff 
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"^ /;<, thy Yidory, and tgike away From me ^ 
^ ihameral life, which I oeithet caa» nor will ask 

* of ihcC.' Thou flult not ask it, replied, Alca- 
menesy bnt ,thou ihalc receive it' ftbm him in 
whojfe Power it is to take it aw2iy \ and I will 
leave thee (o glorious, that thou (halt be able ta 
jJrc(etu it to Menalippa 'without {hdme, to whonC 
I will teftify the brave thing thou haft done to 
obey her. 

* Aferedates ^^hitig with grief, received this fa- 
tour, and beholding the. Prince with refentmcnts' 
which had* nothing of the Enemy in thcuij * t

. He had fpoken more, had not the Prince, who 
fcard! the lofs.of his Blood' would prove the lols' 
of his Lifci wh^h he dcfired to preferye, caufecT 
him to be takcd* up';' atid, carried to the Palace, 
ordering his wounds to be dr^ft with as much' 
care as they would take for his own. 

But fcarce bad he performed this generous p^rt, 
and not yet remounted, when from amongft the 
Throng, a Cavalier ruihed in with impetuofity, who' 
pa6[ing through a place in the Bafriers^vhich'was 
openi and'fpurring his ttorfe towards the Prince, 
accbfted.him with his Sword in his Hand, b<sfore 
he could prepare to receive him, and aiming his 
Sword at the default of his Cuirafs, pierced ic 
through his Body up to the Guards. 

Thus this great Prince, Vanquifher of (b many 
Princes, fell upon the* Field, where he had ob* 
tained cwa fo gaUam Vi6bries, and (carce could

Murthrrer, yet they loaded him with Chains^ 
and carried him to Pritbiit, whence he was not Ukely. 
10 retlirn, fave to thole Tortures which the f^ran** 
jeurofhis wicked A^fbon defeivcd. 

The King) ovcxwhelmed by tSiis Aoctdenc, liad' 
^hnoft loft a Courage which never yet foiibok 
lim 3 it (b pierced his Heart, that^it was difEcufe 
CO know wtiether of the two was the monp dan- 
geroully wounded. All the City» which jiJk»- 
menes's vertnes had filled wkh as much l&veas ve« 
Aeration* with tears lamented his idisfoininei and 
it feemcd as if this one blow laid all the hopes of 
S^tbia in its Tomb. 

Thofe e0eemed them(elves happy who conid 

Tend their Arms and Care» to carry theic Princa 

to the Pdace, and the great mnlcitudes of People 

who prdl to fijiccour bim, had almoQ deprived 

him of all fuccour. The crnelSword ftiick in his. 

Body> and ^rce in drawing it out, could they 

finder Life from following. The Surfreons who 

viHted this large Wound b^ two Orifices, could 

^ve cbeKii^no appaccnc hopes, faying only ^cy.

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had fccn f^reatcr wotinds cured, and that, it was 
HOC impodible bot that the Prince might be faved. 
Yon .may - imagine they employed all theh Azt 
about a Cnre of that Importance, and as they 
were the moft experienced of all Scjittia, the/ 
inade nfe of tho(e Remedies ^^hicfa were indeed 
tbe moft Cjipable of preferving the Princess Life; 
for a bug time they could not reco?er his lo(l 
Sea&S) and «rhen (bv the force of Remedies] the/ 
retatned> it was with fb much weakne(s, and (o 
ktik knowledge, that it increased the general 
fear : They drcft alfb his other wounds which he 
BBoetTed ^om Mtrodates^ bat they were incon- 
fiderable.

. The Gatipents, of the Crimiwalhad been abuftd* 
and torn by thofelchat had taken hrm, alid his . 
Body fb loaded with Irons, 'thaC lit could-fcaroc 
{land under them ; but through the veil of thi» 
mifery 0ione a Beauty fo . inHaming, and Eyes 
brighter than the Planet under which. they were 
born, casing beams fo quick and piercing, tba> 
the Soul of the affii£led King, pre^ccu^ed as it was 
with grief and rage, could np^re&ife to this imr 
pcrial Ohjeftrits &t rcfped. He:rmaitie<l.<)<iite 
confufed and non-plufs'di then- fixing hi^ £y«s a

Mtnalippa praifing the Moderation of Orpntes; 
and unablcto difappfove hi^Re&ntments, had fome 
Regret for his Grief, and, being difcharged of her 
Icons, fht retired into the Apartment they o6rec- 
ed her where Ihe put on Woman's Cloaths, noc 
thofc they jrefenred, becaufe they -were her Enc- 
fnies, but fuch as ihe cauled Belifa to carry withr' 
her, ilie refusing any other Attendants. WhilClrhe 
wounded' Prince diiputed betwixt Life and Deaths 
his Wound being To great that a Complexion 'h€$ 
robuft than4:)is could not hate one Moment ikvfw* 
cd the cruel Stroke^ be pafled thcNight wicli great 
Weakne(s, and the Day folio wing when tkey took 
away the PJaiilcrs, the Fear ceaied not ; and tko 
Chyrurgeons only faid, as the Day before, there 
were (ohk Hopes, and though his Cute was diiB- 
cuk, yet was it not impoflible. As they permitted 
ix>t the Prince to fpeak, Co they pennittedonlyfiKb 
to ftay in his Chamber that were neceflary for the 
fieibic. NccefOty, and it was in-this Solitude -and 
Siieoce that they^roeived this poorPtinc6'(whofe 
judgment, in fpight of his Feeblenefi said violent Fe- 
ver was intite and found) ftudying upon his Ad- 
venture, unable to imagine by all Conjc^ttHes 4 hat 
Jiis Wound came upon any other Account (ave Ale-^ 

naiipfa'^i. 
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mlippits. The King wouM not reH him what he' 
knew, for Fear the News (hould increJifchisMif- 
fMHine and AfHidioii, by letting him know that 
MenMiiffsf had been charged with Irons, and drag-' 
ged CO a Prifon 5 but that which the Princes* 
Thoughts were moft buficd on, was, that the Sword * 
wherewith he had been wounded,' retnarning aft^r' 
the Blow in his Body, he believed that by this Sword * 
he could clear binnKcIf of Part of hi? Sufpicions, and" 
having called one of thofe which ferTcd hhn, he' 
commanded to bring it to him. Irwas remarka-- 
bleenoiigh through the Beauty of the Hilt, to hate 
Mofed Come one in the Chamber to have carried it 
away, but by Fortune ir was left, and prefenred' 
ro the Prince, who^no fooher cftft hrt Eyes upon 
ki biuhekiiewic fdr the fame he had alongTinle 
worn under the Name of AldmedBn^ and which 
he had given to Ckomenes wi?h the red of his' 
Arms, and which he faw in Menalippasybind in* 
the firft Combat. This Sight made him imagine thac^ 
it was by MeM/ippa*s Hand He had been wounded^ 
and calling to mind that little of her Face which* 
appeared as fhe fell on'him, and remembring thr 
heaa which MerodMtes received from her by Lean-' 
d9ry irhcim he believed to be flfill in her Service,' 
he DO longer doubted but that it was from Mena* 
iippa chat he received the Wound. This Know* 
kdgc was the Parent of diflerenc Thoughts, and if 
it redoubled his Grief to (ec the Continuation of 
Menaiippas Hatred, he redeiVd alfo much Con** 
taiaiion through the Beliefhe had, that to pleafe* 
M$naiippa betore he dyed, he could not dye mott' 
glorioufly thin by her Hind \ he rolled this Thougiic 
tometime in his Mind without fpeaking, at lad rai- 
fing his Voice with a weak and an unafrhred Tone :

in the BattcL Thefe woc4$ having thruft me 
20£o a marvellous aikmUhoient » Fiieod (fdld 1 ): 
in the Name of the Gods hide not the Troth of

fication and fikpofe of (bme £> confider^ble pec^ 
fbns, that you may ezpc^ very great Rewafdi». 
if the Gods fpare your Life. *

the laft mooocuts thereof I ihooU he £>f ry to lye; 
in charging my (elf wjth a Crime which wilt> 
render my memory odious : That which is only^ 
like to juftify mCy is, that Or€h»mfn§s was my 
King) and tluu 1 am a Nfimsdia» by birth, andi 
tt that time commanded thofe Troops , whidi 
compoled the Life-guard. Thcti related he to- 
more than Fifty perfons, that^ were prelenr, thar 
Orcb^ments having novriih'd a violent hatted 
againft jilameAn lot the Death of his Brother* 
afid the ImprifoDment him&lf ftt&red by hiii 
Valonr, 00 foooer faw this Ptiace cemm to the 
I>acM» Camp, but he defigncd his death, and^ 
immediately after his depanure from the Queen's.

This was Lnnditr^s Rdation^^-aod MinMliptm 
kad coo much Conideooe in his Fidelity to douoc 
ahe Tcporti and (b called no other Witnefles } but 
when flue made tcfie^»>ii spon the d/iog Words 
ef Akimedm^ who had tittered no other Name 
bat chat of AlctmeneSf her confufion remained, 
and could percehe no light iu thefe pomrar y ap-- 
pearanoes. It is cnic [Jald Jbe Mkud) *tis true, 
that Ai€tm$na hath teftified coo much Virqie 
in all his Aftions, to be guihy of (b -black a 
Monhcr s vet it is true, rt^itdjbty that yf/W* 
mtd^n did, flame Akmntn^s^ and AIcMfuents 
fcim(etf feciped to confcfs the Crime, and to glQ|» 
Tf in the Death of Alcimidon, 

The Prince of the hiMffagetts^ who was pre- 
Ibic aS'this time, iindet(&>d npthiag at ail« and 
Siffthfms who ondetftood a pace, was ignorant 
of the reft, and more aftonilh'd than any'. He 
knew the Prince had nerer told the Kuig bis Fa- 
ther any thing of thofe Advemares which hap- 
pened to him under the Name of Alcimedon ^ 
B> that before the Prince of th< MaJJagetesy he 
woold not (peak more dearly to htens/ifp^y nor 
meet tho(e Things which bis aftonifliment had 
pnt into his Mouth ^ but beholding her in a 
nrange perplexity^ and mortal inquietude, ^ ill4- 
^ dam^ (faid he) you may beliere Lea»der*s Re- 
* lation, and if you will but (ee Akumtnes this 
^ one time, I dare promifc you that you will 
^ be cenaioly conyiooed, it was not he who 
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* flew Ahtmedon, ' The Princcfs ( confounded }: 
raidng herfelF at che(e words : Tes^ Soflhenes 
faid Jhey * I. will revidc Alcamen^Sy and.thit 

^ Truth, which I defire to know, is fufficicntlf 

* important to make me pafs beyond m^ Re* 

* fentnients y I cannot undeiftand after tho(e 
^ Words I heard from him, bow could he be 
' innocent of Alcmedon^s Death ? But if he be 

* really fo, I will fo repair the Craekics which f 
' have cxercifed. towards hin), that I am (urc 

* he will grant my pardon.* At thc(c words ihc 
arufC) and defiring Sojibenes to demand the Prince 
leave to fee him, the followed him immedi- 
ately, and was almod fo Toon there as he. 

The Prince ( whofe wound had made many- 
f romifes that day of amendment], and the King 
who was with him, underftood with aQonjfh* 
ment her demand -, nor could they divine the 
Caufe, though the Prince imagined his Letter bad 
done it ^ and refolving his Spirits againCl . any 
Thing cruel or funeft that could arrive, he pre- 
pared to receive this (ccond Vifit of Menalifpa 
viih more Courage than the former, and the 
King thought he Taw Tome Beam? of Joy date- 
iiig a good Augur from Sojibenes^ lace. - 

Menalippd cntred the Chamber, followed 5y* 
Leander and Belljjdy but it was with lefs fierce* 
nefs, and more fweetnefs than formerly. The. 
King caufed a Chair to be fat for her by Alca^ 
pienes*s Bed, where being fat, Alcamenes (faid 
Jhcf tjoitb an ajfured Countenance) I come ta 
m^ke chat reparation which I owe to you, if 
you are innocent, or which I owe my felf, if 
you are guilty of that Fafl which I would have 
puniihed by the lofs of your Life ; I will make, 
a confedion of that before the King and othec 
Pcrfons here prcfcnt, which I rcfukd to confcfs 

in. 
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in eke extremities of nay Life to my own Mo* 
ther ; and which I would never confefs to anyt 
were my own Life only incerefted therein. I 
have loved (fincel mnu acknowledge it) with 
an innocent af{e£iion the valiapt Aicimedon ^ his 
Birth was never known to me, though I am noc 
ignorant that it was of the molt illoflrious 
amongft Men ; but I have loved in him' all the 
Ycrtucs, and with fb much innocence and purir 
ty^ that this afleveration makes me not bhiih» 
I have loft him by a difmal accideBt, on that 
Day he ihould have fought with you : 1 (aw him 
mortally wounded, under thofe Arms known to 
all Daqa by the brave A^ioiSs he performed^ un- 
der ihem 'y and as he was giving up the Ghoft in 
my Arms, 1 demanded the Name of his Mar* 
th9rer, and could draw nothing out of his 
Mouth, but (rhe Prince of Seythia.) That which 
I .owed to his revenge made me forget my Set* 
Love lided me a Soldier, and 1 covered 9y feJf 
with the Arms of my ^t^x .AlGimedon^ to revenge 
him by the death of A/camenes } and it happen- 
ed that, in that Combat, you fpake to me of A/* 
cimedon, and boafted that you had puniihed his 
bolduefs, uttering whatever could xonfirm ttlt in 
the Opinion I had conceived. You know what 
eHeds it hath produced {ince)\Love rpndted oie 
furious to revenge him 1 loved $ and 1 have not 
iparcd your Life^. having ^r(l expofed mine to 
all manner of dijfgraces. ^ You have ^ccufed me 
doubilefs of auelty, but you would rather have 
excufcd me, were my paflion fufficiently known 
lb you. In brief, 1 have believed you the crjjel 
Murtherer of my beloved Alcitntdon j but this 
Day that belief hath been ihaken by contrary 
appearances ^ the King of the N4>mades is accu&d 
of this Yi&i and 1 have rather belieycd it of him, 
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^ban of fiich a Priooe as Aicamena^ in whom I 
liavc always fouud top mach VUtae to have be- 
lieved him fo gQilty> had not mine £ye$ and Ears- 
i 01 pofed a contrary Opinion . M any Things do per- 
fwade me that yen are innoceiit, and the Spirit of 
A/cimtdfin it (eif refiftcd this Night the Relent- 
memt I had agatnft you, and complained of the 
Wound you received from me •, yet it was from 
A/cirmd^n^s own Mouth that I learn'd his Deftiny, 
and you your(eIf fpake to me of Alcim^don^ as oC 
' a Per(bn whofe rooft' iecret Thoughts you knew. 
My Soul is Co troubled at (b many contrary Ap- 
pearances, that 1 know not whereon to relye *, anct 
I ikould bfe my Judgment, . but chat Softbents 
makes me hope that you will draw mc out of thi» 
cruel Uncertainty ; if you arc innocent of this Crime, "^ 
I will repair with the jaft drop of my blood, the 
• Injuries 1 have done you ^ if not, I will endeavour 
to facisfy AUimed^n^s Gboft, by (aaificing my 
0wn Life, not endeavouring any thing moreagainft 
fours, which after the generous Treatments which 
1 have received from the King your Father, and 
yotirfelf, 1 cannot attempt without Ingratitude. 

Thus .(pake Menalippa. And AicMtnenes (wha 
catted all his Courage to his Afliftance) loft not 
one of thefe Words. But! QGodsi what Ezptef- 
ions can reprefcnt the State of his Soul, at this 
Change of hi^ Fortune! He apprehended, at the 
(ame Time, not bnly that he was not hated by 
MenaUfp^y not only that her great Soul was touch- 
ed with Pity for htm, and that he now cea(ed to 
be the Objed of her croel Hate, which had p|p* 
duced fo many funeft El&dls ; bat alfb, that alf 
tho(e violent Demondrations of her Hatred againft 
Aicamtnes^ were themoft tender and mofi pa(Co- 
' nace Proofs of her Love to Alcimedon. In Ihort, 
the Wowid he had tcociTcd, (be Blood he had loft, 
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the Dangers he bad ran, both from the Hand of 
MeHalipfay and all thole Enemies whom ibe had 
raifcdagaiuft him, were (b manv Teftimonies ef 
the mod Tiolenc love he could nave defired his 
l^fincefs's heart to be pofleded with. 

Certainly {great Ladies) it will be ytty hard to 
apprehend to what extremities tbis knowlcdgie car- 
ried him, and if grief Had almoft caft him into 
the Tomb, joy wanted bur Uttle of prododng tbo 
£kme cf&dls ^ he ftrove with i»a long Time knovr- 
ing be fiiould need all his Forces to redft it^ and 
though he could not become an imire Mafter, yet 
he oottincd To much of his patieooe, as was ne- 
cedar/ to advance bis Fortune to cheottexmoft. 
He remained a loi^ tim« unabk to fpcafc, and 

fave Menalifpa leifnre enough lo ttt^rprec bis- 
lenceamifs; but having diflipated pan of that 
which impedied his Dircour(e': < Yc^» Metrnhpfs^ 

* (aid he, Aleamenes hath puniftied the andacioni 

* Aicimedfin ; >ut Alcimedon^ ( too giocioas tp

He fpake only theCb few Words, and thoK need* 
cd no more to msLkcMenalifpa know the bekyvci 
Voice of Aicimedon^ Bellja and Liandtr who 
knew it (notwithftandingthe RefpeA of the Plad^}- 
cty*d 1|0ch together ; and the Princds impatienry 
or cuher tranfponol, drew the Curtain to view 
Akamenes^s rlcAcCj and there found, nuugte ka 
Palenefs, all the Liueameats of Akltnedon . A while 
ihe redded thefc Appearances, which ihe cosld 
not but fufped, comparing what ihe (aw to what 
ihe had feeu. The Prince perceived bet A(loniih- 
ment, and caking Courage from his good Fortune r 

* Doubt not. Madam, faid he^ ^ this Alcame' 
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* nes whom you have fb hated, is the fame AUi' 

* medon whom you confefs to have fb dearly loy- 

* cds and, as you never declared to the Qucea

Him whom you Taw expire under mine ArmSy 
was wic-hout doubt the unfoitunate Cleomenfs^ 
whofcSrory you Ihall know hereafter j andif yoa 
remember the Words I fpake to you in the Com- 
bat, yoii will judge that Alcainehes as Alcimedon^ 
mi^ht fpcak them of Ahimedon : And laftly, Ma- 
dam, (conrhiued he, taking one of her fiiir Hands, 
and prcfling it with a thoufand fiery Kiflcs ) the 
Tame Aldmedon, who promiled you the Crown of 
-Ssytbiay is flill in a Condition of making you the 
iamc Offer, through his Father's Bounty \ and if 
you will permit him to pafs at your Feet the Rc- 
liques of that Life which the Go<h fhall afford him, 
you will too gencroufly repair ihofe Evils he hath 
fu&red by you,, and thereby render me as happy 
-and glorious, as even now I fuppofed myfelf mi- 
ferawc. ' 

-lA/camenes added many Words to thefe, during: 
which, the Princefs was partly recovered from her 
AftoniHiment, and poflbft with fb- immoderate a 
Joy J that it had hkely to have proved mortal. Af- 
ter a ftrong RefiRance, neither Modefly, nor the 
King's Piefence, could hinder her fton throwing 
her Aims about his Neck, and prcfling him with 
' fb much Affection, that the Prince unable to re- 
iSfl fo dear CarefTes, had almofl fainted in her 
Armr. Akimedon^ faid fhe I My dear Alcimeden ! 
ex prcfling by thefe Words only, the Tendernefs 
of her Heart, betrer than by the moft eloquent fhe 
could have fpoken -, a River of Tears (whofc Courfc 
ihe could not icfift} fuccceded) and oppofed them-

The nrfl Transports being over, the King drevr 
Dear to participate in the common Joy, and hav^ 
ing joined to the Pardon which he begged ofAfe- 
na/ippay for his Refentmeuts againft her, . his 
't'hanks for her AfFedion to Alcimedon, he under- 
(lood by Leander and Sojibenes, all bi^ Son's Ad-* 
ventures, to the lead Particulars, and Menalippa 
recounted the Caufe of her Error to proceed from 
^/(C/m^^/c^ff^s Change of Arms wit^b C/eomines', and 
Alcamenes lcarn*t poor Cleomenes Fate, whereof 
till then he had been ignorant. . 

The Wound of Alcamenes was the only Obfta- 
de to their Happinefs, and'it pleafed the Gods that 
within a few Days they loft their Fears of him, 
and a little after he quitted his Bed and Chamber, 
recovering with his Fortune his Strength and Cou- 
rage, thoQgh with Difpleafure to fee himlclf fo 
foon cured of a Wou nd, w hich he had received by 
sw Hand fo dear^ and upon an Account fo glorious.

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He was fcaroe cured^ when the Kiiig» haying 
obtained Menslifpas Permifllion, (cnc the Prince 
of. the TMurg'Scythet to the Quccw Amahhea^ to 
relate the wonderful Adventures ofthefe two Lovcrv 
and demanded her Confent to- the Marriage. To' 
which ihe agreed with exceeding Toy, and a Sa- 
tisfaction much more incire,, when {he under* 
ftood that Akamtnesy whom ihe had fometime 
fb hated, was Alcimedeny whom (he fo dearly 
foved. She feiit into Scythia the Flower of her 
Court, to aflift at the Ceremony of (b famous an 
Alliance *, and the Prince B^rzsnesy ravi(h*d with 
Joy iJHtH^e Fortune of his Friend, and pardoning 
bini the Refufal of his Daughter, was the Chief 
of that proud Ambaflage. At Faft, they arrived 
at Serlcsy where Ak'amenes ezcufcd his Ingrati-* 
tttde to Bsrxanesy and received him with/ all the 
Carefles and Honour he could have rendred to the 
King his Father ; and his Power ftom the Queen 
of BacU was no fooner underftood, but all Thiii£$» 
were prepared- (or this famous Wedding, which 
a few Days a&er (with all imaginable Pomp and 
Satisfadlion to the two Lovers, in which the Enjoy- 
ment of a Happinefs which had been croft by to 
many Traver^s of Fortune ) wasaccomplifhed. 

Mer$dates fintirely cured) afllfted at this fa- 
mous Marriage, not reftifying the lead Regret ; and 
having promi(ed to Aicamenes an erernsu Friend- 
fhip, returned into his Kingdom, whence, as I 
karned fince, he carried a War into Thrace, and 
there loft his Life, having acquired a beautiful Re- 
putation by many Vi^orics.

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act all I heard, or, tor faf better, thought I heard $^ 
hot the fiwad, I hafe iomt time been (b well ac- 
foaifiied with, hath made (uch an impreflion in 
nyhcariog, that, with all the afllifbncc of my 
Jleafi>D, I can hardly be perfwaded, that I havr 
HOC heard the very Voice of Cmo/iffftfx. Twaswith 
that refle^ioii that I ftarced as you felt, and 
tomtog to yoQ that I look&i wiihedh^ aboat me 
throa^ the remainder of the impremon whicb^ 
Wkf error had left in my thoughts. 

Such was the difoorfe ofc/eopatra ; and Ar^ 
tifiU/s approved her o^nion: But it was not long 
•re uie fell* into another ims^inatioo which might 
have added very nnch to het affli^on, had Uie^ 
^ifteoed her thoughts on it: For (he imaeihed fot 
feme Minutes, that C$rUhnuSy killed in the* 
Gomfaat wherem ihe had kit him ingaged, ir 
aught haply be,, that his Spirit wandering abour 
that which he had (bme time dearly leyed, had^ 
entertained her with thofcpaffionate^ Words. This* 
refledton found at firft foroe little entenainment in^ 
her mind, and mi^t haye done abundance of 
miichief there, had uie^^rded it any long enter-- 
tttnment : But that being fiich in her, as was nor 
capable of ordinary weakneGt, that extravagance 
was fooR difpeird by thelt^ht of her Reafon, and* 
•ommunicated to Arttmifi^ who gave it more- 
credit than fhe had' done. for the ArmenUn* 
Rincefi was eafily drawn in^ to think the opinion^ 
tery probablir, and foon ^perTwaded, that if ir. 
wcrctrue, that CUopitrn had he|rd cenain words- 
poaoanoedby avoice, like that oTCortolanuSy 'cwas 
«ueftt6nk(s, the Spirit of that unfortunate Prince, 
dead in the Combat, wherein they had left him. 
witb little aflurance of his fafety, that fpoke them'^ 
to the Princeft he had (b dearly loved while he 
, and wiiiom. luply he ftill lovedj even after 
" his 
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bis Death . From the opinion fhe had conaiycd of the 
Dcaiih o^Corio/anus^ ihc derived all the afflidivn* 
her venue could give her for a Prince, whofe cxtra-i*^^ 
ordinary endowments deferved a better fare s and the 
fricndihip ihe had for CUopatf'a i for a Man^ who 
(how angry foever Ihe might feemrobe,aadhofr 
highly foever ihe rnigh^ di^uife her (emiments) was: 
much dearer to her, than her Life. Cenain it is, that 
what fcnfe foever fhe might have of her own MiP 
fortunes, it abated nothing of what fhe conceived foe 
fo great a Lofs j fb that to the tears fhe might ihed for 
Her own anhappinefs^ iheadd«d.fbme for the Deatir 
offuhas Son. But when, refle^Ungon her FofttiBeY 
£he pafTed from one confiderattmi to.anbdher, and' 
was factsfied that fhe mrigHc mind hec own inorell 
with chofc of others, without any breach either of 
FriendfhiporGenemficy, fhethought, that, -if Ce- 
rh/anus were for cenain Dead, (an accidcnr fhenei^ 
ther coi^ld nor would conceive, without an extra*'? 
ordinary afflidion] it might occafiou'no inconii'-- 
derable alteration in Cleopatra's cottditiou^nd hfit- 
ovvnj and that, it being not impo(nbIe,C/^^^#tri»*St 
inclinations might change, when the obje6l of hef. 
^fledions were in the grave, if fhe could confides- 
the Love of the King her Brother, with other 
Eyes th^n fhe had done before, and be perfwaded*- 
bytime and ueceniiyto marry him, that Prince^, 
haw exafpcrated foever he might beagaind Arte 
tnifa and Alexander ^ would not only pardon them- 
for CJeofatra-s fake^ but would, no doub^^ con* 
ffrm their Marri^^e, and fuf&r them- to enjoy in- 
quiet what they wid fought with fo much trouble 
and danger. To this happinefs would be added^ 
alfb that of having Cleopatra, for whom fhe had' 
a padionate Afte^ion, her Sifler two feveral waysy. 
infbmuch, that this refiediioa flattered her into a. 
hope that was not unpleafant. True it iS| thai;. 
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dhc could not raifc it to that height, as to refleft 
OB the Death of Ccrtoianus without gf icf^ but 
rather that fhc was content to (eek out (omc com- 
fort in her Misfortunes, without intrenching Co. 
much as to the leaft wilh, upon what (he owed 
ihc vertue and friendihip of C/eopatra, Yet darft 
At not communicate this refle(ftion to the defolatc 
Daughter of Anthony ^ conceiving, not without 
Reafon, that (tich a Difcourfe would notbede- 
Mghtful to her 3 but ihc feit her xefolution grow-. 
ing (Irooger aadfVronger by that glimpfcofhopc^ 
and bctraycd'in her countenance more (ctlcdne(s-j 
and lefs (orrow thiin fhe had dose the Day, nay, 
indeed, for feme minutes before. 

This little alteration happened in her thoughts, 
at tlte fame time that thole of Chofatra met with 
iiich another •, for that feir Princefs, out of mo-. 
lives quire contrary to thofc of Artemifay hadjuft, 
^ben faftened on r-cfokiMons, worthy the C/e$pa'- 
tras» She had hardly well fixed on tliem, but, 
not able te-difguifc them cither by her Countc- 
Bance or her Difcourfe, flie embraced Artemifay 
with a geffaire lefs fad than all the precedent; 
aod letting her read in her Eyes Part of what 
pafitd in her Soul, * Si fiery faid llictoher, Let 
us not weep any longer, biat rather hope, from 
the afliflance ^f the Gods and our own Courage^ 
the remedy of our tnisfbrtuncs j it may be our 
unhappinefs will not be fo great as we were 
afraid it ftiay, and if ocrr hard fates referve us 
for what we fear as nfK>fl infupportable, we fhall 
not want the afliflance of our vertue, either to 
overcome, or to cmcrrain it as we ought. ■ For 
youc part, Sifter^ 1 hope it will be no hard 
matter to pacify the King your Brother j and I 
think it not impoflible, you and Alexander may 
come together ; aud for me, I can cafily contemn 

what- 
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* whatever may happen to me, when I do Life 
^ icfeJf. Ever fince the cruel confidence 1 hare 
** had of the infideUcy ofC^rioIanUSy I value ic (b 
^^ licde, that I iKould not be much crottbled tobfe 
^ ir, whenever ic fhall pleafe my ill fortune cft 

* put me into any fucli exigency .3 and if the* 
' King your Brother violates the refpcd due to 

* me, or do any thing that ihall make my capti- 

* vity infufferable to me, I ihail free itiy fclf bjr 

* the fame courfes the Queen my Mochcr cook to 

* avoid it^ and I have that example Co much b&- 
'* fore my Eyes, that I were luiworchy the name € 
' bear, Ihould I feck for afliftance aay where cHe 
^ while I have that of my owBOxEnrage. This 
'* refolution once taken, 1 no longer fiear the King 

* of Armenia^ and (ince I hope no mote of C^ 
^ riolanus^ whether dead or un&ithfol, I look on 

* whatever may happen to me, -in a manner 

* with indif&rence, and .fliall entertain it hap]^ - 

* with a conftancy whereof the very example may 
'* add much to yours. 

No doubt but Artemifr found (bme Gomfbrt m 
this^ Difcourfe of CUopatray not that (he ap^^ 
rproved that hope, which the Daughter of Am- 
tbony grounded only on a contempt of Life, but 
was glad to fee her in a ^juieter poftutc than Ihe 
had been ix\ before y and though iihe had not the 
confidence to di(cover to her the refledion that 
had found her the Entertainment of fomc few 
■'Minutes, yet was jQbe of a belief that time might 
lb difpofe of her, as to endure fuch adi(iEoocfe,and' 
•that in the mean time (be might admit a comrei- 
.fation lef$ affli^^ive than that wherein they had ' 
already paflcd away fo many cruel hours. Accord- 
ingN, no (boner were the(etwo Princefles refbhcd 
to uibmic to vrhat the uncertainty of fortODcm^hc * 
caCl upon theai> but they (cemed 10 be quice

.changed from what thISy wecej the current' of 

their Tears was dried up, and by degrees they 

palled to fome difcourfe diiSereat from that of thek 

fprclent misfortunes. Yet could nor Artemifr 

^give over difputing in favour of Coriolanus^ and 

would maintain againft C/eofatray that after the 

Jaft ezpredions he iiad given her of his afFedtoi^ 

in ikis forfaking of his. Kingdom, the trouble ic 

•i¥as to wander up and down thcEanh to find htc 

out, and the late Combat he was engaged in bc- 

ffore their Eyes, s^nfl thofe that would ha ye ra^ 

vifhed them> ihe could liot be perfwaded he was 

.twEuthfiH to her. Cleafafray who would gladly 

have been induced to believe CtrioUn^s ianocenc, 

.oppo(ed what ihe {aid with the reafbus before al* 

.ledged, yet (b as that through her arguments, might 

beperceived part of what Arumija represented in 

his favour. 

But atlaAthis diicourle of a Perfbn, of whoft 
iJifc there was much uncertaimy, adding to her 
^ricf, fhe would needs diange it, and ,put ArU" 
mtfa upon ibme other. 

The love which that Princefs had for Akxtm* 
.'dtTy made her defirous to know, and willing to 
hearken to any thing that related to his Family, 
as if Ihe had lome concernment therein ^ and that 
««on(i{liiig of divers illudrious Perfons <9f both 
Sexes. Arttmifdy who had (ben only AUxanderj 
suad CUppAPra^ and young P/i^ffiiy, while yet a 
Child, had the curioii.y to deitre fome account of 
the Sifters and Brothers of her beloved Prince. 
She had not the Time to underftand the Particula- 
rities of their Lives and Fortunes» (^or what ihe 
had heard from AU^gmfery related to the Time 
while they were yet very young, and not what 
happened to them iince his departuie from Rome if 
But though ihe w«uld gladly have been juformei 

of 
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of all, yec had (he a more particular indioation 
for the Princefs Antoniay whom Cleopatra had 
fnencioned very nluch to her advantage in her own 
Hiftory, and yoang P/p/o^yr, of whom (he had 
•heard (uch beginnings, as gave many occafion to 
conceive very great hopes of him. Cleopatra fa- 
tisficd her as to all flic defired i but afterwards bb* 
iervitig her deiign was to have a more particular 
JcnowKdgeefthem, and thinking it cruelty not to 
comply with the af&dion ihe exprdled towards 
her Houfc : * Sifter ^ faid fhc to hcr> I perceive 
you are not fati^ed with the Account I have 
given you of ourHoufc, and if we were in &me 
other Place, 1 bad already entertained you with 
the difcourfe you would put me upon^ of the 
fortunes of our heardl Relations : But, Sifter^ 
the likdihood I am in to engage in along rela* 
tion muchdifconfbnantto our present condition^ 
and fuch as woi^ld reijuire fiich a freedom of Spirit 
as I now have not as lo narration, nor you to 
attention, <ictcrs me. 

* Ah Sifter! fays Artemtfa^ for my part, what 

misfortune (bever I am periecuted with, I can- 

cannot vant the attention I ought to have for 

the fortunes of our Brethren^ and if you can as 

well without inconvenience give me a particular 

aocoiiht of their Lives and Affairs, as I fliould 

heat it without Pailion, you would make no 

difficulty to undertake a relation,^ that may prove 

the greateft eafe to my AfHillions, that haply 

they are capable of. Not, Sifter, that I dare, 

without bluihing, put you to that Trouble, and 

if you think it m that Camilla ^ or any other 

of your Women, who haply can fatisfy me as 

to what I would know» lupply your Place, I 

fhould make lefs difficulty to abufe her Patience 

than yours, and Ihould neverthelcrs receive the 
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* iacisfiii^tion I defire. Sifter, replied Cleopatra ^ 

* DO doubt bac Cdmi/la is able co acquaint you 
' with Pare of vr^ae you de(ire, and would eucer- 
^ tain you with adventoics, (uch as mud needs be 
^ known co (he Persons that were about us : But 
** ihe cannot poffibly give you an account of fbnie 
' Panicalarities, that haply went no farther than 
'' my ^knowledge, (ince it was to me more than 

* any one ehe, that the Perfbns now to be fpokea 

* of, communicated their mod fecret Sentiments, 

* and that it was in a manner inmyPrefencc, that 

* the greateft Part of the things happened. The 

* relation will haply be fomewhat long, (chough 
.'* it may not contain any great variety of Advcn- 

^ tures, and that in all likelihood I ihall not be 

* able to leave off when I would) but fince I made 
^ a ihifi Yeflerday to continue that which I had 

* begun, of the Hiftory of my own Misfortunes, 
^ 1 bqpe I (hall be as able to go through with this, 

* -and I fhall endeavour all that lies in my Power, 

* DOC CO omit any thing that may any way fatif- 

* fy your curiofky/ Whereupon Cleopatra^ pre- 
paring herlelffbr the narration, the two Princeflcs 
thought it their beft coucfe to lie ftill a-bed, be- 
cau(e it wiisvery betimes in the Morning, and bid 
thofe that waited on them, to prevent, as much as 
they could, any from coming co difturb them. 
Camii/a took chac charge upon her, and Co not 
long after, the fair Ckopatra, having bedowed 
(brrie few Mintices eo recal into her Memory the 
things ihc had to fay, began her difcoucfe inthefe 
Terms. 

The Hiftory of Juliu# Antonius, Antooda,- and 

Ptolomy. 

BEfbrel give you the account you dcfirc of the 
Adventures of Ft^hmy and dntQniSy it will 
' * V«i. VI. ? . "oc 
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not be amifs. Sifter, ifi mzktmtnxion of an EUct 
Bcocher we have had, and whom haply we have 
yec, (hough I (i^id little of him in my own Hiftory, 
in regard it is fo Jong dme (iiioe we have eithct 
ieen or heard from him, chat we have aded hitherto 
as if there were no fuch Petfon in the World. His 
beginning dil^vcred him not to be unworthy the 
Blood of Anthony t ^d all chi^igs in him were 
great enough %o re(cuc htm from the oblivion of 
hisneareft Relations. But before I acijuaintyou 
with the firft beginnings of his Life, and the (Irang^ 
Siccident whereby we joQ: him, I fhall tell you 
what condition ^he unfortunate Anthony left bis 
Family in when he died, though 1 doubt not but 
)ou have hei^rd foniething of ic ^lova Ale xantUr. 
1 am eafily perfwaded, Sifter, you are not to leaiii 
how that Anthony left (even Children by three 
Wives, by Fuhia^ who was thcfirft, AntUius and 
y.uliu's Amonius s by Ofiavia^ C^Jar^s Sifter, th^ 
two Princefles, Agrippina and Antonia -, and by 
QaccnC/eopatray Alexander, Ptohmyy and m)^ 
felf. For the two Daughters by oSdvia^ and 
iPor us, the ifTue of CUffatra, we ail had our 
Education together, in the Hoafe of that vercuous 
jPrincefs, with all the civiUties and kindnefles chac 
could be expend from a moft affectionate Mother ^ 
and as to the two Children of Fuhia^ AntUius was. 
jciUed not long after the Death of 09r Father, by 
.Cdfar*^ Soldiers, (his Fate having proved not iin- 
like that .of our Brother Cdfario^ whoCe iSrft 
eruptions, $ind the great inclinations he diicoycited, 
railed fome Jealoufy of him in Auguflus, who 
for thac Rcafon took away his Life) j^nd J^u/itis^ 
jintonius was provided f3^, as we were, bj the 
indulgent O^avia \ and not long after. poOedcd of 
the Hnufe of Fu/via, and all the Eftate bdonging 
thereto, with an addition 9f fomcwbac qat dt 
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Anthony's. To ix fkorc, his ooDcHtion was fuch, 
that he needed not envy the Fortunes of any Roman 
wharfi>eTer, and though he had not tho(e King- ' 
doms at his difpofal, which had been at his Fa* 
ther'Sy yet did he keep upourHoufe in the greateft 
luftre it ever was in before the Death of Julius 
Cefaty and before Anthony and Auguftus made 
jhcmfclves Mafters of the Empire. He waseldcc 
than AkxMnder and my (elf, by (even or eight 
Years, infbmoch, that within a ihort time aScc 
our Misfbmme, and while we wtreyetbrought up.- 
^ Children by O^aviSy he was numbred among 
the young Princes chat pretended to employments 
and opportunities of acquiring Fame. He was 
certainly born to alltbenoDleft-and greateft endow- 
ncntss and though he were aotfb &ir as Ahxan* 
der^ jet had he a high and majeftick look, was 
of a proper Stature, and wanted not any of A0& 
advantages, either of Body or Mind, which could 
rationally be wifiied in hitn. With this, his in- 
dinations wete abfolutely noble ; he was wholly 
dtfbofed CO the acquifitions of Virtue, and an ear* 
oeft fuitor to thoie opportunities which lead a Man 
CO glory. We cannot indeed complain, but that . 
he expre(!ed as great affedtion towards us, as we 
ooold cxpe^ from a Brother, and him a vertuoas 
one : But in regard we were o^ feveral Venters* 
lived in Several Houfcs, nay, chat ours was in 
(bme (brt divided between him and us, and that. 
even among the kindred of Fuivia, there was no 
fmali avernon for the Name of Cfeopatra -, certain 
it is, that our familiarity was (b much the lefs with 
him, and that he concerned himfelf lefs in our 
- AfEurs, than if our Family had not been dif- united : 
Which is the Reafbn that you had fo little men- 
tion made of bim in the fitft beginnings of the Life 
of AiexMhUr add mine. Wncnce yet I would 

t 2, not 
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nor have it choughc, as I cold you, chat we qkti re- 
proach Julius Antonius with &Dy backwardQeis 
to do all the civilities and good oiHces we could 
exped from his Friend-fh-ipj hvii chat when aay 
great emergencies inter vfn'd, he was no longer 
among as I and it is upon that account that Ihav€ 
been deftitute of his auiftances in all chofe occaiioos 
which the Love of C^r'fUnus hath furni jhed me 
trith, tomajceufe of them, and of which I have 
already made yoa a relation. 

You havCy I quedion not, vnJerdood, from 
AUxanifir^ as alfb from me, all the particulari- 
ties of our younger Years \ hut to gi,ve you an ac- 
count of Juiius Antomius^ 1 am to teU you, that 
after be had attained perfe&ions in all chofe £zer- 
ciles, that are proper to perfons of his Birch, he 
•was no fooner arrived to an Age fit to bear Arms, 
but he fought out the Wars with much earneftnefs, 
And engaging him(elf in the hrmksoi Daim4iii4^ 
p0nn»ma^ as alfo , that which Marcus Crujfus . 
conduced againft the B^JlerneSy and having eone 
through all employments -and charges fuitaUe to 
bis Ag6, with all the good fuaefs i»aginab]e» he 
acquired a noble Fame, and gave the World 
groufid to .conceive as glorious hopes of him as of 
any other whatp3ever. Being, after feveral Years 
fpent in Travel, returned to Rom^^ heicctled there, 
and was honoured by all^ nay wanted hoc fram 
C4rfir himfelf more than iDcdinary exprcffioos of 
c{):eem and alTeAion.. He was at firft eftablifhed 
at the Court among Perfons of the higheft Rank, 
fo far, that only Marctllus^ and the Children of 
Liviay particularly favoured by Cdfar^ feemed, 
by rea(bn of the advanuge of their Fortune, to 
aim at higher pretences. His expence was noble 
V>d magnificent, his ditpofition inclined co do 
ctvilidesflnd to obhgei and his wjiok dcporcmcnc 

fuch 
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f«ch as aTl the World approTcd/anil wercfatisGcd 
wirh. Accordingly, he (bon got liim a' great 
number of Friends, and, thou; only ezcepcei^ 
whom the diyifions of Rome, and die diftra^ions 
of the Triumvirate had nuidc irreconcilable £ne* 
mics ro our Honfe, there were very few- of the 
Roman Kobility, who had noc a particular eQeena 
for him, and courted not his Friendfhip* When 
he went to Augufiuss Palace, he was attended 
by a gallant retinue of young Gentlemen. In all 
publick (hews, and all AfTemblies that met either 
at the Emprefs*s, or at the young Prince(s^i///Vs» 
he always had^ the general Acclamations: And it 
was already the ormnary talk in Rem&y that, if 
Fortune were any thing favourable to him, he 
would raifc the Houfe of Anthony to the height 
of luftre it had been rn fome few Years before. 
But it was not the Pleafure of the Gods he fhould 
continue long in that condition, and the quiet that 
he himfelf loft after ^ very ftrangc manner, pro- 
ved the occafion of our lofing of him, to oui no 
fmall grief. Now, Sifter, fhall you hear fomc- 
rhing which you will haply be adonifhed at, as 
fo the Parallel you will find there is between the 
'hxcoi Alexander and that o^ Antonjus-, wftence 
you will haply imagine, that F6rtune treating 
them as Brothers, would needs have fome con- ^ 
formity between their adventures. ^ 

Among thofe exercifes of the Body he was 
moft addi(5lcd to, Antonius was the greateft lovcc 
ofhunring, and ufed it very often. To that end 
being gone a Day's journey from Rome on tlic 
Tufculum fide, where the Country is very pleafanr,. • 
and vfery fiffbr that kind of Divcrtifcraent, he 
pafled away certain Days there, with abundance 
of SatisfadioB. The laft of thofe he intended to 
beftow oa chacczercife, being as he was hunting a 

F y Stag, 
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Stag, forced to crofs cerrain Woods ia the puc- 
fiik, he came into a icty plcafaot Valky, where 
pQtung on his Horfe very negligently down a liale 
defcent, and along the flijppety GraG, he ftonir 
hkd, butfb of a fudden, tnathe could not get his 
Pect out of the Stirrups, nor prevent the HorCe 
, falling upon him fo violently, that having knock- 
ed his Head againfl the Root of a Tree, he was 
not only fenfcJefs for the Time, but received alfo 
a y€Ty confiderable Wound. A further misfor- 
tune was, that none of his Fellow-hunt Qno) being 
mounted comparably to him, or having taken 
other ways, there was not any one of his Peopk 
near him, to afford htm any afliftance, in that 
condition', Co that he laj^ groveling on the Ground, 
fenfelefs, lofing Blood, and being much in need 
of help, when certain Perfbns that paffcd by in a 
Chariot, in a way not far off, drew nearer and 
came out of the Chariot to relieve him. They 
ivcre in number three, afld they Women, with- 
out any Man with them, but ne that drove the 
Chariot, and certain Slaves that followed it. She 
of the Women that fecmed to be of the greatcft 
Quality, perceiving my Brother to be in the fad 
^on<jicion I told yon of, was exrrcamly troubled for 
him, and concluding otherwife by his countenance, 
and the fumptuoufne(s of his Cbaths, (though he 
had ofily a riding Suit on) that he was of no .meao 
condition, (he (eemed very much inclined todohim 
all the good fhe could . She fird looked on the wound 
in his Head , which ihe found not to be very danger- 
ous i yet did fhe not think it amifs to put /ome Lin- 
nen to it, w hich (he tore ofFthe Cloarh of her Maids. 
While ihe was thus employed, -<^«/fli»w> whofc 

freareft hurt proceeded from the (cnfelefncfs he 
ad been in, comes to himfelf, and opening htf 
Eyes, faw that he was undec tb^ Hands of thou: 
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§avt and of&dous Safgeonneflcs. He was uoc a little 
afionifhed ac the adventure, and chough he were 
in fome doubt of the truth, nay, remembred chac 
be had leen the Chariot as he came into the Valley, 
yet could he neither forbear being (urprized at the 
fiift, nor afterwards divert the amazement with 
the (ighc of fo beauttfula Perfon, as (he that 
ftood by him, put him into. He caft his Eyes 
Bpon her, yet withoat fpeaktng, and viewed her 
all over (everal times, in fuch a manner, as eafily 
betrayed his admiratibn ' He had indeed fbme 
reafon to look on her with a particular artemion, 
ibr there was both in her Countenance and her 
Perfeu, what might very well faden the Eye, ancf 
£:cter the Imagination. Her Stature was of the 
Nobie(^, and her deportment difcovcVed a certain 
grace- that was wholly particiilac. All the Fea- 
wres .of her Face were regularly well drawn, her 
Mouth cxtreamly handfome, her Hair of the faired 
Flaxen that could be, and. her Eyes were animated 
by (bme thing Co (parkliiig, and withal fo padio- 
ftate, that among the greated Beauties the Earth 
affords, ;there is not haply any one fo fit to produce 
a Hidden ef&6^, and to imprint fbmething orPaflion 
in a Soul capable thereof. In fine, whether ihe 
were truly fuch, or that the inclinations of An- 
fpni^s^tCficCcmci her as fuch, llie feemedto him a 
very admirable Perfon, and he looked on her a 
longtime with a^ certain adoniihment, without fo 
much as. being able to open his Mouth to acknow- 
ledge the good Office ihe had done him. But at 
lad be abfolately recovers himfelf as well of his 
iiirprize, as the (enlekfaefs occafioned by his fidl» 
and conceiving himfelf to be in a very indeoenc 
fodore, before a Perfoo he thought worthy ail 
f^Sbk refpe^s, he would needs rife up, but he 
could Bot do it wtchotttfome difficttlty, as having

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his Leg a liccle crufhed by the HoiCt chat had 
fallen upon it ^ infomuch^ that when he was got 
ikp, being not veil able to ftand, he was forced to 
lean againft a Tree, wliere, minding not Co nnuch 
the pain he felt, as the noble adventure fie had 
saec withy he at laH: broke forth, and lookitijg on 
that fair Lady, with an adiion that already ipoke 
fomcthing that argued abuudaiKS of Pa(lK>n, * I 
^ know not, faidbe to ber^ or rather divine Lady, 

* what acknowledgments I ought to return your 
t Goodnefs, for Words will be but weak cxpref- 

* flons thereof, if yoi) do me not an abfblute Fa- 
*■ vcttC, by affording me feme ociafion to return 

* you part of what I owe you.* • The Alfiftanee 
you have received from me, replies rhat cxcclkiK 

• Perfon, with (uch an accent as di (covered (bme- 
thing full of Charm,' V is no more than what we 

* are obliged to do to all thofe that {bind Co much 
*■ in need thereof as you did, and particularly to 

* thofe, who, as yoti, carry about them whai 

* diftinguiflics them from the ordinary rate of 

* Men. Your preftnt "Condition is not, fo far 2S 

* I can judge, very good, and therefore if you 
^ pleaf^ to make ute of my Chariot, I will bring 

* you to a place, where yoU" may receive the helps 

* you ftand in need of, better than you can here.* 
Tncfe Words came from het (as Antonim hath 
Telaed fipce) with Co much kindnefs, infinuation 
and Majefty., that he was infinitely taken with ir, 
aud felt at that inftant, the fudden quickning of 
a Pailion, which till ohen could nevdr get entrance 
into his Soul-, infomuch that he began to confider 
her. again with a Gcftdre that exprefled part of 
what he felt,' and thinking it a difhonpur not to 
return foine Anfwer to fo obliging a Proffer. V I 
* have not' been able, fnid be to her^ to refift the 
' Effects of. yout. Goodiiefs^ Hor prevent your 

^ * Hands 
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* Hands from taking the Pauis they have, be- 

* caufe I was in a Condition cHac allowed me noc 

* the Knowledge of your Favpars 5 but how prc- 

* cious fbever T ought to account them, I iliall , 
' not prefiimc fo far upon you as to abuft them, 

* but be content^ to prefervc, till Death deprive mc . 

* of it, the glorious Remembrance of thofe I have 

* received, without defiring any other of you, 

* which, being troublcfbme to you, might too 

* much betray^my Incivility. 

Thus did he endeavour to put ofF the Civility 
of the unknown Lady, wherewith yet he was ac 
lafl willing to comply, out of the violent Inclinak 
rion he had to follow her. But juil upon this 
comes in fome of his People, and. (eeming to be 
not a little frighted ac that Adventure, th^y came 
about their Mafter, viewing him all over with 
much Earneflnefs, and holding him up uinkr the 
Arms CO help him to walk, Antonlus began to feel 
within him a Wound, which took uphis Thoughts 
more than the Hurt of his Body, and fo was defi- 
rous, with the AfGdancc of his Men, to get neat 
that fair Lady, who was gone ([bme few Paces 
from him : But at the fame time one of her Maids, 
having before fpoken to one of Antonlus' $ Men^ 
comes to her, and whifpers fomething in her £ar« 
She had no fooner heard what llie (aid, but her 
Colour changed. She {eemcd to be extream ly aC 
a lo(s 'j infomuch, that turning her back on the 
Prince, after (he had called her Slaves to her, (he 
vent to her Chariot, got itico it, commanded ic 
ihould be inadc faft, and to make all hade thence, 
jintonlus^ more furprized ar this Accident than he 
had been at the former, ic rai(ed in him a certain 
Vexation and Aftonifliment ; fo that being ftill be- 
tween his People, he lift up his Voice, the better 
to be heard by chac fair Lady : * HovTi Madam,

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*^ Jdid be t9 hery do you foifake me ere yooafford 

* me the Time to return you my Thanks ? 1 for- 

* give thcm:you, refiydjhe a little fmnrtlj/y and

The Prince was not able to mader himlelfin the 
Agitations, which fouaexpedcd a Separation caus- 
ed in him, iulbmuch, that his Impatience was 
fuch that he (poke then what he would -not haply 
have the Confidence to (peak in a long Time, had 
he been in another Condidon : ^ Ah I Madam, 
' crfd bey the Pain I endure, is very much greater 
' than you imagine, and the Wound you have 

* (eeh is very (light in Compari(bn of that which 
^ you have given me:* Alas! continued be^ fee- 
ing her departing, and following her with his 
Eyes, while Ihe made all the bafie (he could away, 
' Muft I lofe you (b faddenly, and with (b much 
^ Cruelty, without knowing either the Caufe of 

* your £>eparture, or my Unhappinefs ? What 

* have I done ? What have I attempted ? Or what 
' have 1 fo much as thought, that ihould in a 
'^ Moment work a Change in thofe officious In- 

* clinations ? Have you perceived in my Heart 

* the Creation of your own Eyes there? Or have 

* you di(covered therein any Thing (b injurious 
< to yourfelf, as to arm, in an initant, with (b 

* much Difdain, a Mind wherein I had foundfb 
^ much Goodnefs, and fo much Humanity ? * Thcfe 
Words he fcattered into the Air, while the Char 
Ttotdtoveonwithallfpced, till that, not long after 
getting into a Wood, he quite lofl the Sight of it. 

Antoniusy ovtrprelTed with AfTedion, (at him 
down on the Grafs, whereupon rcfleding on his 
Adventure, he found (b much Matter to grieve at, 
that it was with much ado that he admitted any the 
lead Mitigation thereof. He was ignorant what 
Motive could induce a Perfon fo officiooS) and one 

that 
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that -had made Proffers to him Co full of Obh'ga* 
cion, after One had aflifled him with her own Hands, 
to exchange (b much Induleenoe into Co tnuch Dif* 
dain ^ uay, he was to feek who that fair, good- 
natared, and (coruful Perfoo was, from whom he 
had receivedJb much Good, and fo much Hurt -, 
and what compleated his AfHi^ion, was, that he 
could not inform hkn&lf from any of his own 
Pdbple, who ingenaoufly confcfled they had not 
the Curibfity to enquire, though, one of her Maids 
had come to them, and learned his Name, which 
it (eems they made no Difficulty to tell her. An^ 
tonlus blamed them a hundred times for their Stu- 
pidity, though they alledg'd by way of Excufe, 
that the Difturbance which his Fall had put them 
into, fb took up their Thoughts,- that they could 
reflcd on nothing clfe. fieing therefore de/irous • 
to do all that lay in his Power to learn out the 
Name of a Perfon, whofe Idea wa$ but too well 
engtaven ia his Heart, he commanded one of his 
Men to get on Horfe-back immediately, and ride 
after the tracks of the Chariot, and without fai! 
to find out fome Means or other to know the Truth , 
and to come and give him an Account of it at a 
Houfe oi Servilius's which he named to him, that 
lay about two Hours riding from that Plate, and 
upon the Way to Rome, Having given him this 
Order, be with the AfTiftance of thofe that were 
about him, got on Horfe-back, and though it was 
with fbme Difficulty that he lac, yet he made a 
Ihift to ride on cafily towards 5fj^/7i»/s Houfe. 

It were a hard- task for me to reprefene to yoa 
the different Kefledions that ezercifed.his Thoughts 
all the Way he rode ; but ceiiain it is, as he harh 
himfelf acknowledged fince, that though he felt 
BO fmall Pain in his Body, yet he never fo much 
as minded it \ and that he had & dimply gS4V(*n 
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ill his Heart the Idea of aPerfoii, one while kind 
and obhging, and another, crael and dKHainful, 
and yet both in her Mildncfs, and in her ScS^tk 
ever fair, and ever full of Charm, tharhe wasnoc 
one Minute without it. * What a fantaftick Ad- 

* venture is this ef mine ? fat J be, and what Army 

* does Fortune intend to take up-agarfifTme? Ought 
< 'I to fee that accompHilied Perfon in a Conjifi- 

* on, wherein her good Offices had begun, what 

* her fair Eyes have compleatrd ? Or could my Soul, 

* prevented by the Obligation, be infenfible as to 

* Beauty ? But w,hch I had (cen her, when I w«s ob- 

* liged to her for her affiftance, when her Jeauty had . 

* enfiamed me with Love, mud I lofe her after Co- 

* ftrangc a Manner, contrary to all Probability, con- 

* trarytoall rational Order? And, what I think yet 

* muclunorc infiipportable, fee her dcpartdifdainni], 

* ittceolcd and ezafperatedjfrom a P]ace,where (bme 
« few Minutes before fhe had appeared with Co much 

* Goodnefs ? By what Adion have 1 incurred Ucr 
« Difplcafure ? Or what could fhc dilcover in my 

* Perfon, which fliould oblige her, fo of a fud- 

* den, to exchange her firft Sentiments, for fuch 

* as were abWutcly oppofitc thereto ? Or is it poC- 

* iiblc (he may have truly read in my tycs the

Having thus for fome time fpent his Thoughts 

on that Part of his Adventure, and pafling to the

* not know whom I cither commend, or am 

* diffstisficd with ? And (hall I be long ignorant 

* whom I ought to return my Thanks to,' for the 

* A^fhnce i have received^ or whom I ought to 

* conoi- 
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* complaio of, for the Wound hath been- giveir 

* tnt} FoF) in fine, I feel, and that lioc w^chouc 

* fomc Confufion, that I am rcaJIy in Love. *Tis 

* from the Blood of Mark- Anthony, who lived 

* and died the mod amorous of Mankind, thac 

* I derive thefe amorous Inclinations : For had F 

* DOC been born of him, the Charms of that un* 

* known Beauty had not produced (b unexpedcd 
« an EfFcft. 

Amiidd thefe Rcflc6lions he comes to the Hou(e 
o^ Servilius, who chanced at that Time to be there 
hmifejf, and who having underdood the Accident 
had happened to him, caufed him to be put into 
a Bed, and to be attended wich as much Care and 
AfTe^ioD as might be. The Hurt he had gotten^ 
by his Fall was not Co coniiderable, infbmuch, char 
before he left Serviiius*s lioufe, whicft was about 
two or three Days after, he had very well reco- 
vered him{clf: But that which troubled himmody 
was, that he could not fearn any Thing of wh^C 
he defired from the Perfon he had fern aitet th^ 
C^hariot, who had brought him no other Account, 
Chan that having lod the Track of it in the Sand» 
he had never been able to recover it again ^ and 
that, notwichdaoding a:Il<the Enquiry he had made 
up and down the Villages thereabouts, yet could he 
not meet with any Tidings of ix. So that my Bro- 
ther, being dill as ignorant as he had been bcforcr 
sifter he had defcribcd the Place as well as he could 
CO ServUius, and given him all the Ma;ks where- 
by be might pollibly know it, could not meet with, 
^ny Satisfa^ion at all, though ServUius, the more 
to honour him ^ had fent for fcveral other Perfons, 
Jhd bad very diligently enquired of all the Ladies 
chat might have any Habitation near the Place where 
the Accideuc had happened » 

ylnt0» 
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Antonius having taken a great Dea) of Pains in 
Chis Bufitiefs co no purpofe, returns to Rome with ' 
as much Melancholy, and haply with as much 
Love as ever Man could be capable of. He dif- 
fembled theCaufe of his AfHi^iion, as chinking ic 
not fit to difcover ir, but to Tome few Perfons cnac 
were his very intimate Fticuds, who were not a 
hctle afloni(hed at the Adventure, and affifled him 
what lay in their Power, to find out the Name of 
the Perfbu, whole Image he had (biieeply imprini- 
ed in his Heart. Agrippa, to whom he had made 
a Relation of this Story, and who was his very 
particular Friend, had fbme Difcourfe with him 
of it, whenever they met together, and aflTfled 
him what he could, (thougli as incfieduajly as 
others) in the In(]ui(i:ion he was To much beut 
upon. His Melancholy was remarkable and ob- 
vious to all the World : Infbmuch that chofe who 
knew him to be naturally of a chearful Difpofition, 
could not conceive upon what Grounds bis Humour 
was fo changed of a fuddeu. It being about fix 
or feven Years finee what I relate to yoa happen- 
ed, Alexander and I were too young co be admit- 
ted of his privy Council, (b that it is /ince that I 
came to the knowledge of thefc Particularities. 

In the mean rime Antoniuty as to point of 
lykignificence, lived much after the rate he was 
wont to do. He went daily to the Emperor's 
Court, who had a very great Efteem and Afrc(fti- 
on for hin? j and whereas the generous Oflavla^ 
his Sifter, with whom we were (notwithftanding 
the ill Treatment fhe might have received from 
our Father) had neverthckfs very great Refpcfls 
for his Memory ; fhe was as carnef^ for the Ad- 
vancement of thole Children that he had by his 
other Wives, as Ihe eouH have been for that of 
her own, and that meerly out of the Ezcefs of 

Virtue 
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Vircue that was in her ; thence was it, that fbe 
had a Dcfign to marry Antonlus to one of the 
Daughters ihe had had by Marceltus her former 
Husband, and who were brought up with as, 
wirhout any DiQin^ion, as if we nad really 
been Sifters ^ as conceiving that (he could not 
better difpofe of her Daughters than to beflow 
them on the Sods of her Husband, or rather, 
that Ihe could not do any thing more contribu- 
tary to the advantage of her Son Anthony ^ than, 
by making him her Son in Law^ to make him 
C^far*s l^phew, who was able to raife his For- 
tunes to the higheft pitch of Greatnefs. It was 
indeed an admirable Ezpreflion of the indulgence 
of Oftaviaj in regard chat by way of addition 
CO the merit of their Perfon, which yet is extra- 
ordinary, her Daughters, whether we confider 
cheir Birth or their Fortunes, were (iich, as there 
were no Men in the World, who would not 
bave been proud to (erve them, upon cbe Icaft 
appearance of any (uch pretention ^ nay, it mighc 
happily be a&med, chat, ^tiJia only excepted^ 
chey were the bed matches in the World. 

You may well imagine that Antonius being 
acquainted with that goodnefs of Oflavia to- 
wards him, entertained it wich all manner of ac- 
knowledgment and refped \ but by Reafon of 
the misfortune whereby he was a little difbrder- 
cd, he received it not with any great joy, but 
found it no fmall difficuky to difguile his refent- 
rocnts as he was obliged to do. His Love was 
not haply raiftd to that violence which it mighc 
Bave arrived to, by a further knowledge of the 
Perfon beloved •, yet was it ftrong enough to 
maintain the Garrifon of his Soul againft the af- 
fauhs and eruptions of another pafTion, and t6 
facisfy him, though not wicl^ouc an extraordi- 
nary

nary afflidion, chat, of neecffity he muft either 

proxe ungratcrul cowards OSlavia^ or oppofc the - 
Advantages were intended him, or tffolve to da 
a Thing, which, hoiv advantageous foevcr it 
were, would not appear co be (uch, oay, noc 
indeed fupporrable co his piepofleflicd imaginati' 
on. But it being withal certain, that he was a 
Perfon of very great Endowments, and a noble 
Education, he negleded not to do what he 
thought requifire, ro expicfs his acknowledg-' 
ftients to Auguftus's iSifter, and forced his Inch- 
nations fb far, as to do all tho(e devoirs and 
civilities, which he thought might be cxpcdcd 
from him by the Princefs Marcella^ (fo was 
called the elder of the Daughters of O^avia by 
Marcel/us her foriwer Husband. ) "Twas indeed 
with abundance of Prudence and Di^retion, thair 
he overcame the violence he did himfelf in thae 
particular -, but it was withal eafy to obferve, 
that he made it not his bufinefs to afTure him- 
felf of that good formne Co much as in all appear- 
ance lie fhould have done ; or rather that he mffer-^ 
ed thofe that were eniplayed about it, to bWlic 
themfelvcs, he doing little or nothing contributary 
thereto. Thofe who made this oblervation were 
very much aftoniflied at the dif-aftivity he ex- 
preflcd in an affair of (lich concernment to hira, 
and inftead of imagining the true caufe, were pcf- 
fwaded that this indifference, or backwardnefs^ 
proceeded from the little inclinadon he naturally 
had to marriage in general, againft which he 
had been often beard to fpeak, and for which it 
was known he really had fome averfion. 

But when he had done all he thought himfelf 
obliged to by way of Sacrifice to that violence he 
had done his inclinations, and had fbme hours 
freely to difpofc of, his Difcourfe ran upon mif- 

fortune, 
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forcmie, and his Eficercainmenc was of a (Irangc^ 
Pofturc of hfs Spirit, and the oddcflcAs of his ad- 
tentore. He did indeed indeavour all he could, 
to force out of his thoughts the inevitable Idea 
which would have a place there, whether he would 
or no, and was (b prejudicial to his quiet and his 
eftabliihmenr. Nay, I know he did ail that lay 
in his Power, to get it thence ; and it nnay be his 
eild&ivonrs had, with the aflidanoe of Time and 
his. Realbn, proved effcdual, if he had not af- 
terwards met with fomcthing, that inftcad of 
contributing to his recovery, confirmed hitn in his 
Paffion. 

Among thofe Friends whom he accoutited his 
iDoft intimate and familiar, Lucius Scipioy of the- 
illufhious HQufe of the famous Sciph*s whofc 
glory hath filled the Univerfe, was the chicfcft.' 
Hewasa Perfon not unworthy the name he bore, 
4U being one, that while he was yet very young,, 
the hope generally conceived of nim, was« that. 
be would not degenerate frott> his Anceftors. He 
had a violent paflion for Emilia^ the Daughter of 
StatUius 'SeauruSi and being very free and open* 
t6 Antontus^ he had given him a faithful account 
of the Progrcfs of his Love, and had carried him. 
along with him to Emilia, But this affedtion of 
his being of no long (landing, Antonius's ac- 
gaaintance at that Houfe was not very great, bc- 
ttdes that it was haply lefs, by reafon it had been' 
contrary to out Father's paity ; nay, I think he 
had accompanied Scipio but once thither. It is 
fimated upon the Ttbery and the Garden, which 
is one of the faired about Romey reaching down 
to the River- fide, which is. kept off bv a Terrace 
with Pilafters, very magnificent^ and very com* 
modious for Walking. It bcihg the fairefl Sea- 
fon of the Year, Emi&a came doifrn thither every 

. Night 
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Night to take the FreHi-air, and Sciph^ out of 
a certain Pieee of Gallantry 9* very ordinary in* 
RomCi taking a little fioat, and driving along the 
River to Scaurus^ Garden, had ofcen (een Emilta^ 
upon the Terrace, and, without quieting the Boater 
had had in chat manner (ieveral converfatioas with 
her. And whereas the defign he had upon the 
Lady, was approved by his Friends, no Body 
cook any 0£nce at, o^ cenfoted his To doing s for 
fincethe Houfe was always open tohino, the con^ 
▼er far ion of the Garden was not forbidden hiai. 

But meeting one Evening with Antonitis at 
O^dviaSy he invited him to that divenifemeuttf 
and that he did the more ^rcelv, in regard he did 
Dot conceal any thing from him of his amorous 
Adventures. The melancholy ^iv^(>»«tf^ was con« 
tent to accompany hi:!> Friend to chat Walk, and 
being gotten into the Boat with him, they wens 
down the River towards Smiiin's Garden. ^»- 
t$nius^ out of a confidence not inferior to that of 
SciptQ towards him, had di(covercd his mind to 
him, and had fully accjuatnted him with th«c 
fetal adventure, whereby he came to faU in Love 
iri^ that unknown Beauty, and which had 
changed hi^ natural cheerfubie^ ituo fo much, 
cjoudinels and melancholy* Sclpio had takea 
abundance of Pains to get him the acquaintance 
of that excellent Perfon, but his endeavours had 
proved as fruitle(s as tho(e of other People. Now 
this conGderation being the ordinary emplc^meot 
of Antonius'% choughcs, it proved alfb the fiib* 
yi£t of his Difcourie with Scipi0 in the Boat, and 
they talked of the Coafequences of that Accidcnty 
till they came in fight of the Place where EmUim^ 
was wont to walk. It Being as fair and pkafanc 
an Evening as could be wilhed, Emilia hxXcA not 
10 be wafkine npon xhi^ Tcrracei whcce Scifim 

and 
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ani Antonius had no (boner discovered her, but 
they could perceive another Lady walking with her. 
The waves of the Tiber did continuaJIy wafli the 
Wall of the Terrace, fo that S<:ipio couldcatilethe 
Boat To be brought as Bear it as he pleafed, and the 
Terrace being of no grc;at height, he could dif- 
cour(e with Emilia^ and not fpeak any louder 
than ordinary, and di&ern all objeds with eafe, 
at a certain difianoe, which was not very great. 
As they drew neary Sciphy who knew not the 
Lady that was with Emilia^ wonid have asked 
AnHniuSy whether he had any acquaintance witiv 
her f and Antonius^ whofe thoughts were other- 
wife taken up, and had not (b much as looked 
towards her, thought to have a fuller {ij;ht of her 
when the Boat was come fo near as that he might 
eafily difcern her. But, at the fame inflant, me». 
not defirous it (eems to be known, lets &U her 
Veil over her Face, and dcorivcd them of the 
fight of it i yet not fo foddenly, but that the 
prepof&fTed Antonius could perceive (bmc few 
rays of the fame Beauty which he had (b weir 
graven in his Memory. This confufed and im* 
perfe^ glimpfe put him into fuch a Difturbance, 
that he was no further concerned, in the fiift eii^ 
teryiew between Scifio and Emiliay than a fub^ 
miffive falute to Emilia and her Companion^ 
amoanred to, on the latter whereof his Eyes 
were fo much the more fastened, out of that ' 
fufpidon that raifed no fmall temped in hk 
Heart. . At laft„ he difpcrfcd that cloud which 
Be thought his. Mind over fpread with fo muea- 
fbnably, and with £b little ground, and. engaging 
lumfclf in the Convetfarion that was b«wceii» 
^miiia and her Friend, he confirmed het by hit 
Difgourfe, in the good Opinion flie had con- 
aivcd of her. Emilia's Companion fecmed. ngt 
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ac ail concerned in their Difconcfe, chough ihe 
were ftill in place, and it being hcrdcfign not 
to difcovcr her fclf, fhc accordingly was rcfolv- 
cd not ito fpeak at all. Biic Seipto having a pat* 
ricular Curiodty to be acquainted with his Mif- 
trefs's Friends of her own Sex, addrefling bis 
Speech to her r * Since you arc a Friend of £»!/*- 

* ///I's, /aid he to her^ can vou have fo much 

* CTuelfy to conceal your (elfany longer from 
^ thofe Perfonis, who of all the World, have 

* the greateft Hononr that may be for wbatever 
' is dear to Emilia^ ' The Lady, who thought 
her (elf obliged not to be altogether wanting in 
point of Civility towards a Pcrfon of fo mucb 
worth a^5'f/^/^,. efpccially one ihe knew to bc' 
much in the affections or her Friend ^ or rather 
out of an Imagination, that the accent of hes 
Voice would not be dtfcovered by a Perfon, with 
whom ihe had not exchanged above three or 
fi)ur Words in her Life, wduld needs put het 
felf to the hazard of making him fome Anrwnr.. 
Seeing him therefore in a great expedation of it j 

* Though I am a Friend of Emilia %y faid Jhe- 

* to bim^ yet am I not any of thofe you have 

* fen about her before ; and, for my Face, it h 

* fo little known in Rome^ that you would be- 

* never the more farisficd, though you had your 

* full fight of it. . 

Thoie few words were all they could g^ 
from her, but there needed no more to difcover 
her to my Brother, and the acauc of chat Voice: 
came fo full into his memory, that at the fir{t

fcnrmencs, which ab(blately becrayed him to che 
mercy of his paflion, and aying om with an 
AGtion fiillof Tranfporcacion : ^ Ah ! Madam^y^// 
•* be to btr, thoagn you are unknown to Scipio^ 

* you are not to Antonius^ and the fatal Affidance 
^ yoQ once aiforded him, hath left an ImprefCoa 
^ of you too deeply graven in his (leart ever t» 
^ miftake you, however you may be pleafed to 

* conceal yourfclf from kim. *Tis you that a gratc- 
^ fuJ Iiitlinauon, and a Soul over- Ho wn witn the 
^ tendrcft Paflion (ccks every where j and it is yoa 
' alone fot whofe Sake I contemn allrhc Reman 
^ Beauties, nay, whatever the Ea^thafFordsbefides. 

He had laid nfore, his Padion it (cems fuggeft- 
ing fuch Words as he could not forbear uttering, 
.when that auel Beauty defirous to avoid all fur- 
ther Di(cour(e with him, whilpered fomething to 
Emp^a^ and taking her by the Arm , drew her along 
wuhher, hardly affording her the Leifure of a few 
Words to excufe herfelf to Antonius and Sclfh ; 
fo that ihe was forced to leave them, ^ to condud 
her Friend, who pretended to be indifpofed. If 
Antonius was furprizedatthis unexpected meeting 
with his unknown Miftrefs, he was ne lefs at her 
hady Departure ; and if the one had raifed a ccr- 
taia Joy iu him, the other cauftc^ in him an eqtial 
AfSidion, as being not able, without an cxceflivc 
Grief, to imagine that that very Perfon to whofe 
Ssrvice he had devoted himfelf with fo violent a 
taffion, ibould have conceived foe him an Avcr- 

iion 
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tfioo as great as the Love he had for her. He would 
have run aicer her, had ic been in a Place where 
he might have done it, hue that Satisfiidion being 
jior allowed him, he purfued her with his Eyes as 
iong.af.he could, afid being in the Boat, he held 
his Arms acro(s» theordinaiy Poflure of a Man 
in a Confuiion ^ or, to fay better, at an abfolute 
Xofs: * O I ye Gods, crfd be at lafty afier be ' 
^ *bad continued fome Time in that Conditipn, 
*' what Fortune do you intend me, and with what 
^ new Kind of Misfortune is Heaven refolved to 

* perfecute me I * This he (econded with a many 
other Exclamations, which it were hard for me, 
.and withal to no purpofe, to repeat to you^ But 
at laft having pzed on fome RelolutioD) he turned 
to his Friend, who was in a Marnier as much af- 
tonifl^ed at this Adventure as himfelf, and look- 
ing on him with an A^ion abfblutely paffionate : 

* Dear Friend, fa id be tobim, you are (enlible of" 

* my preient Condition, and doubt not, are much 
' at a loCs to fee the Straugcnefs of my Fate. 1, 

^ by ^ unexpcdlcd Accident, light upon what I ' 

* leek 1 know not where, and what I bvc, though 

* it be unknown to me, and from this R^ncoun- 
^ tcr I derive no other Knowledge than thatofmy 

* own inevitable Misfortune, mice I cannot but 

* apprehend, to my Confusion, that I am ao left 
« hated than J am my felf amorotts,and chat this cmd 
^ unknown Beauty abhors me (bfar^ that to avoid 

* me, Jhe forgets all Counflitp and ordinary Ci- 

* vility. It muftneeds, tbatNaturehath put fome- 
^ thing is odious in my Perfbn, that fhould caufe 

* £9 fuddcn and foftrangc an Antipathy between 

* usy fince I am confident it cannot proceed from 

* any of -my A^^ions. 

Hereupon he fat (lill for fome Minutes, while * 
Sxifio^ no l^fs fuq>rized than he, ^ould not ipd any 

thing 
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thing to fay to bim a{>Ofi cbac advencure -, fo 
that re-affiiming the C^icoarfe^: * li you fiaye 
' any A&^fciou or Refpei^ for me, Jaid he t9 
bimy as I ought not to qndlion but you haTc, 
you may do mc a good office wbkh I ibould 
' gladly xenirn you ib -fuch an emergency. My 
crael URknowo Miftrefs is now at EmUia% 
j(be may not haply (lay there an hour ^ and if 
I let ^ip this Opportunity of knowing her, I 
ihall not haply recover it while I live again, 
it being not to be doubted but that, when (he 
leaves EmiGay fhe will oblige her to conceal 
from me what fhe would have me ignorant 
oF« When EmUia 'left iis lo follow her, fhe 
focbad us not to come to her Hou(e, and con- 
sequently withoHt any fear of difpkafing her, 
you may bring me to that part of the Houfe 
where fhe lodges, where you may have free 
admittance, and where we fhall find her yet, 
|>rQvided we afford her not the time to be gone ; 
lb I ihall fee her through your means, I fhali 
take acquaintance with her if I can, 'and fhali 
endeavour to leacn the caufe of this violent aver- 
fioQ. As you re(ped the Gods, Friend, deny 
me not this Affiuance, which you may not 
haply have rhe Opportunity to aftord me while 
you live again, in an exigency wherein my quiec 
is much concerned. 
He would have added other intreaties, when 
Scipidy who had abundance of Aflt^ionfor him,* 
not ftt&ring bim to proceed : * There is no ne-

* me as my own ^ let us go to Emilia s, £nce

Having 
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leaving taken this refolutiou, they caufed (he 
Boat to put ofFy and being brooght asneac astbgr 
could toche Screcc, wherein was the great Gate c£ 
Scaurus*s Houfe, tkcy went about, and Toon got 
thither. ' Scipio being much acquainted in the 
Hou(e, went ftraight to that Part whet^ Emi/ts 
luuiherLodgingSy where tho(e of the Houfe were 
«ron^ to (ee liim almo([l every Day } and> as for* 
tune would have it, they were no iboner come in- 
to her Chamber/ but tliey .prelently permved 
Emilia and her Companion. ^ who, (landing near 
a Window* with their Backs turned to it, were 
fallen, as they inferred from their Gefiure, into a 
"very feriousDifcourfe.ilfy/^myi^initnediately knew 
the beloved countenance of the cruel one that (a 
ixnuch avoided him, and the frelh Flames, which 
At that moment found a Paflage ^uite into his 
Heart, heightened the fatal Fire that was already 
kindled in nis Soul. He went cowards her very 
aroazedly % but fhe immediately perceiving it, to 
avoid him, as one would do, whom they think 
moQ abomiiuble, haftily leaves Emi/U^ and tuns 
in a Clofet) that lay hard by, whereof the Door 
was opra. It happeiKd, that either by AcckJenc, 
or by Reafon of cne Fright fhe was pot into, ihe 
forgot CO ihuc it, fe that Antanius^ whom the 
fuddcn cranfport of his paflion had deprived -of 
part pf his Dircre:ion, and fmothered the refpc^ 
he ow'd, Emilia y followed her into her Ckilet, and 
(eeingher fit on a Chair, runs to her v^iih inch 

frecipicarion, that he was at her Feet, and held 
er 4(1 by. the Knees in a mittaxx^ before ihe had 
time to perceive what he did. This beautifu! 
enemy of Antoniust being neichei able to get away 
from him, nor yet to endure his Prefence, who& 
importimatc porluit very much iniBamcd berindig- 
tution, {pent fomc few Minotes io oinfidering 

what 
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what Refolation (he fliould take, difcotrctiBg iti 
hex Counceoancc the Marks«oF an extraordinary 
Agitation. Ac laft (he thought £t to fpeak fir{^» 
^nd endeft^oating to fotcc my Brother from hec 
tKoees, with an Adion, which tho«gh it expref^ 
icd her fuflBcientlv incenfed agatod him, yet made 
liernot (eem the Ms amiable. *■ Upon what Ac- 
^ coant is it, faidjhe to him^ that chon dareft thus 

* violate the R%(pe^ dne to my Sex and my-Birth^ 

* ahd by what Adk>n is it that I have deferved 
-* to be cxpofcd to thy unmercilul Pcrfccotion ? Is 
^ it not enough that thou haft received from me 
^ an Affiftance which I was not obliged to aff(:>rd 

* my Enemy? Or w4k thou in requital force me 
' once more to quit Rome^ to avoid what is tom€» 
'* of all the Earth contains, moft abominable?* 
Theie Words pronounced with a ihrill Voice, and 
4i&cr a Manner abfolutely imperious, Aruck An- 
tvnius hke a Thunder-clap, and ptK him for a whife 
to fnch a lofs of Spirits, that he knew not what 
to Giy. At laft, rallying all the Courage and Re- 
ibhtion he had about him, to ftand out this £n^ 
oounter, * Adorable Enemy, /tfiW/ftf/^j&er, whbm 
^ I do adore, though, I do not know, and to 

* whom I am odious, yet am to Iearn|cheRea(bn, 
' why miftake not for a Perfecution or any want 
*- of Refpetft for your divine Beauties, thofe EffeiSls 

* that proceed from a Caule ab(blucely contrary. 
^ No, rhefc are the Expre^ons of my Gratitude, 

* and % Paffioti full of Veneration and Refped, 

* which I fatally conceived for you, at the very 

* Moment I becime obliged to you ^ your Af- 
^ finance. Then it was that I became yours, much 

* cue of a Confidieration of the Affiance yoir af^ 
^ forded nflCr hut infinitely more through the violent 

* Iflipreffion whidi your celeCHal Beauties madeoi 
^ a> mddea^ ifl aay llrart, whi^h thereupon abfq^

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lately yielded to be yours without the leaft Rc« 
fiftaace. I have icnderif , nay indeed but too 
too tenderly for my own quier, preferyod the M^- 
moxy of the Obligarion you put upou me, and 
the glorious Wound. I .leceived, and therefore 
yon ought to be the Icfs ofiended, if I am at 
ibme Pains to find out the Opportunities both 
to acknowledge jrour Goodnefs, and ro fee again 
tbofe fail £y<s that had hurt me. If my Eyes 
have done you any Hurt, re flies the unknivin 
Beauty fomcvohMt angrify^ they have done me 
fuch an Injury as 1 fhall never be able ro pardon 
them : ^ And if what you fay be true, you wil! 
find yourfclf very unfortunate in your addrcfs to 
a Perfon, who cannot, otherwife than by Hatred 
and AvcrHon, make any Return to your Ailer- 
on. I am indeed cadly perfwadcd, reply^dtbt 
amazed hiMot\Wy that I de(erve this crud Aver* 
£on by Reafon of (bme Defers in tny Per(oa, 
fince I am confident I could never have merited 
it by any Adion or Thought I have ever been 
guilty of. I fee then, rtplfd Jhe^ mttcb dif* 
f leafed ivitb him^ that I am mil unknown to 
youy and, were you not ignoranr whom you 
(peak to, I am confident you would not (peak 
to me at all. Cenain it is^faidhi tt herf mifk 
a very Jubmijfive Gsfturty that 1 am to iearii 
whom 1 fpeak to, and whom I have beftowed 
myfelf on, uiile(s there be no mote requifice to 
know you, than ta have well tHokiyta the di- 
vine Qualities of ^our admirable Perfon. All the 
Endeavours I have u(ed to gain a more particular 
Knowledge of you, have proved tnefl^ual \ (b 
that I am now at a io(s what I ought to learn, 
or what 1 ought to de(ire, (ioce the Knowledge 
of your Petfon is of /)o Ie(t concernment to me 
tha« that of yoHt Averfioii* You (kail know 

.« both 
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* bath together, replies the unknown Beauty ^ and 

* yon will be no loager to feek why I ihun you» 
' when 1 hive told you that I am Daughter to 

* Cicgro^ and you remember, chat yoo are Son to 
*' Anthony and Fulvia^ bis Executioners.* Wiclt 
chefe Words ihe goes out of the Clolet iuto Emi* 
iia's Chamber, and out of that into another, where 
£he locked up Kerlelf for fear of further Purfuit. 

But inded there was no Neceffity ihe fhould cake 
all. that Pains •, for he, wbofe purfuit fhe was Co 
fliuch afraid of, was at (uch a lofi, and Co far- 
prized at the Difc&very (kc had maide to him of 
Acrlelf, that he hardly knew where he was. Noc 
chat, ftom his underftanding that (he whom he 
loved was Cicerp*s Daughter, he felt any Diminu- 
tioa in his Love, nor yet that being his Daughter^ 
ibe appeared lets amiable ^ but that all the Hopes 
Be might have conceived vaniihed away in an In- 
ftant. And when it came into his Mind, not only. 
thsLt Anthony hzd caufed Cicero to be put to Deaths 
bat alfo chat of Wulvia^ his Mother, had cau(ed 
his Head and his Hands to be (adened to the 
Rofira^ where he u(ed to make his Orations, and 
bad committed a thoufand cruel Indignities on the 
Reliques of that great Per (on, whofc Memory was 
ib precioos among the Romans y he had no more to 
fay for hioiitlf, and couM not blame his Daugh- 
ter for the Horrour (he had conceived agaiuft the 
Son of Anthony ^nd Fufvia,* For, though indeed 
divera Per&us had loft their Lives, during the Pro-- 
(cripcions of the Triumvirate, which yet occafion* 
ed HOC eternal Enmities between FamiUes \ yet it is 
certain that in the Death of CiV^r^, there had been 
fbme Circumftances Co cruel, 4Uid Fuivia, naturally 
inclined to Blood, hadufed him with ^ much In* 
hofnanity , even after Deaih, that my Brother* whoie 
Memory was of a luddcn bui(hca*d with alithofe 

G i Things, 
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Things, >nd wHofc Inclkiatioi^ were iibfolttret|r 
virtuous, could not think 6Qthem'*wfth>mflQr-^ 
rbur: * Woe ismc, cry" d he Mlafiy ^^fiH.'^f^ 
from the Phce 'where he kad conttnufd all this 
tohi/et andturniffgteSd^iband'EmilkL, ivhohad 
keenWitneJjesof all that noas fajfed^ the Daugh- 
' tet of CiVfr^ hath indeed R^afon to avoid the Son 

* of Fulviay but he hath not his own DeCliny at 

* kis difpofal, and cannot forbear loTing, while 

* he lives, the Daughter of Crcw'^. 

With thefc Words he, at the Entreaty of F«r*- 
A'lf, fat down, and lay under fuch a dark cloud 
of AffiiQion-i that for a good while he was not 
fit for any Convcrfation. During that Tirnc^- -he 
underftood from pmiliay wiihaut any Dcfire of 
kis to be infor^ned, that Tullia was a near Kiof^ 
^oman of hers, and that her Mother Tfr^irt/ii was 
of the Family of the Scaur i, that the BeauQrand 
excellent Endowments of that young Lady had 
madcnogreacNoifcin J?<?wtf, and that herrerfea 
had not been known there fb much as in all Pro* 
kibility it ought to have been, by Keafen that 
while Ihewas yet very young, and that during the 
Time the Houfe lay under Difgitce, her Morher 
liad carried her to a Country- Hou(e near Tufiuhm^ 
where fhe had fpent her Life in Solitude, with- 
out ever returning to R^m^ and thai! liapfy !he 
had not come thither (b (bon, if, upon Oecafion 
•f her Mother's Death, which hajipened not- long 
before, her Brother Quintus-Cieerf^ who lived at 
Rome after a vety noble and Hi^h Rate", and h^ 
been nominated Pro-conful in (bme Pans ofAjrtck^ 
bad not fome few Days fince fdntfot her. Emi* 
iia further acquainted Antonius an J Sehio, that 
Ti/llia, befides the Perfisdionis of her Body, and a 
many admirable Endowments, that (he had cul- 
civaced an ezceUenc DifpofitioB, with an excellent

aLccady knew, flhe &refaw that the paffionate ^19^

fine endcavomed to divect his Thoughts from iu 
with the beft Argjoments flic could make agatnft 
k, ajid ferboec not to teU him whatcvec ihe ima* 
gined might pm him into fome Dobbt of the Sue* 
iefit and fear of hec Fxiead*s Hnm^isr* My Bro- 
ikec facar%||KC with Abaadanoe of Patience, and 
^eat Expccf&Dn of the Refentmenc he had of hec 
Goodnefsy in coiKertniig hccfelf £> moch in bis 
Mjjfertunes: But whea aU waadone^ he pcoteH:- 
«d to her> that it was impoffible.foc him 10 make 
my Adyamage of facf good Adtice, and that that 
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un&Kunate Paffion was grown Co predominant in 
his Soul, thac he was oiu of all Hopes ever to fee 
himfdf free from it^ what Cootfe Cocrtt ht might 
cake. Sc^io added his Rcmonflranees to thofe of 
Emiliay and knowing, that beiides theDifficttlties 
which his Friend might v^eJl fear in re^e£^ of 
TullUy he was in the ready way, by a fruitlefi 
Love, to ruine his Fortunes which fcemed abf<>> 
hirely to court him in the Dcfign which Auguflus 
iiad to marry him to one of his Nieces \ he reprc- 
(cnted to him whatever his Friendihip could iHg- 
gcfl that were mod rational, and mod likely to 
prevail with him in rh$it Emergency \ hvx he took 
Pains to as little purpose as Emilia^ and that poot 
Lover, too too viokntly prepofle^d, made them 
both fuch Anfwers, as rai(cd in them moteCdm- 
paHlion to feehimforefblute, than Hope to fee him 
of any other mind. ' I am not to learn, faid ht 

* to them at lafty that in Tuiiias Avcrfion I have 

* a terrible Enemy toengage with, nay, am fnrthec 
^ fatisfied, that the Hatred ihe hath for our "Ea* 
> mily is fo juflifiable, that I fhoald End it a hard - 
' Matter to find any Pretence to condemn her fdt 

* it. As to the dcfign whifch Cafaf and Ofiaviu 

* have upon me, I know it amounts to thofe r Ad- 
5 vantages, to which, the Pofhire of my Fertnnc 
f confidered, 1 could not raife'my Hopes: Not 

* am I ignorant, that by my impertunate addref^ 
-* fes to a Perfon thai (nuns me, and will haply 
« ihun me while Ihe lives, I run i[he hazard of 
^ turning the £mperor*s good Inclinations towards 

* me into iufl ReleBcments againfl ni^ Bac thctt 

* is fomecning wichai I know 'much better than I 

* do all this, chat is, that I am not able to heac 

* any Reafon in the wretched Condition to whicb

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Freedom of Spkit, they will have no effcdl at 
all upon a mind fatally and unfortunately pre- 
pofiefled. I am abfbkilely petfwaded, addek he^ 
a wbi/e afiiVf that this Misfortune is an EStO: 
of the Wrath of the Gods agatnft the Memory 
of Jinikpny and Fuhia^ and that they couli 
not revenge that of the unfortunate Cicero, a^nft 
his Murtnereis^ otherwife than by (acrincing 
their Son to the Daughter of him whom they fa* 
crHiced to their Rage and Ambition. O An* 
ibmy I O Fuhia t concluded he 'nx)Uh a Srgb, I 
refufe not to be the Victim that mud appcafe 
tht inccnfed Deities j and 1 chcarfully offer my- 
felf up to the fair Tulliay to expiate the Blood 
you have unjuftly fpilt. 
Thcfc were all the Words Emilia and Scipia 
could get of him; and a while after, out of a 
Fear ro difpleafe Emilia^ by depriving her of the 
Converfation of her Friend, he took his leave of 
her in fo (ad a Manner, that it railed in her an 
extraordinary Companion for him, and went out 
osf cheHoufe wixhScifia, .who would not by any 
gleans kave him ; buc^ii was in fuch a Pcmure, 
and with a Countenance fo difturbed^ that it was 
no eafy matter to know him. 
. From that Day he grew more and more melan- 
choly; and afleded Solitude much more than he 
had done; andif> while he knew not who was 
thcObiedof hifPadioo, thedcfiretobe acquain- 
ed .wito iu was his perpetual Torment, the know^ 
kdge.teladofte troubled him alfo after a flrange 
Mdnndr: Atid the lefs xHfiurbed and moved he 
1^9 at ic, the mote he feemod to be afHi£lcd and 
qdOt down. He was fddom fcen at the Emperor's, 
<X.U,Q£iaviaSj or at the Princefs Julia $y or in 
any of (he nobleft Companies of Rome, and if any 
of his Friends came to nim> where he ever ciiter-> 
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tained them with Abandance of Civility, they found 
him (b changpd and dif&rent from what he was 
wont to be, that they had not the Patience to* - 
fee him in that Cond^ion> without concerning 
diemfcJves in his Afflidion^. though they knew' 
not the Caufe of it. Ail>hii Thoughts, a2l his 
l>efign9, aimed at nothing £b much as to find out 
an Opportunity to fpeak once more to TuUia^ out 
of an lmjigtQation» that, if he could but cad him- 
iclf at her Feet, and entenain her with the Di(^ 
^Our(e which his Mind pcr|)etua]ly ran upon, 
though her Soul were made of Iron, he ihould 
foften \u In this Imagination he made a hundred 
pafOcAutc Speeches, and his Lotc infpired him 
wirh the tendered Things anv mind could be capa- 
ble of: But when he had fufEciemly ruminated oa 
what he wonld have faid to her, he ftill was to- 
fcck for the Opportunity to fpeak with her. 

TulVm had been in %fim» |bat fomc few Day 9» 
and her abode was at her Brocher*s ^Intui Ci* 
ceroy who lived after the rate of aConluIar Hou(e» 
foitably to the condition hit Father had left him 
in } but there was no likelihood Anlonius Ihould- 
ever give her a vifit at that Honfe. The Son of. 
Cicero had for the Family of Antbowy a reicnc-^ 
ment wliich none could blame him for ^ and 
though, by reafon of Cdfiir^ authority, the fa6b- 
ons of the Triumvirate had been reconciled, and 
that the Families amot^ which the difiereoce of 
Parties had prftduced very boA e8e€l9, weic ooi»» 
tent to be quiet, and forbore openiy to endcavoac 
the revenge of paft injaries } yec had not that M« 
cocKiliation, wni^luid put a Period to theQtil 
"Wars, fofar re-united their Hearts, astoeftabliih

derable injuries, yec thofe becweeu the Children 
of Cicero y and chofe of Anthony and Fulvia^ 
amounted to (bmeching more Bloody^ than to ad- 
mit of any Correfpondeoce between them. Be- 
^AeSy young Cicero was a Perfbh of^a oacuremuch 
difFcrenc from chat of his lather-, he was ftupid, 
brutifh, and malicious, and though he frootherej 
his refcntmeQts out of a fear to difcover them agaioft 
a Houfc of a far greater fortune than his owa ; yec 
it is certain, that, if he could have done u« a 
mifcbief without any hazard to him(el^ he wouJd 
hate embraced (be opportunity to do it^ and 
therefore it was impofuble Antonius ibonld ac^ 
tempt the feeing of Ttf//i« at her Brother's Uoure« 
without putting his Life into manifed danger. Yec 
was it not this fear that hindred him : For, thai: 
of difpleafing ^TuUia had a far greater iullueuce 
upon his Spirit, than that of hazarding a Life 
chat could not be of much value to him, confiderej 
with the misfortune that attended it. Nay, he 
would have chearfully ventured into that Houle^ 
though his enemies, without any reflexion on the 
danger that might enfue, had he obfccYcd in 
Tullia siuy (entiments. different from thofe of her 
Brother. But it was his unhappine(s, that after he 
had. fubdued the enemies he contemned, heihould 
meet with one that was terrible, agaiult whon^ 
yet he. had no Arms to, defend himfeliP. A hunr 
dreditimes did he caft bimfelf^ at Emilia's Feec^ 
and^roade uk of the intereft Scipio had in her, 
to obtain of Tul/ia the permiiCon to (ee her ^uc 
once more in his Life : In anfwer to which, £m/- 
/ia, who had a great cfleem for Antonius^ as 
alfo upon the interceflion of bis Friend, d\A all 
chat lay in her power to perfwade her Kinfw/)man 
to afford him that fatisfaaion. But TuUia was noc 
vxkly ioe^orabte a$ to that requetl, but fearing 
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furchec chaic ia hervidts co t miliar ihe mighc 
meet with Ant^nius at her Hdufe, either by ac- 
cident, or om of de(ign, ihe entreated her not to 
take it amifs if ihe came not to her any more« 
till ihie were oonfident that Antonius had qaitted 
all inclinations for her \ iofomuch that having - 
earneClIy intreated her Pardon for that Refolut ion » 
(he perhded in it fo far, that £he made no more 
yifics to her, or, if fhe (aw her fometimes, it 
was at fuch Hours that (he was io no fear of 
findii^ my Brother there. 

This cruel obftinacy of hers to zroid Antonius 
had almoft put him into de^ir, and yet fuch 
was his unhappinffs, that what would have re- 
coTered any other out of an affedion fb much 
flighted, made his cure the more defperate. Att 
the difcoveries of Tuliias auclcy. Signified, in his 
ftpprehenCon, fo many ezpreHions of her Virtue, 
and the refped ihe had tor the memory of her 
father } and (b bewailing his own misfortune, 
he thought he could not juftly charge her with 
any thing.* He couftantly vifited all the Places 
ihe was wont to frequent : But ihe, being as care- 
ful to avoid him, as he was diligent to find her 
out, forbore going thither as (bon as ihe peraivcd 
that he had difcovered (o much ; yet could not all 
her caution hinder, but that he faw her fometimes 
in the Temple \ but ihe either let fall her veil as 
(bon as ihe perceived him, or took up fuch l]kc^9 
and kept ftill fuch company, that ne coula noc 
come to her. But one Day above the red, ihe 
iuviiig not been fo careful as at other times, and 
being gone to the Temple of Ceres'^ with the 
Maids that ordinarily waited on her, while ihe 
"was at her Devotion, in a remote corner, and at 
luch a Time as there were hardly any People in 
the Tcmpk ;^ my Brother, who had caufed- her 
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to be vatched wherever fhe went, having had 
notice of the Place where flic was, failed not to 
come thither, and to fpe&k to her, but with a 
Coatirenance that fbffidently dt(coyered the* fear 'he 
was in to difpteafe her. Tit/Iia had no (boner 
perceived' him £DmTDg towards her, but ihe leis 
fall her Veil, and by that adion had almod put 
the fid Antonhs Co ^r out of ccancenance, that 
he hardly had the courage to fpeak to her. How- 
ever, he made a fliift to recover himfelf} and 
'when he was eot near her, making a halt as ^f 
ht ftayed' for (ome body, and having looked to- 
Wtitds the Door of the Temple, he at laft turned 
his 'Face loTuiiia^ whom, though flie looked 
another way j addrefling his Speech to her: * Is 

* it podible. Madam, fatd be to her^ you IhouM 

• hofe for any favour frbm the Gods you adore, 
■* when you your ftlf arc inexorable towards 

* tho(c Men that adore you >* Tuiiia was filent a 
'while out of a refolution not to make Antonius 
any anfwcr at all \ bat at lafl conceiving that what 

'Hie fliould make him would be (kch, as fhe 
'iniglit haply be rid of him for ever after : * It is 

• not fdf'tbc Son o£ Fuhiay /aid (he to htmy to 

* hope for any fiivour from theDaugbrer o^ Cicero 5 

• and if Cieero*s Daughter may cjtpcib any from 

• Anthonys Son, it Ihall be no otner than jrhat 

* he would never either (cek or think on her again. 

* You cannot without injuftice^ replies Antonius, 

• charge me' wifh the crime of h^ark- Anthony and 

• Fuhia 5 nafy, I am confident you arc fatisfied 
*• of my innocence; 1 am fo, replied Jhe, and 

• thcrcrot^l hate not the Icaft thought of Revenge 

* for you ; but, if I am not miftaken, 1 can be 

• charged with no injuftice, if I abjure all con- 

* yerfarion with their Son, who were the impU- 

* cable Murcherers of my Father. Ah umrien^i- 
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* ful Woman I replied Pbe afjli^ed Prince^ yon 

* pretend ttaSou noc to be leveaj^d of a Perfeii 

* chat is inDoceat, and in the mean time, know 

* vecy well/ that, if you Ibould c^ruft a Daggett 
' into my Bceaft* there w«{e ivku^h kfs.aqelty in 

* youx tCTcngey than there is m ypqr ihwinio^ 

* me as you do. I ihall (hiin you while I Uy^, 
^ replied Jhe very angrify^ ancC if you ^e noc 
' from me, I ihall uoc only quit this Temf^le, 

* but (hall leave IS^w^ and /<«6f) ^ ^^ 7*^^ ^^ 
' not forbear perTecutiag me.* With theft wofds 
flie would have rifen out of the Place where flie 
was, hut Anumius^ thinking he> €oald not aiay '^'< 
farther prefs her with<Hi^ iociviliry, pre^i^iirf d hi^ 
deprture \ and having naade her a low revec^noe^ 
he went from her, £o cjoqded withafHi^ion, chac 
for that whole Day he was not -capable of any 
converiatiou. 

Though Antoniusi (bund ic a great diiBcuky to 
fOQceal rrom choie who were acquaii^ed wich his 
natural cheat fiiUiefs, the change which thtt un- 
fortunate Padbn had wrought in himi yee weAe 
they ignonmc of the cau&» and ibr a KOpd (naoe 
of rime* Qnly Scipio knew the mytt^ry or ir. 
But, at laft, it came to the knowk<^eof divers 
Perfons by fereral difcoveries fufBciently extraor- 
dinary, but particularly by one^ v/hich because it 
was publick and withal very rare^ made no finall 
noifeJfi Miome. The Emperor, Livia^^ Julia^ 
Ofiav'My and all the Illuftrious Perfons about 
' Reme were one Day aflembled in the Cirque, 
where the y were to be entertained with the Com* 
bats of ravage Beails by Agrippa^ who had broogkt 
tbem oat o? Africk to that purpofe, as you know 
it is an ordinary t bint; at Rente j as alfothac chofe 
who would have the re[>utation of being masni- 
ficcnt^ do often eu'.ertaiq the People wiih uich

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SpoRs. TkoQgh Tuliis went very Ccliom hmw 
gttat companies, as wcU liy rcalofi of cbe mourns 
Mig flie was ftill ia for her lyio^c, as out of 9 
fear of meeting Anfwiusi jec dns-Daj flietlioiif^lw 
her (elf obUgea to go, not oidy. upoa tke actoiinr 
of Agrifpm^' who was. at the charge of tbe ^Teru 
tiiemcnr, but alfo becaufe h.was het BrockerV' 
will ilie Ihottki go, anil accordingly he brooghe 
her thither with divers oth^r Perfons jof their Fa« 
mily and Alliance. Antomus^ who was very 
muck io hopes Ihe woaldbe there, aod exftCM^ 
with much impatience, to (e&hery obicrved ver^ 
mock to his fatis^idion, the place wheve Ihe far^ 
which was near enough to* her Brother, aJid (bme 
of her Kinfwomen : But found withal to kit^ 
grief, that Lusiui Cfcmnut a young Man of nt 
fjluftrious Houfe, and one that had the repueatioa 
of courting her, having waited upon her thither, 
(at down by her. This Sight mfde Antonhr 
blnih> and enflam^d hind with indignation an# 
IcakMiAr ,*. yes dur £khe not feat himielt nedr Ti^/zit,* 
out ot a ftar fhe would cake it unkindly, saA a' 
coufidsnce tba^ ihe would. admit no eooveriatiqii' 
with him. But he got into a Pkce, which, beine 
not very far from her, and at oneofthe Angles ot 
the Amphitheatre, foining to that where ihe was^ 
gave him the advantage of feeing het better thait 
any other part where he could have placed himfelf. 
The (eats ot Peribns of Quaficy are in the Ibweft 
Stage,, apd neatefttke Aren, which is the Hac# 
where the Combats are fought, whethier they be 
between B$afts otGladiiyn: So thatthofeoithac 
Rank may lean.againil certain Pilaflers, whercbv 
tbe Cirque is compaded about, and which is raiK 
cd uptoiiicha height, as to (ecure them from the 
iiiry of the Lyons iand Tygers, that are thcCrea- 
Hires 9i( gicatea Agility* The icats behind that,

being n^&d> and Cbudiiig at a getter diftance, 
ace tor the People, ^who are ordinarily admiucd 
to thefe fights, to their very great delight and co* 
tercainmenc. i Iwcnt thither my^felf that Day wicb 
the Prioocfs fuIfMy though vre wae both of as 
at that tiffle hitt in the thirteenth Ycaf oF. our Age> 
and conleqoeu^iy I can give you a m6re particular 
account of this adioo, than of feme others ac 
which I was not prefcnt. 

Antonhs had his Eyes contiinially faftened on 
Ttti/ias Face» who never was guilty of (b much 
atonic look towards him. This amorous PtiDOc 
JooJted upon that freedom of conyerfiition which 
was. between her AudCecinna, with, a very jea* 
Ims Eye, and. with no (mall di(luibancex>f minds 
And if any one had concerned him (elf (b fat as 
CO mind his Actions, he might eafily have ob? 
(erved in his countenance the agitations of his 
Soul. There had pa(s*d divers Combats of (cTe* 
cal Bca(b» which toundrthe Spoliators abundance 
Qf. Spore jind Etitertainment, and they wei^e gotiffi 
tp Open ^ Doox to let in a: Tyger and a Bear rot 
a prodigious buik, to fetthenr a fighting together^ 
WA«n. 4^toniusv who had. his Eyes ftill fixed on 
Tu/Jia^ {aw» tkat amidft the converfation ihe had 
with CuinnMy and. certain Ladies that (at about 
her» ihe tobkout a little Box, fer with divcrsrich 
Diamonds, wherein w-as her own Pi^re» which 
her Mother had ca^ifcd to be taken . about a Year 
1»Qfore» and which ihe had giveo^ecat her Death* 
^he had:ilLewn '\i yo ihoSz Ladies^ and Cai*fm 
had it in his Hands a good fpace ^ but at Jaft going 
to reftore it to TniUn^ ^the Box,' through neglir 
gence, flipc out of his Hands, and, fhc leaning 
on the Rail, it M\ down imo the Areuy jail / 
when the two fuciqus Beads were coming into ir, 
irich looks (b.ftiU of Tcrior, tbac-th^ put^h« 

<• Spc<aa- 
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SpcAators iirtb fomc fear. Tulfi^y being cr- 
treamly rroublcd at the fait of i^e Box, fte re- 
fpc6led fb iiitKh, into a Hace, whence in all Hke- 
lihood there wotifd not be any fa defperatc as to 
fetch it again, gave a great outcry, and hy ha: 
coancenance ahd alt her a(5kions expreded an ex- 
traordinary difturbance at that Accidents The 
£mperor, and all that vrere prefent, fcx>n cahxe 
tounderftand it, bat there was no poffibilicy to 
recover it while the Beafts were within the Ciraue. 
Cecirmay who was partly the oecafion of the faff- 
ing of the Box, endeavoured to pcrfwade Tul/tm 
CO patience, by t? Iling her, that, after the Combat 
of the Bca(b, he would go and find it for hcri 
But fke giving too much way to -her uidi^nation 
upon fo hght an occafion, anfwered him very 
roundly, that had (he been a Man, (he wouM 
havcTenturcd her Life to fetch hcc Pidlarc. She 
had no fooner delivered thcfc Words, but young 
Antontnst whom his Paflion had at that ciaie' 
^folutdy divefted of all Rcafon, diftra^ed ts 
to all matter of confideracion, not only of the 
hazard whereto he expo(ed himfelf without any 
fieoeflity, bur aKb of the noife which that adlion 
muft needs make, contrary to the defign he had 
CO keep his Love fccret, turniug towarc^ that fi<ie 
where Tullia was j * Fair TutUn^ (aid he, loud 

• enough to be beard by her, you fhall find there 
f is a Man who dare hazard his Life to do you 

* this inconfiderable Service f* and thereupon lean- 
log upon the Rail, he vaulted over it imo the 
Cirque. I was ever of opinion, that Antonhti^ a 
Per{on naturally difcrcct, would never have beeii 
gailtyof an adHonCb extravagant, had he not been 
cranlported by an over-vioknt Paffion. But I 
imagined withal, as divers others did, (hat to do 

' TuUia thac (ccYicei wheccof the confequaice dt- 

ferved 
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&tred Qot^he fixould citpoCc his Lift»ro fo great a 
danger, be had beea encouraged partly ' l»f a 
.belief he was of, chac he might noc haply 
while he lived) mtct with Q> noble aa oc« 
ca£oti cp ex|>cers bis Love to her, and partly by ar 
,^fi{e lie had to lee hec kQo\¥ the di&teace chere 
was becweeu him and Cecinna, whom ihe pre- 
ftrredv U^d favoured even in hisprefence. Howr 
,ever it were> this adiou railed 4 many outcries 
among the Spe^tors, even to the Eoiperoc him- 
&lf, who had. a great love andedeem co my Bco- 
dier.. My Siflei; and I yictc almoCl out of our 
felves CO (ee it. O^avia was not a little troubled 
at. the accident } nay there was hardly p^e in that 
great A([embly> chat was not troubled ar it, o^ly 
AfHottiiis (eemed to be the Peilbn that had any 
confidence, and though he were a little ftartJed' 
ac his alighting^, by KsXoa of the height of the 

■ Place whence ^e had leapt down, yet immediacdy 
recovering bifafelf,. he drew his Sword, and went 

;;^with unda^nted courage towards that fide where 
ihe Qor lay fparkling among the Sand. Be was 

■ fa happy as to take it up without any hindraBce* 
<and k> indifcreet as ta open it in the fame Places 

and to have the patience to look on the beautiful 
. Pidure of TMJIia thac was encloied witbi» iu 
Yet was it not with Co little caution, but he flood 
fufficiencly on his guard, to defend himfelf, if the 
Beaih caiKe to faden on him ;. but as be went to- 
wards the JDoor ,ac which he was to go out, he 
. made no more ha(le than ordinary, an4 retreated 
fa as if he had not been in the leaA fear of the 
two Beafts that were within the Cirque. The 
Bear flirred not from che place ilio was in, but 
the Tygct came up to my Brother with his fpark- 
ling Eyes, and in fiich a poflure, as put all thac 
were pr^Iem into a fright. Antanius might have 

gained 
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gained the D5bi before the Tyger could have 
Stftened on him, if hie would have run for it, 
batfueh a flight he thoogfac an woreh^^ hk cOutagic ^ 
asid therefore feeing this ccrriMe Enemy cotnins 
tdwar<kr hisn^ heuood and expeded him, an3 
fpdktitti the |KMtot of hit Sword to him with ati> 
aiimirable eonfhincy. You may well imagine^^ 
chat all thofc to whom Af$$oiiius*s Life was any' 
way dear, were not a little troubled at the acd*^ 
ikac: Bat it was thetileafiire of the Gdds^' that 
when the fbrioas Bean (aw the gHflering of cher 
Swotd» it ouufe a hiafti and* feemed unoertatm 
what lefbhttioii to take i whenthc Bmperoc havingi 
called out n> chofe of his ^pard that wete aboar 
fcim> immediately to till it, it was flioc with 
above twenty Arrows, and IbH down dead 9iAi9* 
ii90iM*$ Feet. He Xcemed to be fbmewhac troiK 
hkdattheDeathof the Beaft,. dying he was verr 
fiwrv he had deprived the Emperor and the reft 
of the ^dteors of a. pare of their Emetcainotient,. 
and whe» he thought he might letife witheoc 
dtflidDPOur, (for the Beat had not flirted from th<^ 
Place) he came to the Door which they kept opcit* 
for 'him, and by (he SHnrs joining theretov cam^ 
op itf the Amphitheatre. As all that were pre*' 
fcnc had a fectcc admiration for what he had done*! 
fb did all gladly make way for him, itbett^per- 
eeived that it was his intention, to. reflore TuiUm 
her H^re, a^d accordingly having without mncl^ 
crooble gotten up to the Place where (he was, he^ 
comes to her witK a fubmif&e adion, and pre- 
Icnting her with the'Box: * Were I norodioustn

OUavls whor was a^ tender of aUf 
the Children of Anthony ^ as (ho was of hcc 
ow.a, efpectftlly of htm ilie intended: to make 
her Son in Law, eetertained this Dt&outie as the 
^^aiperoc. did ) and attribi^rcd to Gcatitade^ ez» 
cclleucy of Nature, and the Couta^ oS, An$0* 
mus^ what was mccriiy a deoioiiflzatiDn* of his- 
padidn. And yet what had. paft it the dofiicir 
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•df xfae Bufinefs coocernit^ Tullta*^ Pidure, 
irliicH he had ^efafed t<> re(lore either to Cite^ 
tQ^ or Cit'mna^ with words pafliotmte enough; 
might aM}(e a little Sufpicion 5 but it might a](b 
be attribiirad fo- pure gallantry, which might 
produce that effea in a Perfou of the age my* 
Brother was then of, and that after the doing of 
fb noble an Aftion. In fine, every one cenfured' 
it according' to his Inclination s and Antonius^ 
vfaaccver mitht be iaid to him, coiiki not repent 
Jiim of ir, tnaiigh he. was extremely troubled at 
Tulltd^ depprtraent towards him, and the vexa- 
doD he received thereat, put Urn (bmecinies into^ 
a Re/blution, to do what lay in bis power, xa 
ftcc himfelf of that ^rucl flavcry. 

Some days afi^r, having intreated Scifio to 
bring my Brother with htm to her Houfe, he 
failed luA to come $ and having told her that he 
ihpuld think iumiielf extremely happy, \{ /he 
would be located to Isvy any command? upon 
ium, ihe tojd him before Stipi$y who was pre- 
sent, that fhe was defiroas to have feme Dip 
jooutCe with him upon the intreaty of Ti^lHm^ 
who had charged her to demand her Pidbire ol 
him, and had defired hei to employ all the In- 
tcrrft Ihe had in him to get ir, upon the eonfi' 
deace Oie had that my Brother wotild not deny 
chat Satis&diion ca a Perfon, for whom he feem* 
tl and f rofe&d 9> have a great Efteedi. Antoi^ 
nitts eotenaincd this Difcoutfe of EmUta*s with 
i^MUidance of lefpc^i, and when (he had given

She made it her Bohnels that very Day, bnt 
to oo parpofe) (b that Antonhts tiodetftood 
hj her, the tiext, that ail the entreaties Ihe 
'could iriake to her, could not induce that hard- 
hearted Beauty to condefccfid thereto, and thar, 
at lad, (he had with a ftrange coniflancy pro- 
tefled, that (he bad rather loft her Pidlurc, 
hy an accident whence it might not be infer-

«ot only deprive him of whsit he loved, but mighc 
haply be the caufe of all Tul/id's Rigour towards 
jiimj bad prevented him by an Afifedit^o, chat 
jzlade her infen(ibk of all the£xpre£iof}»-heiiuuie 
to her of his, and ezafperated her againft him 
more than any Confideracion of the Death- pf Or 
cero^ he could not oppole the Torrent of his Re^ 
ietitmcitts, nor think of any thing but the Death 
of his Rival. * I;^pw, faid be^ i»alking in a fur

This was the Refolution he took) but when he 
thought himfelf fully confirmed in ir, he met with 
fuch Difficulties in that Defign which he was not 
a little dartled at. He had Rea(bn to fear he might 
difpleafe Cdfar^ who, upon what had palTed ia 
his, Prefence, fearing the Confequcnce, had forbid- 
den them very fevcrely to attempt any thing one 
a^aind another^ Nay, there was yet fomcchiug 
more in ir, as to what Refentment the Emperor 
might have of it ; for when he «onfidered that he 
could not quarrel with Cecinna upon the Account 
of any Intered in Juilin, without declaring open- 
ly, and di (covering at the fame Time the little Re- 
gard he had for the advantageous Defign which 
toe Emperor and Oftavm had for him, and that 
in a Conjundure on M^hich his abfolute Fortune 
depended, he knew nor whatCourfe he ihouici take 
to ovcrcpme that Difficulcy. And jet this was not 
confiderable to him, in comparifon of that Fear 
he was in oiTuI/ias Indignation, as putting it out 
of all doubt, that he mud needs force her to the*£x«- . 
tieqiities of Enmity towards him, by putting him- 
felf in a Podurcto rake away that Man's Life whom 
ihc accepted foe hct Husband. To be ihort, this

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•Oonfidcradon prevailed (b faPupon him, that he 
hardly minded the reft, and how far focvcr he 
ittight be from deserving the cruel Treatments he 
received from that inccnfed Beauty, ycc was his 
SoUl guilty of fuch extraordinary Rcfpeds towards 
licr, that he would have look'd Death in the Face 
in^irh left Difturbance, than thc-Occafion of offend-- 
ingiher. 

Theft ContradiAiqns kept his Thoughts in an 
'Equilibrium in Co ftrange a Perplexiry ; fo thac 
iiiiding it *a hard Matter to &x on dny'Thing, he 
continued feme Days without fattening on any Rc- 
iblution. During that Time he delighted aico' 

f'crhcr in Solitude, avoiding the Company even of 
is Friend Scifioy and rcririne into the moft fo- 
lirary Place?, where he would not admit a'hy of 
his own People to be about him. Without the 
;4Sate called Porta-Capena^ there is a little Woocf 
neat the fair Gardens of. Metetivs^> where the 
ihadinefs and (blitude of the Place afford very plca- 
fant walking, for fuch as avoid Company. A»- 
Untus going out of Metelius^s Gardens, was di- 
rcfted thither by Ifts own cruel Thoughts^ or ra- 
ther by fomc Genius, who would dctermint his 
irrefolutions. Hb walked there a long time albne, 
i having Icfr thoie Servants that he brought with 
iitm from home, which he coold not difmifs, 
at the Garden- Door of Mcte/Ius) and had endea- 
voured to find out, though with no Succefs, 
vhat might prevent rhc happinefs of Cecinngy 
without any violation of the rcfpcA he ow*d 
Tullta^ or incurring the difpleafure, (if it were 
poffible ) of the generous Okavia and the Emr- 
peror ; when coming to a croft-waik, he iprcs 
a Man coming all alone towards the Place where 
he was, and naving looked on him very atten- 
tively, when iic was come fbnfiewhat nearer,, he-

ciiflamed Anfonlus with iBdignation and jealou-

^a into fome Difturbancc, 

Now my Brother being a PerCbn of higher 
-quality in Rome than he was, and his Intered 
xonfequently, with thofe that managed the fu- 
vpreme Power, much greater, he was more cau- 
tious and circumfpcdil: in what he unckrcook, 
thjin he had haply been with another Perfon, 
whole Fortu4ies had been meaner 5 iind accord- 
ingly coming Tery civilly towards him, * It 
hath been my Miinefs for (bme Days to find 
yoQ out, /aid be to hirHy and I ihould have 
fpoken to you (boner, could I have done ic 
with ^ fame liberty as I now do. I ihould 
have given you alt you could have expelled, 
anfwcred Antoniusy if I had had but the Icaft 
notice of ydur deftres ; and fince you now have 
as much freedom as you could have wkHcd, 
itegled not this Opportunity to acquaint me 
with what you think lit to let me know. I 
doubt not, replied Cecinnmy but yon know that 
fufficiently well already \ and if you but re- 
member that TulHa*^ Picture is ftill in your 
Hands, you are at the fame time fatisfieti of 
the gieat .concernment I have to entreat you 
to recurn it to me. I have not defired it of 
you while I was of Opinion it' might begot- 
ten out of your Hands without my imerpofi- 

H X * don. 
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cion. hat now chat the Intercft of TuliU, ani 
that of bcr Friends h^th proved inciFcdual, yon 
will not think it ftraiigc, if, as Things now 
(land between us, 1 endeavour to obcaia thac 
from you which you had Jenied them. 
* Antonius looking «n him with a fcornCul 
fmile, there. is indeed but very little likelihood, 
faid he U b'tniy I Ihould grant Cecinna what 
1 had denied Emilia. Bcfidcs, I am of Opini- 
on, that if you had been fo dcfirous of T^ul- 
lias Pidlure, you .would have gone for it co 
the place whence I took it. Though I was 
much lefs obliged to do it than you, it were 
unjufl 1 Ihould, with the hazard of my Life« 
procure a Thing you had flighted, to beflour 
it on you with fo much eafc, and you may 
haply find your fclf very much miftaken, if 
you imagine there may be \t(s danger to get it 
out of my Hands, than to recover it our of the 
Area of the Amphitheatre. Had there been 
any neceflity for that A£lion, replied Cecinna, 
I ihould have done it as well as you \ and if 
there had been any juflice interrupted AntOf 
nius very roundly^ to reflore what I had (6 
well gotten, I had rcflored it to Emilia ^ and 
not to you. However it be, Cecinna^ you 
ought not to expe^ it, as being the lafl of all 
Men for whom I fhall have that compliance.

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Wkh tbcfc Words they both laid Hands o» 
their Swords, and drew at the (ame time, rhere 
being not anybody near to hinder them. They 
exchanged a many blows, with much more fury 
than circumfpedion. Cecinna fought with abun- 
dance of Courage, but with Hctle good Fortune ^ 
and being over-rafh and inconfiderate, be receiv- 
ed two. mortal wounds in the Body, upon which 
he fell down at my Brother's Feet, but with very 
httle retnainder of Life. Antonius had no doubc 
wiflied the death of Cecinna, and had behaved 
himfelf in that duel with abundance of indigna- 
tion and animoficy againfl: him ; but being a 
Perfon of a great and noble Soul, (eefng him fall 
with all the mortal (igns, his anger vanilhed, 
and compadion took place in his Heart, into 
which the padions whereby it wa^ th^n moved, 
were not againft its admiccauce. He came to 
Cecinnay to do. him all the good he could ,^ and 
endeavouring to flop his blood, perfwadcd him 
to take Courage, by all the Words which mighc 
fxprefs the regret and forrow he conceived, ac 
his Misfortune.r 

But while he was employed iti this CompafHo- 
Bate Office, there comes by an Accident you can- 
not but be afltonilhed at, a Chariot full of Ladies, 
fio take the Pleafure of a folitar^f Walk in the 
Wood, to the Place were they were : And the La- 
dies who intended to take a Walk, being got ouc 
ef the Chariot, came on eafily without any Jealou- 
(V of what had happened, to the very Place where 
the unfortunate Cecinna was expiring nis lad in my 
Brother's Arms. You may well imagine what 
Aftonifhnaent this fad Spedack faifed in the La- 
dies i but it will be hard for you to conceive thac 
of my Brother, when with Emilia and fome othec 
Ladies of his Acquaintance, he (aw the crael Tul-

leave it ro you to fuppJy the Difficulty of Exprcffion^ 
1 meet with tii this flrauge Rencounrer, fo hard is 
it for nae to give you an Accounc of the Agitations- 
of cj^efe two Souls in {b unestpe^d an Adventure. 
If Antonius was &rprixed to (oe that Tutlia whom 
he adored^ chat TuUiUy who ihunned him with 
all the Crueky imaginable;; nay, the CamtTu/ii^^ 
whofe Lover that was to be wichua a few Days her 
Husband, he had ki^ed ^ you nay well think that 
TuUia, on the other fide was not k(s aflofliihed- 
to meet with that AntonkiSy whom fhe avoided^ 
flanding over the ex|)irif)g Cfcmfnt^ and foiled 
wich the Blood of a Man jhe was to be married- 
to. She had not had, 'tis true, any violent A flfcc- 
tion for him, yet it is withal cerrain ihe bad no 
Dif-indination towards him^ and diKe Ihe had 
been ac<]uainted with the Defign her Brother had. 
to make her his Wife, ihe had entertained in her 
Heart all the Love ihe thought hetfelf obliged ta 
have, for a Perfon that was fiiortly to be her Hnl^ 
band : So rhat«lhe could not fee him w^lcring in 
his Blood, andcxpiring at his Enemy's Feet, with-* 
out feeling an extraordinary Affli^lion, aad what- 
ever her Soul was capable of, upon an Accident of 
that Nature. She at firfl fight gave a great outcry, 
and was ready ^o fwoon in Emilias Arms, who 
made a ^ift to hoM her up, and a linlo aftcr^ 
cafHng her Eyes on both Ant9nius and Cecifttia^ 
on the one, Wich all the Demondraxions of Com- 
paffion, and on the other with all thofc of Indigo 
nation, Aiedding Tears for Cuinna^ and danii^. '^ 
forth her wrarhFuI lodks on Antomus^ flie <DnTi« 
nued for fome Minutes in an uncatakity as to 
what ftefolurion fhe fhould uke, whether to avoid 
what fhe hated, or to fuecour whar fhe was ob* 
liged U) love. And whereas ihe Teemed to be ra- 
ther 
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tilcr carried away by the Aver/ion fhe had for itif 
Brpcher, oc at Icaft iddiped rather to the Motives 
ihe concefved ihe had to avoid him^ than to the 
AiTc^ion flieliadibrOc/0»«, her fir A Reflections 
Xeenied to engage her to avoid the Face of an £no- 
jEnyj, c!n>cciaJ^ ne being fuch a one as confirmecT 
hivakif to be fiich, bj the Adion he had (hen 
done. But afterwards, upon fecond Thoughts, fhe, 
being a Lady that dioLe rather to be guided by' 
her Duty then her Palfioos, and conceived herfclf 
'ijbiiged to relieve Ceiinna dying upon her Ao- 
vount, rather than to avoid Antunius^ comes to 
inm with a Face bached in Tears, and by cer- 
tain broken Words, entreated him to take heart, 
and to further all he could the defign fhe had 
for the prcfervation of his Life. The expiring 
^ecinma met. with this Satisfaction in his MiU 
fortune, that he breached oot his laft in thi^ 
Arms of TuUia^ aud muftering up, all the 
Arongth he had left him, to turn his £yes to^ 
w-ards lier, ^nd to ts^e ^er by the Hand ihe 
reached forth to him, while one of her Maids 
licld np his Head in her Lap; ' Madam, Hnd' 

* be to hir^ I lofi: my Life by the Hands of 

* AniQi^y but it was through my own fank 
'' and (ceking ; and therefore I bcleech you tc- 
^ fo^ive him my death as heartily as 1 do my 

* (elff The companion he takes at my Misfor- 

* tunei deTervesl yours $ and I dye happy ani 

* glorious, fince I ^yt. at your Feet, for y»ur 
^ lake, and in a Condition that forces thofe fait 
•'ihowcr$ from your Eyes. 

With much difficulcy was he delivered of thefe 
Words, but with them he loft his Speech, and 
fome Yew minutes after, breathed out bis lad, 
Icaring io Tuliias Soul fuch violent. Ch^racShrs 
of PaiCon^ that ihe hardly knew where ihe 

H 4 was. 
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was, or what fhcdid. My Brother, to give her 
way^ retired fome few paces when (he came neat 
Cecinna j and being cxtreamly moved with pity 
for his misfortune, theafHi^fliott he perceived it was 
to Tulliay heightned his own fb much and fo vio-^ 
JcntJy, that he had much ado to keep off from 
defpair. He, atfirft, thought himfelf obliged to 
.avoid the Eye$ of that inccnfed Beauty 5 nay, 
though he was infinitely defirous to have a (ight of 
her, yet mud he need imagine, that, as uiings 
then flood,' he could not without inhumanity im* 
fortune her with his. Out of this contideration had 
lie already retired fome few paces \ but his paflion . 
growing too (hong for him, would needM^blige 
him to rpeak to her, and to make (bme repara- 
tion for the injury he had done her. This refb* 
lucion grew fo (Irong upon him, that he could 
•not refaft it, and (b flighting all thofc reflcdiions 
that were incompatible with the violence of his 
Love, he came fome Paces nearer j he looked on — 
that defolate Beauty, with all the agitations that 
a Soul that hath lofl; all command, of it (elf can Jbe 
capable of. H^had not hardly had the confidence 
to open his Mouth, had he not been encouraged 
by the prefcnce of Emilia^ whom he knew to be 
/avourable to him, and from whom he ezped^ed 
fome relief. But at lafti having rallied all the 
courage he had, he fets one Knee on the Ground*, 
and looking on Tuliia in a trembling Poftare,

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fuch a reparation. There was no need of this 
laft misfortune to heighten theiverfton you have 
ever had for the unfortunate Perfoi^ that novr 
adores you ; and this Sight of you, which I Co 
eamcftly begged before, fhould not have been 
granted me, together with that of an accident 
which can raife in you nothing but horror for 
this {b unhappy a wretch. But fince it is the Dif- 
pofalof Heaven, it is but jufl that both Heaven's

Ac thele words 7«//m, who all the wbile^would 
not fo iimch as look cowards hin> but turned her 
Pace another way, gave him fuch ^ fudden and 
furious look, that haply upon the firft Tallies of 
the violent paffions fhe was then abfolutely fub- 
jed tOy ihe might have granted the dciolate .<^»/«- 
nius the death he (b much de{ifed, and that ac- 
cordingly ihe would have taken the Sword he 
prelenced to her, and whereof the very fight very 
inuch inflamed her indigtution, when fhe per- 
ceived upon it certain drops of Cecinnas Blood. 
But the prudent Emilia fafteuing immediately up- 
on it, got it, not without mach difficulty, fron^ 
Antonius \ and this fhe did, as well in regard of 
the uncertainty fhe was in as to Td/Z/n's intention, 
as to pccveut that defperate PuqcC; from makiug

in the dtftradion his grief had then put himimo> 
Tuliia continued for (bmecimc without fb much 
a^ opening her Mouth, cxpreflfing the agitations 
of her Soul by her looks and filence more tfFcdu- 
ally than (he tould haply have done by her words. 
But^at kift, not able to maftcr the impctuofity 
thereof, and looking on the prodrate Antonius 
with Eyes, wherein, through the tears that fell 
from them, the fire of her indignation difcovcred 
it fclf but too apparently 5 * Unmerciful diftnrbcr

* the ilTne of my Father's Executioners, aft te- 
. * folved not to degenerate from their cruelty : 1$

As (he uttered thcfc words, which came from 
lier attended with a deluge of Tears, Ihc reftcd 
her Face on Emiiias Arm, when Sciphy who wa$ 
then in <jucft of either his Mrftrefs or his Friend^ 
amc into the Place, ditcAcd thither haply by

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the Gods, to. prevem my Brother's delpair. He 
was in a few words made acquainted wit]^ all 
that pafs'd *, and thoagh compa£Gon had that 
effed which it could not but produce in him, yet 
fae made a (hift to fmbtber it, the better to (ave 
his Friend, and '(b joined, with Emilia to oppofe 
thofe (encimencs of hatred and indignation which. 
Tullia had conceived againd my Brother. Bur, 
fiotwithftanding all their arguments, intreatics 
and remoD (trances, (he was (lill as inflexible as 
vrer \ and the fuppliaiit pofture wherein Antonitis 
had continued all this while, or the abundance of 
tears he Ihed after her example,* could not raife 
ife iier the kafl touch erf companion, nor any way. 
moderate her exa(peritioR. 

When he (aw that the mediation of Emiliazni 
lusFdend proved altogether ineffcdlual,. riling up 
from the place where he was, and looking very 
tlccadfully on TuUiay * I now fee, T^i/ia, Jtutihe 
^ n her, that nothing but my Death can fatisf/ 

* you, and I were very much to blame, if, being 
^' near the dead Body ofCeeinnaj I ihould hope 
^ to find that pity from you, which in thegreatcft 
** innocenct of my Life, and amidft tlie moft pte- 

* valeiit expteffions of my Love^ I could never ob- 
^ tain : Noc indeed was it to your c^mpaffion that 

* I addrefled myfelf, but I defired the implacable 

* ayerfion you have forme to put a period to that 

* Life, for wluch you have fo mucn h»rror; I 

* muft confefs, I flioidd have embraced death niorc 

* kindly from yourHand$ than my own, as coti- 

* eeivingyour revenge wiH be the more abfblatc,

^ had beetf but proportionable to the Grief I have

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* which hach been (b unfortunately pr^fecvcd, and 

* is fo cruelly abhorred. 

With thc(e Words he pretended as if he would go 
away k with an adlion not far from extravagance -, buc 
Sciphy who during his difcourfe wasgocten near 
him, ftay*d him, zmTullia^ implacable as ihe was^ 
yet havius abundance of virtue about her, would not 
leave in the Pcrfons that heard ber, the fentiments 
which her didradioh might have rais'd in them : Sa 
chat endeavouring once more to exprefs her (elf to 
>^ii/(?»/»j, yet without looking on him: ' I come 
not out of a cruel Race, fucb as thine is, faidjhe to 
bimytkoi do I defireany bloody reparations for the 
injury chou ha(l done me. I neither wilh thy Dcack 
nor thy Life, and leave thee the Mader of a Face 
wherein I never intend to be an v ways engaged. 
Buc if the horrid outrages which my FamUy and 
my felf have received from thee and thine, may 4 
give me leave to hope any fatisfa^iou from thee, I 
entrcar^as thou dofl refped Heaven, or whatever 
el(e may be dear to thee, that thou never appear be- 
fore me again, and chat thou free me tor ever 
hena'-forward ofaHghc which aeitber is, nor 
oughi to be any way fupportable to me. This thoa 
canfl not refute me, if thou haft aay fpark of vir- 
tue left in thee, ai^ if chov grant ic me, I en^ige 
my Ctii never to defire of the Gods or Men a0/ 
revenge againftthee, and chat I Ihall not begailff 
of (b much as a wi(h that may concribuce any 
thing to the difturbance pf thy Life. Tis Uic 
juft) Madam, faid Wn/iusrifxtoher, *i»k9 'was #/- 
ready refihed tobap to da y I ihall give you the 
fatisfa^ion you de&re of me, though it be more 
infuf&rable than what I had of&red you my CcW^ 
and I proteft to you, that y<iu ihalhicver while 
yoii live (ee again that unfortHnate PerCbn whom

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which Wor<ls he went away along with Scipioy 
who would not by any means leave him, ouc of a 
fear of fomc cffcd of his defpair 5 and noc long 
after Emiiia^ and the other Ladies, having caofed 
the hod^ gi Cec'inna to be brought away, returned 
into the City in the confu^ coudiiion which 
it is not hard for you to imapne to your (clf. 

I fhall not trouble you. Sifter, either with the 
grief of Cecinnas Friends and Cicero^s^ or with the 
difpleafure of the Emperor at that Adion^ where- 
in yet he could not much blame my Brother, after 
iiehad nnderftood theCircumftances of it. But I 
. nufl; needs tell you, that Antonius^ having fpent 
the Night with Sciph, who would by no means 
leave him till he were a little recovered, vanifhed 
the next Morning, and hath not been feen (incc in 
«ny part of the Earth that ever we could hear of, 
though lie bad been (ought out every where. He 
went away with a very fmall retinue, purpofely to 
AYOid being difcovered in the Places through which 
iie palled, and where he intended to fpend his Life, 
otdy he kft ^a Letter kr SciphtVihcttin he in- 
treated him to make his excufes to all thofe to 
whom he was oblig*d to make any, either out of 
. refpcAs of Birth, or any other confiderations, 
• fnnherde&iDg him, not to em]uire after the Place 
. t>Fhis tctirement, proteftingto him that he knew ic 
. not himfclf, and that he was refolved to wandfec 
. «p and down the World, till he were quite recover* 
. cd of Tuiltm^s Love, and than he promifed to it* 
. lorn to Romty and pot be&re. Scipio and all his 
friends £enit (bnie aftei him for certain Days, buc 
they rtmrned to Rome very mnch troubled that they 
coujd meet with no tidings of him. TuUia ex- 
txeamlycaftdown, and in a manner diftradhd ac 
this unhappy -adventure, left Rome (bme few Days 
after, aud rctumed to hcs fblitud^ where Ikecoti- 
- • tinucd 
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tiuucd for many Years. Aud thus, by a pawon 
fatally enflamcd, have wc loft a Brother, a greac 
a«ul. excellent Pcrfon. It is fix or (even Yeans 
iinoe this Lofs happened, which yet I was {cnfibi:e 
<of, before it couki be thoaght one of my Age could 
be fcnfible ofaiiyJach thing, and iii regard tha? 
it is fince that tioirR^tall the remarkable accidents 
of my Life arehap/ened, ray Brother could not be 
Zt\y^yic6f!\€iwt6wthcm. And thence it came^ 
/.^hat I made^o' mention of him in the relation of 
^|tiyi||ieJiteis fortunes which the Love of CorhUnus 
\^pf in^ged me iit. 1 Ihall now proceed to the 
adventures of the reft of our Family^ whidi havisg 
happened long fince the other> I have accordingly 
frclh in my memory.

nia being declared Conquerour, receives accords 
*Hh the Prizes, which he prefents at the Feet 
{^Antonia, and fie, upon the Command of Oc* 
tavia accepts. Having fo done, he conveys him* 
felfout of the Lifts, yet not fo, but that being 
perceived by Mit hridates, be is by him purfued 
and overtaken in a Wood, where they engage; 
and Mithridates is overthrown^ Archelaua 
perceiving Mithridates departed, out of the 
fame Motive ofjealoufy, follows him to dif 
cover the unknown Lover, and comes up to them 
juft as be bad worfted Mithr'idites.

II S Rnce the Lois cf our Brother 
JtiiitU-^TrtimiKt, as \ mU ]WU, 
il)» lo ntaoy meimrable Acci- 
dnus bave happened in ooi f a- 
.'mily, fut^ IS no doubt liui he 
^ 'would hsTc couccutcd hbuleirin, 
at he oagh: to hsvedone, tail he 
not ban abfcnt, Bay, irmay be, abfolutdy bft. 
It was moch about the litnc of his Dc^annic char 
CBriolenu! made tlie fiKl AildreUcs of his Lcrwto 
me, or it was then at leaft that I was come ta an 
Age, wherein I feiiouH/ began to take Notice of 
them. I have alteady acquainted you wich all 
thv haih bcTalleii me lince, even to the mod iu-- 
oon^derableCiccutnnances, & that lam difpenred' 
-wkhal at co My Relation that conectns myfelf, 
thoagh what harh happened to me be of greater 
Coii^qucncc than any thiog ehe diat haih befidleii ' 
oar Family. For what tcUtcs to Mtttendtr, you' 
haic bccii acquainted with tbc Adrennitei of his 
ficft Years [o his Depanme kfaaBamti and ibt 
what 
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what hach htppened to him (Ince, 1 bare learned 
k from youtKlf, who mnft needs have been the 
bed acquainted of any with his Advenoures, as 
haying boen the only Otcafioo thereof. AH thac 
lixat now lie$ on my Hands to do, is, ro-^ivc you 
axk Account of youn^Ptohmy^ of the Children of 
Anthony and CJeefatnty and, of dwife dfAntbo-^ 
ify2ndO/iah^ia, ofmyrwoSfftcts, Agrtfpina itid 
joung Antanh) whom yon have fo particular ati 
AfTe^ion for. For Pulomy he is yet of an Age 
wherein it cannot be expend he ihonld meet with 
many Adventures, though the World hach, from 
fcvcraJ particular Adion^ of his, conceived very 
miraculous Hopes of him : Atid for my Sifters, I 
Ihall pan^ttially acquaint you with all you dc*^ 
fire to knew concerning "them. 

Thefc two Princeilcs born, no doubt, to all the 
Perfections of Nature, have crtreamly improved' 
and heighmed them by an excellent Education *, fot 
Lneed fay no more «o you, -than that they have 
been broaghr up by their Mother Offiv/a, to kt 
fon underftand what Advantages they might de- 
rive from that. Agrifptna is certainly a very ra« 
and ex^uifitc Beauty^ hath a great Convmand of 
ondcrftanding, and is of an exemplary Virtue j: 
nay, it will haply be found, that the Worid is but 
poorly ftored with Perfons whofc Accomplilh- 
ments and Pcrfcdions may come inro the Ba- 
k«cc with thole of this PrinceTs. Yet is it as cer- 
tain, that Ant^nia furpafts her in all Things, and 
ihoiTgh Heaven hath beftowedon her a Beauty of 
the firft Magnitude among thofe tcrrcftrial Conftel-* 
htions, whole Influences the Earth adores and i^ - 
guided by, yet is this Bcaurvof her Perfon much 
below that of her Mind, and xhset of her Inclina- 
tions. Never was there any one t)f her Sex that 
had a Mind fixed with Co much Solidity, refined^ 

by 
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by fo'inugh Purity, and heightned by Co great a 
^ Difengagenient from Things'that areinconfidera-^ 
ble and beneath her. It difcovers (octTa Confo- 
nancy of Sweetnefs and' Severity, as amounts to a: 
)iift Moderation, and all- her Anions are guided 
by Co certain a Rule, that they defy whatever the 
mod irrecoaoJeable MaUce durft obje6l agaiftft 
them. I couid tell you much more of her Sifter^ 
and yet be in fome Fear I might not fpeak enough ; 
fiuce it is undeniable, taking her in all Things, 
there cannot be any thing mere accompli ihed than 
Antoniay and it is generally acknowlcjjiged inHome , 
that O^avia, the Honour and Ornament of her 
Time, could not have farniihed the' World with 
any thing el(e that were mote worthy herfelf, os 
more like her Mother iii all her great and excels 
lent PerftiSlions. 

It is not many Years (inee Domhiuf-jEnobdr" 
huff a Man illu(trious enough by his Eztradion^ 
but much more for his great Employments, and 
the noble Anions he did, addceHcd his Afiedions 
to jigriffifMi smd afterwards became an earneft and 
conQant Servant of herf. And in regard his En- 
gagement in this Dedgn, was not without tho 
• Apptobation of the Emperor, O^itvia and, in a 
Word, of all thofe Perfons whofe Countenance he 
ftood in need of, jigrippina^ out of pure Com- 
pliance with Oifl<fv//9, entertained his Addrefles 
with the Efteem and Acknowledgment ihe was 
obliged to, and,, without any Repugnance and Vio- 
lence of Paffion, was reCblved to fubmit to the 
J)ifpo{al of tho(e Perfons to whom ,ihe ow*d ati 
Obedience. But, on the contrary, AnHnia hav- 
ing a Dil^inclinarion to love, and an Avertion foe 
whatever had* but the lad Appearance of Gallantry, 
bad fpent all the Years of her Life co this very la^» 
iioc only wuhout loving, but even without fomoch 



as enduring any Difcourfe, or indeedthc Icaft Dif» 
^vcry of any fiich Thing, though her extraordi'> 
•nary Beauty, and the amiable Excellencies of het 
Perfon had raifed her no fmall Number of Scr- 
•vants among thofc of grcateft Quality upon Earth, i 

Among the mofl emii^^it of thofe that had any 
Thoughts for her, Arcbelaus, Kia^jj^appadoctaf 
a youug prince of great Valour, and Abundance 
of Virtue, was one of the fir(l that declared him- 
-felf a Servant of hers : And certainly, if an Excels 
of Merit heightncd by Services, fullofPaflion and 
Kefpe^, might have had auy liifluence on the 
Heart of Antonia^ it was not improbable they 
Oiould fail of their Ef&d on it, on the behalf of 
that Prince. His Alliance with C^far^ or rather 
his Dependence on the Empire, to which his Do- 
minions were tributary, (as were thofc of mdft 
Kings upon Earth ) obliged him to be very muck 
jreiideut at Kome^ where all other Kings as well as 
he were forced to make their confUnt Addreffes 
to the Emperor. « 

*Twas in one of thete Voyages, that he became 
a Saaiiice to the fair Eyes of Anunia^ and upon 
that Account ftayed longer in RorHe than he had^ 
refolved to dp. Whole Years pafk away ere he 
duFfl make hisCaCe known, or any way discover 
him (elf to her^ who was the Occadon of all hi% 
Su^cings. And though that during this Time, 
he travelled very much up and down, either witk- 
in his own Kingdom, or into thofe of his next 
Neighbours, whither the War often drew himj 
yet was his Love his perpetual attendant, and upoa 
the lead Occaficn brought him ftill to R<^me^ whece 
he had left the fair Obj^ of his Paffion. Wheiv 
ever he felt in himfelfany Inclination to difcover to 
AntBnia. what he fuffered for her Sake, her Seve- 
rity and chat modcft f ieicends ihe was fubjedto, 

put 
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DUC him CO im mediate Silence: And whereas up« 
oi% adl other Occasions he was never kaowR to be 
wanting as co Courage, yet all chac great Cotifi*- 
dence he was naturally Mafter of,. proved as cothis 
:De(ign, abrohitcly unferviceable, and that oat of 
.no other Coniidcraciou,^ than chat hewasnot.igno- 
.ram of the inflexible Humour. of Ant$nia. But at 
lail he ventured co break Sonh intofpcccK a^he 
iiad uiheted'in theDifcoutletby thoufands of Ac- 
tions mighc . have figniiied Jio le(s than what he 
fpobe 'y but this. firft.O venule of his proved (b lit- 
tle CO his Satis&dion, that for a long Time a&cr 
he could never refled on it without a certain Re- 
^ret^ which^muft needs be the greater, in chat^ip»- 
toniay who till then had fufiercd his Converfacioa 
as flie would do that of a Prince, eminent for his 
Virtue, and high in che Efteem of all the World, 
could noc endure to hear from his ownMonchll^fac 
:£r{l Declaration of a Paflion which ,Oie had a na- 
tural AverEon fof , and entertained it with luch a 
Rcfentmenii as eafily puc hdr upon a Refolution 
tbavoidallOccafionsofDii^arfewith him. How- 
ever, afcer Come Time Ihe was pcrf waded co endure 
it, but not fo much out of any Remorfc of her Incli- 
nations, as .by the Mediation of O^jv/tf, who 
would not have her treat with Difdaia and Ind- 
•.vilicy , a King of exiraordinary Merit, as alio up- 
jon the Advice of her Brother Marcellus^ whom 
ihe had very greac Refpe^^s for, and who highly 
^fteemcd Arcbelaus, But afcer all, che greacen 
Advantage he made of this Forbearance amounted 
.not CO fo much as co make liis Condition any whit 
the betters and ii Antania gave him fometimes 
leave co wait on her, and co fall into Diicourfie 
•with her, yet could he never either from his Ad- 
drefles or Converiacion infer the lead Hope they 
.might £ver prove c&^ual, oi; dciive any ethec 

^ Com- 
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€orafort from them, (avc that of being aflRired, 
.that his Rivals, ( wlio no doubt were not a fewr, 
and'thblc very confidcraWe )f were ^ot treated an jr 
Thin^ more nivouraWc than himfelf. 

Bcfidcs ArcbtUus^ there was a great Naitiber 
of other Princes at Romey and there daily came 
ibmc fipom all Parts, as 1 told you, to do ho- 
mage, and' make theic Acknowledgments to 
the Lord of the grcateft pait of the Untverfe. 
Among the mofV aceompKilied were Mitbridatts 
and Poitmony Perftms whom their excellent en- 
dowments made accordmgiy codiderable, it be- 
ing Indeed upon the account of their Yeftue, 
(which added a great l«ftre and advantage ro 
their Bitth) that they had not long before re- 
,ccivcd Crowns from the liberality of Auguftus ^ 
Poltmon riiat of PontuT^ and Mithritlates that 
of CemMgtnts, MitbridateSy a Perfon natutaUy 
confident and daring* and of high and afn^iring 
Thoughts, captivated by the perfections of Ju' 
Jh, and Hatttrcd in fome hopes through her ea** 
AncCs in admitting Addrefles and Adorations, 
made no great (ecret, for (erne time, of the, 
Inclinations he had for her: But at length, fciz- 
td with a fear of difplcafing Marcellusy whom 
iA\ the World very much refpcfted, a$ well fot 
his Reputation as his Virtue, and to incenfe the 
Emperor hknielf, who would not have taken k 
Jrifidly that Jiis Daughter Ihould be cajoled in- 
to any other Affedion than that of Marctltus^ 
on whom he had rcfblvcd to beftow her, he 
was forced to fmorhcr his firflf Inclinations, and 
after he had continued for fome confiderablc 
Time in an uncertainty, without being able to 
faften to any ch0ice, he at lad ran the ume fats 
with a many others, and became an admirer of 
•che esi^cellencies of 4nt»nlaf .and accordingly put 

< him- 
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himrdf into the Tame ptaedicametit with, ^rcbe- 
fitus, PoUmony^-on the other fide, continued 
Maftcr of Liberty for a long Time, but at lafl: 
was forced to facritice it to Marctlla^ Daughter 
to 0£iaviay by v her former Husband, and Sif- 
ter, both by Father and Mother, to Prince Mar^ 
ceilui : But his engagement into that af{e(5tion 
was with very litde hope, or likelihood of any 

food fuccels ; not but that his great worth and 
igh birth were very confiderable ; but ic was 
tjbc general belief that the Emperor had long be« . 
fore defigned his Niece the Princefs MurcelU for 
Wife to the great Agriffa^ a Pcrfon Co consi- 
derable in point of R^utacion and lutereft, a« 
not ro be paralelled by Pa/gmon, or indeed by 
any Perfbn ,in the Empire, unlefs it were by 
Prince Marcel/us himfelf. His younger Sifter by 
the fame Marriage, named Martia, a Princess 
of an excellent Beamy, an admirable Wit, and 
a diQ>o£cion full of Sweetnefs and Complaiiance» 
had alfo a great number of Suitors ^ and you are 
not to imagine, but that Piinccfles of GkYi worth, 
cxtradionsandintercfts, were more likely ro rai(e 
- defircs than hopes in the Hearts of fuch Perfbns 
as were the moft eminent. 

I have purpofely given you this fmall account 
that you may thence infer what a noble and great 
Court there muft needs be at O^aviaSf wnerc 
we were no lefs then five Prinpcfles, who, next 
to Julia, might, not. without Reafon, pretend to 
the firft Rank among all .tho(e of the Empire, 
a^.d that had had ^he Honour to be brought up 
by the Condud of a Pcrfon, whofe Viitue is a 
thoufand times more confiderable chan all the 
advantages ihe might have derived from cither 
her Birth or her Fortune. 

Sefidcs 
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Bcfides rhofe that I have named to you, that 
were panicularly related to the Imperial Houfc, 
or were othcrwifc of a Royal Eitradion, there 
was at Rome a great number of tho(e IHudrious 
Families,* which ate no way inferior to thofe of 
Kings, as alfo of thofe Confular Houfes, where- 
of the Chiefs have Co often led Kings in Tri- 
umph, and difpofed of Kingdoms as if they had 
been their own private Eflaces. The admirable 
Sulpitiay Daughter to Lucius Metellus^ the Beau* 
tifiii Horfeti^iHy Daughter to Caius Leniulus^ 
Serviiia Daughter to Servilius Aula^ F/avia^ 
of the Noble Blood of the Fabiiy Sabina, of 
that of the famous Scipio*fy and the difcrecc F/r- 
//»/«, the Daughter of Catuhsy were, as I may- 
lay, in rcfpeft of us, of the (ccond magnitude. 
In like manner, among the Men, the very fame 
l^amilies, and others of that quality had produ- 
ced oo fnoall number of fuch, as, in all probabi- 
iiry Ihould not degenerate from the glory of their 
Anceftors j and as to matter of magnificence and 
•gallantry, ncxc to MarceliuSy the Sons of LMa^ 
and the Princes I have already mentioned to you, 
'young CrajfmSy Son to thofe oi that Name, who 
oicd ambng the Par th tans y a Perfon already ar- 
rived to the fame of divers Noble Vldtorics, 
young Catulusy Albinus, Cinn/t^ Lentulus^ Ful' 
'0ianus the Son of Scaur usy Emilianus^ of the 
race of the Sctfro's, and Cornelianusy clefceiidcd 
af that of the Cato*s^ were the moft Eminent 
and Remarkable in Konie, as well for their ex- 
cellent endowments, as their Pomp and Magni- 
ficence. AH thefe Pcrfbns, or at leaft the great- 
eft pan of them, came every Day to the Em- 
prc(s*s Court, or ro the Piincefs Julias^ or to 
us, or CO ScribonitiSy or to Terentia^^ the Wife 
of MecanaSy and k-may be well affirmed, that 

y<H^yi: l there 
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there was never any thing of oilcnradon and 
magnificence, cont parable to what was (een ia 
the publick iliews ;ind diTercifemcncs, that theie 
lUuflrious Pcrfons daijy entertained us with, aii4 
that with fuch prodigality and pcofofions, as 
it were impoffible to mcec with in any ocher 
place, than a City that is Lady of the Univcrfc, 
-and ftttfeiccd with the fjpoils of fo many King* 
doms. 

1 need not tell you, Sifter, that I have all this 
while digrefled from what I had firft undertakeu, 
purpofcly to give you a flight Description oi Aw 
^ujtus*$ Court, and that out of a confidence yon 
'would not take it anriifs to. be acquainted with 
the Names of thoCe Perfous that are the moft 
confiderable in the Univerlie^ I fhall therefore 
uow return to our own Family, and give yon 
a punduai Account of all that you de^re to 
know concerning it, omitting, out of de^gn, 
what happened long iitice, the more to haften ro 
a relation of what hath happened within the(e late 
Years, as well bocaufe it is of greateft Confer* 
^uence, as that it is freiheO; in aiy Memory, and 
aioft within my Knowledge^ 

That you niay therefore be the better inform- 
ed as to what concerns the A£Eiirs of our Iz^ 
niily, you are to know. That Julius Anionius^ 
fts I have already told you, bad been lod for 
fomc five or {xx Years : That I was at tifime ex- 
pofed to the cruel perfecution of Tiherius : That 
Alexander was not long before gone from Rome 
into the Army of Pannoniay whence it was that 
be came to you : That Ptolomy was brought up 
in Cafar*s Court, all the World conceiving 
miraculous Hopes of him : That for our tvrm 
Sifters', that were born of OUavia^ Agripfinm 
was comtcd by D$mitlm ASn^karhs, and the 

young* 
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younger Antonitt by ArchelauSy Kitig of Citppm^ 
' thcia^ and diTcrs other illuihious Perlons, as well 
among the Rarmmsi a& among thole Princes cbae 
had their Education in Auguftus^s Court, and thac 
fer the two Princeflcs, the Daughters of O^avis 
and Mareei/uf, and whom we ftill looked on as 
our Sifters ^ Marcella was courted by Crajfus aaj 
Polemon, but according to the general Opinion, 
dcfigned by the Emperor for the Great Agripps; 
and the young and fair Marciay befidcs man/ 
other Suitors and Adorers, whom her excUent Per- 
&dions magnetically drew after her, was mod 
carneftly courted by Emi/ianuf^ one of the Hou(e 
> of the Scifio'iy and young C<f 10/^X3 both Perfons 
cztreamly confiderable, as well upon the Score of 
their Virtues, as extraordinary wouh and parts* 
The other Ladies, whom I have named to you» 
were alfb courted by the illuftrious Perfons about 
Rcmti oi Rpman'EjiX.rQi^iony infomuch that/?0mtf 
was, in Poinrof Gallantry and Magnificence, much 
beyond what I am able to reprelcnt to you; The 
Emperor, who, as you know» is yet in the flower 
of bis Age, and is naturally very much inclined 
to whatever (bunds any Thing of Gallantry, gave 
himfelf the Example as to what tended chat wayt 
through the Engagemenr and Inclinations he theu 
had, and (lill hath for Terentia^ Mtc£nas\ Wife, 
a Wotnan of great Beauty, and a vaft Wit and 
" Underhand ing, but with this Difadvantafi^e as to 
her Reputation, that the frequent ^ddreflcs and 
Familiarity of the Emperor did her fome Injury, 
M being one, that, having been Wife to a Man 
whole Virtue the whole Empire had a particular 
Honour and Veneration for, fhould have carried 
her(cif with that Refervednefs as might have bce» 
proof againft ihofc Reports, which but too too oU 
lea blaft the mofi dicumfpcA Behaviours.

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This excellent Woman did the Emperor ouc 
Day take an Occafion co enicrrain wick a Com&- 
/dy, Mufick, and Walking, in the fair and famous 
Gardens of LucuUus^ and all the Perfons I haiYC 
named to you, with divers others, whom I havjc 
-iioc mentioned, were admitted into the noble meet- 
ing. The firffc Divertifcment they were entertain* 
<A with, while they expeded the other, .^( w hick 
"iHrcre not to be had, but by Torch- light ) was chat 
of Walking j fb that the Company being ^occcq 
into thoTe plea(ant. Walks, they cook their lurtM 
about, and faw all the Rarities of the Garden, 
\vhich ceriainly are admirable, and not below the 
Report that is fprcad over the World of it, and the 
Charge, which the mod fumptuous of Mankind 
iiad been about it. The Emprcls, whofc Thoughtg 
have ever been more taken up with what related 
to her Ambition and State- Affairs, than with any 
thing dfc, pretending to be ignorant of the Em- 
peror's Inclinations, and Teeming not the lead crou* 
bled thereat, would needs make one of chat Aflcm- 
bly j and while they walked, was led by Agyippa^ 
^though (he had bo great Refped for him , and look- 
^cd on the Incercft he had with Auguflus^ with 
fome Jealoufy, Mec^nas waited on the Princcls 
Cfiavia^ and after her the Emperor himfclf Jed 
Teretitiai after them camcy«//i», led by iWtfrr^/- 
///x, and afccr her my felf, led by Tiberius. Domi^ 
tius had Agrifpina by the Arm, and the King v^r- 
ebelaus the fair Antonio. Marcella was condu6bd 
by Prince P^temon^ Martia, by the gallant Craf- 
fus 5 Sulf'ttia by LentuluSy Hitrtenfia by Flavia-' 
ftus^ Sabinn By Ctnna^ Servilia by tmiliantts^ 
fUvia by Albinus, Virginia by Ccrne/ius, and 
the excellent Cip/iffis, ( who for hct own worth, 
and the Friendlhip wJiich Juiia had for her> was 
hunibrcd among the moil coufidcrable) by Ovid^ 

BcGdcs 
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IcMcs all thcfc, DrufuSf PtcUmy, Utthrida^ 
tesy and Horace y whom they had. brought with 
theiri, and whom all the World rcfpciScd, and' 
wiu in Love with, for biis admirable Wit, hav- 
ing not any Ladies to wait on, or being unwil- 
ling to engage themlclves any where againft their 
ludinations, very pleafantly dcfircd leave to di{^ 
fofe of thcmlelvcs where they might meet with 
any Hands free y which Ltvia haviiig, in the Name 
of the whole Company granted tbenj, Vrujus^ 
came and took me by the Hand, out of a Confi- 
dence his Brother, who had me by the other, 
would not take it amiii* Ptolomy addrcflcd him- 
ftlf to the beautiful il/tfmtf, who ti^asled by CymJ^ 
[us ; the. daring MUbr Hates confidently taftcncdr; 
on Antoniay who was led by Archelaus; and 
Horacty after he had recollefted him(clfa little af- 
ter a very pleafant Manner, laid" hold of CipaJJi^ 
who was led by Ovidy and reaching him her Hand, 
find very wittily, that for an unfortunate Stranger, 
flie was not the worfb waited on in thcCompany^ 
baving ihofc two Men about her. 

This Noble Ailembly, the noblcfV haply thai 
the whole Unirerfe could hare afforded, went all 
together into a fpacious Walk, covered in a Man- 
ser with Trees of an extraordinary Height, and" 
abutted, as all the refl: did, upon a large Bafin of 
Water, which is in the midft of the Garden, hav- 
ing in it one principal Figure which may be ften 
fiom all the extremities, and that is a Neptune^ 
placed in the midft of the Water, feated in his 
€hanor, drawn by Tr/Vi>»/, and holding in the , 
fighcHand his Trident, which at three Points ot 
it, caft forth Water to a greater height than, the 
iiighcflrTtccs of the Gatden. He is compaffed 
about by a hundred Nereids of Alabafter, difpoL 
«ct ahouc the Extremities of the BafiS) in a hun^

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drcd feveral Poftares placed at equal diftanoes with- 
in a TOW of Pilaftertofwhirc MatUe, by whick 
it is cncompafTcdr From this Place, by the Means 
of twelve fpacious Walks, which abutt there, nay 
be (een all the Extremities of the Garden, and the 
end of every Walk is remarkable for (bme objedb 
chat does a certain plealant violence on the (igkr, 
and furprife the Spedator in twelve different Man- 
ners. That particular Walk into which we were 
gotten, entertained our Eyes only with the Gate 
of the Garden, and a Pro(pe(^ of Rome ; but aU 
the red end either with Perlpe&ives made withfb 
much art, that they deaivcd the fight, even to 
the Extremity thereof ^ or with grotts, admirable 
as well for tne Variety of Ihelis, and the Nacre 
whereof they arc bulk, as for the Diverdty of the 
Springs and Figures, whereby they are adorned^ 
or with Arbours miraculous for their Scrufture, oe 
laftly tt'inh Defcents of Water, ordered with fock 
extraordinary Artifice, as that falling from an ex- 
' ceflive height upon a many (everal (Kps, it makes 
a confufed) but withal, a plcafant Noife, andib 
runs in^o a Number of litde Channels, which 
border the Walks^ in divers Places, crofs them in 
divers othcrs,^ fo that People ate forced to go ovec 
them upon Bridges, havmg on both fides Pilaf* 
tcrs of Marble. 

The twelve principal Walks are eroded up and v 
down by an infinite Number of others, whercra 
it is not hard for one to lole himfelf i but with 
this Advantage, by way of Recom pence, that where* 
(bevcr chance, or your own inclination difpofes 
of you, the objedls you are entertained with, are 
every where very dchgbtful and very furprizing. 
There are thouunds of rarities in this Garden, 
which I do not trouble you with an account of» 

and 
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and for what 1 have told you, it hath only been 
hy the way, and fomewhat be^des my purpofc. 

When the whole Company had taken {everai 
turns about the Bafiny it divided it ik\( into (evc«- 
ral parties according to the different inclinations 
of the Pcrfotts. Julia having made a propofitioii 
Co that pBrpofe, and reprefemcd that walking 
wanted that freedom and divierti(ement when there 
were a many together, which it had when there is 
more privacy. For my part, 1 was refofved not 
to leave O^avra^ who began to dire£l her courle 
towards one of the principal Walks, and my 
6ifter Antonia was as rcfolvcd to keep me com- 
pany. It was^ I mu(l confefs, no fmall fadsfadion 
to me, that Drufus came and joined with Tibe^ 
fiuSf to lead me, as well upon the account of the 
many exccllem qualities 1 obfervcd in his Perfbn, 
as al(b that I thought it much berter, being be- 
twftn the Brothers, than alone with Tiberius i 
beiidcs that I cannot deny, but that I found (bme- 
tbing fn Drufus's difcourfe, whiicb in ibme mea- 
Aire took off the ted ioufnefs I met vifithin that of 
his Brother, and confequenrly was fatisfied as td • 
the good oppinion which all -the World had of 
him. He was in very good terms with Mar^ 
tellus^ as to the difference there had been between 
them concerning their Loves to Julia ^ infomuch^ 
(hat be not only forbore all vifits to the Princefs» 
bix it was vifible in all his ad);ion$, that he had 
given over all thonghts of her, and fougl^t no* 
thing with (b much earneftnefs as the friendfliip 
of Marcellm. Betides, though he tided as much 
as he could wkh his Brother, a$ in point of 
Honoar he was obliged to do, yet did he not 
prefs his incereil very much to me, and knowing 
the avertion I bad for his Brother's addit£&s, and 
she lefpe^ 1 bad for ihokoi Cor ioUnus^ hefaid 

I 4 very 
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▼cry little to me of his Brother, and fpokc no- 
thing to the difad vantage of his Rival. 'Twas this 
Day that he entertained rac with abundance t)f 
things that were infiiiiifely plcafant, and his Bro- 
ther malicioufly putting him upon feme difcourft 
concerning Juiia, he /poke of her with Co much 
modedy and refervednef's, but withal with To much 
wit, that I had. from thar time a greater cfteem 
for him than I had had before. 

Afce» us came Antonin^ led by Archtlaus and 
Mithriifatesy but the Emperor having fenc for 
jirchelauSy as having fomt bufincfs to communi* 
catetohim, ^/7/&r/<//?/^/ (layed alone with Jnta* 
fiia^ to his unconceivable fatisfa^ion. This wa^ 
it he had fought- out, of a long time, and what 
he could never find before; and accordingly bet- 
ing a Perfbn infinitely confident, he would needs 
make his advantage of it, attributing the (ilcncc 
he had for fomc time obfcrved, to want of op- 
portunity. And yet all his confidence, though 
iummoned together upon this occafion, ftuck not 
|b dofe to faim^ but that for fbme minutes he was 
at a lofs w]»at to do» as to the defign he had to 
difcover his thoughts^ and Antonia en the other 
£dc was Co terrible upon all oceafiocs of that na* 
(ure, that flie was able to make the moft affiired of 
their flrength, to tremble. However he took heart 
2D his RefoIution\ aud falHng into difcourfe about 
the departure of ^ffift#/«ii/» * I never made it 

* any qucftioa, Madam, y^i/l^ to her ^ but that 

* Arcbelauscmetizmi whatever orders come from 

* Cffar^ n^ith all therefpe^l and compliance that 

* may be ^ bitt for this lafl, I believe it hath been 

* received by him, with a difturbance equal to th& 
' (atisia^ioB it hath bred in me. I cafinoc ap* 

* prehend, replies Antonsa^ the caufe of either

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' any occafion cither of the one or other. Foe 

* Arcbelaus\ replies Mithridates^ you canooC ccr- 

* tainly bat know how unkindly he rakes it to be

' ouainced with the paflion he hath for you: And 

* ffr Mtthrtdatesy you may well imagine what 

* joy it is to him to have the honour to wait ou

Thefc words of M'ttbridates maie Antonid 
blulh for very indignation, though from fomc 
circumflances lie was fatisfied as to fbme part of 
diac truths but fhe would tieeds pretend that ihe 
Underllood not his meaning, and fo feem the le(s 
i ncen fed agairtft him j whereupon rc-afliiming the 
difcourfe with an adion full of difdain, ' I know 
•' not, faidfie to bimy what you mean cither by 

* the Chains or Paflions of Archelaus^ bqt am 
*' fatisfied, that were he confcious of any thing 

* which 1 fhould cake ami(s at his Hands, the 
•■ rcfpeds he hath for me are fo great, thac he 

* would keep ic from my knowledge. Ah j^adam,.

hiitbrtdatesy at ihcfc Words, notwithftanding 
kis great confidence, was Comewha^ at a lofs, and 
knew not what anfwer to make her, when the 
inoenfed Antonia having pronounced them : And 
walking a litrle faRer to overtake us, ' Si flier, 
*, Sifter, faid Jhe to mey ftay for us> and give us 
^ leave to be of your Company, and participate 
• of ycur di(cour(e. 

Thefe words falling from Kcr fomewhat disor- 
der ly, were enough for me to guefs at the truth j 
ib that when ihe was come up to us, I could noc 
iorbear looking on her with a certain fmile, as if 
1 uoderftoodby her countenance chac ihe was really 

angry. 
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angry. Coming to our fide,' DrufuSy who was 
next her, very refpedfully prefenced her with 
the Hand he had at Hberty, and Antonia having 
with as much civility received it, we walked all 
fivea-breafl, SifxctO^avia and Mec^enas, who were 
fbmc few paces before us, and often engaged iir 
our difcourfe. Tiherius and Drufus talked in a 
manner all the time, and though Mitbrirlates was- 
a Perfbn fufHcienily inclined to difcourfe and mirth ,. 
yet came there not many Words from him all the 
Day after. I could not forbear fmiling wheneveif 
t looked ou Antoniay who wasextrearaly tipubled 
at it. But what was moft plcafant of all, "was>, 
when we were gotten om of the fpacious Walk ta 
go into others that were narrower, which lay next 
to thp little Rivulets, and wherein there cannot 
walk above three a-brcadj for Drufus being in the- 
middle of the five, and juft between my Sifler and 
me, we were both defirous to keep^him ; AntO" 
nia^ to be exempted from the difcourfe ihe was- 
fb willing to avoid, and I, because 1 would noc 
be alone with Tiberius^ and accordingly upon^ 
thefc fevcral confiderations we both drew Drufus 
with us at the fame time, and to make him the- 
Biote fiire to usj ^rung him hard by the handr 

That adion furprized him a little at firft,t as 
not being wont to be fo treated by us, but a while- 
after, being a Perfon infinitely ingenious, he ap- 
prehended oujT meaning, and could not forbear 
laughing at ir« He was a while in fufpenfe which 
fide to take y telling us that he wilhed himfelf the 
fate of Arijlochsy with abundance of other things, 
very witty and pleafant > but at lad, he decided 
theiontroverfy, fbmewhat tamy difiidvantage, for 
•iie left me, becau(e he would be alone with An^ 
fen'ia^ but telling me wichal very wittily, that he 
was a better Brothct than for to depriye TiteriuA - 

any

any longer of my difcouifc, and chat he would. 
i»ftit upon Ant^niit, who had not che fame en* 
gagcmems to Mithrid'ates , as I bad to his Bro- 
ther. Mithridates blulhed ac this difcour(c, and^ 
was forced> though with much difcoment, to ao 
tcptof Drufus's company- But not longer aftrr, 
being come to a Place where feveral walks eroded' 
©nc the other, we 'met ^ulia^ A^rifplna^ and 
Mar day with Marcei/us^ Domitiusy CraffuSy and 
young Ptolomy our Brocher, and faw coming on* 
the other fide, the Emperor with Tbrentia, the 
Emprtis, Marcelia and divers others; fo that 
C£jar having given order that all the Company 
ihould rally, all niet together at the end of one of 
che Walks in a fpacious vaulted Arbour, opeii on* 
three fides, and having at the three openings, 
three Springs cafling up Water higher than the 
soof of the Atbour. There it was that the Mufick 
ezpedhdus, and chat the mofl excellent voices that 
Rome could afFord,'ioinedtoaIlthe InClruments re- 
quifite to make a noble Conforc, gave us a verf 
delightful divertifemeni;. After the Mufick, which 
lafled not above an Hour, all went a walking 
s^atn, and walked till Nighty but this fccond 
time, every one endeavoured to avoid being of 
their Company whom they could not affe^k 5 fo 
that. A#/Vi&r/<//?/w being deprived of the Company 
o^ Antonia, who did all Ihe could to ihun him, 
ftay'd with DrufuSy Craffus, young Ptokmyy 
and others, who came not near the Ladies for all 
that Day. 

When the Day began to diflodge, and refign- 
ks place to Darknefs, we were all brought into a 
ipacious Bowef, (b covered over with the boughs- 
of Trees whereof it was made, that the violent 
rays of the Meridian Sun could hardly find any 
Paflageioco it: But that Night it had fuch anex» 

cefs 
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€c& of light, that ic might be faid it nerer kueir 
a greater Day, that is, that of a thousand Torcbcf 
fattened ro a hitidred fumptudus Branches fpark'- 
liog with gold and precious Srone^, which hang- 
ing dowi) from the boughs of the Bower, produ* 
cedthe noblefl EfFefl in the World, and enlightned 
a magnificenc Theatre that had been fet up at ons 
end of it,and upon which theSucceflbrs of the famous 
Jt#/c/irienter'ain'd the company for two hours. 

The Comedy beimr ended, we went into ano^ 
ther Bower, not far from the former, and eniigbe- 
ned after the (a me Manner, where we were en- 
tertained with a magnificent Collation i and thac 
tlfb over, the reft of tlie Night was fpent in danc* 
i4ig^ Arcbelaus danced with Antoni^^ whom Mi* 
/i&r/Wtf/tfxdur ft not come near all the night. Pa/emon 
danced wkh Afarce//s^ and had a long Difbourfe 
with her, and our Brother P/^/^my, with the fair 
Marcia ; bu: after a Manner much different from 
that of the other. Vox .Poltmon havitig an ex ra- 
•rdinary Paflion for Marcellay who, for her pare 
was not any way moved thereati and did not 
much mind the Expredtons of Pfflemon*^ AffccftioOi • 
and Ptaiomy na:urally avetfe from Love, unlefs it 
were that of hi& Liberty, was little moved at the 
Beauty of M^trcia^ though ihe were fo well fur* 
nifhed that way as to maxean Impreffionon;SpQls 
that were rood: iufcnfiblc, and had narurally no 
Aversion for Ptolumy, but lived with him by the 
Dircdions of O^aviay as ii they, had been Bro*» 
thcr and Sifter. For Domitius and Agripfint^ 
their Couverfation was full of Freedom, and where- 
as the Pretentions ofDomittus wcregencrally coun- 
tenanced and encouraged, and Ag7 ippina a Per* 
fbn of a Difpofition eafily fari<;fied, her Aflcdlion 
accordingly met with few Travcrfcs of Fortune, 
and Co her Mind had link coftruggle withal. A#ar- 
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cellus and Julia were in the heighc of FamilisK 
tity, in regard no Man difpuced her with hinir 
aod chat he himftlf had^ made his Peace with hcr^ 
as to the Difference they had had togecfier aboufr 
the Love of Drufus 5 and for my part, I Jiad my 
Hands full o^ Tiberius , who made all- the Advan^ 
tage he could of the Abfence ofCorio/anus ; but 
the moft pleafant Part of the Scory was a Difpute 
rai fed by CyfajpSy between Ovid And Horace y who' 
had waited on her all chat Day, and who, upoti' 
a. very nice and tickhfh'Quedion, (aid Thin^^s^ 
worthy the Admiration of all the World. Tb& 
greareft Part of the Night bein^ thus fpent, it was 
thought Time CO retire y wereupon the whole Com<^ 
paoy being difpoled inro Chariots, every one weQ& 
to, what was then mofl: defirable, teik^ 

I know> Sider, I have not done well thus to di- 
grefs, or at lead there was no Neceflity I Aoui^ 
give you Cich a particular De(cription of that Day's 
Walking and Entenainmeuts, and it is not mi» 
likely you expefled to hear of fbme extraordinary 
Accident (bme way relating to this Hiftory. fiut- 
this fliort Relation of the Divertiftmcnts of that 
Day, ( whereof I have given as brief an Account 
as I could ] may be thus far advantageous to yoo^ 
as to make you better acquainted, as well with the 
PeripnSy as the licde Intrigues that then were in 
the Court of AuguJluSy and I have been & mucb 
the larger^ out of this Cpn(ideration> that it was- 
this Day that gave Birch to fomc Things which 
Bave llncc come to pafs of very great Coufcc|uence. 
My Sifter Antonia and 1 had lain together for 
iomrc few Days before, and were extraordinary 
kind. one to another, as being engaged in a Friend^ 
ihip that allowed as little Separation as could pot 
fibly be. As we were undrefling our(clves that 
Nighty I fell into Difcourfc about whait had hap- 
pened 
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pened between her and MitbridateSy and thougk 
llie was eztreanily loarb to make me acquainted 
with it, yet at laft, not able to (land out again ft 
my Pcrfecucions of her, llic gave mc a pun(5lual Ac-- 
countof allthofeDifcourfes ihehadhad with him, 
as I have related it to you already, and difcovered- 
{b much Indignation in the recital thereof, that 
KOtwithftanding the Sadncfs which then lay heavy 
on my Heart, I could not forbear laughing, at it,^ 
and to torment her with DKcourfe about it. But 
the Occafion 1 laid hold of to Ao- fo, was yet 
more handfome : When ^s {he putoff herCloaths, 
there fell out of her Sleeves, a Letter tbat had been 
hidden there, and which was no (boner fallen to* 
the ground, but I took it op, and having with a 
great Curioficy looked on the Sjiperfcription, I 
found written in a H^nd tbat was unknown to 
mc, {To the fair Antonia.) 1 had no fooner 
eyed that Superfcription, but prefenting it to her, 
and^obliging her to read it, fhe was extreamly at 
a* lofs, and perceiving her Amazement to be fb 
great as hindred her from fpcaking : * Sxftzt^faid' 
*'Jtobery you have not dealt freely with me, fincc 
*^:that having acquainted me with the Panicukti- 
*^ tics oi Mithri dates* s Affeftion, you conceal from-

* I receive Letters from any one. And yet yoir 

* fee, reflfd /, that this is very truly dirci^ed to 

* you, and that he that writ it, hath been fo macli- 
*• -afraid it iliould mifcarry, that he would needs 

* put your Name in the Super fcription in very fair 
f Chara^rs. For that, rcfiies Antonia^ be ic 

* on 
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OD the Account of his Difcrction ; but that he 
hath been To fortunate in his Dcfign, as that jc 
Ihould be known it was dirc6led to mc, is all the 
Satisfadlion 1c vi ill bring him, and afTurc your- 
iclf, 1 am (aMsfied with the bare SuperfcriptioHy 
and have no Dcfire ro (ee any more of it. Not 
but that I am pcrfwadcd it coiiics from Mttbri- 
dates himiclf, vi^ho will needs accompliih 'what 
be (b confidently be^an : It being not fo hkcly 
that Arcbtlaus Ihould have any Hand in if, (luce 
he talked with mc all the Evening, and that I 
cannot believe every Day Ihould produce Pcrfons 
guilty of foch an Excels of Confidence. Hovr- 
evcr if may be, faid I to btr^ if you are not 
refolved to conceal it from me, you prill give 
mc leave to read it: You may as well let \t alone,, 
rep/y'd Atttmia^ but it would argue in mc a DiC' 
truft of my own ftrcngtb, Ihould I forbid you 
to do it, if you are fo refolved. 1 therefore open- 
ed the Letter, and beg^ to read aloud thcfc^ 
Words. 

Since that in your Judgmetit there is no Difttnc- 
tion to be made between Adorations and Affronts,^ 
aad that you think the ESe^s of Hatred more fop* 
portable than thofc of Love* — 

* Now, Sifter, fays Antoniay interrupting me ^ 

* was I not in the right, when I told you it came 
^ from Wtbridates^ and are they not his own^ 

* Words in the Difcourfe that pad bet ween us? So 

* far, faid J to her^ I agree with you that Mi'

As Coon as 1 had given over reading, I lookc(} 
eo Antonis^ who at the fame time cad her Eyes 
on my Face, with certain Difcovcries of Aftoniih- 
ment, not rnferiour to whac I was in myfrlf. Iir 
ft Word, we were both equally furprized, and" 
whereas we inferred from the feft Words of the 
letter, that it came from Mithridatts^ we conclu- 
fled from the fequel, not only the quite contrary, 
but were perfwaded wichal, that the Perfon who 
had writ it, bad neves m»de any Ezprellion of 
his Love to Antonig^ and that in that Letter he took 
OccafioB to make the firft Difcoveries of it. 'Tis^ 
true, wc were feme what drftruftful as to thatOpi* 
oioa, when wercfle^cd on the firft Words, which 
vere the fame fhe had faid to MltbrUateSy antf 
could not apprehend how they could come hy 
chance fa put tf%o the Imagination of the unknow'n 
Lover > but for alfthereft, it had (b little Relation 
or Confiftency either with the Humoir, former 
proceedtng fk Mitbridates, or the Terms where- 
in he was with Antfnray that we were (atisfied ir 
flilift needs be feme other, and one that either 
out of Curiolity or Concernment in the Bufinefs, 
Slight havft gotten behind the trees that were on* 
Wtk fides ther Walk, wherda the Difcoarfe hacf 
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pad, and lifleiiiog attentively^ to whac was /aid,, 
had heard fome pare of ic. 

Being agreed in this Opiuion as die mod pro** 
fcable, we fell into Difcourle upon the Adven- 
ture i Co far, that Antonia thought there was 
Something in it (b full of furprizey and £cr< 
extraordinary, that (he could not be angry at it, 
as ihe had been before at the confidence of Mi- 
^ridat4s. We (carched among all the''Men I have 
named to you the Peifon we could with any \\1k* 
lihood fuipc^ 'y but though it was out of alt 
quediou that it was one of thofe that had paG- 
&d the Day with us, ytt after we had examined^ 
them all one after another, we coald not faften- 
on any one whom we could charge with it. Di- 
vers of them had come near Ant^nUy as wel^ 
diiring the Comedy-, as while they danced, and 
at the Collation ^ but of all thofe that ihe could^ 
remember had had any Difcourfe with her, there 
was not any whom we knew not to be othcrwife 
•Dgaged as to mm^ of Aiediou» or to ^ mudtj 
wanting in point of Ingenuity, to carry on (ucii 
a piece of Gallamry. Wiien wc had difcourfel 
almoO: to weariacfs about it j * Who it may be,* 
*' it matters not, fays Antoniay he puts kimfelf 
^^ to a great deal of trouble to no purpose *, and if 

* he deprive me of the object of my indignari* 
^ on, by concealing his Perfon ftf>m me, he aU 
*' fo deprives himielf, coniinutd jhe Uughing^ 
^ of the Acknowledgment I ihould return his 

* Affedion, by not difcoveting himfclf. Ah t Si- 
^ (ler, faid 1 to ber^ bow well is this MaD ac- 
^quainted with yoo, and how trae is it, thae 

* if you were as ready to make Acknowledge 
^ ments, as to be tranfportcd with lodignacioo, 

* he would have taken a Courfe quite conxx^iy^ 
^co what he hath j bar, be. he what lie wilK lU 

« dov 
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* do not only think him extreamly ingenious, 

* but 1 believe he may carry on his Defign very 

* fucccfefuily, and dare pafs my word that you 

* have a lefe avcrfion for him than for Mitbri" 

* datcF and others, who have bcca fo confident 
•* as to difcovef their paflions to you. I acknow- 

* ledge DO \t{%^ replies Antonia^ and am of youc 

* Mind, that if 1 never know hi^m while I Irve, 

* I ihsril never while 1 live know whom I oughc 
-* to bace^ However it may be, replied /, 'tis 

* out of all doubt, this Man hath underftanding, 

* and in that underftanding fomething that is 
•* Great, and fignifies very vifibly that he is a 

* Pcrfbn of eminent quali:y ; we (hall know him 
"* when he lliall think it fir— And, I hope, added 

* j4n$cniaj interrupting ywf , that, if he be a Man 

* of his Word, we Ihall never know him. In 

* truch, replied ly my Mind gives me, IlbouU 

* be extreamly troubled at it, and miift confefs 

* this untrodden way i f proceeding hach raifed 

* io me a more than ordinary curiciiry. * Wc 
.iheuld have had abundance of other Difcourfe 
upon this Adventure, but it was fo lace, or ra- 
ther (a near fDay, that we were loath to fir up 
any longer, Co that" going to Bed a litilc afccr, 
wc (bon fell afleep. 

For fome Days cnfcing, ( though it might 
well be thotighr, that the misForcunes' of my 
own Life, being at that time fuch as found 
matter of difcontcnt enough, lliould have left me 
but little Cnricficy) I made it my earncft Bufi- 
tycfs to find out whom that Letter Ihould come 
from J nay ftemed to be much more concerned 
in tbc Btifincfs than Antonia her felf, who Uok» 
cd on all thcfc Things wirh the greareft in^iffcr- 
^nce imaginable. And whar much heightned'my' 
JpqyifiwoB, *w«s, that mc-rhoughc that the Ad- 

« venture 
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Ycinuie argued fomewhac Co far beyond the or- 
diuary way of pcoceediog, ihat contrary to my 
natural Inclination, I was eztreanily deiirons to 
fee the Ifliie of it. But all tbc lictk inquiries 
1 made, proved ineffe^al, for I never could 
xome to the lead difcovery of any Thing ^ with 
lb great circumfpcdion had that Pcrfon managed 
all Things, in order to the Deiign be had to con* 
tinne ftill unknown, though he omitted nor any 
•that might demonftrate the eamednels of his pal* 
£on for AnHnU. 

In the mean Time, Pt^lomy oar Brother (the 
•only Brother Fortune had left us after the Jois of 
AUxtinitr^ who was gone to Jind.you out in 
jiftitenia^ and of whom we had not the Icaft 
Account in the World) lived in Auinftus^s Coorr, 
^fter (ttch a race, as gave all that knew him Oc- 
•cadon CO conceive very g^ea^ Hopes of him : But 
.as CO matter of Inclinations, the greateft he teem- 
ed to have, were thofe of his Liberty i nay, 
though he daily waited on the faireft Ladies 
.about Rome^ and was extteamly well entertained 
,by them, yet could it not be infected from any 
A<f^ion of his, chat he had a panicular Devocioa 
for any. He was a great Lover of Arms, Hoc- 
(es, and all fixercifes of the Body, and .had a fin- 
gular Deiterity therein ; but to (igh or pine for 
a Beauty, was a Thing iaconiiftent with his hu- 
mour, as being a Pcrfon naturally inclined to be 
free and chearful, and avoided as much as could 
be, all diftradion of Thought, The Yertuous 
Oita-oia^ who dill perfiiled in the generous Dc— 
£gn ihe had taken to make the bed ptovifion 
ihe could for the Children of Anthony^ and ima* 
cined ihe could not do it in any way better than 
by bringing them into the Family and AUiancc 
#f Ctjmr^ being now 9Ut of all Hopes to dfeft 

her 
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her Dcfircs, irft in the Pcrfon oiF ^^lius Anto" 
mius, and not long fince in chat of Akxnndtr^ 
who was looked on as loft, as well as our Elder 
Brother » conceired it might be brought co (bme- 
thing in P^olomy^ and wifhed bis Inclination ^i- 
itdxA to Marci0y a Lady courted by the greareft 
Perfons ainong the R$mMns^ and to fpeak nio« 
deftly of her, one that had very excellent Parts. 
PP0lomy made no difEculiy, to entertain that Prin* 
ttfs with all the civilities llie might ezpeA from 
him, nay, difcpvered (bmewhat of particular k£* 
fediion for her, fuiiable to the good Intentions of 
0^«tr/> ; but indeed his flames were come to 
BO greater height, though Marci0 were a Per(bn 
infinitely lovely -, for having a freedom of accefs 
to her every Day, his deportmeuc was according*- 
ly full of Cbearfulnefs and Indifierence. It was 
much otherwise with MarcU^ and rhough iht 
were of an exemplary Vertue and Modefty, yet 
xnuft it withal be acknowledged, that fhe is fub- 
jt€t to much (endernefs of Mind, and having 
been brought up with Puhmyy as with a Per* 
fbo on whom her Mother had caft her Eyes with 
a Defign to make him her Husband, and lived 
famiUarly with him as with Marceiius, that fra- 
ternal FiiAidihip, which^ with the Names of 
Brother and Sifter, O^avim would needs have 
coocinocd among us, had. made a greater impref> ' 
iion in her Mind, tban well ftood with the fere* 
nicy and quiet thereof, (b far as that ihe was no 
longer able to wichftand the lovely qualities of 
rhat Prince« which out of all doubc had wrought 
much more upon her Inclinations, than hers had 
upon tbofc of Ptolomy^ I had not without much 
diftatisfadion, taken nocicc of ic my lelf, and 
icvcral Times chid my Brother for hi« backward* 
01^ ia his acknowledgments of {he idncere Ai^ 

fedioa 
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tcdion of Marcia : But the youn^ Man, of an 
uncontroilcd humour, would make (bnic ihifc to 
put mc off, telling mc that he loved and ho- 
noured Marcia^ as he was obliged to do, and 
that he ihouM be well content lo give her the 
^cateft Aflurances Ihe could cxpe*^ of the Devo- 
tion he had for her 5 but for mclancholly diC- 
tyrbanccs of Mind, and refer vednefs, he looked 
on them as the deftroyers of his Happincfs, and 
makin^f good what he laid in his Adions, h6 
was indeed v^ry pun6hial in doing het all man- 
ner of civilities, and acknowledgments ; nay, 

' fb far as to exprefs a more particular ASc^tion 
for hei:, than for any other. Yet was it ob» 
fervable withal, that it was done with a eertain 
difcovcry of much freedom of Mind, which ar- 
gued in him fuch a mediocrity of Inclinations, 
as that he would not, to wait on her, abate 
any thing of his enjoyments, nor let (tip any 
Occaiton that offered it felf, to be among the La- 
dies, whoie Company could afibrd him ought 
of Diversion. Marcia, who is of a very naiW 
Difpofirion, endured ibis indifferent manner of 
behayiour a long Time, without the leaft Difcovc- 
ry of any di (content thereat : But at lad, looking 

• on it as an evident JBxpreflton of his CcJldnefs ,and 
Negligence, Ihc began to be troubled, infbmiich 
that thcGrieflhe conceived thereat, wrought fbmc 
Alteration both in her Hmnpur anfl Countenance. 
All the World took Notice of her Sadnefs j bat 
the Motive thereof was abfolutcly unknown : And 
Ajarciits who made it her Bufinefs to conceal ic 
what llie could, had haply {mothered ic to this 
Day, if I had not calually made the fird Dif' 
covcry thereof. 

During the time that her melancholy grew inore 
and more prevaleiu ppon l^r, (^ieg oocafion to 



give her a Vifir, and finding her alone, I enrrrat- 
ed her of all love to acquaint me with the caufe 
of her fadnefs, which troubled not only all that 
knew her, but myfelf more particularly, who (as 
I was fbrinany Condderations obliged to do) had 
a more chaa ordinary Af{c£kion for her. My Ca- 
reiles were anfwered by Marcia^ after an indi£&- 
rctit and evafive Manner, yet fuch as betrayed muck 
<^rief and Refentment. Very loach (he feemedto 
be to give me any fiuisfadory Anfwery and would 
fay no more than that fhe knew not anv Caufe 
whence her' Sadnefs fhould proceed, and that it 
mud be derived from her Temperament, or fome 
Indifpofition of Body. But 1, not fatisficd with 
this Anfwer, reproached her with a Want of Since- 
rity, and was preffing her to dilcover her Mind 
more freely to a lVru>n whom fhe might traft 
with any Thing, when Ptolomy comes into the 
Chamber. His firil Appearance wrought fuch an 
AkeratioD in her, that bcr Colotir chauged feveral 
times of a fuddeu \ and having cafttally cad my 
Eyes on her Countenance, I could not but immc- 
diaxly take Notice of the Alterations which my 
Bcothcr*s coming in had wrought therein. From 
thisDi(covery, I might well guefs at fome part of 
t^ BufincG, and was in a Manner perfwaded that 
Pi^Jamy had cotitributed much to the Change of 
that Princefs's Difpoficion. 

This .Reflexion made me take more particular 
Notice of her Deportment than I had done before, 
and 1 pbierved, what while Ppolomy (layed with 
BS, (he was at fuch a lo(s, that ihe fotmd it fome 
pifiiculty to fpcak. His Viiit was indeed but very 
ftort, u>t hating ftayed about a Quarter of an 
Hour with us, he told us, we were too (ad for his 
Company, andthat he would goto Sabina*Sy where 
Virginia y H^rttufiat Jnliia^ and feveral other La- 
Vou VI. K dies 
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dies \vcrc nicr, and where he hoped to find more 
Diverfion. Whereupon going out of ihc Roorn^ 
he left Marcia Co niDch troubled both at his Words 
and Manner of Departure," that the moft dif-ob- 
fkvanc Per (on in the World might have^perceived 
the Difturbance of her Thoughts, by the Trouble 
it raifed in her CoimtenaRce. I muft confefs I was 
myklf nauch furpriicd ac PipUmfs Dcportmenc, 
and angry vvith hirEf for it, and haying withal ob* 
fcrved Mgrcl&^s AfHidion thereat, l^was io much 
the Bior^ earned toddok fimher -tnto theBirfinefs, 
out of the Defire I had^to ferve and cbhgt her, if 
it lay in my Poweiu To whieh £f&(^ reiterating 
the Carcffes aiid Intteattes to heir (bme few Mi- 
luues bdforey l.conjuscd het by aH theS riendlhip • 
chat was between us, not do conceal from me any 
.longer what her Heatt was fb miKh bcKChened' 
with, a^Turing hor chat that .Ctirioficy i« me pro-- 
.ccedcd not fronn any Thing biU the Defire I h«d' 
to (erveher in thatConjunSure, pfopottiottably to 
the Affcdiou 1 had for her. 3tR IcooM not gee a 
Word from her, asidindead^f (bmcAnfwer, there 
fell from her Eyes foiite few Tears which' flic could- 
iK>t pointy keep in any longer, an<i which ihe 
wou^d have concealed^ from me by turning het 
Head to the other fide. That Difcovery rsifedin me 
all the Companion I could conceive atfuch an Ac« 
cident, and thereupon putting my theek to hers^ 
with kn adion that argued the tendeine^ I had 
for her, ' What Siller, frtd I to ber^ can you be 
^ fo cruel as to conceal from me the caufe of a-

the(e words he ftopped, running over in his mind 
thoufands of things which |)re(enied themfelves 
confufedlv to his imagination. The relation had 
been roaae of the insupportable treatments which 
our Brother had received from her, and rhe fad 
ef!eds they had produced, railed in him fochr 
bitter rercncmeiics againft her, as made him abhor 
her as an over- cruel enemy: And though hewece 
not ignorant of the reafbn ihe had to defy all 
communication with our Houfe, yet was it bis 
iudgmem, as well as of many others, thst ilie wa^s 
ezceffively violent againft a Prince, that had given 
her fb sreac aflurances of his Love^ and who,!as 
CO his Perfon, was very amiable, and much rc* 
. (peded. He had .often wilhed a meeting with 
her^ to fee, as he would fay himfclf, what mak- 
ing that terrible Perfon was of, and to try whe- 
ther his Soul were fb immalkable, and confc-

might have been. They fpenc the trme in (eyteal 
Kcaeations $ they danced^ they had a collation i 
and as Ptolemy was the moft fportiTe, the mo(i * 
p]ea(ant, and oat of all doubt, the hahd(bme(l 
Pcr(bo in the Company, fo did he accordingly, 
in the Dancing, and all the other Entenainment?, 
draw the Eyes and Ears of the pre(ent after him. 
He (hng, he danced with abundance of grace, nay, 
he would need tKat Day make the greateft oftenr- 
iatipQ he could of himfelf, purpofely to puc h^ 
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enemy oar of comiCeaancc, and to lee her know 
diat the Children of Anthonys were not Co con*- 
tempciblc as ihe would by her cxatnple hare f^ 
fwaded the World: His inceDtieus,-as*< to Imne -

peded it ihoald; He fpoke to all the Ladies that

(bns in every Boar. This was it that gave Occa- 
fion and Binh to a thoufand Defigns of Gallan* 
Uy, and obliged (he young Romans to prepare' 
Boats for the Ladies they were Servants to, the moft 
famptuous could be made for the time. TibM^ius- 
bad provided for me a very magnificent one, and 
Archelaus another ioi Antonia^ with Abundance 
of Intreati^ ^at ihe would vouchiftfe to accept of 
it i but we, Having no IncUoation to engage our- 
felves into the Company <^ fuch PerCbos, had re- 
folved before-hand to take a Boac for Ant^nia^ 
Afar eta, and fome others of our own^Sex, under 
thecondud ofPtaJomy^ wiio had taken thatChargp 
l»pon him» and ihould have ivaiied upon us, 
. But while we were hot upon this Refoiattoo, 
comqs a Per£pn of a goodly f^refeiKe to fpesdc

Thr Boat was. in the form of a little Galley, 
^mp^daboui: bya row of Pilafters, which fcem*d! 
CO be i>f Gold> {but indeed Was of- Wood gilcf 
wicbout irUch hungcttca hundred, amis gi leas the ^ 
tipw of Pikfter$, wnkh fuftaineda huixked great 
Torches fit Virgin- wax, whereby the DarkncTs of . 
the Night was removed ro the Difhnce of many 
$tadiA. The Oats (eemtd to be of gold ptopoitiona- 
^7 toall dbiejredtUnd the Rowers were .twehe hxxlt- 
Cvfids H^i^gcd^ axmoi withiArcows aodQuiTers, 

afuii 
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and covered with Cloth of Gold in thoG^Pans of 
their Bodies where it was not fequifire th( r Ihoutd 
be naked. Ac the Extremity of the Sceni grew 
up a Golden Tree, of the height of, an ordinary 
Maft, having at the tof the form off a Scuttle, com* 
paffed about by a row of golden Filacers an<i 
twelve Arras prportionabic to thofe below> whcrc-* 
in were twelve Torched, and in the itoidft of all 
that tight was a Heart hanging down, which 
Kerned to be all on fire, ana out of which, by 
fbme ftfangc Artifice there vrfibfy i01ied fiame$ 
afcending toward*s the Stars, and niadc more light 
than all tlie Torches. In the D^ftanccs which* 
were between the Torches, wercltung up twelve 
Streamers, which were toft up and down by the 
Flames, aiid the Smoke a thou fa nd (everal ways, 
and in which by reafon of the greatnos of the 
Light, there might be diflcndly feen double A as 
with other Chara^ers, exfreffing (everal ways the 
^Vord Antmia. The feme Letter and the (amc 
Charadef* were difpoftd ^p^aiiidorwn all over 
the Boat, as alfo upon the Pilaflers, tbeOifsan<| 
the Maft; and It was fo Kgh^fbme evefv where, 
that the lead Things could not be more mfkm^Vf 
dt(cerned than they were at that Time. 

Bar if we were fo much furprized by what we* 
were entertained with, on the oucfideof the Boar, 
we could not but be fb much the more, when we 
were brought into the Chanlber that was within 
ie, where we had no feonet' fet Foot, but onv 
fight was dailed with the Ltiftre of the Gold and 
mier Embelilhmcnts, wherewith it fparkled agaiit. 
Wherever there was amy gold to oc be{k>wed^ 
ft was with thegrcatcft Promfion imaginable^ and 
where there was any NeceiSty to )ieighten the 
Richnefs of the Matter by the Perfection of Arty 
all was done with- admirable dexterity, but with 

this 
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this every where oblervable, thac the Charaders o^' 
Anunia'\ftic fcactercd up aad down all Places. 
The Ground-work and (he Cicling had the (ame, 
ati4 the Hangings, the Chairs, and the Cufhions, 
Were of sky coloured Velvet, inrermingled wich 
Piaenaes of Gold in Embroidery, as al£ burning 
Hearts, Cbaraders of Antonin^ ^nd the firft Lee- 
ters of her Name. This licclc Chamber was admi* 
fablyeulishcned, and perfumed with the mod de- 
lightful Scenes thac Arabia could afford : And what 
was yet a grcarer Convenience, ( vrhich was, that 
We might without (lirring out of the Chamber, par- 
ticipate of chat Niche's Divertifement, and might 
be feen by all thofe that were upon thtTtber) chac 
Part of ic which was covered by the Hangings, 
was only of Glafs, fo that as-Tooa as thofe which 
were made curtain- wife for, that purpoCc were 
drawn, the River lay open to our Sights of all 
fides, the Chamber iiTelf was visible to all that were 
in the Boats, and the light that was fcattered by (b 
vad a Number of Torches as were difpoled about 
our Galley, and which enlightued the Chamber^ 
falling up#n the Glafs, as well without as within* 
made fuch a fire on the River, as found light for 
all the other Boars, and fcized wi(h Aftoniihmeut 
all rhofe that faw ir. 

You are not I believe, $i(lcr, much in doabt 
whether wt were much furprized or not, when 
we found ourfelves in that little enchanted Vedcl^ 
and you would be fi>on per f waded that wc had 
been deceived, and that ic was not the Emprefs 
that wc were obliged to for that magnificent Lodg- 
ing. Antonia looked on me, not knowing what 
to chink of thofe Thmgs, and I could eahly per* 
teivc in her Countenance, that ihe was to fcek as 
^o all Refolution, and thac flic was vexc to the 
Heart ac the Trick thac had been put upon her. She

In the mean time, whieh way {beycr fhe Irfok- 
ed» fhe met with her own Charaders and the 
Letters of her mtac fcattetedupand downamongft 
the bunding hearts , and what fhe was mod of aJB 
troubled atj, was j that the very fame CharaAers 
were exposed in the flreamers at the top-maft, 
fluttering as it were amidfl the flames of that burning 
Heart, and, by reafon of the great light whereby 
they were encdhipaflcd, were vifible to all ihait 
were apon the River. The vexation it was to het 
to fee hcf (clfe«giaged -with that paffion whicli 
Ihc had fo mlich avctlion for,' had put her out of 
patience, if PteUmyi Mareia^ and my Ct\f^ bad not 
laughed her into a good humour, android her, 
that if the fame thing had hapnciied to us, we had 
entertained the adventure wiin abundance of en- 
joyments. By this n)eans did we make a ihift to 
difpel the clouds of bcf melanclioly and difturbancc, 
and ccnfidcred at Icifure all thofe ratifies whick 
wc couW t/ot have difcerncd at firft (ight. ; * 

But this was not . our cmpfo)^ment alone |. foi 
this great fire, atid that admirable objcdt whicli 
it difcovered, bad hin-dly appeared on thewavei 
of Tiber, but all the Boats left the places they hzi 
taken up, to come nearer to that which they 
wondered at fo much at a diftancc. The Torches, 
the Hearts, the Streamer^ which were ftom the 
tbp of the Maft, remarkable on all fides, imme-| 
diarcly drew all the Woild to itj infdiiioch that' 
the Emperor himfelf, furprizcd at this fight, a^ 
well as Qrhcrs, caufed his own Boat to approacJi 
it. At firft, the report went from oitc to an'e'thcr; 

that 
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that it was AnUnm^ Galky, fo that aR coming 
lis near as they couW to Antonia*% Galley, there 
-tould hardly bcarny thing etfe heard on the Water, 
bm Ant»nias Galley, and the greateft part wer» 
refolved only to folio tir it, not minding mtich the 
other ^ivenifements for which they were affem- 
.bJcd. The Eropcfof, Livta^ Mareeilay fuliait 
Agrifpay strwl all the moft confiderable Pcrfons 
haWng cotnfiftfTed it abont, not without aftonlAi 
mem, Auguflus asked who had bcftowcd that 
magnifioenc Galley eri An$6ntM? To which the 
Prindris not knowing what to imagine, could only 
fay, that fhc had received it from the liberality of 
tkc Emprefs. Litia began to deny that lite bad 
tnade her dny fuch preftnt, whkh the fimpcror 
hearing, toM het Ihe needed not take fifeh painc 
CO vindicate her fclf, and that it was'appafemfrom 
all figtts and eit^irn^ftanccs that that cxcefs of gal- 
lantry ahd ttragntff^ice proceeded from the iu- 
▼ention and prodigality of fome Lover. Bnt 
while ail ihefe emmem Pcrfdns were aficmblcd 
^boQt the Galley, (fx 6f the Cufklsy who were 
the Rowers, coming into the Chamber, drew the 
hsmging^, and difcovering throogh the trim fpa-^ 
rcne Walk thereof, whJit was within the Chamber, 
filled 8(11 that were prefent with a new adonilh-' 
mem, and all the placed about with a new light; 
whkh both near and at a di(lance waa the moft 
delightful thing that coukl be feea. 

1 ihftil not tronble yon with any further parti- 
culars of that Night's entertainment, the defcrip- 
tixm I have already made thereof having been 
haply ttoo long, and ihcrcbre Ihall only tell you, 
rhaf, when all had (ufikicntJy admired Anfcnia'a 
Galley, {knd had fpent a long time in talking of 
k, had'almoft tited themfdvcs in gucflRng ^tthe 
Author of fi> fampmous an inYcnciton) and had 

cclc- 
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cdebraccd this fighc beyond thofe that were tm 
fucoced ir, they all advanced cowards the place 
where thcv were to be cnceruioed with the Scar 
Fighr, and the artificial Fires, doing our Galley 
the honour ro follow it, as if it had been the lea- 
der of them, -the lights of all the others being as 
much darkncdby ours as the fmalkr Stars are by 
the rays of that bright Torch whena we derive 
our Day. I fhall not give you any defcription of 
that Night's divercifemems, which it mud be con* 
feded were not unwoccby Cr/kr's magnificence $ 
but (hall only tell you, that when all was over* 
and that it was thought time for all to retire, 
yttUs coming into our Galley, together with 
Marcellus^ jlgrippina^ D^mitims^ hiareelia^ and 
j^ffipfa, (for Jiberius, feeing that 1 had re- 
futed the Boat be had prepared for mC) thought 
fit upon point of refentmcm to continue (liU ia 
Cr/jir*s, and accordingly never came near us) 
and having feated themfelves about the Chamber 
upon Chairs, the Floor or Planks that were un- 
der them immediately opened, aini we frightned 
at it, began to cry out, for fear the Boat ihould 
iink, when there ri(cs up from below a Table co- 
vered with as magnificent a Collation as evec 
could have been ferved among the R^niMns^ not 
rzcepring the fumptuous entertainments of Lucui^ 
hs i nay, fucb ic was, that yfgrtppM and ill«r« 
ceiius^ who were not to wonder at great things, 
>vete adoniihcd at the magnificence and the neat- 
Mcfs of it. In a word, whatever came to Rgme 
from foreign and remote Nations, that were moft 
rare, and cxx^uidre was there, and that heightoed 
admirably by arc: But, what m oft troubled Ant^* 
nia^ was, that what modes or forms foever the (cr* 
vices were of, or what figure (gevcr ibey were ^iC- 
pofcd iiKo, (wherein there had been mote thaa 

osdinary 
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ordinary caie taken ) the Charaders of Antoma 
were (cacteted up and down among the burning 
Hearts, after the fame manner as they had been 
all about the Yedel. This ftirred up their CuM- 
ofity afrefli, to find out who this Servant of An^ 
tonia might be, infomuch that Marcellus having 
acquainted Agripfa with what he had r6ceivc3 
from as, they fought and gueflcd a long time, hue 
after all could not fix on any Perfon whom thcj 
could with any probability affirm to be the Man.

We made an end of our Collation, we went away 
with the reft of the Company, and retired with 
matter enough for Difcourfe as to that Adven* 
ture,- but what was mod plc^fant of all, wa$» 
that, abating the trouble which Antonia conceived 
thereat, as we undrefled our (elves, the found ^ano- 
ther Letter in one of her Sleeves, though fhe 
thought ihe had made fufficienc provifion againft 
any fuch Thing. I was hafty enough to read it, 
and found the Words of it to be thefe.

* 1 eanifot, /hid /, hitviffg maiie an end of 
rnuifngihf Ltttery but acknowledge, that thij 
Man, whatever he may be, is anexrraordina- 
ry Galfont, a great Wit, and inexprefliWy mag- 
tiiicent. I p^ant you all that, replied Antonia« 
bm you mud acKnowledgie wiihal, that there 
is a certain fpicc of ertravagance in his Defign^ 
and that all the pains he takes amounts to no- 
thing. That 1 cannot tell you, replied I ; nay 
meihinks, I already pcrceirc he hath eft^d 
(bme part of his intentions, for ^n that he hath 
declared to you at the beginning, that there is 
no other reafon of his recour{e to this artiiicoi 
than to induce you to endure die name of Love, 
and to reconcile you to that paffion, which 
you avoid as a Monfter, becaufe you are noc 
acquainted with it.

-^ this defc^ it is that I hope for greater advan- 

* rages than I can expe^ from either birch or 

* fortunes. 

This Letter farnifhed us with more matter of 
jifcourfc and imagination than all the red ; but 
at lad, having done all we could, we rcfolvcd 
not to trouble oixfelves any further, and to ex* 
^ peft with patience what might be the Confequen- 
ces of that Adventure. Ptohmyy to whom 1 had 
given one of the Letters, had made it his Bufi- 
fkt(& to enquire all about, whether there were any 
fiich hand among thofe Peifons of Quali:y, and 
never could meet with any that come near It, 
'Marcelius bad done the Hkc, but to as little pur- 
pofc. All chat paflcd before had made no great 
noife, but the Galley occafioned abundance of 
Difcourfc, infbmuch chat for many Days after, 
the talk of all Companies was of the magnificent 
Galley of Antonia. The Kine t^f Capfadocim 
raking occafion to make a raooed G)mplaint .to 
her upon her refulal of the Boat which he had 
provided for her, told her {he bad very much 
Reafon to flight that, when ihe ezpedcd ano- 
ther that was lb magnificent. But Anfonia fatiC- 
fied kim as much as lay in her power, telling 
him that it was not for its fiimptuoufiiefs that 
ihe bad pi«fcrred that Galley before bis Boac, 
nor yet out of any other Confideration, than that 
it had been profftccd her in the Emprefs's Name, 

from 
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from whom ihe neither could nof ought to have 
rcfuled ic. Arcbe/ausy a Prince of adifpotitioa 
eatie to be pleafed, was (acisfied with chat An* 
iwer ; but could do do k(s withal, than conceifc 
abundance of jealoufy againft that unknown 
Lover, whoie prefents were preferred before his- 
ftfid refolved to do all that lay in his Power to di(co- 
Tcr^him. Miibridares was as earnefi in the fame 
Defign as the other, and though he had been 
flighted by Antonia in fuch a manner, c)iar, not- 
wi'hftanding his great confidence, he durft liard-4 
\y open his Lips before her, to entertaia hec 
with any Thing of bis Love, after the difcovery 
he had once made to her thereof, vet was no( 
his Padion quite fmothered, nor his jealoufy 
inferior to that of Arcbelaus. Being therefore 
both unfortunate, and their Loves encouraged by 
little Hope> jealouiy had not produced in them 
its ordinary tSc(k amongfl Rivals, and had left 
in them Friend fliip enough to vifit mie the other, 
and to communicate pate of what they tboughc 
Btit to another *, fo that' having mutually acquaint- 
ed one another ~with the de(ires they had to dif- 
oover who that unknown Lover might -be, who 
had made fuch dgnal demonftratibns of his gal- 
lantry towards Antoniay they refolved to join 
their endeavours to that purpote, and not to leave 
any thing unattempted to nnd out the truth* 

Many Days paft ere any one came wherein 
, ^ey coiild difcovet any Thing, though they had 
their fpies in all Pkces, and ofcen-times took 
Occafion to walk thcmfcUes in the Night, about 
O^avias Palace, out of (bme Hopes they might 
meet with him, not doubting but that be might 
have fome ^baunt thereabouts, efpecially at the^ 
Time that he was wont to entertain her with Se- 
tenacieS) which he had done feycral Times. At 
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lad, after abundance of fruirlefs enqoinr ^ortnue 
would needs have it, chat one of thole Ntghcs^ 
wherein they were both together on Horfcback, 
without atif other Company than that of certain 
Slaves, who Were a-fooc, coming ii|to the Street 
ifiro which oar Chambcrlooked, they heard the 
found of certain InCbnmenrs and Voices, making. 
an ezceHetft Confbrt almoft under our Window. 
They niade no Queftion but they met with what 
they fought after, as knowing that Tiberius had 
l^iven over entertaining me with Serenades ; that 
£iKe the Depanare of Cortohnusy there was not 
any Perlbn in ^ome that had difcovered any In- 
clinations forme, and that rheLodgings-of /^^r/^- 
fina, Marce//ay And Mnrcia, were in another .part 
of ^he Palace at a good Diftancc from chat; be- 
£dcs, that chey alfb knew that the unknown Lover 
had given divers others before, and that having 
not the Liberty to exprefs himfclf as others did, 
he tookOccafion to difcovcr hislnrentions by Dc* 
mondKarions of Gallantry of chat Nature. 

The two amorous Princes, not doubting bur 
that chey were in the right, refbfved not to kt 
flip the Opportunity the^ now had to be inform- 
cd of what they were (o de(irous to know, and 
10 atteitijpt any Thing rather than not to cSc6t 
their Dekgn. They caufed no Torches co bt bronehc 
with them, not only out of a Defirc to avoid oc- 
ihg difcovered, but indeed that ic was but too 
Kgbt for their Defign, and that the Moon being 
then in her full, any Thing in the Streets was 
eafily difcernible. Being thus light, they were no 
fboner come into our Street, but they perceived a 
Man on fiorfcback, who leaving the Place where 
he was, as fbon as they came in fight, went to 
the Mufick, and bid thchi give ovef, and difpctfe 
thcmfelves asfbonas rficy could. Fromthis A^ion 

the 
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the cwo Princes unmediately inferred chat it mud 
iDfallibly beche unktiowu Lover: Aud being ab- 
Tolucely refolved to make all tjie Advaiicjffies chey 
coqll of that, Accident, chey oame on further imp 
the Street, a^d pafled undber o\ir VViodowSy where 
tbey could neither hear nor £od anv Body. Tb^ 
made a little halt to Kften, and whereas the 
Man they had feen on Horfeback could not con- 
ceal himtelf as they «ould that were oc» Fooe, and 
that the Horfe moft needs make a great noi(e .^oing 
Qpon the Stones, they could eafily both hear and 
kc him. at a; certain Diftance before, endeavouring 
what he could tp get away. Tbey on the other 
fide as carefully pucfued hin\, and pafled through 
many Streets, following him dill by the noifc, 
and feeing him before them. The Unknown, 
perceiving their Re(blucion to foHow him, put on 
lomewhat fader, and made towards the mod fo- 
litary Streets^ (b to get out of their /igbt ^ but that 
flood innoueadyfor chey folio ned him every where, 
with Co much Obftinacy, that they gave him at 
lad (bme ground to imagine, that it would be a 
hard Matter for him to get ofF. At length, hav- 
ing forced him into ^ Street, at the other endthere- 
c/he faw feveral Torches and Chariots that might 
kinder his further Paflage i he made a dand, and 
turning toward thofe that purfued him, took one 
fide of the Street, as it were to give them th^ way. 
But they rid up to him, and MiibridateXy oppo- 
£ng the Deiigii he had to make an efcape : * Do 
^ not hope, Jaid be to bimy to get hence, or to 
/ avoid us, ifihoudod D0tdifi:Qv«:thyfclf5 and" 
*, therefore cell us who thou art, if thou wouldft 
* have thy Paflage free to be gone. 

The unknown Perfon retreated (bme few Paces 
at this Action oi Uitbrid^tes^ and having refle^d 
a little on what he bad to da, he fee fpars to his 

L 4 Horfc, 
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Horfc, and quick 2S lightning fell in between the' 
two Princes, who were very near one the other, 
and rufliing on Mitbridates, whd was on his lefc 
Hand, wirn all the Violence he could both of him- 
fclf and his Hor(e (• which was one of the beft in 
the World ) and at the fame time as he paded by, 
layiug hold with his right Hand on 4rchelaus'% 
Bridle, be with a Shock of his Horft overthrew 
MitbrUates Horfe and Man to the ground j and 
with that he gave Arcbelaus\ at the fame time. 
Blade him (land upright, in fuch Manner, that 
the Prince falling backwards, and holding Aillfaft 
by the Bridle, overturned the Horfe upoffhimfeif. 
Their fall proved flirewd enough, and their 
Condition fuch, that they found it no fmall diffi- 
culty to get up again, elpecially (ceing that they 
were not attended by any, and that the Slaves 
they had brought with them, being on Foot, 
had lofl them in the (everal turnings they bad 
made. • At laft, they made a fhift to rife, not a 
Httic brui fed, and going with Come drfficulnr, ap- 
proached one another v/ith no fmall conmfloff. 
For, all confidered, they were not fo mtrch trou- 
bled at the fall they, had received, or the hurt occa- 
jfioned thereby, as that they had been (b treated 
by a fingle Perfon, and one they had forced to 
that Adion by their own unfatistied purfuit. 
They ftood a while looking one upon the other^ 
as not being able to find out Terms fit to exprefs 
"what their Hearts were burthcncd with j but at 
lengthy Mlibfidaiesy as being the moft eager and 
impatient, was the fird that fpoke, and expref* 
{cd the Refentment he had of that Adventure in 
words full of fire, and vifible Demonftrations of 
his fury. Arebelaus endured that unfortunate 
encounter with more moderation, and told Mh 
thriiiates. that there was no other Ssuisiadion to 

be 
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be given to Curioniies chat were (b neat a-kin 
to indifcretion. 

Ac lad they wich much ado got up on Horfe- 
back, and returned to their Lodgings, where hav-* 
ing gOLten into their Beds, they were forced to 
keep them for fome Days. Mitbridates^ for his 
pare, eztreamly troubled at the Adventure, was 
defirous to conceal it y but ArcbelauSy being a 
^erfon more inclined to fincericy and frcedoip, 
and whofe proceedings, in the Afiedion he bore 
to Antonia^ were more dear, niiade no difficulty 
to acquaint all tho(e ' that came to viiit him, with 
the Truth of the Bufiaefs \ fo that the very next 
Day, it was generally known, and was become 
the Subjed of all Mens talk. We foon undes- 
(lood it from Tiberius and Ptolemy \ and the 
perpetual Difcourfcs, which all entertained Anto^ 
nia with about it, added very much to the dif* 
quiet Ihe was in before. . But what troubled Mi^ 
tbrtdatts more ti>au all the .red, was a Letter that 
was brought to ArcbelauSy and which Arcbelaus 
fent hiin, as (bon as he had perufed it him^clf^ 
as having been direded to both, whexeof the 
words were thcfe. 

To King Archelaus and Prince Mithridates* 

< T Am much troubled at the (mall Misfonunc 
X * that hath befallen vou, though, out of a 

* defire of your own Satisfadlion, you were your- 

* felves the Occadon of it -y and fincc I am no

* hurt, 1 Jhould have wilhed your curiofiiy a

my.' If you are chargeable with no crime but 
Curiofityy disburthcn youricNes of it, as beiog 
a Vice whereof. you will find the inconveni- 
ences to be fat greater than the advantages j but 
if you are withal guilty of yeahufy^ leatn, that 
Jeaiovfy is a felf-diftu thing paflion, whereof 
the Eftcds arc ever dangerous, and elude the 
expectation. Beiides, it is not much for your 
Reputation to be jealous of a Perfon that's un- 
known to you s and did yon know me, vott 
would haply find, that I am too mach befow 
you to do you any prejodice. In a word, what- 
ever 1 may be, ailkre yourftlves I wifli you no 
'Other hurt than that you may fee me more for- 
tunate than yourfelvcs in the Service "of AntO' 
nioy and this Declaration of mine confidered, 
I fhall entreat you not to uke it amifs, if yon 
fee me among tbo(e that come to vidt ygu. 
This Letter had been delivered to one of Ar- 
che/aus*s Officers, by a Man chat as foon as he 
had done, was vanilhed^ and could not be (een 
after, as having gone his way without being eb- 
(erved by any otie, fo that the two Princes were 
ftill in the 4me Ignorance they were in before. 
They were both very mi^ch netied at it> though 
in a difictent Meafure, according to their (everal 
Di(|^o/itions $ and ifArckehus was more moderate 
than Mltbridates^ yet was he not lefs moved at the 
latyrical Stite of his Rival. The laft Words of 
the Letter where thofe that troubled them mod, 
and they thought that fantaflick Circum(iance of 
their Adventure the mod indigcftible of any, that 
among their Friends that came daily to give them 
thcit Yifits, they were to expeA him that had put 
them into the Condition they were in, and who 
haply might prove him, they thought the moft 

endeared, 
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endeared, and could the kafl fufpcij.. This R'c- 
£e(5^ion made them look on all that came to fee 
them with a certain Diftruft, and taking it foe 
granted, that their Rival was oftbar Number, they 
louwht him amdng them without any Diftiudion, 
and that poflibfy (ometimes where they were the 
/noft unlikely to find him. They fell into Dif- 
courfe with a]l thofe that came to them upon that 
Accident, and oblerved their Countenances whil^ 
they talked, to fee what lufcrences they might 
draw thence, but all proved intS^AuAL For Ar^ 
ebe/auf and Mithridates being ^erfons that foe 
their Rank, their Virtue, arid theRefpefts which 
the Emperor bad for them, were v^ry confidera- 
ble among the Romans^ there y^tit few among thtf 
Families tnat were mofl Illudrious that came not 
CO vitit them) (b that amidft (b great ^ Number^ 
they made fruitlefs Inouifitions for that which in 
a lefe they might poifibJy have diftovered. Av' 
,chelaus hath told me fince, that he was never ac 
fach a lofs jn all his I^ife, and that fearing he 
hjight fee the Face of his Rival in aD thofc thac 
c^m^ li^ar him, his Thoughts were in fuch a DiU 
tra^iou, that for fome Minutfs he could nocnnabe 
any return to their Civilities : And for liitbrid^" 
Us^ he looked on all a^ Enemies, though his R^ 
fentpf fi( was direfted to one (ingle inc^etminate 
Petfoji. : A few Pays r5CQve;ed them of the Hurt 
{i),vf had by fhe Fall, an^ with the Pain, they 
iforgot p^rt of the Affi<^ion they had conceiyoa 
thereat, their Thoughts being now t;(ken up, (as 
were tAofe of all the moft confiderable Perfofis 
'about Rome\ with Preparations for the Solemnity 
which was celebrated every Year on the Day of 
AugMflu^s^^xxCriy on which the People were divcif- 
tifed by all fotts of Excrcifcs and Shews, and at 
^ivhich Tinpie, the more to honour th« Empfiror, 
' ^ the 
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the Romans ovtt-yicd one anorhcc in point of Gal- 
lantry and Magnificence towards the Ladies. 

In the mean time Ptohmyy whofe Inclinations 
for Marcia were not fo violent %s to deprive hiia 
of the Divcrtifoments he wis addidcd tOt among 
other Dcfigns of Plcafurc, wherein he was every 
Day engaged, went one Day with many othec 
Perfous to walk in the fame Garden of Lucul/us*5t 
whereof I have given you fo large an Account al- 
ready. Having llipp'd away from his Company, 
to enjoy mote privately that of young Lentulus^ 
whofe Humour, of all his Friends, he found the 
ipod' confonant to his own, and defirou^ to diC- 
courfc with him about divers Things which they 
communicated one to another, they fought out 
the moft fblitary Walks, as being refblved not to 
•join their Company for fdme Time. As they paf- 
fed through one of the moft remote from Com- 
pany) they perceived, at a good DiAance from 
them, two Women, who (ecmcd to them to be 
of a. very goodly PtcfcBcc, and though they were 
• alone, yet the (hmptuoufnefs of their Habit, which 
they could perceive glittering, eafily argued them 
to be Pcrfons of Quality, who feeking ^litude 
as they ^id^ had left their Attendants iu (omeorbet 
patt of the Garden. Theft Women were coming 
towards them : But as foon as they had eyed them» 
at (uch a Diflance as it was pollibre foi; them to 
know one another, they turned afide into another - 
Wsdk, and continued their Solitude. Thcfe two 
young Men, having a more than ordinary Curios 
fity, and whofe Thoughts were employed in their 
Plcafurcs wherever they were ro be had, wercXud- 
^enly poffeflc^^ with certain Defires to know who . 
thofc two Women might be j and their fhunning 
of them adding to their Inquifitivencfs, they refoW- 
edio foHow them, and, it poffiblc^ to know wAo 

they 
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Chcy were. To thai end they went into the fame 
Walk where they were, and had Coon overtakenT 
them, if the Ladies, having perceived chcmv ha<l 
nor avoided meecing with them, by ruming aiicfe; 
and pading over one of the Bridges, to get into 
fomc of the little IHes that are made fticb by the 
Kivuleis, and wherein there arc id feverat Places 
green Arbours, made of the Boughs of Trees twitt- 
ed together Co thick, that when the San darts down 
his mod perpendicular Rays, they can hardly find a 
Paflage throctgh them. 

Having obfcrved the Way they intended to 
take, and (atisfied oftheDefiga they had toavoiif 
all Company, they bechonght them, that without 
an £tce(s of Indi(cretion, they could not be fb 
croublefbme as to follow them any longer. But 
they on the other fide having refolved, out of a 
Curiodty natural to young People, to have a fight 
of them, and that the Goodlinefs of their Pfcrfcms 
had very much advantied their Defires of it, took 
Notice of the way they took, with a Dcfign to 
meet them by other turDiiigs> which they were 
not anacquainted with, which they yet might 
have done without any Body's perceiving what 
same they were in chafe of. Accordingly, hav- 
ing traoecf them through divers. Trees that lay be- 
tween both, they at Tail fa «v them go into one 
of the little Ifles, and mad^ no qae(lion but they 
would go and refl themfclves in one of the Ar« 
hours. They thought it~^ their bcft courfc to give 
them the time to do fo, and fo having taken a' 
good Walk, they made towards the Ifle by othec 
ways, and pafs'd over another Bridge than that 
by which the Women had gone in. They were 
no fboner got in, but coming behind one of the 
Arbours, on a certain fide at which they could 
aotbcdifcovercd, they heard the voice of a Woman 

fiiiging 
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finging in the Arbour, and making a hale Co 
give her the greater ^fccfncton, they found her ad- 
mirable, noc^only as to che voice; but alfo as co 
chc skiUj whereby it wa^ not a little height ned. 
They at firfl heard her at a didance, out of a 
fear of making any noife co inierrupt her ^ buc 
afterwards perceiving that they had much ado co 
hear the Words, and confident withal, that if the 
ooi(cdid not difcover them, they might go ouire 
to the Arbopr, without any danger ot being (een, 
by reafon of the thicknefs of tbe Branches an<t 
Leaves, which admitted not s^ny paifagjc for the 
Sight, they went as foFcly as po0iply they could, 
and yame tpche Arbour time enough ro hearchefe 
Words, which were the hd that werefung ;

Thcfc words were no fboncr heard by Pfo/^my 
and LentufuSy but they withal perceived, by the 
^oice, that it was Zmilia that- fpoke them, and 
could not be ignorant, having hc^rd her name 
pronounced, that they were addreffid to TuilU. 
They were both equally fiirprized thereat, and 
Lentulus looking on my Brother with Eyes, 
wherein were viiible not only his aftonipimenp* 
but all that he would have faid upon fo uncxpe^^ed 
an adventure, h|d they been in a place whete they 
might have difcourfed without any fear of being 
di(a>Yercd, grafped him by the Arm, as if by thac 
adion, and other geflures, he conjured him from 
makmg any noife, and to hear attentively as well' 
itfHjfefclf, a difcourfe, wherein, if he were noc 
' ns^&en, he thought himfelf very much concern- 
ed/' Ftohmy was willing enough ro comply with 
hisdcfires, fo that continuing in the fame pofture

While Emilia was fpeakipg in this manner^ 
Lentulus had found a way, by turning the Leaves 
aflde, CO make a licde pauage for his Sighc^ and 
as good fortune would have it, he could through 
chat little Place dired it juft upon TuUias Face. 
By this happy means had he the opportunity 
to fee the Face of that Beauty, leaning on the 
Shoulder of Emilia'y bached with attain Tears, 
which iiTuiDg.ouc of her fair £ycs, ran down 
along her Cheeks, and dropped into her Bo(bm. 
With one of her Arms (he embraced Emiiiay in 
the other Hand Ihe held a Handkerchief, where- 
with ihe wiped the Tears which fhe could noc 
lorbear Ihedding. Her Hair was in a loofe and 
negligent PoAure, and all her geflores fpoke a 
certain semifsnefs ^ but all that negligence; all that 
laii^uilhing, did but heighten her ordinary Beanty, 
iulomuch that there Teemed to Lentulus to be 
mpch more luftre and divinity in it than he had 
ever obierved before. 

He further perceived, chat after flie had with 
fome difficulty prevailed with her (elf to comply 
. ^ith the follicitations of Emilia ^ afluming chc 
difcour(e with an adion wherein were cafily 
remarkable all the expreflions of fadneis and coo- 
fufion: ' Why will you oblige me, f aid flit to 

* ber^ to repeat to you what my Eyes, what 

* my Heatt, what my Mouch have already ac- 

* <]uainted you with ? Are you fo much in Love . 

* with my Grief, as to be dclii^iued with the uu- 

* happy demonftiations 1 give you of it ? Or 

* would you have me, out of a rcflediou upon fo 

* many acknowIed};ments as I have made of ray 
f unhappiucfs, weakncfsaad cowardiiie, to dic&r 

* ihame 
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fhame and confufion before you ? If it mnft b^ 
Coy my dearefl Emilia, I am cbticent, and (ince 
you arc^ and' etct fliall be, while I have % 
minute to breathe, the only Pcrfon to whom t 
Ihall difcover my misformne, I am willing my 
moR (ecret imaginations fhoald pafs out of my 
Heart into yours, and wilh you maybe moved 
with pity for the mifery which my inflexible 
deftiuy hath forced me into. I (ay, mydcftiny, 
Emilia, for it is that only that I can jnftly charge 
with all the misfonunes I am fallen into. Do 
not imagine it any cffeft of the ccleftial ven- 
geance upon me (or the rigour I exprcflcd to- 
wards Julius Antonius* Though I have con- 
tributed very much to his abftnce, and am 
charged as the occafion of it^ yet have I noc 
been troubled with the lead remorfe for any de- 
portments of mine towards hrm. Being Cicer$'s 
Daughter, 1 could not upon the firfl addreijes of 
his affe£lTon to me, be obliged to entertain any 
fuch thing from him ; and refleding on the 
Death of Ctcinna; whom, being to be my Hut 
band within three Days, he killed in my fight, 
upon my account} I was certainly difpenfecf 
from whatever the exprelHons of his love might 
require of me in his favour. And yet, the 
Powers of Heaven are my Witnefles, chat I 
never hattd him, tha( I never wilhed him any 
ill Fortune, that I have acknowledged his great 
worth, and that I dp at this Day confefs, notwith- 
ftanding my prefent (entiments, that he is as 

freat as to point of Merit, and as amiable as to 
is PerKbn as Ptoiomy is himfelf. So that there 
i$ no ground to imagine that the Gods fhould 
infiifl alt this as a punillinfent of my Cruehy ; 
but that it proceeds racerly from my dcftiny, 
* which in this emergency at^s againft me, ar ic 
' • ' * bath 
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hach done through all the misfortunes that have 
happened to our Houfe. 
* Bun my dqareft Tuilta (replied Smili^) Cncc 
you would not beflauered iu youjc Padiou, ma]^ 
ic xioc be rcpie&med (o you> chat the fame 
Keafons which you alledged againil (he love and 
merits of Ju/ius Antonius, befoxclic becaoie aa 
im pardonable criminal by the Dcxh o£ Cecinnar 
might with much mote ground be UEged againft 
the affcdion which you have conceived for hit 
Brother -, fincc that, not being obliged to him 
for a^ny tlie lead demojaftratioo of Love, you 
cannot but look on him as the 5k>n of Antboi^^ 
which he is, you know^ no le(s than his hto^ 
ther ? Iam» no queflion, replied TuUiay obliged 
by the {ame Reafons to do the one as the oin^r, 
at kail in fome part> (for yet I might tell you, 
d d I (land upon my juOiitication, ih^iFtolomy 
is not by his Birrh luch a Criminal to us as his 
Brother was, itnce chat h£ is Sou to Queeor 
C/eopatray whocontribured nothing to t^e^ 
Death of Cicero^ and not to Fuhh^ who alone 
engaged Antb9nj in chat dciign, and exerci^rd 
her crnelcy upon the Body «f my Father, even 
after Death, by a many abominable indignities) 
but fuch was my mi$iortune« tlut I could not 
make ufe of them, and I need not tell you, rhae 
in tbo(e of this Nature, the ^(Cftances of ^ea-> 
Ton are not always infaUible. You may fur* 
ther a^gue, ch^ { have hardly feen PHkmy 
above once ^ that he is a Prince younger chat» 
ray fclf; by five or fix Years; and a Perfon 
that neicher does, nor haply will love vit while 
he lives. All the Aufwer I have to make 
to thefc Objedlions, is, That my misfor- 
tunes ate fo much the more to be bemoaned^ 
and thaf the rather, out of a coDfi^^nittoti that 

* 1 have 
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I have not contubnted any thing thereco my 
fclfy and have endured this yiolencc ro tyrannize 
over my Heart, without the leafl compliance of 
my will. Pity me then, if you plcafe £wi- 
///f, and charge me not witft an offence which 
I fee no Reafon 1 fhould take upon me. Tis 
not in the Power of either Virtue, or the Study 
of Philoibphy to make us uncapable of PalHons^. 
but only teach u^ how to druggie with them ; 
and if they have not been able to make good 
the littJe garrifon of my Heart agatn(l the anaulcs 
of that wnicb now difturbs my quiet, they witl ix> 
weaken it, as that it ihall not produce therein 
any cfTe^s that may (lain my repuratioh at the 
prefcnt, or my memory hereafter. I havebeciv 
able to look on the Son of Anthony^ but it feems 
under sA unhappy conftelhicioit, which made mr 
indeed but too (enfible of what 1 thought ami- 
able in his ^r(bn: I have been able ro pre* 
(ervc the remembrance of it too dearly for my 
own ouiet •, I cannot think on him withom ten- 
derneU* I can fpeak of him with delight, I can' 
communicate my fufierings to' you, I can figh^ 
and as you (ee, weep and bewail this (ad er- 
change of my conditioo. But this, Emilit^ it 
all that this deftru^ive pa(&>n can work in my^ 
Soul ', fi> that all all the tempefts it is able to 
raiiie tlfere, fliall not eclip(e thoCe lights of 
Wifdom, which it is not in the power of any 
Bliadne(s to eztinguifh. I can pine away, yec 
conceal from all the World, EmiiU only ex- 
cepted> rh* reafon why I do fo •, and if I mufV 
endure, eren to Death it fcif, I can ea(!ly do it, 
not only rather than open my Lips, but rather 
than become guilty of a wilh that (hould any 
way (lain my Reputation, or caft a blemilh on 
the former part of my Life. 

* Bur^ 
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' But, when all isdonr, replies Emilia^ cofpeak 

* fiooerely, could yoa not wiih that P/^/omjr loved 

* you, or cao you with all your Wifdoni and 

* Philofophy, oppofefucha wilhr To this TfiZ/rVi 
could not for fome^inmes oaakeany pofitive Au* 
fwcr ; but having a littk after fhaken ofF that ^C- 
penfe, and re-aflumi ng the Difcourle with a certain 
Blufh, wherewith Lentuhs could perceive her 
lace all covered j * The defire of being loved, 

Jdid Jhi, by that which one k>ves> is a 
thing Co natural in us, that I durft tiot tell 
you, that I did not wilb my (elf loved by 
FtoUmyi but you are w-ithal to adiire yourfcif, 
that this.wilh is fo innocem> as not to injufcmy 
Virtue: Nay, I nmft add thus Biuch, thac 
though it ihould prdve cSeif^ual, yet WQuId not 
my condition be any thing the mor^ortunatc, 
and that Btohmy himfelf, though he ihould love 
nic, ihould not know while he livcdi char I 
ever had any affcdiou for him. 1 fhould avoid 
him as an enemy, though he were dearer tome 
than my own Life; nay, though it ihould coft 
me this very Life, 1 ihould keep, ca the laft 
gafp, from the knowledge of aJl the Earth » 
thofe (cntiments which have broke forth to tlutc 
of all the Romans. 

' But what is than yourmcaning, replied Emilia^^ 
what cour(e do you ituend to take, in order to 
your own quiet ? To die, anpmergdtbi Daugbftr 
pf Cicero y to die, my dearet^ £m i7/«, if occafion 
require -, and I am very much unknown to yoo^ 
if yoa imagine, that I think my Life Co confi* 
derable, as not to faaifice it to preferve my 
Reputation. But I {hall do what lies in my 
Power to druggie with this enemy that hath 
poAedcd himlelf of my Hearty and if the 
ilreog^h and affiftaoccs of Heaven, which I 

« daily 
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* daily implore, jprovc fuch as that I may nor 

* ^ain the Viftory, you Ihall find, EmiiU, whc- 

* cher I have not learned to die^ rather than be 
^ guilr^ of Faults which might make yoo blulh'for 
' tny uke. I have acquainted you with the fecrec 

* of my Heart, becauCe there hath not been any 

* tranfadioii there which you have not known ; 

* but did I imagine it ihould come to the know- 

* ledge of any other Ferfon in the World befides 

* your (elf, 1 Should think ont hour ' a long time 

* to furvivc the Ihame I Ihould conceive tbcrear, 

* and you (hould beftow on my Death thofe 
' Tean, which companion obliges you to fhcd, 
^ to accompany thole which my unhappinefs 

* forces from me. 

, As fiie made an end of thefe words, (he could 
keep in no longer thofe (howers oi Tears which 
feu down from her Eyes in abundance j which 
yet hindred not, but Lentulus,. who looked on 
her with attention, or rather with tranfporcatioiiy 
thought her fo beautiful in that Condition, and 
was fo much moved at her difcourfes, the grace 
wherewith ihe delivered (hem, and the Fortune 
that obliged her thereto, that pity, which had 
by degrees taken place in his Hearty was of afud* 
den changed into a violent pafGon. For though 
he had Cecn Tui/ia ieveral times before, yet did it 
not raife in him any inclinations for her, other 
than what her merit might raife in all that knew 
her i but now in this little interval, wherein grief 
appeared (o amiable in her countenance, he be- 
came her abfolutely devoted vafTal, and in love 
with her after fuch a manner, that he had not 
the lead ftrength to oppofe it, and was not able 
to hear the Reafon which ihould have difTwadcd 
him from bving a Pcrfon whofe affcftions were_ 
.other wi£e difpoftd of, and one from whom, et- 

thcc 
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thcr upon occafioii of that difcovery, ot out of 
aoy coniideracion of hct own kumour, be was 
in all probability never to especfl any rhiog. In 
a Word» Love here knew no degrees, but as (boa 
4U he could be Caad to love, he mighc .be Giid to 
do ic violently, in(bmucb, that (ynipathixtng with 
her in the aSedion wherein be law her involved » 
he participated thereof To far, that, when he 
turned towards Pulomy^ my Brother perceived 
his Eyes were red and- big with Tears. For his* 
Pair, he had not been at all moved, either ar 
TuUias words, or the diicoveries of hera&dion, 
whether it proceeded from the re(etitment he had 
in heart agaiuft that Lady, or that namrally he 
had a Soul not ovcc-fufccptible of Loive, or that 
all the afie£lion it. was capable of, was already 
devoted to Marcia^ a Prince(s of excellent Beantjr^ 
and one to whom he ow'd abondanoe of Obliga- 
tions. He was already de{irou$ to remove fi-om 
that Place, when Lentulus^ faring they mighc 
\x furprizcd, and perceiving by the di(courfe of 
TulUay that ic would trouble her iniiiMtely if flie 
ihould di(Gover that Pio/omy had heard her, took 
him by the Arm« and canicd him away« They 
went thence as foftly as they had come thichdc^ 
and made fb hak noi(e, that they were not pcr^ 
ceivedor heard. They went out of the kittle Ifle^ 
and walked a good while ere they fpoke one to 
another. PtoUmy knew not what to fay of chac 
adventure, Co much was he (iirprized at the fttaogc- 
ne(s of it ; and Lentu/usy whole Soul was wounded 
by what he had fcen, and whoie Spirits were in 
feme di(brder, by reafon of his newly-conceived 
Paflion, could not think of Vv-ords whereby to 
ezprefs himfelf, and was content only to look om 
ftoUmyt in whom he could not perceive the kaft 
alieraciou upon that acddcnr, aiid knew noc^ 

wberhcc

whether he Ihould, out of confidcrations ofcom- 
<paf!ioti, advife him to love Tuiiia\ or out of 
thofe of his own Love and Intercft, rncertarn bim 
virh the fentimcnts he had for her himfelf. Ac 
laft, having takeo fbme few turns, they were 
juft falling into feme di(courfc, when coming ro 
che end of a Walk, that abutted upon that where* 
in they were, they met full-but with the two 
Ladies, who bad left the Arbour in a manner as 
icon as they had, and without the Jeaft fear that 
they had been over-heard by any one, had re- 
Afluraed their Walk. They were all very much 
furprized at that meeting, and panicularly Tullia^ 
as being the leaft prepared for it, and the mod 
^concerned in it. Her Eyes were ft ill red with 
weeping, which Lentuhs perceiving, and con- 
fcqucnrly the condition (he was in, could not 
Jook on her without a certain trouble and diflur- 
bance. 

They were fb near one another, that it was im- 
poffible to pats by without falutes 5 and Lentulus^ 
-fi^bmitting to the Afcendiant which now began to 
govern htm, couW not follow Piohmy^ who after 
a Salute full of Refpeft turned afide. Emilia^ who 
took Notice of his Carriage, not confuhing atihis 
time fo much Decorum, as minding the Friend- 
fliip (he had for Tullta^ called him, and having 
obliged him rotucn badk: 'What now, ftolomy^ 

• faidjheto bim^ do you (bun the Ladies ? No, 

• Madam, reply d be^ but it is not fit that the Son 
' of Antbony ihould come near the Daughter of 

• Cicero. Enmities, rtplyd Emiliu^ fhould not 

• be eternal; and I Ihall not be Friends withTjy/- 
Ita^ if (he make no Diftin<f^ ion ^i ween the 

• Childten Q^Cle$patray and thofe ofFuMa, who 

• alone-wrought all the Unhappitiefs of their Houfc. 

• Both the one and rhc-othcr arcequaHy guilty by 
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* thcic Birth, replUs Ptohmy ; nay though they 
« were iimocenc enough to delcrve chac TuiHa 

* Biould wiih them no hurt, they cannot be fo far 

* fuch as to hope fot any of hct Converfkiipn. 
This fierce young Man, not guilty of that Tcn- 

dernefs he was in Civility obliged to, would needs 
out of an aiFe(5led Malice, repeat the fame Words 
to Tulliay which (he had fonietinies faid to his 
Brother, as he had heard it related ^ fb that after 
this k(l Complement, he went away, and would 
have no further Difcour(e with EmUU. In the 
mean Time TuIIU had not fpoken at all, though 
Lentulus had not come to her, but had faftened 
her Eyes on the ground, as being in (bme doubc 
whether (he (hould approve the Proceeding of £iiii- 
lia, whofe Intention feemcd good to her, but her 
Adlion indifcreet enough. So that her Courage, 
and the AfTedion fhe had for my Brother, railed 
no fmall Didra^lion within her j but when /he 
beard thofe lad Words, and faw him go away 
with {9 much DifHain, her Face was of a fuddca 
deprived of all Colour and Grief, and Vexation 
prcfled upon her Heart in fuch a Maonv, that af- 
ter (he had with (bme Precipitation (aid to £mi- 
liay that (he was not well, and was not able t» 
ftand, (he fell into a Swoon in her Arms. Len^ 
tuiuSf whofe Eye was but too much upon her, 
ran to her j and thbugh her Misfortune touched 
bim to the very Heart, yet was it fomc Joy to 
Lim CO have her in his Arms, while Emilia fat 
down on the Grafs, and with the A(Cftance of 
Lentulus, laid TuUit^ by her, and took her Head 
upon her Lap. FtQlomjy who had i^t had the 
Time to go far thence, turned .about at the Cry 
which Emilia gave, and feeing, though confu(ed* . 
ly, what thev wete doing, he fufpeoed what the 
Bu(ine(s roignt be, though, it ispodible he might 

not 
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Boc chink himiclf abfolately tbe Caa(e of that Ac- 
dcjcnt. HewiCYer, though he was not {kbjc^ to 
much Love, yet would he not be wanting in 
Point of Civility, and con(cquently as to that AC' 
fiftance which he thought due to her Sex i Co that 
when being come near, he faw her in a Swoon, 
Emilia looiening her Garments, and Ltntulus ia 
fuch Amazement, that he knew net what tcT do ( 
he ran to the next Rivulet, and, having taken up 
fome Water in both his Hands, he brought it and 
caft it on Tuliias Face. Whereupon ilie imme- 
diately opened her £yes, and that, Time enough 
to fee the Adion of Pto/omy^ and to perceive that 
it was from him that (he received that Adiftance. 
I know not whether the Joy or the Confusion ihe 
<onccived thereat were the greater i but being wel 
furnilhed, both as to Courage and Refervednefs, 
ihe betrayed not her Thoughts of it, and giving 
ny Brother a Look, fuitable to the different PaU 
^ons ihe was then engaged with : < I receive this 

* Kindnefs from you, fai§l jht t9 bim^ in Fcquit- 

* ai for what I did your Brother in the like Con- 

* dition i bur it is enough for an Enemy, and yon 
^ arc too too render of the Couocrnmcnrs of y cue 

* Houfc to do me any more. 

With thefe Words Ihc turned gently cowards 
Emi/ia, and fpokc to her foriy, to entreat them 
Co depart ; to which end Emiiia making (igns^to 
them, they went their ways, but, after Icvcral 
manners,- Ptoiomy with fuch indifference, as if 
be had not been any way concerned in the Ad- 
venture, and Lentutus fo moved, and fo diftraft- 
cd in his Thoughts, that he hardly knew what 
be did. Being come (bme paces thence, they 
met with the Wonicn that belonged to Emilis 
and Tu/iia, whom their Miftrcdcs had left be- 
hind, ihac ihey might walk alone, and having 
. Vot. YI. M ac- 
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acquainted them with the accident that had hap- 
pened, they obliged them to go to their MiC- 
credes. 

When they were gotten a good Diftancc from 
that Place^ Piolomy^ who walked after his ordt- 
sary pofture of Freedom and Chearfulnefsy ob- 
ferving the didutbance Lentulus was in^ as well 
by his filence as by the feveral ezpiedions there- 
of that were vifibfe in his Countenance ; Ms it 

* pofliblc, faid be $o himy that you are fo much 
' troubled at this Adventure as you feem to be ? 

* But is it poflible, replies Lentulus, that you caift 
' be fo little, as youc Face and Adions difcover 

* you to be ? I allure yoa for my part, fays 
' Ptohmyy that I am not troubled a pt at ic, 

* and that I look on this Adventure as H it had 

* happened to any other Body. How, continued 
^ Lentulus y liath neither what you heard from 
« the Mouth of Tullia^ of the Love Ihe hath for 

* you, nox yet what you have (een of the Efiedls 

* of your difdain on her Spirit, raifed no ttoa- 

* ble or alteration in yoa ? Not a jot, replies 
^ Ptolomy, And befides the averfion I had foe 
' that Lady, I am not much taken with what is 

* bellowed on me upon fuch Occaftons, if it hath 

* not £o(l me fomething before, fb chat I ihall 

< not make any advantage of this Advenmre ^ 

< and ail that 1 ihall do for Tullia^ that fpeaks 
« an/ thing of Obligation is, that I IKall not 
^ divulge it) and that I do, I do upon the ac- 

* count of Difcretion and her Sex. So chat it 

* fcems, fays Lentulus^ you do not love her, 

* nor feel any inclination to do it ? I do not love 

* her now, anfwers Ptolomy\ but 1 proteft to 

* you, I never Ihall love her. If it be to, replies 
*■ Lentulusy I am fomewhat kfs unhappy than I 
I thought n\yik\^i that I am fallen into a Pa^on 

.. * which 
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^ which I fliould have wredled with while I liy- 

* edy had it been any way prejndiciai to our 

* Friendfliip. And fince you are the deareft of 
^* my Friends, I fhall make no difficalty to tell 

* you, chat being come with you into this Gar- 

* den, as free as your (elf from any. love I had 
' for Tullia, I am now fallen infinitely in Love 
^ with her, to (b high a Degree, that it is im- 
' poffible your Brother could be more. 

The(e words made Ptolomy look on Lentulut 
(bmewhat amazedly, as if he could hardly ima- 
gine bis Difcourfe to be (erious : * How, faid 

* be^ is it po(Gble, Ltntulus^ that in fo Ihorc a 

* time, and by fo ftrange an accident, you ihould 

* U}\ in Love with Tuliia ? So deeply, refliis 

* LentuiuSy that all the words 1 can uie are noc 

* able to ezpreis it : And 1 thought Tuliia (b 
^ beautiful in her grief, and (b amiable in het 

* iinging and difcourfe, that my Soul is bedow* 

* ed on her without ever confulting my will ; 

* 1 fay beftowed, and that in fuch a manner, 

* that 1 am not in the lead hope ever to retrieve 

* it out of her Ppwcr. I know I put myfelf to 

* Grange extremities ; and that, attempting to 

* fetye a Lady, prevented by a (Irong Paflion foe 
^ you, and one that hath ftudied Conftancy and 
^ Refolution, fuch as TuUia is, I embark for 

* a Voyage wherein I am fure to meet with ma- 

* uy ftorms : But when all is done, it is the 
*■ pleafttre of tny deftiny it fhould be fo, and ic 

* is not in my power to oppofe it. 

Lentulus went on wi^h abundance of Difcoiltfe 
to the fame effedl, which the length of this^ rela- 
tion obliges me to forbear repeating to you, though 
it put Ftoiomy into fuch an adoniihmenc at the 
fantaftick adveimwe, that he could hardly imagine 
ic CO be real. He entreated him, fince he was 

M X BOC 
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not icfolvcd to afted that Lady, ocrec to (peak 
ill of her, nor kt tlic World know what he did 
conceming her pafTioiiy which haply the acoounc 
and acknowledgment he made thereof^ mighc in 
time oblige her to forget. My Biotbcr promi- 
&d never to fpeadc: of it whik he lived to any 
any one but to me, from whence he was not able 
to conceal any Thing, and engaged for me that 
I fhould not fufiec that (ecret to take any farther 
air. Accordingly, he fiaikd not to come that ve- 
ry Night, CO give mc an Account of all that hap- 
pened to him, coniuring oic to (ecrcfy, and I 
'could not but be amazed as well at his relation 
of the Love of Tuliia^ as that of- LentuiuSy wfaofe 
misfortune 1 much bemoaned, because he was a 
Peifon of a mod iiludrious birdi,and very rccom- 
mcndable among <hc Romaw for his many excel- 
lent endowments. I had aKb feme companion 
for Tu/iia, though I had no realbn to love her, 
and I blamed Ptoiomy for the ittfkxibility of his 
Heacc ^ but having great refpeds for Marcta^ and 
looking on chat Alliance as moft advantageous for 
my Brother and all our Hoa(ie> I was very glad 
not to fee him engaged in any other Af&dions 
that might have diverted him from her. He on 
the other fide vifited her oftner than he had done 
before, continuing and adding to the dcmooflra- 
tion of his Affe^ions i btit with this Remark, 
that he did all Things with gccater iodifirence 
aad freedom of Spirit than Ihe could hare ded- 
red, and in fuch a manner^ that his Loire hin- 
dred him not from minding his ordinary diver- 
tifemencs, or difcovering the averfion he had f^ 
Marriage. Honever, he piovided ag^ft the 
day of Auguflus\ Birth, to do for her what all 
other young Remans did lor the Ladies they («r- 
vcd 3 and would come into the exercifes> wick the 
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Livery, and all other demondraiions of the en- 
gag emem he lay un6ct to fervc her. Lentutus 
did the like for TuUiay bot he underftood that 
ihc was not well, and was not likely to be pre- 
(emar the Solemnity. You may fomc other time 
bavc an Account of what hath pad in the Loves 
of Lent vius and Tul/ra, poffibly not unworthy 
your attention 5 bot be(ides that there is not much 
come CO my knowledge, t^jcy are not the fubjedl: 
of my prefcnt Difcourfe, and my relation is Co 
long withonc it, that 1 doubt not but you will 
cxcufe mc, if I Cty not any thine thereof. 

At kiig h, the Day dcftined lor the Celebra- 
tion of the Solemnity, and the honour of jiw 
gnflu7% Birth, being come, the whole Court, all 
the Nobihty, and the People ran to the Sights. 
I ihaU fay nothing to you of che Duels fought 
by the. G/adiators J and the fighting of favage 
Beafh, which were the ditcrrifcments of rhe 
People for the Mornirjg. The reft of the Day was 
fpent in things of greater Magnifiance, fuch a». 
wherein the Roman Nobility dilcovered rheir 
greateft pomp and gallantry ; and yet I Ihall give 
you but a fhort deUription of it, and that out of 
a neceflity that lies upon me to make mention 
.thereof in ray Relation. There was no place 
wiehia Rome able to contain the vail number of 
People that were to be prefent at the Ihcws, and 
chat of the Perfons that were to celebrate them* 
The Emperor therefore had, without the Gates 
of the City, in a fair Plain upon the Tihr fidct 
cauled a vaft tra£l of Ground to be rail'd in, hav- 
ing left two (ides free for the People, which were 
bordered with an Amphitheatre ot fcveral Steps, oa 
which an infinite number of People might be dif- 
po(ed. He had caufed to be railed over againil 
the cmrancc certain Scafiolds cottrcd over with 

M 3 rich 
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rich Tapcftry, for the Ladies, the Senate, and 
fuch other Perfons as were dcftined for tho(e 
Places. On the fourth (ide were difpo&d part of the 
Emperof's Guard, whole employment it was to 
open the Rails at the entrance of the Cfaarioes, 
the Horfes and People that were to come in, and 
all that fide was wholly taken up by fuch as were 
requidce (or that Office, to avoid all Confnfion 
and Difturbancc. The place was fpacious enough 
for the longeft Races A* either Horfes or Chariots, 
and of fuch an extent, as it was faid, that it was 
fufficient for the Encamping of an Army. 

The firfl (ight was to be that of the Chariots, 
which was followed by Horte- races, and aftet 
that was a Combat on Horfc back> between two 
Parties with edglefs Weapons, which the Romans 
call Trojfy and they fay was invented by .^^ly/ir^, 
the Son of j£neasy at his arrival into Itafy, AH 
the Chariots paded one afrer another, took divers 
turns about the Place along the Rails, and after 
they had been feen by the Emperor, the Ladies, 
and the People, when the iagnal of the Races was 
given^ they were all difpofed according to the 
Order they had obferved in coming in, at that 
End of the Place which was oppofite to our Sca^ 
fold, in expe&ation of the lail Signal' at which 
they Were to fet forward. They had ail four 
Horfes a-brea(l, open before, with one only 
|>]ace behind for theMader of xhe Chariot, where- 
in he fat armed all over, having on, a Head- 
piece, the Yizoc down, with a Buckler on his 
left Arm, and two Javelins in his right Hand) 
and the Chariots, the Slaves that followed them, 
the Cloaths that covered the Horfes, and all the 
Equipage, wore the Livery of the Ladies, as far as 
they were known. Upon thefe occafions was k 
particularly, that the young Romsns outvy'd one 

another. 
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another, to difcover their inclinations, at leaft 
tboCe who had 00 de%n to keep chem (ecrec ; and 
to that end was there a greater diftance between 
the Chariots as they pafled by, that People might 
the better oUerve the attendance of every Charioc 
in particular, and that without any Confuiion. 

The firft that appeared was that of Marctllus^ 
all glittering with Gold and magnificent Work- 
manlhip % his Attendance was noble, and full of 
Pomp, and about his Perfbn, and in all his 
Equipage, he wore the Livery oi Julia, That of 
Ti^friiij came next, not inferior in point of Mag- 
nificence to that of Marccllusy with my Charaders 
and Colours. That of Damitius followed him» 
with tho(e demouftrations which argued the af- 
fe<flion he had for Agrippina. After that came 
jinbeiaus with the Colours of Antonia. Next 
came young Ptoiomy, very neat and gallant in his ' 
Equipage, wearing the Colours of Marcia, Prince 
Po/emon followed him with thofe of Marcel/a ^ 
and UltbridatiSy who came after him, made no 
<lifiiculty to have alCb thoCe of Antonia, The 
Dcxt\ras Crafusy with a Livery which nonecoulil 
guefs whom it was for, and whence it was to be 
inferred, that his intention was not to have ic 
known. Then came Lentulus with that of Tu/Ita , 
and then Alb'musy JSmUisnuSy Cinntty CepiOy 
and a many others of the ^moft lUuflrious Rb' 
MMnsy to the numbec of^ Fifty, it being the Em- 
peror's pleafnre there fhould be 00 more, to avoid 
efac confufion that might have enfued. ThoBgk 
Agrippa was not of an Age that made him incapa- 
bk of thcfe exercifes, yet would not the Emperor 
have him engaged therein, but took him and Mec£' 
nas for Company *s &ke, to judge of the Races, and 
to order the difttibution of the Prizes. And 
though all the MaCters of Chariots had the Yizots 
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of thfir Head-pieces down, and wcreia fuch a 
podurc, as if they hstd been ready ee figHt, yet 
were they known as chcv paHed by, as well by 
the Per(bns that were of their attendance, as by 
dtvcrs other marks -, Co that it was in us to judge 
of the magnificence and gracefkl carriage of 
them, which we did, and gave our opinions 
thereof very frcdy. 

This great number of Chariots, (which cer- 
tainly was the nobleft fight in the World) bad 
gone round about the Place, and it was thought 
there would not come any more, when the Lids 
bciiig opened again, tic place echoed with the 
Boife of twelve Trumpets which appeared at the 
tntrance, and began to march a good didance- 
after the laft of the Chariofs that had pafled be- 
fore. They were mounted on twelve exccllcm 
Horfcs, and their long Coats.- were of a Sky- 
coloored Scuff, which was the Colour of ^^jy/affz/r, 
all coveted over with enflamed Hearts, and the 
chara^ers of Antonia, in embroidery ~ of Gold ^ 
but the nobleft and n^oft futtiptuou^ embroidery 
that ever had been fccn at R0mf, The Flags 
which hung at their Trumpets were fuU o.* the 
feme charatiers. After the Trumpets, came one 
afrer another twenty Horfes, led every one by rwa 
Slaves, who held them in on both fides by two 
Scarfs of the colour and embroidery afore- men- 
tioned. Tht Horfes were of the bcft kind of 
Gennets, and the proudeft in their Paces that ever 
were fecn j they had in their Heads, which they 
lifted up with a cenain Pride, great pennaches. 
of the aforefaid Colour, and rheir Mains and 
Tails ty*d up with Ribands of Gold and Sky^ 
colour. The bits of their Bridles were enamell'd 
with Gold, and embelliihtd with precious Stones, 
aad rhey wcse covered with Sky-coloured Cloaths

hanging down to the Ground, and earichc3 with 
the lame embroidery of Gold, and the fame cha- 
radcrs mi jintonia. The Cloachs of the Slaves 
were of the (ame Stuff*, and had the (ame trim- 
ming. After thcfc came fifty others doathed af- 
rcr che fame manner, withoCit any difference, and 
went on both (ides the Chariot which immedi- 
ately followed the twenty Horfrs. 

The Chariot had in itfeur Horfes white as the 
very Snow, done with Rij^ands, and HarnefTed 
as the former. It (eemed to be all of Gold, mixc 
with Sky-colour at certain didances, with double 
A A's, burning Hearts, Dans, Chains, and othet 
emblems of Love and Servitude. The two tides 
had the form of two Lions, that (eemcd to have 
fubmitted to the Yoke, upheld the feat, and fcrved 
for a leaning Place on both fides. And behind 
there was a Cufid made of the height of a Man, 
whereof the Figure was fomewhat greater than 
ordinary, which rcftingonlyon one Footbehind* 
ftrcichcdhimfclf out as it were to fly, and, bav- 
ii^ the Wings fpread, covered therewith the 
Perfbn that was in the Seat, and (eemed to have 
been put there purpolely againft the injuries of 
che Weather, and as it were a covering for the 
Chariot. The fculpture of that Cufid was ad- 
mirable, his Face as handfome as the beft Engra* 
ters could have made it, and his Wings glittering 
with Gold and ptecious Scones, which £ined in 
ieveral Places. In one hand he carried a Hearc 
upon the top of one of his Arrows, and in the 
other a little Flag of sky-coloured Silk, wherein 
between Two Chains, and other Marks of 
Slavery, might be (een thefe Ver(es written ia 
Leuccs of Gold: 
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^ ^ — _ ^ 

J like a Captive /^/«e and figh \ 
Xet place a glory in my njooes : 
Td rather oton this Slavery , 
2 ban of the Univerfe dtfpofe. 

All cbe refl; of the Chariot was open, (b that ic 
was eafy to (ce how the Perfon was accommo- 
dated that was within it. He had on a Cuirafs 
and a Head-piece of Gold, enameird with a Sky- 
colour, and enriched, in feveral Places, with 
Stones of a great Value. The Head-piece was 
covered over with a many Plumes of blue Fea- 
thers, which both backwards, and on both (Ides 
hung down to bis Shoulders. But in the enamel, 
as well of the Head-piece as the Cuirafs, might 
be obfcrved every where the Charaders of An* 
ionia 5 and the Sleeves and the lower Part of his 
under-garment, which came down fomewhac 
below his Knee, being interwoven with gold and 
blue Silk, were full of the fame Charaders, with 
an excellent embroidery of Gold, and his Buskins 
interlaced with Gold and Blue, adorned with 
rich Buckles and precious Stones. Nor was there 
any want of them, about the Sword he had by 
his Side. He had in his right Hand two Javelins^ 
with the Points gilt with Gold, and in the \zfi^ 
a Buckler of the fame Metal, u ich the edges en- 
ameird fuitable to the red of his Arms, and en- 
riched in the middle with the Pidlure of the faic 
jintoniay done fo like her, that it was immedi- 
^itely concluded to be the work of the moft excel- 
lent Painters of Italy * 

I thought ii not amifs to give you this fhort 
defcripzion of him, for that indeed we fpentmore 
rime in looking upon him, than we had done on 
^Hi d& that was to be fecn \ though it muft needs 

be 
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be acknowledged there was no want of ftare or 
magnificence any where. But in regard that all 
the red were known, and chac there was no means 
to difcover this lad, either by the PerCbns of his 
Attendance, or by any other Mark, he drew af* 
rer him, not only the aflonilhment and acclama- 
tions of the People, but alfo the curiofity of all 
others. And yet chough it was impoflible to 
know either his Face or Name, yet trom (bme 
other circumftances, that were publick and re* 
markable enough, it was generally concluded that 
it could be no other than tne unknown Servant of 
Antonia, who (bme days before had beflowed on 
her the magnificent Galley, who had overthrowa 
Arcbelaus and Mithridates^ and of whom, undec 
the name of the Unknovm Lover y, there were fuch 
ilrange reports fpread up and down Rome and 
elfe where. It immediately ran from Mouth tp 
Mouth among the Spedacors, and all the diC- 
courfe was concerning Antonias Servanr, into* 
much that Arcbelaus and Mitbridates perceiving 
it) conceived not a little trouble and envy thereat^ 
and could not for a cenain time recover themfelves 
out of that diflurbance of thoughts which thac 
fight had cau(ed in them. 

Antonia and my fclf were not far from the 
Emperor, fo that overhearing all tlfb difcourfe 
which fell not only from Cafar^ but all thofe thac 
were about him, upon occafion of this accident, 
there fpread fuch a rednefs over Antonia s Face, 
as could not be gotten off for almoft all that Day. 
And though I was not thereupon thrifty of mf 
diCcoatCe to her, and earneftly entreated her to 
communicate her thoughts to me upon that emer- 
gency, yet was it a long time ere ihe would fo 
much as open her Mouth to make me any An- 
fwcr. • Sifter, fai4 I to ber^ was it not lhrewd^y 
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* gueiied of me fome days (ince, that yout uii- 
' known Serrant was a Petfon admirable as t<v 

* point of invention and magnificence, and do 

* you not find that in whatever he undertakes^ 

* he ecJipfes all that is done by others ? In troth» 
' I cannot forbear fpeaking for him, and to (ell 

* you, that I have conceived an extraordinary 
.* good opinion of him/ Antonia was in fome 

uncertainty, whether ihe Aould difcover her' 
difpjeafurc at the adventure, or make her diyer- 
iion of ir as others did : But what thoughts (ty 
ever her difturbance might infpire her with, yee 
Could fhe not but entertain in her Soul a certaio 
py at the advantages of a Pcrfort that loved hct^-- 
though he did it contrary to her intentions, and 
the reputation he acquired, whether {he would oe 
AO, for his gallantry and magnificence. 

But no{ long after, ihehad much more reafbnr 
for in fine, Sifter^ (not to tire you with a rela- 
tion of all that pailed that Day, which it wcse 
impoffiblc to relate to you fully) 1 Ihall think it 
enough to tell you, that this unknown Perfoif 
having provided all things for that Day, with aS 
(he care and prudence imaginable, and furnilhed 
him (elf with the beft and fleeted Horfes that 
•ould be h^d, carried away all the prizes, as weM 
for the Horic-races as the Chariots, leaving be- 
hind him at a didaiice all that ran \yithhim, and 
in that Combat on Hotfe-back called Troy^ he 
behaved himfelf with fomuch addscfs and vigour, 
and did all things with fuch an admirable grace, 
that he alone drew after him the general acclama- 
tions of the Spedators. In fine, he was by the 
Emperor him(elf declared Conqueror, how par- 
tial focver he might be for Marcelhsy and re- 
ceived the Prixes, which be came and laid at the 
icct of AtiHnia^ bending the Knee; and bowing 
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to her with a fubniiflion thai fpoke him her Slave. 
Antpnia bluihiug forlhaitie and vexation, chough 
hapiy fhe was noc much dtfTactsficd at the adven- 
ture, did by the commandraent of Ofiavia^ re- 
ceive them, and immediatefy afcer, the Unknowit 
Lover mounting one of the bcft of his Horfes, rid 
him before us with fuch a grace, and Teemed to 
«s to be of fuch a not^e prefencc, and fo well to 
become the bow of the Saddle, that we could not 
^Drbear admiring htm. A while after, be went 
in among the refl, and, taking his time, and 
making his advantage of the dilbrdcr and con- 
fufion they were in, he went out of the Lifts, and 
got away with as much fpeed as could be. His 
Chariot and Equipage were gone along before, for 
he had given orcfer, chat as foon as the Chariot- 
races wete over, aN ihouM withdraw, while the 
People were taken up with the ofher excrcifes, 
wherein he was to make ofe of no more than ther 
Horfe he rode on. 

By this precaution had he taken a Courfc, that 
thofe who were not concerned in his Affiiirs, 
fliould noc {o\\o\f the Perfons that were of hiV 
attendance, in order to difco^er him, as it might 
have been the defign of divers. But as he retired 
himfelf, how circumfpedl foever he might be, he 
could not efcape the Eyes of the jealous Mitbri' 
dates ^ who fully fatisfied it could be no other than 
the fame Rival that had caft him to the ground, 
took a Rcfolution to follow him to the World's 
end, and never to kave him till he had difcover- 
cd who he was, or that the other had made him 
Satisfaction for the injury he had received from 
him. He went out of the Lifts fbon after him, 
and perceiving he made all the fpeed he could 
away, he followed him at a diftaiKC towards cer- 
tain Houfcs, whither he faw he intended, and 

are 
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are diftant from the City about fifty or (izcy 
Stadia. Arcbe/aus, perceiving that Mitbridaies 
was gone, prefently imagined the occafioii of his 
departure, and it being no lefs his concernment 
than the other's to be acquainted with his Rival, 
would needs follow him, and took his Courfe 
that way which he was told he had uken. 

In the mean time hditbridates was gotten far 
enough before, and having observed that his un- 
known Rival turned towards a little Wood on 
the Mi Hand, he made after him with all the 
(peed he could, and reached it in a manner as 
foon as the other. It was with no fmall di£icul- 
ty that he overtook him, nor indeed had he done 
k, had his Rival fufpeded any thing of his de- 
fign \ but ere he perceived any fuch thing, he 
was gotten fo near him, that all he could do was 
to pull down ^e vizor of his bead piece, which 
he had raifed up to take a lirrle more air, and he 
did ic time enough to prevent Mitbridaies from 
knowing him. Having (b done, he would have 
kept on his way, but Mitbridates made a Ihift to 
get before him through the Trees, and oppofing 
Eis paflaee \ * Hope not {faid be to bim) to gee 

* away this time again, till 1 have known thee^ 

* and poinbly till thou had made me Saisfai^i- 
^ on for the many injuries thou haft doue me. * 
The unknown Lover, troubled at this rencounter ^ 
was in fufpenfe for fome Minutes what Anfwer 
to make him \ but at lad, perceiving what extre- 
mity he was reduced to, and thinking that, be^ 
.fides the Care he Ihould take to dii guile his voice, 
the Head-piece would contribute fo much thereto, 
as to make him undifcerniblc by the other } * A//- 

* tbridates (faid he to bim ) thou haft \mh rca- ' 

* (on to be fo obftinAtc in purfuing a Man that 
< is not thy Enemyy but may become fuch through 
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* chy impormnace perfecucion of him. If thoa 
' arc my Friend (rep/Us Mitbridates) thou ihouMft 
^ HOC conceaJ chy (x\( from me, and if thou arc 

* not, I hctle fear thy difpleafure, after the diC* 
^ graces I am fallen into by thy means. 

As he Uttered chefc Words, he oppolcd his Pa(^ 
fage more than before, and held up againfl: hint 
iht Point of a Javelin he had in his Hand. The 
unknown Lover would have avoided fighting, 
without difcovering himfclf, but perceiving it im* 
polGbk to do it : ' Thou wilt haply have Occa« 

* iloa to remember (faid kc to him ) what Vio^ 

* lence thou doCl force me to ; and i( thou receive 

* any Inconvenience thereby, thou had no Body 

* to blame but thyfclf.* With thcfe Words they 
charged oneonother at the fame Time, and hav- 
ing broken their Javelins on their Bucklers, upon 
which they received them, they drew (heir Swords, 
and many Blows were dcak on both fides. But 
my lircle Experience in Matter of Combats, per* 
mics me not to give you all the Particulars, and 
therefore (hall only cell yon, that the unknown 
Lover finding in one pafs, Iditbridates's Hor(c 
in fomewhat an unsettled Pofture, ran his own 
a-bread upon him, aikl fo overturned both him 
and his Mafter to die ground. 

The unknown Lover thought himfelf freed by 
the ^^\\ oi MtthridateSy and would accordingly 
have kept on his way, when there coming before 
him ArcbeUus*. ' Stay, cry'd be tobimy having 

* feeu Mitbridates fall, (hou had done but half 
*• chy work, unlefs thou conceive me lefs concern- 
' ed to know thee than Mitbridates* The (ccond 
Stoppage put che unknown Lover ouc of all Pa- 
tience, though he very much edcemed ihe Peribu 
of Archelausy and feeing divers others coming 
from the City, he conceived he had but little Time 

to 
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lo lofc, and accordingly without any further Con- 
fultation, lie fell upon Arcbelaus, who anfwered 
liim with Blows as to weight, not much itiferiot 
to thole he dealt himfelf. They fought for a good 
while on equal Terms ^ but at lad, the unknown 
Lover perceiving the Perlbus he had (een before, 
coming nearer and nearer, run to Arcbelaus^ and 
laying hold of him, he put on kis Hor(e, which 
was one of the befl in the World, to force Mm 
out of the S^M\c^ and lb free faimfelf by his Fall, 
as lie had done before hyth^xo^Mlthri dates. And 
certainly he put fo much (Irength to ic, that he 
did what he defired in fome Pare, and drew Ar* 
tbehus out of the Saddle upon the crupper, whence 
he flipped down tothcGroun<U' But ArchelauSy 
having, as he fell, gotten hold of the other by 
the Head- piece, held him wiih fuch Force, that 
he broke the Chin-pieces of it, and taking ii with 
him, his Enemy *s Head was naked and difarmcd* 
Upon which MarceUus^ Ptvhmy, Crajfusy and 
divers others being come into the Place, ran to the 
two Combatants, and in the fight of all thofe Per* 
Tons, as al(b of Arcbeiaus and Mitbridates^ who 
were gotten up, the Face of the unknown Lovet 
was feen, and known to be Drufns^ Svn oiLivia^ 
and Brother to Tiberius, 

The Aftonifliment of the two Princes that had 
been worded by him, of Marcei/ttSy ?t9lomy and 
the reft, was not ordinary, when they found Di'u* 
fits to be the unknown Lover of Antonia^ who 
had (erved her, without difcovering himfelf, with 
fo much Gallantry and Good-liking: And i^Af* 
•beUus and Mitbridatts were troubled that t\kty 
had met wrh fb powerful a Rival, they were in 
fome Meafure comforted as to their Difgrace, be- 
caufc it happened by the Hands of a Prince, whole 
Vakmt was known to all the World. 

Drufut 
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Drufus \»ras in a Ihrlc Troabic and Diforderto 
fee himfclf dilcovered, asrliinking he had not come 
fo that Point tbar he flioald have done ere he had 
been known j but perceiving: the Mistbrtaiic to be 
incapable of any Kcmedy, he gcncroufly rcfolved 
o endure it, jand turning towards Prince MoT' 
Cfllus and Ptolomy, who f^oodnear him: * Moft 
ilhiftriou? Ptinccs, fa\d be to. them, I crave 
your pardon for the Surprixe and Straragems I 
nave ufed towards the Princcfs your Sifter, atid 
the Offence I have committed againft you by 
(crving her without your Knowledge. Had I 
thought myfclf worthy that Glory, 1 ihould not 
have had any Recourfe to arrifice 5 but how mca« 
foever I may be as ro point of Merit, I cannot 
but hope from the GoodneTs of Prince Marcel- 
lusy for whofe fake I chearfully quitted all the 
Pretentious I iiad for Julia y that he will grant 
me, out of an Excefs of Favour, that which I 
darft nor prcfiime ro defire of him, before I had 
in feme (ortobHged him to love me, by the Ser- 
vices it was in my Thoughts to do him. And 
from Prince Ptohmy^ a Perfon 1 have ever in* 
finitely efteemed, I do exped he ihould not op- 
pofe me in the Dcfign I have, abfolurely to u- 
crificc my whole Li& to the Service of the Prin- 
ccfs his Sifter. 
To this EfFc^ was the Difcourfe of DrufuSy 
vhieh when he had done, he exp»e£ted the Anfwei: 
of the two Princes with that Confidence, wbicl^ 
he might well derive from the Friend Ihip they 
had cxprcflcd towards hira for fome Time before.. 
*Tis true, Drufus was a Prince of fo great Merit* 
that he was infinitely efteemed by all chat were 
of his Acquaintance ; and from the Time that 
Mareellus was reconciled with him after the Duel 
chey had fotigbt for Juliay having difcovered his 
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cxccUcnt Endowments, as well in hi* Converfari- 
on, as the Earneflnefs he ob(crved in Drufus to 
purchase his Ai&dion, he had conceived moreRe- 
(ped and Friendlliip towards him than any ochec 
among the Romans, and preferred no Man before 
him in his IncKnarions, but only Coriolmnus, Oa 
the other fide, Drufus's Fortunes were Co confide- 
rable by Reafonof the Authority of Livia, and the 
Intereft his own Worth had juftly gained him 
If ith CefaYy that neither Marallus,. nor Pfohmy^ 
nor any of the other Friends of Antontm could 
wiih her a March that were more advantageous. 
They accordingly (ludied not long for the Anfwes 
they were to make him, and Marcellus fpeaking 
for both, out of a Confidence that what he faicl 
fliould be confirmed : ' Prince, faid be to Dru- 
fus, Ve have fbme Rea(bu to be difpleafed with 
you -y but it i% only for the little Reliance you 
have haH in our Friendlliip, and the Efleem we 
have for you. But that you ihall hear more oi 
another Time; and therefote in the Interim^ 
fincc you have thought Antonia worthy youc 
Aife^ions, I ihall tell you that I think her hap- 
py, and very much honoured in the Inclinari<^ 
ons you have for her-, that I queftion not but 
that CafdVy Ofiavta, Alexander j (whercvcc 
he may be) and Ptolomy are of the (amc Mind, 
and that, for my part, iC in the Dcfign yoa have 
upon her, you need the Afllftances of a Brother 
that hath fome Power with her, 1 proffer you 
all you can de£re or ezped from me, as being 
one that endeavours nothing To much as the Ac- 
qui^tion of your Friendlliip, and next to thac» 
the Concmuauce of it while he lives . 
What Ptolomy faid to Drfsfusy was to the fame 
Effcdl, whereat this Prince was fo much fatisfied> 
(bat he could not exprefs his Joy without a cer- 
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tainCoiifufion. Afrer he had di Covered his Rr- 
ientmcnts thereof to both, as much as he pofTu 
bly could, he comes to Arcbelaus and Mitbrida'- 
ies, and made his Excufcs to them, as to what was 
pafl, in the mo{V obliging Manner that could be. 
Thcfe two Prioccs fck Co much Grief within, that 
they could not think of any Confolation ; but noe 
Co much for the DiCgrace of their Falls, as for that 
their ill Fortune had raifed them fo dreadful a 
Rival, and the Words they had heard from Mar- 
alius and Vtglomy^ from which, together with 
the Confidence they were in, that Auguftus and 
O^avia would declare for DruTus, they could not 
but infer that the litde Hope which they had con- 
ceived in the Courfe of tneii Af&^ions^ would 
come to nothing. But however they were bur- 
thened with Grief, they received the Civilities oi 
Drufus as they ought, and on their tide craved 
his Pardon for their Indifcretion, and wharevet 
they attempted againft him> while they knew 
him not» 

I (ee, Sifter, you are defirous I fhonid contra^ 
this Relation, fince it is indeed of an excedfive 
length, and therefore, I ihall only tell you, witb^ 
out infifting too much on particulars, that no6- 
withflanding all the Refinance that Drufus made 
thereto, Marcellus and ftoivmy would needs have 
him immediately, and in that very Pofture, pre- 
fented to AntonUy and that Drv/Syx having oppos- 
ed it for feme Time, out of Fear to difpleafe her, 
at lafl: was prevailed with to come along with 
tbemr-and followed them to the City, and fo to 
the Emperor *s Court, where all the mod eminent 
Persons about it were a(&mbled, and difcourfing 
of the unknown Lover of Antonia- They were 
yet fpeaking of him, when Marcellus comes into 
the Room, leading ia TXrufus by the Hand $ and 
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it was before this illuftrous Aflembly that Mar- 
selliis, having prefented him to the Emperor, 
add Offavia brought him to Antonia^ and hav-* 
ing difcovered hnh to her for the ui)kn(^Krn Lover^ 
who had given her fuch gallant* like Ex prefik>iis of 
his Love, and that in fo extraordinary a Manner, 
entreated her to entertain him, as a Prince that 
had devoted himfelf to her Service, and who(e In- 
clinations for her were an Honour to all their HoUfc.^ 
The whole Aflcmbly was nothing but Applaufes 
and Acclamations at the Sight and Diicovery of 
Drufus; and being a Perfon generally beloved, 
all were glad to hear that it was he who had done 
fuch noble Things for Antontay and cry*d out 
they were worthy one another, and that it was ft 
cotiplc the beft matched of any in the World. The 
Emperor conceived an extraordinary J ©y at it, Zr- 
via was well pleafird with the good choice her Son 
had mzdcy and the Emperor and ihc together, 
joining wkh Atsn-aitus^ (having performed the 
lirft Civility to O^avia) addrcflcd themfclvcs ta 
^Antonia, intreating her to entertain Drufus inta 
her Service, and give him leave, by open Hofti* 
lity, to take in that Hearc which he weald have 
ferpri«d by Stratagem. 

AntBniay (bniewhat troubled at the Adventure,, 
found ic fbme Difficulty ro recover herfelf out of 
the Diforder fhe was in ; and though it be certain, 
that it was fome Joy to her to (ee the unkuown. 
Lover changed into Drufus y who was the Perfon 
of all the Romans, into whom (he had moft Rca- 
fon to wilh him changed, yet was (he ftill veiei 
at the Artifice he had ufed towards her, and could 
not pf a fuddcn overcome the Refemmcnt which 
was rifen thereof in her Mind. However, /he had 
a Command over her ordinary. Moderation, aad 
hawing raifed Drufusi who was otk hisKiiccs be- 
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fore her, fhe only rold him, chac there wasaCoQ- 
ibnancy between her Will and thofc of the Pcr- 
(bns to whom her Birch had made her fubjedl; 
and chat, ( I mean her Moderari^n ) ihe made ufe 
of not only for that Day, but was the -i'zmc for 
a many that followed \ iufomuch that Drnfus hath 
found it true, that all the Demonflraciotis of Lore 
that may be, have no Influence on her Spirit, and 
amount to no more than the Compliance {he had 
for the Difpofal of OSiavia. He was at la(l re- 
ceived into her Service with the Joy and Accla- 
floarions of all, inCbmuch, that Antonia^ having 
fincc had a greater Aci|uaintance with his ezcef- 
kot JBndo wments ( if Ine were i ncapable of Love ) 
hath at IcaCl fubmicted to the Commands laid on 
her by O^avia aid Cafarin bis behalf, and hath 
fatisfied him, by Exprellions worthy his folid Vir* 
tue, and of the Efteem fhe hath for him. And 
(b it hath continued ever fince, by the happy meet- 
ing of thcie two compliant Difpoficions, who are 
not fubjei!^ to any Trouble, bccaufe not to the 
Weaknefs of a many others } Co that it is out of 
all Queftion that the Emperor will have them 
married at the (ame time that the Nuptials of 
M^rcelluM and ^ulU (hall be folemnized. 

Drufus hath told us fince, how that he had 
heard from Mltbridates's own Mouth, the DiA 
conr^ that had pafled between him Ai^dAntonisy 
when they walked together, upon which he ground- 
ed his €x(i Lerter, as alfo whatCourfe he had taken 
CO coixeal himfelf from all the World, as well 
that Day that he bellowed on her the magnificent 
Galley, as that of the publick Shews, before which 
ibmc few Day^ he had pretended Affairs of Con- 
iequefice in the Country, becaufe there fhould be 
no Notice taken of his Ab(ence, at an Aflcmbly, 
wherein he ihould in all likclikood be one of rhe 
firft. Somp few D^y$ after, Archelaus overcome 

wick 
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with Grief, went to cafe himfclf of it in the War, 
whither ht was called to affift the King of the 
Aledety his Xinfnian, againft the Parthiansy and 
whecein, as they fay, he hath gained Abondance 
of Repurarion. MkridaUs wasiutheGune PoC- 
tnre, uncapable of any Confblation, though his 
Love had not made fo much noife as the other's : 
But to fatisfy him in fome forr, the Emperor 
having the Ciowns of fontus and C$mag€nes where 
there had happened very great Revolutions, todi(^ 
pofe of, beflowed that oi^ntus on Po/emonj and 
that of Comagenes on Mitbridat^Sy and (enc them 
to take Fofledion thereof. 

Ptolomy^ according to his ordinary way of Court- 
fhip, continued his Addredes to Marcia^ that is, 
with little EarneAnefs, and much Efteem andRe- 
fpcd, but difcovering little Inclination to Marri- 
age. He never minded TuUiay who in requital 
was very violently courted by Lentulusj but I 
ihall iiot give you any Account of their Loves, 
because they relate not much to the fubjed of my 
Difcourfe; though rhey may be faid to be (bme 
Confequences thereof. I have already given you 
an Account of all that happened to my(elf at that 
Time, as well as to the News I received of the In- 
fidelity of Corio/anusy the Departure oi Alarcel/us 
and Tiberiusy and the Emperor's Voyage, where- 
in we accompanied him j lo that you are fully ac- 
quainted with the Affairs of our, Houfe \ and the 
better to fatisfy and entertain you therewith, I 
think, and that truly, that I have fpoken more 
^ in three Days, than 1 had done all my Life before. 
. Thus did the fair Priuccfs Cleopatra put a Period 
to her long Relation, which rodo, fhehad done a 
more than ordinary Violence to her Difpofition, 
and Artemifa had heard her with an Attention, 
which had fiifpcndcd in her Mind the Memory of 
her Misfortunes. Hynie«'s 
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ARGUMENT. 

Megicle* iijsdurfts teitb the unknown Perftn, 
obefe lift be had Javti, about tbt cojijfiijtcj 
and iaianftamy ef Fortune; Cleopatra Bni Ar- 
temifa, Qf the fidtUtj andinfidiHty s/CorlO- 
hnui. tbi King o/" Armenia vifils Cleopitra 
Kttb a great deal of Courtjhip and ferfinated 
AffeSion. She abborring him for bis crael- 
tie:, and having refohed to be CorioUnusV, 
Jligbli bim, and looks on hii addrejfei as the 
pure fffiSs of Infinuatitn and Sycophancy. 
' However, be forbears forte, becaufe far from 
hit own Hingdom, whither be would mate all 
the hafte bi could, but is prevented by contrary 
Winds. Zenodorai the Pirate entertains 
Artaxus mitb tbt Hifiory of bis Life, tit 
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marriis Elifena, a beautiful Lady cf kTmenu^ 
and not hng after grows jealous of ber^ 
through the means of one Clcontcs, a joung 
Man with whom Jbe was ever familiar. His 
Jealoujy ft ill increafing^ Cleontea is by Eli- 
fena defired to depart the Court. The Day 
before bis departure^ he and Eli fen a taking 
their la ft leaves, in an Arbour^ are fur prized 
by Zcnodorus, who tranfported with rage and 
jeahufyt immediately kills Elifena in the midft 
$f their embraces, Cleontes gets away, but 
4ifterwards hearing of the Death of Elifena, 
cffers himfelf to ArtaxusV Swords who runs 
him through. As he lay dyings he difcovers 
his Neek and Breaft, and is found to be a 
Womany Arlcfia, of near J^in to Fhrzitts^ King 
ef the Parthians, to avoid whofe addreffes fbe 
had difguifed her felf Phraates, to revenge 
her Deaths comes with an Army, and drives 
Zenodorus out of bis Tetrarchy, which is of- 
tertoard begged of Auguftus by Herod, Zc' 
tiodorvLS having loft ally feizes fomefew Ships, 
and tarns Pirate. He follows Piracy with 
great fuccejs for ten Years, at laft takes Can- 
dace ^cen of Ethiopia, whom he falls in 
Love zcitb; hut pe^ ft ring his Ships, and caft^ 

\ ing her felf over board, ef capes. Lofing ber,. 
he takes EH fa, fole Heirefs of the King of 
Parthia, but going aft? ore to feek out Candace, 
he lofes both Elifa and all his Ships, hath moft 

' of his Men killed, and is himftlf wounded* 
He is met within a Country-Man^s Houfe, under 
the Surgeons hands, by Ariftus, and by bim 

. brought along with the Men be bad left te tbe 
King e/ Armenia. 

While 
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iHILE tbc two Prince/Ics were 
thns engaged in difcourfe, Mega- 
c/esy wnofe care was equally di- 
vided, between that of having 
them in fafc Cuftody, to obey the 
commands laid upoH him by his 
Mafter, and that of affording chcm 
the bed attendance he could^ to facisfy in fooie 
fort his own inclinations, which were ever 
di reded to vertue, omitted nothing of what he 
thought might be expcAcd from him in ordcc 
10 cither of thefc Obligations. And where-. 
as on the one fide it was fome didatisfadion to. 
him to be employed to fecurc them, out of the 
fear he was in to incenie a Prince who was noc 
wont to pardon any thing j fo on the other, he 
with no Icls joy laid hold on thofc occafions which. 
preCcnred rhcm (elves, to di (cover unto them the. 
repugnance which he ftruggled with to difpleafe 
them." Being thctefore obliged not to part from. 
the Ship, he had ftnt Arijfus betimes in the 
Morning to fee what news he could learn of the 
Kmgo^ Armenia y and this Man being returned, had 
brought him word, that the King would infallibly 
come aboard the Veffcl that very Day j and thcugh. 
he were in fuch a pofture as to point of heahiT, that 
lie could hot well undertake fuch a Voyage with-- 
out foroc danger, yet had he abfolutely refulved' 
to venture it, out of the great defire he had to fee 
C/eopatray and the fear he was in of Idfing (b 
iioWe a Prize. 

Megacksy having received this intelligence foi! 
certain, bcgai) to difpofc all things in the Veflcl 
in order to his enrcrrainmcnr j and having undcr- 
ftood that the Princcflcs were dcfirous to be alone, 
he out of the great rcfpcd he had for them, would 
^ yoi.. VI. N not 
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not fo mnch as come near their Chamber, and 
was cont€iit ouly to give notice to oflc of tht Wom 
men that belonged to Cleopatra^ that he defice^ 
rbac notice might be fern him, when the Princcffci 
were pleafcd that he Ihould wait upon dicm, and 
when they would have any thing brought to 
Dinner. That done^ calling ta mind the un- 
known Perfon, whom the Day before he had 
rcfcacd from the devouring Waves, and of whom 
he had conceived a marvellous good opinion, he 
would needs give him a viiit, and being come 
into the Chamber^ where he had kfc him a-bcd» 
he found that he made a ihiftto ge;on hi^ Cloaths ^ 
but that afterwards, being much troubled with the 
great quantity of Sale- water he had drank, he had 
been forced to caft himfdf again on the Bed thejr 
afHgnedhim. Mtgacics^ a$ Toon as became in, 
cauled a little Window to be fet open, to gi^ee a. 
little more light to the Chamber, au^ hawing by 
that advantage of light, made frelh obiervatioos 
of the good countenance and haodfbmeiicrs of the 
Unknown, he was now much more furpcized at 
him than the Day before^ and could not look oq . 
him, but with a certaia admitation. The other, 
who with much ado knew him again, and re- 
Bedted on the adUlauce he had received from him, 
as alfo on the coi>verfation they had had together, 
and the more than ordinary paids and earneftnets 
Kc had cxprefTed in the favinaof his Life, eater-. 
tained Him with abundance ofki^idners^ and gave 
him fbme occafion to fee through, the clouds of* 
his rnelancholy, that though he had Uttlc love foe 
the good bfHce he bad done him, yfc had he 
abundance of acknowledgment for his good io-. 
tentions. Add to that,, xhat all his behaviour, sdl 
his gf ftutei nay iiif^ced, all tlungs /cemcd to be 
ip great,' as iftherc hadbQeaia^hifu a cpajuDifliou 
^ ^ • ' ■'. . of 
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of fwcetncfs and modcfty with a noble and nu- 
jcftick air, that, notwithftanding all his iJI for- 
tune, Megacles felt in himfelf abundance of incli- 
nations 10 rcfpeA him, as he would do the Pcr- 
fbn o^ ArtMxus himfelf. After he had (at down 
by him, char he had fek his pulfe, and had de- 
tired of him fbme account of his health, the un- 
known PeHbn alftming the difcourft with a figh, 
which by its depth feemed to haye come from the. 
bottom of his Heart: ' My hcahh (fiid be t§ 
bim) is but in too good a pofture coinfpared to 
that of my Fortune 5 but whatever it may be, 
- yon (ce that I do 'not any way oppofe the rc- 
. turn of it, and that I have kept the promift I 
had made yon not to attempt any thing againft 
my Life, while I Ihall be in your Pbwer. And. 
fot that very reafbn, replies Afegadef, youfhall 
' continue in ft as long as I can poflibly keep 
YOU ', ahd I ihoirk! iind it no fmall difficulty to 
mffcr you to kave us, if I had the kaft ima- 
^ifiiition that you forfook us, to go and feck 
ofit Death. W'hen 1 coftfidcr what poftnrc my 
Life IS reduced to, rehired the Unknown^ I think 
Death tc^ be the only bappinefs 1 either can, or 
ough't to hope; and yet fince I have had that 
of feeing ycki, having made fomc refledtions oh 
the thiDg's youtoM me ycfterday, onthcflrange , 
maniKr whereby I was delivered out of the very 
jaws of Death, contrary to all probability, and 
other circumflznccs of my misfortunes, I con- 
•cliided, that 1 ought not to put a Period co my own 
Life, before I had done all that lay in my powct 
10 (crve a Period on whom I had befto.wcd it^ 
fince that 4n al! likchhood (he (lands in need of 
ic, and that it is not i«ipo(fiblc, but that by fbmc 
one of thofe extraordinary accidents that hap- 
ped to me, btttftetnay yet receive it, Ontofthit 
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cpndHcratiou, and upon the accounc of this ob- 
Jtgaiion, rather than out of any hope or re- 
mainder of love thac I have for my Life, had I 
taken my Cloachs, and would have begged your 
leave CO be gone,- but, to deal truly with you, the 
Body was not able to follow the Motions of the 
Spirit, and perceiving thac all the ftrength I 
could muQer was hardly able to beat me up» 
and con(equentIy far from putting thac in Exe- 
cution which I intended, I was forced to lie 
down iigain, till fuch time as I fhall have re- 
covered it a little better, as I pofUbly may ere 
thi^ Day be quite pafled. . The Gods have the 
praife of this good refolution, replied Megaclesy 
and I ihall think my felf obliged to give them 
thanks while I live, for the opportunity th&y 
have furnifh'd me with to prevent the effects of 
four dcfpair, fincc that by this yery. demur w.c 
nave made to it, we may haply have abfolutely • 
diverted and difmifled it. Alas, alas ! replied the 
afflified Perfin^ fwitbafigb^ how little acquain- 
tance have you with my Fortune ? And how far 
would you be from that opinion, had you but 
once an account of my misfortune ? I fhall know 
them, when you ihal) think good, replies Me- 
gacles s but I {hall not de£re it of yott, till ftich 
time as your owd inclination ihall infpire you 
to give it me : For, the little time I have 
known you confidered, I have conceived. fuch a 
refpc^ for you, as permits me not to deal with 
you. as 1 haply fhould with ordinary Perfons. 
Irhat compaflionate fentiment, which you have 
for the miferable, replied the Unkno'wn^ yoa 
rather derive from your own Vertue, than any 
;hing you might have obfcrycd in my Perfbn, 
which is only the mark of Heaven's indignation^ 
and a Ball continually toiled and bandied by

the incoBftancics of Fortune. And therefore 
sdTute your fclf, that the opinion 1 have con- 
ceived, and the resentment I have, of^ this com- 
pafiion yon expreC^ toward me, fliould, no 
dotibt/ prevail with me, to miakc a difcovery 
of ' niyi ftlf to you, radicr than to any othcc 
Pcrfon, if I might thereby convince you of the 
efleem I have for you, and were 1 not obliged 
to fecrecy, out of other confiderations than what 
concern my felf.. You may judge of the truth. 
I now tell you, by the poftore wherein you 
hate (ceil me, and I doubt not but you arc (atil- 
iied, that he who contemns his Life, as I have, 
done, hatb nethinj^to fear, as to himferf, thac 
might hinder him to difcbvcr himfelf. Till 
fuch rime then that I am at that libeny, I ihall 
only tell you, that whatever inccufed Heaven, 
atid the- i'ndeprccable deflinies may have exe- 
cuted that were moft i^fupp6rtab}c, on a great; 
number of naiferable Perfons, is fallen in fuch a 
manner on me alone, that neither the times of 
ovir Fathers, noryctbur own, could ever af- 
ford fach another eiample. And whereas you 
have fcen divers Perlbns become unfortunate 
through the lofs of Dignities, Friends, Eftates^ 
the Af&6lrof), nay, and the Perfons too of all 
that they love in this World, /ou have in mc. 
not only a draught of all* tbefe,, but a draught 
a'thou(kn4 times greater ttiah your imagination, 
can reprcfent it to you. 

* I have ever been of Opiiiioni replied Mega- 
cies^ that your misfortunes were indeed extra- 
ordinary } and your Soul hath appeared to me 
fb great in the expreffions I have feen thereof^ 
that r immediately inferred it impoflible as to 
otdinafy ones z' And yet I fhall prcfume to tell 
yev, diac in the courfe.of the world there have 

N J « been 
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been feea Revolutioiis (Irange enough to rai/c 
up and epcourage the mofl: crufted hope$^ and 
that Several Perfons, out of the moft dreadful 
Aby/£s of misfoaune, have, as it were, in an 
inflanr^ flown up to the highefl pitch of Hap* 
iiefs and Glory. Who could bayc promifcd 
MtjfaiUs in the midft of hjs Miferies, that glo* 
rious change, that happened in his Condition \ 
And who could have put him into fuch a hope, 
as that out of the Fen w-here he had hid him-* 
feJf for the fefcty of ^^ Life, apd out of the 
Dungeon, wherein he had been jexpo(ed to tha 
mercy of thofc that were,fcnc to J»urder i\iai, 
he Ihould, within a few Days ^fccc , enter 
Rome in Triumph, and be railed up to ch& 
fame height of Greatuefs whence he had be- 
fore been caft down ?

Befides, there are fome Hap- 
ptnefies« tnd Corot Misfoctones in out Lives^ 
that have no dependence on Fonune, and 
wherein fhc is ^ry Httlc concerned : And where- 
as ihe hath nor pov^er over Men*s inclinations^ 
it were in Tain tor tho^, whofc sreateft happi- 
nefs ihoold confift in the lofs of an afFcftion, 
which they rhought extrcamly precious, to 
ezped the return of it from Fortune, and ic 
wece fmitlefs for them any ways to rely on her 
affiibincc. Sji/a^ who feemed to have made 
an Aififtiice with her, and who might well at- 
tribute more to her indulgence than he could 
have done to his own Vertue, enjoyed the con- 
ttuuance of her Favours to the end, with a more 
than ordinary eondaticy -y and that (jreek Cap- 
taia, whom ihe in his Dreams prcfcnted with 
Cities befieged in Nets, acknowledged her ever 
Hk in afliftanc Goddefs. But neither of thefe 
two great -Examples ever * fougjht any other 
Hafpincfs, or feared any other Misfonunes 
tiian chofe which are deriveable from her Em- 
pire $ aud die might well be their principal Di- 
vinity, fince Ihe difpofed of all thofe things 
that ooald raile itvthcm either Fears orDefires, 
and confe^uently could make them either for- 
tunate or unfortunate: But for my part, who, 
with all (he could take from jne, have loH: 
what ihe cannot reftore to me, alas I to what 
God can I addrefs niy felf ? Or where fhail I 
find either Afliftance or Companion, whea 
both Heaven and Earth have confpired againft 
me } 

Thefe Words fell from him with fuch an Exprcf- 
fioti of Sadnefs, and yet he had uttered them with 
(iftch a <Grace, and in fo obliging a Manner, that 
Uegacks had not only alt the Pity that could be 
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for him, but alfo all the Admication: -He there* 
fore omitted nothing of what he could (ay to him, 
that ne thought might give him aay Comfort^ and 
baving, berote he would flir out of the Place, 
caufed Vitals do be brought in, he would nor 
leave him till he had eaceu fometbing: Which 
done, out of a fear he might be troublelbme to 
him, and a Confideratiou that reft would do him 
much good, he lefc him, and went about cho(e 
Things which bis Charge obliged him to look af- 
ter, and particularly to take order for the bringing 
of Viduals and other Ncceflaries from Alexan- 
dria, in order to their Voyage, wherein he was to 
be fo circumfped, as that the Vcflcl might not 
come thereby into any Danger of being difcovered". 
In the(e Employments and fome other which he 
had, the Morning and beccer part of the Day was 
fpent \ Co that at laft percei?ing it was vety late, 
and that the Princefles had' not called for any thiog, 
Jic went to their Chamber- 4opr, and (cnt to en:- 
.trcat thenv that they would 'be plcafcd fomcthing 
might be brought them to Dinner. It was much 
about the. Time that the fair CUop$ti^a had made 
an end of her long Relation \ infomuch, that upon 
the Sollicication of Megacles and their Women, 
they gave way that fome what fhould be brought 
them in, and took a little Nourtlhmenr. 

About the end of ^eirJlcpaft, the Princcfs CieO' 
fatra,. who Icemed to have flumljered herfeJf in- 
,to a deep RccoHeAion» gave a fuddcn Start,, and 
jwas, as it were, in a gteat Trouble and Difiur- 
bance ; ' but a little after recovering heclclf, and 
fetching a Sigh from the bottom of her Heare; 

* Good God ! Sifter, faid Jhe to Artemifa, how 

* true is that which I told you this Morning con- 

* cerning the Force of our Imagination 5 and hov 
. * certain is it chat the Remembrance which I fttU 

J . ' * have 
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have in rtiy Soul of the nnFaithful and unfortu- 
nate Son' of y^^^tf, hath innprimed (uch ftrong. 
Idea's of him in my Mitid, that if his Coun- 
tenance appears not to my Eyes, his voice I aoi 
furc fmiies my Ears I Even at that very Moment 
that you iBight have obfervcd fotne Alteration 
in my Countenance, 1 thought I had heard him, 
diftin(SHy very near me, and fcvefal'times thisi 
Day, duHng the Time of the Difcoarle I have^ 
entertained you with, the fame deluded fitiagi-, 
liatioh of mine brought that (bund to my Ears^ 
and had almoft put me out in my Rclatibrr. t^ 
could not have believed that for an Unfaithful 
Perfon, there Ihould have remained fuch ftrong 
Imprcfliions in my Mind j bur, alas I how un- 
conftant focver he may have been, he is haply 
dead for my fake, and by, th^Iood he hatl^ 
Ihcd by defending u? againft the Balrbarians,, 
he hath haply cxpiarcd part of the OfFmce hq 
hath committed againft irs. 

• ' Iiitroth, Sifter, rep /yVi^r/^mi/^, whether he 
hath loft his Life in our Caufe and Afl[iftance» 
or that it hath been the Pleafure of the Gods iq 
prcfcrvchim, as it is not'impoflible but rt may 

' be (b, I cannot for my part, imagine he flioulct 
be unconftant : And what harh appeared to mc 
in order to his Juftrfication, hath had Tuch an 
Influence over my Belief, that I am ftill of the 
fame Mind, and cannot forbear reliing you, that 
I think him very innocent. Might it pleafe the 
Gods he were fuch, rep/y*d the afflified Prin" 
cefsy and were it the Plcadirc of the fame Gods^ 
chat I had purchafed the Innocence you attri- 
bute to him, with the beft part of rav Bood^ 
But having paufed a ^hi/v , O ! vaineftofwilhes. 
continued pf) the pure Effc<5l of the Tendernefs 
of my owfl-Hcaftl- What Advantages can Tde- 
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live to myCAi From bis louoceace } If he were 
dcftittc^ xo dye, jjiipuld it not he fomc Satisfaf-. 
tioD fp fie that his infidelity hath happened be- 
fore ^is Dcatli, th^t fo I might be capable of a. 
Common which I lliouid never ii^^ve aeafkciicd 
uncO) had he dyed cooflam ? Aiid ifoQ the other 
Cidfi he be living, when he copfiders th^ Wietcli- 
ednefs of ;my Misfortune, and the Captivity I 
uo^ aii[i in, which haply will tiicyer {jiifFer pac 
to fee fiini again, ^un I not Eiuch kf$ uufortu-. 
natfs if^ ib^t 1 )>^ve only my own Miferics to be-» 
wail> tbap iff it being fiippofcd he were oon-> 
ftfnt to me, 1 flxould he obliged co hare a &e- 
featment of his as much as if they were my own ; 
And yet all this notwi;hftanding, conc/udedjbe 
lifitlfajigb^ (f receiving either from fVesknefe, 
or tbatJJ^e hg4 firiH Reafon for it) I canuoc 
repent me of my Wiih, and I (hould be glad, 
though haply it might cofl mc my Life, he were 
not unconftant to me. 

M am very much of youc Miod as to that 
point, reply d Artemifa, and accordingly make 
It out of all Queflion, that of all the Mi(erics 
which it is in the Power of Fortune to force up* 
off us, there are not any but are mere fapporu* 
ble to a Heart fenfible of a tender AfiEedioo, than 
rhofc that proceed from that very Aifc^ion, a» 
being (uch as ace all direSIy levelled againft the 
fame Heart that is wounded by them. There 
arc in our Souls (evcral Degrees of TondcrneCs, 
for they arc not equally fcnfible ofthe'Happi* 
nedcs aiid Unhappinefles of this Nature, as of 
thofe ?bat proceed from other Caufcsj nay, I 
dare affirm, that while they have this Imprff* 
fion, they have no other Confideradons of tl^Ce 
latter, than that ihey were Afliftanccs or Obfta* 
cles CO chofc which we look on as puicly real and 
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cflciiual: Wkich granted} I caii) without any 
Diffioulcy^ believe, that amidH: all the Misfor- 
tunes which the juft Indignation of Heayen majr 
(end opon as, the Unconftancy and Infidelity 
of the Perfon beloved, is the mod indige(lible» 
and moft grievous and inCiipportable, and by z 
certain Violence of AlTaulf , llorms chat (Ircngth 
of Mind which might podibly hold out agaiud 
all other Unhappinefles. And you mud on the 
contrary acknowledge, that amidd all the Mi« 
(erics through which oar inexorable Defliuies 
will needs force us, the Faith and Conftancy of 
the Perfon we love, raifcs up our Spirits into 
fuch a height of Confolation and Enjoyment o£ 
ourlclves, chat daring fuch Time as we make 
a (Uong ReflcdioB ck^rcupou, we are almoft in 
an Apathy as to all the red, all our Senfibihrj 
bdng taken up by the orh^r. 
' Ah I Sidcr, reputes Cleopatra, fixing her Eyes 
$n Artemifa, nultk a Unguijh'mg^ but toitbai 
0n gmithie Lo«k, how true i<i all you have (aid. 
and coufcqoenrly.how fully have you con vi need 
me, char i am the mod -unfonutiate Perfon iii 
(he World, and that you are ncx unhappy ac 
aJlr fiucc that being expofed to ^}f thol^ MiC- 
forcancsy which, you have memioned, atic) par- 
ticularly ro that which yon acknowledge to be 
mofli infuppottable. I am deprived ef that dear » 
Confbiaciou which might in (bme fore alievfate 
, them, and which the Gods have ^en pleafed to 
leave you. I muft indeed confefs, repiyd At' 
temifsy that I (hall never think myfclfabfo late- 
ly fhifcrable 'while roy Alexander is conftantto 
mc : But \ hope you are in tlie fame Degree of 
Happinets, 'and cannot forbear telling you ovec^ 
and over, that I find mott ^Reafon and Proba- 
birlicy iu .the Ciiaimfiances chftt make for 0<»' 
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riolanus^ than in chofe chac make againft him. 
And you ought to give uie fo much the more 
Credit, SiHer, for that I (peak on the behalf of 
truth, contrary to my own Incereft« and againft 
my own Quiet. Your Imereft, Sifter t fays 
Cleopatra t§ her; and what Intercft have you 1 
pray in the Fidelity oiCorhlanuSy other than 
what our Eriendihip obbges you to have ? I am 
fo much concerned in it» replies Artemifny chac 
CorioUnus is not much knore him(elf. And 
this you n>igh( eafily have imagined, though I 
have not fpoken any thing to you thereof, fince 
it is apparent enough, chat, if, according ro the 
Prcfumption you have of the Inconftancy of Co- 
riolanusy you (hould once banilh him your 
Hearr, the King my Brother, whofe Prilbncrs 
we are, and who loves you well enough as yoa 
have bad fufHcient tryal, might conceive a lit- 
tie nacre Hope from your Negled aud OUirion 
of CorUUnuSy than if you fttll afforded him a 
Place in your A&dions. And if that Alteratioii 
ihould pnce happen, what Fonuiie were com- 
parable to mine, fince I might hope to bt two 
fcverti ways your Sifter, and to poflefs my Aiex^ 
andtr without any Danger, and that with my 
Brother*s Confent ? And yec you (ee, Sifter, thac 
this intereft could not prevail with me ro fpeak 
contrary to what (eemed to me to be truth, atu) 
the Innoancy of Coriolanus ; and all the For- 
tune mght happen to me, ihould it be other- 
^ife, could not force me to di(gui(e my thoughts, 
or betray thcA&^on I have, for you. 
■' Your Deporuneot in this Bufiticfs, reply^dthe 
Daughter of.Anfkanyy (peaks you a Priooels 
nobly born, full of Goodisefs and Yirme, and I 
conceive n^yfelF obliged to you for this parti* 
.cuJar Dem9nftratioQ of youc JFricudihip, much 
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more than for all the others you might have 
given me. But {riicc you have thought fit to 
make this Overture to me of yourfeW, give ire 
leave, Sifter, to entreat you, by whatever is dear- 
eft to your Thoughts, to perfeverc in that good 
Intention you have for me 5 and 1 bcfeech you by 
all the good Inclinations you have for me, never to 
aggravate the Mifertcs of my Captivity by (uch 
bilcourfcs as haply the King your Brother will ob- 
lige you to entertain me with on his behalf; I 
Inall not tell you, that by his horrid Cruelties, 
as well towards my Brother' as yourfclf, he hath 
rendred himfelf unworthy, both of the AfFedi- 
on he expe£):sfrom mr , and the Afliftance which 
he hopes you may afford him. Nor fhall I add 
ro chat, as I very well might, how that by the 
fame Cruelty, whereof I have been acquainted 
with the abominable Circumftances, both fron^ 
the Relations of Alexander and your own, he 
hath Taifed in my Heart the grcateft Horrour 
that may be, for him; whence it comes, that I 
look on him rather as a Tyger than a great 
King. But I fhali not ftick to tell you plainly^ 
that, though his Life were not ftained >vith 
any bafe or reproachable A<9rion, though his 
Mamiers and Difpofirioh wanted not that Mild- 
aefs and Affability I fhould require, though his 
Pcrfon were more tbaii ordinary amiable, and. 
that to his fingle Crown he could add the Rq- 
man Empire, he fhould never have any part in 
this Heart, which I have once bcRowed, and 
never tan do a (econd time. Carw//i»«j hath 
had the firft Spoils of ir, and fhall carry them 
with him to the Grave $ wherhcr he \k living 
• or dead, coiiftam or inconftmt, he only fhaU 
have that 'Advantage. And' if, by his Infidditv," 
I amdifpeliledfFom'the Aftc^ion which I ought

CO have cominued to the very kiO; gafp, had he 
perftvcred in his; or am, by his Death, difen- 
gagcd, as to him, of a FriendHiipr which it is 
nccdlcfs to obfcrvc towards the ihades^, there is 
uoching can disengage from myfelF, that is^ 
from what I inipofed upon my (elf, wheu I firft 
fubmicted to that iimocent Anedion, and cofi' 
fetjuently nothing can lict my Soul at Liberty in 
order to a fecoiid choree, or into a condition to 
entertain aay new ImpreiSon of Love. *Tis 
enough that the grcs^C/r^^^/r^ hath oiice giTcir 
way to Love, and been t^ken with the ^ac 
PerKdions of the moft amiable among Men ; 
but the Juftification which 1 might find for my 
former WeaknefTes, would not haply be accept- 
ed for the latrer. £xpe<^ not therefoce from me, 
my deared Sifter, what i could not obtain of 
myfclf, for myfdf, though I ihould pretend a 
greater lo^erei^ it ilusuld be To, than that which 
you reprefeut, and imagine that there cannot be 
any Felicity hoped from an AfFe£lion concraded 
by fuch extraordinary ways. To do yoa whac 
Service I can with the King your Brother, and 
[ to oblige him to treat you with more Civility, 
1 1 fhall conceal paj^ of my ^efentments, and the 
Aversion I have for him i and therefore you 
ought, to be f^tisiSc^ with .me, when you (hail 
fee me do that for ypu which I (hould never 
endure to do one Minute for my (elf, and con- 
Cder the Violence I do myfcif for your (ake, as 
no (light DemonClration of iny Ftiendihip. 
Artemifa gixyo C/eofa$r0 many Thanks for the 
I^romife {he had made hot to force her Indications 
lippu her Account, and begged her Pardon for whac 
ihe had (aid ^ncerning her own(^once£n«aents.i 
atidin requital^ made a. .Prpte(^a(;jio|i/to.hcr thac 
iHe vfQuld nexer fpe^ (o bee mxa ^n the behalf 
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of che Kiog her Brocher, and ThiU ihe had too 
gre^c ECle^in for chofe Rcrolucion$ of Fidelity and 
Couftancy which ^he h^<i caken, ever to beguikj 
of any Defi^^ co oppose chem. 

Thus wece they eo^ged in Difcourfe, whci) 
of a fudden, they heard a very great noife iii^ tbf 
Ship, and uoc long after, chat ic was upon Occsl- 
fiop of the iviog's (XHning jinto it.

tinue him in thac humour, and loath ro force hint 
to thofc cxrrcmitics, which llie might jnfily fcac 
from a Man Co violrnc, recarncd him, chough 
with a (ad and feribus Couuccnanoe, what was 
due to his Qualry from a Princcft of hers. Be- 
fore he fpoke to C/eopatrd, he cafl his Eyes on 
Artemtfa^ who trembling for fear, had her Eyes 
fixed on the Ground, not having the confidence 
to look him in the Face. The fear and confufion 
-he perceived her to be iw^ added not a little to 
his joy \ btit however, he thought fir to fpeak ro. 
'CUopatrHy before he addftfled bimfclf co the other, 
and looking on her wiih a Counrenance wherein 
he endeavoured to moderate fome part of his na- 
tural fkrcenefs, and to take off fbmewhat of thac 
'Which was moft dreadful in him : ^ Madam, y^iV 

* bf to her J my Love forces me -to wait on yoo , 

* though the judicc of the Gods hath made you 

* mine to be difpoied as I pleafe ^ eren in the 
^ late' accident, you might have'taken notice of Co 
*• much, and you ought to forget your own re- 

* (entments of it, out of a Confideration of the 

* Blood i have loft to pre(ecve vou. I (hall never 

* believe, «fi/t»frfi/Cleopatra, tliat it is to be attri- 

* bured to the jiifticeof the Gods, that a free Per- 

* (on, and one Of my l»rth, Aiould become your 
.< Priibner, without any War, and contrary to 
« the Laws of all Nations. Yott might have ob» 

* ferved no kfs yourfelf in this very Adventure, 
^ where it haih coft you fo much Blood, and it 

* is impo(fible they Ihould approve the unjuft yio- 

* lence you do me, if they are, as it is believed, 

* the aflcrters and patrons of ]uftioe and Iiino- 
*-oenoe. What violence, r$fli$s Arcaxus, can he 
> be faid to do who cafts himfelf at yoor Feet I 

* Or wherein does he violate the Law of Nations, 

* when he giTCs you a ^11 eight and ab(blufe 
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* Povrcr over both his Hcan and bis Crown ? 

* Do you imagine that this injafticc is of the iTamc 

* kind irith thofe which the Gods punilli, and 4rc 

* yoa not afraid to incenfc them yourfclf, by cntcr- 

* raining fo much atcrfion and animafity againft 

* a Ring that adores you, and is ready co die ac 

* your Feet ? 

Having faid thcfe words, he tnrncd towards 
ArtemlfMy and looking on her with a lictle more 
intidue(s than ordinary, by reafbn of the nrefence 
of Chopafra^ whom he knew to have a horroun 
for his cruelties : • Well, Artemifa, faid he ti 
ber, you fte after wha? mariner Heaven hath 
profpered yodr I>efigns, and bow it hath ap- 
proved, that the Daughter of yirf^^/f/« J ihould 
torfake her Brother and her King, to run away 
with the Son of Anthony, My Lord, replies 
Artemila, endeavouring to recover her felf a 
little y though my affedlion wa^, ' T mufV con- 
fcfs^ very great towards Alexander^ yet 'was it 
' not fuch as ihbuld have bbfigcd me to forfakc 
you," tolbHow himi could I have taken any other 
courfe to have- faved his Life; which you would 
have taken from him, and he fhould have lo(l 
for my fake. ' This makes nothing for yoiic 
juftification, replies Ariaxus; bur you do not 
Hand much in need 'of any, having found fuch 
a faiKSluary in the Pilricefs Cleopatra. The 
power flic hath over me, difarms the indigna- 
tion i have againHr you, and 1 have no hatred 
for Alexander^ fince I adore Chopatra. Iti a 
word, your deftiny is in lier Hands, and I 
ihall not only pardon you the Offence you have 
committed agaiud: me, but I fhall furtner con- 
lent to yoiir Ma!rriage Vfith Alexander y if CA?c- 
fatrt^ will be bat itaine.

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* It i5 not poflible, repiies Cleopatra, notftay- 
ifjf for any anfi^tr from Artemifry butchac 
wV may find ochet jneans to get out of your 
power 9 and if they fail us, we will follow thofe 
re(blutidtis wiiich the Gods andour own coutaee 
Hxall infpire us with. In the mean time^ be 
not flattered with (o fond a hope, as chat 
C^far fihould umely fuf&r joi), ib his own 
Dominions, and almod in ius Arms, to carry

He would needs have the Ship ' hoife up Sait at 
chat very inftam, though his Sargeon had made 
ic appear to him, that the Sea was prejudicial to 
his Wounds, and ind<!ird, on the other ifij^, (bmc 
reafbn ro fear he might be fur priced upoa cHac 
Coaft, by thofe 'that wtne fent out in ^c(k of 
Cleopatra. He conceived, not witkouc {^oba- 
bility^ chat he had not escaped (b long, had 
it not been for the iinle hk^Hhood there was that 
thofe who had carrie<l away Cleopatra^ ihouU 
(lay (b near Alexandria. And indeed ic was 
out of that yery conlideraiioii, that thofe who 
wcnt'sn rhcir pur(uit, as well by' Sea as by Laud, 
had gone the fanber fft>m the Place where the 
fad^ was done. Befides, the VeHel was fo hid- 
den by a Rock,* which ih a manner covered it, 
(bat on the land^de it could not any way be 
(een j and to prevent all fulpicion from the Sea, of 
its bein^ that Vcflcl wherein were the Princciles> 
orders had been taken, that neither they nor any 
belonging to «hem> ihoukl at any rime appear 
iipon. ohe Deck:^ 

; With; this precaution, and thcfc favourable 
dreuml^anccS) \^r/tfxw/, not conceiving him(c]f 
yet cur*d, would needs have been gone thence at 
that Inftanc, when a Witid, contrary to iris de- 
iigns, and confonant to the Wi(hes of tnc Princeflcs, 
rites at the (ame time^ but a Wind (b contrary 
to the Cour(c they weie to ^take, that it wa» 
thought impoffible to get out of the Rivef) while k 
bkw with.(he(anieyiokdct'ic-hftdbegttli> nay there 
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wasfbme fear, that if cbey weneouc of the Place 
where they were, wherever they had cad Anchor, 
ic could not be Co private as the other. The 
King of ^riff«0M,'etafperated at this, railed at 
the Gods and Fortune for this Misfortune, but af-' 
cer he had tormented hiroCelf for (bme time to' 
oo purpofe, he was forced to give way, and to' 
fufiet the remainder of the Day and the Night 
following to pafs away in expedation of a change. 
In I the mean' time he was retired into a little ' 
Chamber which they had made a fhift to drefs 
him up in the Vef&l, where he thought fie to rake 
his reft £bc (bme timfc, and^ave his Wounds 
drcffcd. . 

The two Princefles had (bon Notice of this fa- 
vourable change of the wind by CamtiU, who 
had heard it from hiegaclis ; and this Wench, who 
was indeed very much eflcemed by her MiftreTs, 
■as well for herViftuc,as Her matiy exo^llem Qua- 
lities, after Ihe had told them fhe News with a 
Countenance full of Jpy and Chearfulnefs : ' Ma-

* neflcs, 
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you arc aftoniiliedl to fee me upon this Coafl, 
and in the poftute wherein you and me, I am 
no Icfs my Cd^ cq meet you in thac condiiion 
wherein you appear to me. About the time of 
your departure froo^ Armenia^ \vhile yet I was 
but young, I heard thouiands of Stories of you» 
and have underdood iince, that for thefe eight 
or ten Years you have fcowred the Seas with 
feveral coufiderable Ships of Wat, have taken 
many Prizes, foughc divers memorable Fights, 
and grew . dreadliil beyond aJl the Pirates that 
found To much trouble to the GtttaxPompey.

The late Temped, 
which lay To heavy onttii^ Sea,. di/!per(cd fomc 
part of my Ships, the reft have been taken by 
the Praetor of Egypt ^ and. I have received my

which left hctle hopes of Life behjnd ii^ and yet 
I have with much ado recovered it» and hy a . 
. miraculous a(Ii(Unce am brought into the con-

* remarkable, hath accordingly made no fmall 

* noife in the World.* With che(e Words he came 
fbmewhat nearer the Bed, and (at in the Place 
where the King had commanded him, and hav- 
ing caufed his Men to leave the Room, Ategac/es 
received them, and lodged them with the others 
that were in the Yeflcl ^ (b that having, by a Hctle 
Reft, and fonie Minures of Silence, prepared him- 
self for the Difcourde he was to make, he began ic 
in thefe Terms.

I Shall not be (b disingenuous as ro deuy, that 
in the Life I have led for thefe eight or ten 
Years, I have been forced to do many Anions full 
of Impiety, Injudice, andCruehy^ that 1 have vio- 
lated all Manner of Laws, and committed all Man- 
ner of Crime$ : Nay, that by the conftanc prac- 
tice of them, L have contra^d (tich a habit of 
evil, as I ihall haply find it no fmall Difficulty to 
reform myfelf of.

my own Namre, and chat if the Misfertuaes that 
have happened to me iiiice my Depasture ficdm 
Armtmin^ had not eva^ated my Dirpoiiciou, 
and corrupced my Manners, 1 fliouU, asl had t>cctr 
born with great inclinations to Virtue, have con- 
tttmed in the Cime Eftcem and Reptiration that I 
was in, when yourMajcfty was ploftd to honour 
me with more. than ordinary Favours and Kind- 
aeffisi I 'ihall contrad the Diioouile of my Mi(^ 
fotmnes as much as I can, as weU hecaufe I am 
UQwiiltng toabufe your Atteaion, asthatconfi- 
deting the Condition your Makily is in, it were 
lery uti^fonable for me toi^MU out any over- 
tedious Rekition. 

Your Maiedy hath hnetofbte underftoodthat 
I was born in the'Fromfersiof y«i/ie«, whercr the 
Fortunes of my Father were uich, that through 
the AiBaencc thereof, he had the Means to p«r* 
chafe the.Efiatc of Ltfanuu^ which was a fma]! 
Portion of that CoutKry endued with fbyeteign 
Power, and without appeal to any other Monarch 
than the Emperor. LifknUs had poflcfled it as 
fuch for a long Time) hot at laft,.hani^ for cer- 
tain weighty Confiderations, exchanged ii for fbme 
ether Eflate which my 'Father had, and Cbitie 
Monies he had gotien together in the ftvetal Em- 
fdoymencs he had goue through in the Wars, my 
Father became the peaoeabk Lord of it, and I by 
that Means came into a Rank which rendrcd me 
the moreconiiiierable among my Neighbours. I 
(pent the firil Sallies of my Youth io the Armies^ 
and through the natural Indioatton lever had 
to the Wars, I gained therein (bme Reputation.

fcoed becweeo Menas aad UemcrtHes. That War ^ 
receiving a Ptriod by the Rttioe of young Pmh* ^ 
fij^t I iought out new Employments ellewheie, 
vifired the Courts of divers Kin^, and atlaftcame 
to yours* Yon were theii but about fifteeen^or 
fixteen Years of Age, and it was noc long befote 
the taking of the King your Father. He honour-^ 
cd me very much with his Kindnefles; but he 
' being ftortly after taken by Amtbon^y I had, in 
dwie Attempts which, young as you then were^ 
you made to procure his Litxny, and afterwards 
to revenge his Death, the Honour to felSow you, 
in a very confiderable Employment in your Caval- 
ry i ajid I was Co happy as to have it from your 
own Mouth, that you were latisfied with my Ser- 
vices, and accordingly received chofe Pcelents and 
Ackoowlcdgments noni youL Liberality which I 
have had Keafon to oelebcate ever fince. 

But befidcs the Inclinations I immediately con- 
ceived for a valiant and a grateful Prince, which 
engaged my (lay in your Court longer than in all 
the reft, another Thing chat detained me there 
was the Beauty of Elifinm. I ihall noc need tdl 
yxMir Majefty, who remembers it well, as having 
6en her, that that Lady was one of the greatelc 
Ornaments of your Court, chat by her Birth (he 
was one of the moft coafiderable, and that in 
Point of Beauty and Defert^ there was none com- 
parable CO her* A Man camux well icnagine any 
Thing more amiable, or more cxodlem tkan.her 
Eace s but the Advanc;^ of her Miqd were nb 
lels suimiraUe, and the Reputation of her Virtue 
was genecally known through the wkok C^utc 

O a cf 
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oi Armenia. Thoufand? of Pcrfotis fif^hcd for 
chat Beauty ^ of nthich Number, I had no fooncc 
fccn her, but I became one. My Love cncreafcd 
from D4/ CO Day, till at lafl, that Padion became 
as violent in my Soul, as ever ic had been in aoy» 
chough the mod poflcflcd by ic. I eiitcctained 
her with ail the Demonftratians I could of ic, with 
Refpe^l, Earneftncfs and AfOduity ; bat ihe {cem- 
cd CO be litde moved thereat, and dilcovered littk 
Re(entmcnt for ailthoCeEzpreifions of Love which 
ihe received from all the reft who made their Ad- 
diefles CO her. Sht was endued with a Viruie 
which nothing could ihake, and was fubjetfl to a 
modeft Kind of Severity, which was Proof againft 
all Paffion. Her Inflexibility at that Time drew 
daily Compiaims from my Mouth, and Sighs from 
my Bread j but if I was troubled at the fmall Suo 
eels of my own Su^erings, I had diH this Com- 
fort. left me, that the Fortune of my Rivals was 
in no better a Podure than my owu, and that 
ihe fcemed not to ^idine to any Choice, other 
than that which ihe ihould be advi&d to by thofe 
to whom (he ow'd her Birth. 

But» to befliort, my Lord, (why ihould I abuCe 
your Patience, by acquainting you with Things 
that you know I ) your Majedy was plcafed to 
employ your Authority on my behalf, you (poke 
yourfclf for me both to Eiifena and her Friends : 
Iftfomucb, that about the fame Time, news be- 
ing come that my Father was departed this Life, 
apd that I was abfolute Lord of that httle Edate 
which he had died poflcfled of as a Sovereign 
Prince, your Majedy was pleafed to further my 
Incereds, made appear the Advantage pi my Al- 
liance, and» to the Confufion of all tny Rivals, 
though they were your own Subje^s, I carried 
away the fair Eiifena ^ and married her. The Nup- 
tials 
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tials were (blemnly cckbra*^ed in ArtMseatay and 
} had gotten into my pofleflion chat Beauty for 
Hrhom I had fuf&red (b much, and in the Poflcf- 
(ion whereof I found much more- Sweetnefs than 
I had imagined to myfelf. Alas! can I reflet on 

thefe things without dying ? And though my Mind 
be grown brawny, by Keafbn of the Accidtnis I 
have run through, and the barbarous Employ- 
ments wherein I have fpenr my Life, can I renft 
the Relentment they iliould produce in me ? I 
became Poflefibr of Elijena^ and with her of all 

' the Excellencies both of Body and Mind, that can 
be wiihed in one {ingle Perfbn. Nay, what is 
contrary to what ordinarily happens, the Poflef- 
iion^ en'creaicd my Love, and through the more 
particular Knowledge that 1 had of my Elifenm^ 
1 difcovered a many excellent Qualities which I 
had not obferved before in their full Luflre. After 
I had madeibme (lay in Armenia ^ I took leave 
of your Majefty^ I aeparted, and carried away 
my dcarefl kiifena, that ihe might take Poflel- 
fion with me of that littk Edace which my Fa- 
ther had left behind him. I was there received as 
their Sovereign, and began to' lead the moftpleafaut 
and delightful Life chat could be imagined. Thus 
fftp, my Lord, hath my Life been kuown to you, 
thus far was it innocent. 

Now may your Majefly be pleafcd to under- 
ftand what hath happened to ^me fince^ and to 
have (b much Goodncfs for me, as to charge my 
adverie Fortune with fome Part of my Criiaes.

before (acrificM all my Inclinations. My amia^^ 
hk-Eliftnmy though ihehad married mcparely out 
of the Compliance ihe had for the Commands of 
her Friends, yet had ever :^r (b much accom- 
modated her Ai&Aions to her Dut^* chat &e had 
an extraordinary Love for me, as foon as fhc was 
convinced that ihe ought to love ifie. Accordingr 
ty might it in a manner be (aid that^we were in* 
(eparabie, for that at all Hours of the Pay, whe- 
ther we ftayed ia the Chamber, and went a Walk- 
ing, or a Hunting, wheither 1 carxied her (bme* 
times, and in all Manner of Divertifements, Ze« 
modorus was never feen without bi^ Elifena, Hea- 
ven t kiS^ I fear me^ envied our Felkiry : Or» ic 
j&ay be, I was not born for that nlcufanc Kind q£ 
Life, and thoie who know me atthisDay, would 
find it Qd fmall DiBmVj to siRagiRe, i ooold erec 
rpend my Time as I did then. 

The nrft Year of our Marriage was not yet ma 
ahout, when, among the Perfbns whereof our lie- 
tk Court confided, I took Notice of a young Man 
lately come thither for San^ary, as he faid hiin. 
/elf, againft certain Enemies that vrere more power- 
fill than himfelfy who had forced him to leave 
tbofe Places where he was born, aad who, ha^- 
tng been very ooandMiHy entertained among 05, 
fit up his Sra£F there. He was called Chentis^ 
and this I may truly Czy of him, that of all the 
Men I ever met with, 1 ittver (aw a handibmer^ . 
or more genteel Perfon, in alt his Anions, not 
a more .amiable ia all that appeared f^ntwardfy of 
him.

immediately infiniiated himfelT inco che Affedioas 
of all the World, in Co much* chat chere was 
no DivercifejMiit appointed between fytbns of 
either Sex, 'Kthe amiable Clecntes was in viced 
thereto. All tne World courted hira, alltfae Worki 
fpoke weU of him, and all the World were cx<* 
treamly defirons to oblige him. He very plea-> 
(anrly received thoft Demonftrations of Kindneft 
and Friendflup which were rendred him : And 
though he feemed not to be above eighteen Years 
of Age, yet did he difcovcr fuch Prudence and 
Condud in his Behaviour, as is feldom in Peribns 
of a far greater Age. Yet was this particularly 
obferved in him, that, flighting ordinary Pecfons, 
nay indeed many Ladies, by whom he was not 
a little courted, he enjoyed himfelf in no other coq-> 
vernation hut that of tfifina^ whom he accord* 
tagly hottoaced with his conflant ArccniaiKC-. In 
io muchy that at laft he got a haunt of vifiting hec 
(b oftm, that he was in a Mancier perpotualiy in 
ber Company.

Several Months wete pad and goVin this man« 
nrr, before ever I conceived the leaft Sufpicion of 
the Demonftrarions of Friendlhip that pad be- 
tween them i and though I was indeed ot Opini- 
on that their Familiarity was greater than there 
ought to have been between a Per(bn of the Quali- 
ty of Elifena^ and a Man of the Age and Beauty 
of C/efifffeSy yec did 1 attribute their Weaknedes 
to their Youth, and the Friend ihip which £//'- 
fena naturally had for Perlbns of good plea fane 
Wits. In a Word-, their Manner of Behaviour 
made greater ImprefHons on other Mens Minds 
than it did on mine^ and among the many Per- 
sons that conceived an ill Opinion thereat, there 
happened fome to be indifcreet enough to a6b the 
pare of the unlucky Crow, and to bring me the 
Tidings of my own unhappinefs. One above all, 
a Per (on I very much credited, egged on by aa 
imprudent Zeal, came to me on a Day, andpump- 
iug, not without fome DiDiculty, as I could per-

This wasthcdifcourfcof that indifcteet Pcrfbn, 
which yet had this ef&dl upou me, that 1 (hould 
DOC have been more cad down, had I received a 
mortal Wound. However, I did what 1 could cp 
fmother the refentmcnc I conceived at his Words*, 
and thought it enough to tell the Man, that we 
ought to pafs our judgment lightly of a ^hing* 
that might be innocent; that 1 was confident of 
E/tfena*s Virrue 5 and if, through the pardonable 
Eruptions of Youth, fhe had been too familiar 
with, and roo liberal of her company to Cleontes^ 
I could not thence fafely infer it proceeded out of 
any unjuflifiable dedgn or intention. This I 
fpoke to him with a countenance wherein yet he 
might have ob(erved (bme part of the ef&d of his 
own difcourfe } and having dilmifled my inrelli*' 
gence, I would be the more at liberty to make refleC' 
rions on the knowledge he had given me of my own 
misfortiire.

love, hath fb (boh turned Bankrupt as to alf 
virtuous inclinations, and loft all the afie(^io» 
Ihe had promifed me ? Or if fhe never were virtu- 
ous, nor had any real afiedion for her Hut' 
bandy is it poffible ihe ihoold be (b well rcaJ 
in the art of diflimulation, as to conceal it from 
a Mail's knowledge with fb much artifice for (9 
long time ? How, can that Etifina^ to whont 
I had a^folatelv facrificed my Heart ! that £//- 
fena^ for whufc fake only I love my Life, prove 
nnconftanc to me, and it may be, diihonour me ! 
O inezprelTible CriKlty of my deftiny againft 
which ic cannot be expe^ed my Courage lhoul<i 
be able- to refoie me ! O Heaven f O Fonune, 
what refbliitions would you have me to take It 
Shall I ever be able to hate what I have Co af^ 
fe^Honately \<vitd 2 and from Hatred ^ can t 
proceed to Revenge, againft an Ob)ed fo dear 
to my Heart, and that the only Objcd of all 
my aficdions ?

Many Days did I fpcnd in the(e refle^ons 
ftiki difcourfes, while in the mean titneinyCoQa* 
tcpance began to change with my Humour, anj 
the akcranon that happened there was Co ob- 
fervable, that all the World took notice of it. 
Elifenm was one of the firft that obferved it, and 
by all demonftrations and erprefCons of Love, 
took occafion to difcover the grief flie conceived 
thereat ^ but . her carriage towards CUpnfis was 
ftiil after the old rate. And whereas my Eyes 
were now much more- open than they were be* 
fore, and diicerned all things after another nan* 
ner than I bad done in times paft, mechou^ht I 
could perceive in all her a'^ions, fb much tender* 
nefs^ and Co much Love for C/etnteSf chat I made 
it no more a qucftion, but that I was as unfortu- 
nate as 1 had imagiiKd my felf. I (aw the whole 
Day in a manner was Itctle enough for them to 
ft>end cogiether; they had ever and anon (bme 
fccrec or other to communicate one to another^ 
and when they were at too great a diftance to 
fpeak one to another^ they difcouried by theic 
Eyes, and caQ looks at >one another that were 
more eloquent than any thing of Couverfation^ 
and this to the oVfcrradou ot aO chie World as 
well as my (elf. 

This alteration (eemed very ftrange, infbmuch 
chat all thofe that had known Elifina a little be^ 
fore> could not without an excefs of allontlhmentt 
make any comparifbn between thcfe Sallies oJF 
Ltghtnefs and liberty, and her former &c(erved* 
oeU and Modefty. True is i^ nevertkelefs, that 
notwithftanding all thole dcmbnftrations of af* 
iedion that paft between her and Cie^nttSy her 
carriage towards me, was as ic haA beeo cfes be* 
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fote>and^l could never perceive cither from hcc 

difcourfc or her cdunrcaance, that there was aiiy 

abaceroenc or remiflion in her Love.tovrards mcy 

or chac fhe was leis taken with my Per (on chair 

at the firft hour of our Marriage. Her careHes* 

and her insinuation were dill the fame -, (he fpokc- 

with the fame fweetnefs, and a6led with the fame 

compliance, Cave that (he did it not fo conftancly 

as in tinKs pad ; that ihe left me often, to go and 

difcourie with Chdntes, and beftowed on his en- 

(ercainmenc the bed part of thofe Hours which 

ihe had before only devoted to mine. At hd, 

my grief was feconded and reinforced by my 

^femment of thofe things, and after i had beett 

a long time (ad and melancholly, I became 

at length exafperated, and dudying how to be 

revenged of Cieontes^ I began to difcover to 

Elifina how that her Caredcs had not over me 

that influence they were wont to have ^ that I 

looked on them as the pure efFeds of artifice and 

diffimulatioD^ and that I felt mv Soul change from 

tjie Love I fometime had for her, to the Pa(Eon 

that was mod contrary thereto. I gave over 

k)oking kindly on her, I cook a Bed by my 

felf, and by degsees forbore all difcourle wicb 

her. 

Shefeemedco beas much troubkd at this alfem- 
tion as the mod atTcdionate Woman intheWorli 
could poffibly be, and gave me all demondra- 
tiens of a grief as violem as any Soul can be able 
CO endure. Sheufed all the infinuation that could 
be, ihe melted into tears, and omitted nothing, 
which ihe could imagine mieht perfwadc me that 
(he was really moved. In (ome intervals, I was 
cjttreamly feniible of . thofe expreflioss of her 
afAidion, and thofe imperious remainders of Love, 
chac were yet left in my Soul did partly produce 
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therein the cffeft {he dcfired -, but a little after, 
through the aue! prejudice that had taken root 
there, all was dalhed out again, and 1 had no 
more regard to what Ihe did, than as i( it had 
been meet personation and fycophancy. At laft,' 
after a many Days filence, me would n6eds force' 
me to fpeak, and having found me all alone in 
my Chamber, whither 1 was often worn to retire 
{ince the change of my Humour, Ihe rtms to rae* 
wrth her Face bathed in Tears, and 'grafping 
both my Hand^, with an adlion full of earneftnefs 
andpafHon-, * Ah, my dearcft Husband, /2r/////jf 
^ to we, ihall I be any longer tiu happy, and not 

* know the caufe of my ulThappine(s^ And wil^ 

* you by fo many fcveral cxpreffions make it ap- 
*- pear to alf the World rl>at 1 am odious in your 
*^ fight, and not acquaint me by what horrid miO> 
•^ fortune 1 have loft your af{e<5^ion ? Am I left 

* worthy of ic now than I have been formerly, by 
*-,Rcafbn of fome dcfedl ypo have difcovcred in- 

* my Perfon ? Or have 1 made my fclf unwor- 

* thy of it by any ofitncc 1 have .committed 

* againft you ? . 

■ To thefc Words fhe added' a many others, no' 
ltd earned, and prelled upon me fo far, that I 
could not forbear making her fome Anfwer. 
' Madam, /atd I to her^ methinks you take 

* abui\d<ince of pains to cxprefs with your Tongue 

* that which hatb no acquaintance with your 
' Heart, and if my qufet had been fo dear to yon, 
*- as you would make me believe, you would not 

* have utterly ruined it by your own cruel iftcon* 
* ' (Vancy. Tis enough for me to be miferaWr, 

* and not that you (hould aggravate my mifcry by' 

* yout difltmulation ^ and you ought to be (arisfied 

* with what I have fuffered hitherto, and noc 

* put my affe^ion to greater Trials. 

Eiifenof 
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Eiifena fccmcd to. be CKCceamly croubkii atchcfe 
wordS) as I coulJ caiily obfcrve in her Couocc- 
nance i bar rouftcring up att hc^ ftreti]>(h together 
:o Deoover bcrfelf, * My Lord; ffidjhe to mr^ k 
ts iiocany change in me thatdifturbs your quiets 
or may nave been the occaiton of that which is 
happened in your (clf. The Gods arc my wtc« 
iieKs, that I am the Gtme Woman to you chac 
1 efcr was, and chat my Life is innoceiK etFcn 
fioche leaft thoughts. It is very Orange, repHid 
/, that the Thoughts Ihoutd be tmiocem when 
the Anions are criminal, and that they appear 
fuch not only to the Eyes of a Husbaixl, but 
to the Eyes of a thou&ud ocher PerCbns. 
The(c words were a litk indigeftible to Bitfenm^ 
A> chat fhe took a hitlc time to ruminate upon 
tbem, wi'hout making me any Anfwer, but with 
the counrcnance of a Pcrfon recolkding and ex- 
amining her (d^^ to find out wherein ifae had of- 
fended. Ac laft, looking on me with an a^oi> 
which fpoke (bmcthia;; of dcarnefs and confi- 
dence, ' Can it be po(fib!e, faid Jhe f i»r» that 

* the caafe of my unhappincfs muft be no other 
' than the demonlbarions of Icindnefs and friend* 
*^ ihip which have pad between me and Ckomta^ 
*. And knowing me (b well ai. you ought cokuovr 

* me, is there any poffibility that yon IhouU 
' perfwade your ft- If, that in the good eocenain- 

* menc I make him, there can be anv thing crt* 
' minal or unhand (bme \ The demonftiattons of 

* your afFcdion coward^ C/if0»/#/, replied J, are 

* Co publick and (o remarkable, thas you necil 
' not precetid (b much adoniihmeot, that, when 

* all the World had taken no:ice of them, they 
' (hould ac h!^ come to my knowledge; and yoa 
^ ougbc (Q be ib much the iefs furprtxcd ac the 
f tSSSk ihey ban wioughc on my difpoficioo. 
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* »f you hot rcfled on the Lo?e 1 have had fos

This proved another bone for her to pick, (<r 
that ihe could not make any anfvrcr thereto, tilf 
rhat Ihc had been (Tlcm a good while, witli an 
ddion that difcoyered her unarcaimy, and lo(s of 
Ftrfolatioh. At length, lifting up her Eyes, which 
flie had all the time before fadenedon rhegroutidy 
and diredling them or me with a coantenauce 
ftinch more (cttlcd and ferene than before ; • My 
Lord, fnid Jhe to me^ whc» I rccolkdl my fclf, 
and calt^ro mind things that are now paft, I 
mad acknowledge, that there has been fomt 
want of t^rudeuce in my Carria^ i and if I have 
committed any fault, no que^ibn but it hath 
been out of che excefs of Confidence which I 
have had in your Love. I cannot deny but I 
have eiKerrained Cieontes with very great de- 
monflrarions of a particular edeem ^ nay, I 
confefs that I have dill abundance of rerpc€b 
for him, as well upon the account of his owi» 
Worth, as for other Reafons - which oblige me 
thereto, and which I thai! acquain" you with, 
when you Ihall give me kave to d^o it : But I 
tall all the Gods witnedes of ray innocence, and 
deiirc them to fend me fbme exemplary Death 
before your Face, if ever I have injured yott as 
much as in the leaft Thouiiht, or ever difcover- 
ed in Cieontes any defi^n or intention that yoa 
might condemn. I freely give you leave to 
take away my Life, if in procefs of time you 
fltid not my words true, and will accordingly 
be forty tor the injury you have done me. In 
the interim, 1 conjure you to rcftore me ro 
your affeAion, the lofs whereof is much more 
infupporrable tome than that of my Life. And 
fioce you have not taken it away from me, but 

• upon 
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* upon luifonunace appearances, which rather 

* argue my imprudence than bad intentions, I 

* iliall make diich provi(ton againft the like for the 

* future, that you (hall not have the lead occa- 

* /ion to fufpe^fc^fne. 

This was the difcourfc of Eiifena, but uttered 
with To much afliirance and fcreniry, that I be- 
gan to be perfwadcd flie might be innocent} 
whereupon that Love whereof there were (liU 
fome remainders in my H<:arc, fpcaking to me oa 
her bchaif, with as much force as her Words, 
diipelled by httle and Iirtle fome part of my ftif- 
picions} and if it could not abfolutely dear them, 
and make it a bright day in my mind, it did at * 
leafl put me into fuch a pofture, as that I was 
wjllmg to hearken to what it fuggcded to me 
for her advantage, and to ezped her judification 
from tiaic^ indead of condemning her for what 
was pad. I immediately ac(]uainted her with 
all the tranfadlions that pad in mv Soul, promif* 
ing, that in caCe I ihould find net as innocent 
as ihe would perfwade me ihe jvras, I fhould 
love her with the (ame pailion that I ever had foe 
her, and ihe entettained that promife and aflii- 
ranee with fuch demondrations of joy, that I could 
not at that time fuipc^her guilty of any artifice. • 

From that day uic began to live after another 
rate with CUontes^ that is, with much more re^ 
fervednefs and didance than formerly \ ihe for»> 
bore all fecret meetings, and private difcouries 
with him, and entertained him no otherwise 
lian as civility required, that fuch a Peifon as 
Cleontes ihould be. This alteration occafion*d a 
change in my humour, and 1 began to recover 
the Red I had a long time wanted, and was cour 
vinced that Eliftna^ having been a little extrava** 
gant through the imprudent (allies of Youth, had 

by 
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by the ftrength of her own Virrue and good Ad- 
-^icc, recovered her (elf. I alfo, for my part, car- 
ried my (elftovrards her as I had done formerly, 
and ezprefled my Love to her with the fame car- 
neflnels as I had done, before my mind became 
difordcred by Jealoufy. 

This laded fos fome Mouths, during; which 
time we lived together with as mufh delight as 
can be imagined ; but nor long after, the fame 
Per(bD who had made the fird difcovery to me,. 
came again to tell me, of certain kind and amo- 
rous looks, and other circumflances, whence he 
concluded there was a fecret intelligence becweea 
Elifena and Cleontes, Now my difpofition being, 
before prepared for impreflions of this Namre, I 
enrertained them much more eatily than at the 
firfk time> and obferving my felf, that there was 
a certain violence ih t.hat re(crvedne(s of Elifena^ 
1 fell into my former humour, aixi that fo vio- 
lently, that I was likely enough tofaden on ai^y 
defperate retblution. ^ 

When Etifina was feufible of the alteration, 
(he foon cook notice of it in my Counceuance, and* 
would know the reafbn of itr I anfwered her with 
nothing bat bloody reproaches, and the paflion I 
was then podeficd u iti), furnifhed me witii alF 
the words I could dcAre upon fuch an occasion. 
Elifena heard them with much patience, and ar 
lad, when 1 had given over fpeaking, joining^ 
ifTue in the difcourfe with abundance of refola* 
tion, but a refolacion full of modedy, and the 
demondrations of that confidence which is ever 
the attendant of iunocency : ^ My Lord, fa'id fi>9' 

* t9 m€y 1 thought I had reduced my felf to fuch 
< a Behaviour toward Cieontes as you expeded, 

* and was of opinion, that I had entertained 
•^ him no ocherwUe c^an 1 ought in pure civilic]^ 
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CO do. Buc (iiice I have been Co onbappy, ei« 
ther throogh my ilJ Fortune, or my imprudence , 
there is nov bo difpuce to be made of it, bus 
the occafioa muft be removed • lor the corre(^ 
poadencc which is between Ch$nt€s aod me» 
IS not of (iich confcquence, as that we OiouU 
thereby purchafe the danger and incohveniencies 
which are the tS:&.% thereof. 1 ihall not there- 
fore tell you, that I will not CccCIeontes any 
more, or that i will never fptak to bira 9gain. 
No, this is not iccuricy enough for you, while 
Cleontes ihall continue iu your Territories f 
nO| he muft not tread your ground % an J 
. though it fpeaks a anain Barbaroufncfsand 
and Inhumanity, to force away a Per(bn from 
the place where he had taken San^ary againft 
a malidous Fortune, yet is tt not conlidcrable i» 
comparifbn of the Mifchiefs which his abode here 
hath aheady» or hcreafcer may occafion» I wiU 
therefore take ictfpon me to (etrahim hence Co as 
he ihail never return again > and after the term chait 
you ftail ftp^inc fot his Departure is expired,. 
I promifc you, that neither yott not 1 fluli c?cc 
fee him more. 
The(e words of Mlifena gave me fome (ati£» 
feftion, though I think ihe dtfcovercd Come vio- 
lence when ]he made chat pcopofition to me, an^ 
Co refblved to grant it her. ^ Well Madam ,faid 

* I io ker^ ir you expcdl that yon and I ikouldi 
^ live tcgecher in any quiet, there is a neceffic]r 

* that CIcpnHs ihouid be feac away. His kng^ 

* abode here may haply involve us iato fome 

* Misfortune which we ihall do well to avoid, 

* when it lies in our own power to do ic ( and 
^ therefore I ihall intreat you to difpole him to 

* leave us within eight Days ; chat is the kmgeft 

* day 1 can aSbrd him to pcovide fee his depu-*' 

* mit» 
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* rare, and to find ovt (bme other phce for his 

* Refuge, and that time onoe expired, 1 bcfcech 

* you let fuch Order be takeo, that he may nevet 
^ be (ecn in oar Dominions agatfi. I promife 

* yoo to do ir, replies Blifina^ and I fhall take 

* ocealion this very Day to accjuaim him there- 
' with, aad endeavour what I can to have things 

* (o carried, as not to raiCe axhong our Neigh* 

* boars any (ufpicion of the true caufe of his de* 

* parrare.' With tho(e words (he went away 
and left me ^ bat as (he took leave, ihe expre& 
fed fo much afflidion in her Eyes, that it was 
eafy for me to judj^e, chroi^htheconftancy which 
fhe (b much afieded, that it was not without a 
(enfible regret thac Ihe was induced to difpchfe 
with the company of Cleontet, 

The next day I (aw them fpeaking together^ 
and I perceived they were very earnm in their 
Difcourfe, and in their Gefturcs and Looks, di(^ 
coyerrd much Sadnefs. Bat conceiving all to be 
\b order to his Deparrare, I bore with their coth- ^ 
verfation, at that Time, as ahb what they had in. 
my Preftnce the Day following, during which 
Time Cifontes took leave of his Ftiends, alledging 
certain Reafcms to them for his fo fudden leaving 
of them. The (eventh Day, which was juft rhac 
Day before his Departure, guided by feme unfor* 
tanate Genius, and my own malicious Fortune 
together, I would needs take a Walk in my Gar« 
den. And being defiroas of Solitude, and at thac 
Tcry time refle^mg on the Uncertainty I was in, 
as to what I ihould believe of f/i/^iy^, finding Ap* 
pearanoes ©fall fides, as well todemonfttate her 
Aftdions to me, as to fatisfy me of her Infideli- 
ty, I went afide from thofe thar followed me, and^ 
leaving (bmeof them id one of the fairefl Knors of 
the Gardeiii and others in the more fpacious Walks, 

Iwcujc 
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I went into thofe that were moft private and foli- 
tary, and Co continued my Walk in the mofl ge- 
mote Part of the Garden. At the furtliefl cncf 
of the Knot, before mentioned, there is a lirtle 
liand(bme Grove, and in divers Places of the' 
Grove, Arbours made of the Boughs of Trees 
plafbcd together. Coming near that which lyes 
at the greateft Diftancc, 1 heard the noife of feme 
People talking, and going forward dill to come 
yet {bmcwbat nearer, and likening with much 
Attention, I could difcern the Voice of E/rfena^ 
The Privacy of the P}ace bred a littte worm in my 
Brain, and I immediately fufpcdcd there might 
be (bme unhandfome Adion committed j and no& 
willing to let flip an Opportunity Co favourable 
for the Difcovery of the Tru h, 1 crept foftly be* 
r M ecn the Trees, and coming near the Arbour with 
(b little noiCc that I was not heard, 1 put my HeacI 
doie to the Branches whereof it was made, and 
$nding ai> cafy Paflage for my Sight, 1 prefemly- 
perccived all that was done in the Arbour. O ye 
Godsi what a Spedaclc, wirh what Obje^ were' 
my Eyes unhappily fmrtrcn I I faw, my Lord, 
iince I mud reap up thofe doleful Pafl*ages of my 
Life, 1 faw Cieontes Ca upon a Ikcle Table that 
Aood in the middle of the Arbour, holding £//- 
fena {landing between his Legs, compaffing her 
with his Arms, whik he was as amoroufly em- ' 
braced by thofe ofSiifenay and at the fame Time, 
both giving and receiving thoufands ofKifie&from 
bim. Sighs, Tears, and bemoaning £xpre(fions> 
were the burthen of their Carefles, and red pro* 
cally wiping off one another's Tears, they reiterat- 
ed their Kiflcs with fo much Love, that a Perfbn, 
the lead fabjedl of any i4i the World to fufpici* 
on, would never have been perfwaded but that 
there might.be yet a furcber Familiarity becweea 

Per- 
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Peribns (b paflionace. For my Parr, 1 made not 
the icaft Qucftton of it, and from chat fatal St>ec- 
Ucle, concluding my unhapptnefs undeniable, I 
gave way to the Rage then gaining ground upon 
me, and (layed not a Moment lo confulc upon the 
Reflation 1 w4tt to take, to revenge ray injured 
Love, and to repair the lofs of my Honour. I 
&ldom went any where without my Sword, and as 
ill Fortune would have if, I had it then about me. 
Ldrew it, rranfported with Fury, and running lo 
one of the Doors of the Arbour with fo much haftc, 
that chofe two amorous Pcr(bns had hardly the 
Time to break off their killing 5 Yqu mufl dye^ 
h«fe perfidious Wretches^ cry'd I, you muft dye y ^ , 
and putting my Fury in Execution upon the firft 
Objcd that of&red it fcif, it fell upon the unfor- 
tunarc Rlifena^ whom running my Sword in at 
the Breaft, there needed nor much (Ircogth toiorce 
it in up to the Hilrs. Cieontes had the Time to 

Et out at one of the Doors of the Atbour, and 
d got away as foon as he faw me appear, with 
all the fpeed lie could make: But the unforcunate 
hlifenSy who ftood ncarell to me, reaiving the 
mortal Wound, feH down at my Feet in a Tor« 
rent of Blood, and as flie fell, fafteuing on my 
Knees, Ihe held me (b, that 1 could not get off 
from her to run after Cieontes, In the mean 
time Elifena expiring, drove as 'much as fhe 
could 10 fpeak, and with Abundance of Difficulty 
made a IhiFc to bring forth thefe Words. * Zeno- 

* dorus> faid Jhe to met thou had (pile innocent 
^ Blood, which will cry out for Vengeance again d' 

* thee 5 but far be it from me to defire it of the 

* Gods, and I forgive thee my Death, which my 
' .own Imprudence, and thy want of Recolie6lioii 

* hath brought me to : Thou wilt find that I 

* Jure not injured thee, andtUccefore content thy- 

* ftlf 
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^ fclf chat thou haft taken my Ldc, atid meddle^ 
• not with CfionteSf who is— -:--'• ' ^^^ would 
haTc (aid fomewhac c][e, but ere (he coujd being 
at our, both Voice aud lik had takea chcic Leaves 
a her. 

This SpedacJcy you may ^^U iuiagine was de- 
plorable enough to move me to fome Picy, aitd 
the Love wbicn 1 had formeily had for Elifens^ 
whom l.faw expiring at my Feet, beaucifiil evea 
ID her PaJeue&y and amidft the very Looks of 
Death, as amiable as ever ihe had been in her Ltlcy 
mud in all likclikood force me to fome Campa& 
lion. But Rage and Fury being grown predomi- 
fianc over my Soul, and 1 looking on the loSs of 
my Honour as a thine infallibly oeruiui and from 
the lall Words of £//^i»«y when ihe recommended 
unco me the Life oiCleontes^ and icemed fo indif- 
ferent as to her own, drawing no other Conclu- 
sion than that of the ezceffive Love ihe had for 
him, my Fury derives new Strength kom ihac 
cruel Confirmation, and leaving the.Body oiEUfe- 
na in the Hands of her Women, who were come 
in at the noile out of a Place where they waited 
hard by, I purfued CleomtSy with the Sword all 
bloody iu my Hand, that way that I bad fecnhim 
run away. He was gotten far enough £rom me» 
and I ihouid have found it no (mall DifiBculry ro 
overtake him, if at the fame Time a noi(e had 
not been fprcad about the Garden, that Eiifena 
was dead. At this unhappy News Cieontcs ftays, 
not defirous to lave his Lire after the Misfortune 
which he had been the Occafion of. As 1 came 
into the Knot of the Garden, i (aw him coming 
cowards mc, tearing hisCloachs, pulling his Hair, 
and filling the Place with his Lamentations. Inftead 
of avoiding my Sword, he woukl nm noon the 
P«inc of it, and pce(enting his naked Brcaft to noe, 

be 
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he cherein received the moical Thruft which rail 
mm through aod through. After he he had gone 
two or three Paces backward (higgering, he fell 
down at the Feec of Diana of Alabafter, which 
fiood at one of the Corners of the Knot, and as 
he feu embraced ic : ^ Goddefs of Chafbicy, /aid 

* biy reociTC this Life which 1 offer up co thee, and 

* if I fkain it with my Blood, thou knowefl it is 

* pure and imiooeot. 

There was (bmethingin thofe Words that (eem* 
cd (b mild, and withal fo mournfult that the 
better pan of mj Fury was.thereby abated j and 
while a many Ftrfons .were running to the Place 
where I was, the expiring Cieontes^ turning his 
Eyes from the Statue, and ^sifiening them on me : 

* Barbarous Man, faid bi to mr, hope not that 

* the Gods will pardon the Death of the innocent 
1 Eiiftndy though I forgive rhee mine, and fince 

* 1 have not LiK enough \A rae to convince thee 
^ of her Innocence, acknowledge it upon the fight 
^ of what I had never fhewnany Man, and which 

* thcu of all mankind an the moft unworthy to 
' fee.' With tbefe Words, contrading together 
all the ftrcngth he had k^, he made a ihifr to 
open, or to tear that which covered his Stomach, 
and by difi»vering to ns a Neck and Breads^ 
whiterthenthe Alabafierwbich he embraced, eafilf 
£uisfied us that be was a Woman. 

Artaxus interrupting Zem^orus at this Paf^ 
lager * Heavens I Zenodorus^ faid be U bim^ what 

* is this that yon relate to me, and what an un- 

* fbrranate Advenrare was this of yours ? Till now, 

* chough there were Things deplorable enough in 

* your Relation, yet had I not been moved to com* 

* paflion at any ^ and I thought there was fo much 

* Reafon in all Proceedings, that I ^ould not be- 

* moan the Deftiny of two Peribns whom I con-* 

* cciyed 
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* ccived worthy the Chadifemenc chef received at 

* voor Hands, fint thcCc lal) Words of your Re- 
' lacion baving changed the whole Scene of die 

* Adventure ; and though there lies do more guile 
' on jou than there would have doDe» had it been 

* otherwiic, yec I mud confefs you ate fo much 

* the more to be pitied." You may very well think 
' itf my Lord, replied Zeno^lorusy and with the 

* fame labour comprehend (bme part of what I 
^ was not able \o exprefs.' At that light, chat 
fatal fight, that £ital and too {low di(covery, I was 
in a manner more like a dead carcafs than chofi 
I had deprived of Life ,- jmd not able to oppo(e 
all the p^idions which then made their feveral 
afTauhs on my Soul, with as much violence as caa 
be well imagined, nor ezprefs them by words, 
1 was almofl: grown immoveable and fenfelefs 
m the arms of thofe Persons that were about me« 
I apprehended my fclf at th^ fame time to be the 
murtnerer of two Women, of two beautiful and 
amiable Perfons, and two innoanc Perfons, 
whereof one had been my own Wife, whom I 
had loved as dearly as my own Soul, and the 
other meerly upon the account of compaiCon had 
already raifed in me an afFcdion towards her. 
This demonflracion of , the innocence and ^cWty 
of Eiifena did at the fir ft refledtion on it (lick a 
Sword into my Heart, much more cruel thaa 
that wherewith I had pierced her Bread, and the 
fight of that unfortunate Pcrfon, now no more 
Chontesy but one of the handfbmeft Ladiis in thQ 
World, wounded my Soul with the moft violent 
afHidicD chat it is capable of. Certain it is, thac 
(bme other Pcrfbn. endued with a greater tender- 
nefs of mind than 1, who have ever been of a 
fierce and haiih difpoficion, had not furvived fo 
deplorabie an accident, and yet, 62ch as I was, I 

- really 
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really felt . in ray Heart whatever a lively and 
piercing grief can have in it of Torment. 

After I had recoUedkd my (elf for Come time 
in the hands of thofe Perfbns who had takea 
away my Sword from me, as hav^ing gathered 
from the fary of my Looks, that it was not un- 
likely I might do ray fclf a mifchxef, 1 dreur 
nearer to the expiring Lady, making figns to 
others to endeavour to help her» when perceiving 
my intention : ^ Stand away, cruel Man, y^r/Vy/jr 

* to mty and come not near me. Thy affiftancc 

* is moce hatcfiil to me than the Death chou haft 
^ given me i and iince the unfortunate Elifenay 
^ whofe Death I have unhappily been the occa- 
' (ion of, is no longer living, oppose not tlit 

* Jaft demonftrations of the friehdmip I had foe 
"^ her, and (iiiSer me to expire without any other 

* regret, than that of haying facrificed to my 
■*' misfortune, a Perfon fo vcrtuous as fhe was. 

* OMlifentty EMfena ! Ence my lad kiflcs proved 

* fo fatal to thee, learn among the dead, where 

* I am coming to enjoy thee again, that I wa^ 
^ unwiUtug to furvive thee, and that I run after 

* thee, GO continue among the ihades that friends 
^ ihip which was fo dear to us here. 

As fhe tittered thefe Words, ihe^twpafliugby 
the Body of £///cif<r, whidi they were carrying 
out of the Garden, and at that ught, crying out 
louder than her weakaefs could bear, fhe withal 
Tent out her laft breath in the Arms of thofe thjc 
were come about to relieve her. Among thofe 
that Qime immediately after, a young Gentlewo* 
fl^n cbj^t (erred her, and who after her example 
^ifguifed her Sex by Mau*s Cloaths, caf^ii^ her 
(elf upon the Bpdy as foon as ihe could get near 
it, made the Air echo again wirh her cries and 
iier lamenrations, ajad did a many things tvor- 
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thy compaffion, which I was not in a condition 
to take notice of, for that at the (ight of the Body 
of Elifena, which they had very tn^lifcreetly caufed 
to be carried clofc by me, I grew abfolutcly fcnfc- 
le(s and diftra€l:ed, and was conveyed away and 
•cafi upon my Bed, where I was carefully looked 
after, out of a fear I fhould have fallen into de« 
fpair. When I had a little recovered my felf, I 
ran to the place where they had laid the Body of 
BUfenny and giving it thoufands of Kifles, with 
an affe^ion ecjual to that 1 had for her at the be* 
ginning of our unfortunate Marriage, I did all ' 
ihat lay in my power to die near her, and have a 
thoufand times fince wondered, that my Grief \ 
alone fhould not be ftrong Enough to do that, i 
which, no doubt, I fhould have done with my 
Sword, had I been left at my Liberty. Her 
Innocency and her Virtue fbeing ^then but too 
well known to me, 1 became a continual pre? 
CO tbatremor(e, andthofe implacable furies wnicn 
unmercifully torment the Soul ; and looking on my 
ielf as a Dragon, or fome horrid Monfter, I made 
againft my (elf che moll terrible imprecations, that a 
Man could makeagainft his mod inreteratc enemies. 
From the Body of Elifena I went to that un- 
fortunate companion and partaker of lier Death i 
and though I had not had any aft^ion for her 
while (he lived $ yet had the unhappinefs of her 
deftinjr fiich an influence upon me, and {he had 
appear'd to me (b amiable, even in the laA minutes 
of het Life, and in the lafl words ihe fpoke, that 
iny Soul was pofleflcd by (bmething greater than 
compaiTion, and I was no lefs liberal of my tears 
for her Death, than for chat of Elifena. When 
1 was fo far recovered, that I could apprehend 
any thing was faid to me, I was very deiirous 
CO know who ihe was^ .and the GcDtkwoman 
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that bad waited 00 her, and who after her Deacb 
had no Reafon to conceal what (he had kept £e* 
crec while ihe lived, being brought before me, 
though flie could not look on me without horror 
and deceftation, and being informed what m/ 
defires were, gave me this account of her : ^ Since 
you are defirous to Vskow y faid jhe to tffe^ who 
this unfortunate Woman, whom you have put 
to death, was, I ihali Toon iQitisfy you to your 
fbrrow, for with that youlhall know what Ene- 
mies you have railed your itii by your cruelty. 
She was born among the Parthiansy of an cx« 
tradion that is equally noble with any of the 
Subjeds of Pbrsates^ and was allied on both 
fides to the lllufhious Family of the Arfrcides. 
Her name was Arufia^ and her Beauty fiich, 
when it appeared in its meridian Luftre, under 
Cloachs fuitable to her Sex, that the World can 
afford but ftvf comparable to her. She hath ne- 

fleded it v«ry much ever (ince, and indeed hath 
ad no great reafon to be much in love with it, 
becauie it haiji proved the occafion of all the 
misfortunes that have happened to her. Being 
brought up about the Queeu, as a Princefs that 
could claim (bme kindred to her^ and having iti 
a fliorx time difcovered to the whole Court, at 
well the Beauty of her Countenana, as that oF 
her UnderiUnding, (he was there generally be- 
loyed i but indeed much more than {he defired 
to be, infbmuch, that the amiablencfs of her 
Perfon having en£amed Pbraates with an af- 
fedion towards her, ihe became accordingly the 
object of his cruel I^erfecution. She endured 
the torment of it for fume rime with an admi- 
rable Virtue, and endeavoured to fmother the 
extravagant inclinations of the King, by all 
thofc ways which in any other Soul might have 
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produced that cf&^. But her modcfty 2nd re- 
fiflatice adding to the eagernefs of the King's 
love, he wowld at laft ncedi come to violence, 
and without any conlidcration of the noblene(s 
of Artefia*^ Blood, which was no other than z 
branch of his own, he laid a dcfign how to 
put his wicked refolution in execution upon hcr^ 
This virtuous Lady> whofc father had bcca 
dead many Years before, dcftitute of all pro- 
tedlion againd her King, and that fuch a King, 
as to whom, after he had put co death lis owa 
Father, all crimes ought to be cafy and familiar^ 
had no way but to fly, to deliver her Virtue 
from that Tcmpeft 5 and there being no way for 
her to conceal her fclf from Co great a King, 
but by difguifing her Sex, fhe put on Man s 
Cloaths, and cauitng me to do the like, took 
only me along with her in her flight, and two 
ancient Mcn-Sctvants of her Father's, whofc 
fidehty ilie was confident of. After fereraf 
Journics to and fro, wherein (he had ftill in- 
violably kept the fccrets of her adventure, ihc 
at laft came into your territories. It was oot 
her dcflgn to make any k>ng (lay therein } but 
(he immediately charmed by the Virtue of £/i- 
fefia, and in proccfs of time coming to a per- 
fed knowledge of her^ and conceiving her a 
Perfbn with whom (he might (afely encer into 
folid Fricnd(hip, and in whom (he might repofe 
a great confidence, (he difcovered her lelf ro ner, 
-acquainted her w irk her Fortune, and revealed to 
her what (he had fo carefully concealed from 
all the World. Elifena entertained thefc de- 
monftrations of her afFe^ion and confidence 
with an admirable goodnefs, atui oflered her 
all the affifUnee thac lay in her Power. This 
was mcerly the efFe^ of her genctofity as to a

Scranger ^ but not long after, the virtue and excel- 
lent endowments of Artefia having wrought their 
efFcd on the Spirit of Elifenay as thofe of Eli^ 
fena had upon chat of Artefia, it became the 
cement of.uich a perfe^ friendiliip between 
thefe two amiable Perfons, that the prefent age 
could hafdlj have furnifhed us with a nobler 
example. The mutual demonftrations which 
they gave thereof one to another, wi'h left 
^circumfpedllion than Pcribns, who(e intentions 
are criminal, are wont to ob(ecve, raiTed ^a- 
lou{y and Tufpicions in you, in(bmuch, that 
upon thefird difcoveiies you made thereof, thef 
coufuhed together, and confidered whether it 
were fafe to difcovcr the truth to you, and ac- 
Guaint you wich the Sex and Fortunes of Arte* 
fia. But af cr much debate, Elifenn her fclf 
thought it not either fafe or feau>nable \ and 
Jtnowing that you flood in fome fear of the 
power of Pkradtesy and -that yeur Tetrarchy 
lying near his g^eat Empire, it concerned you very 
much to hold a good correfpondence with him^ 
did not think it fit that that fecret fhould be 
communicated to you,, as being iu fbme fear, 
that either to put an obli^tion upon Pbraatesy 
or to avoid the occaflon of making hitn youc 
Enemy, you might diG:over to him that Ar-^ 
iefia was in yoiu: powfcr, and haply have lent 
her back to him. The Sincere friendihip which 
Elifina had for Artefia^ infpircd her with that 
fear, v^hich indeed became fa great a&crwaTds, 
that upon your relapfe into jealoufy, and the 
' iecond difcoveries you made. thereof, ihe chofe 
rather to be deprived the fight and company of 
her Friend, than that you Should be acquainted 
with, the feaet of her Life^ and .conft gently 
cxpofe it Winy dangdr. : « Tbifli fcparatioo 
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* could not but occafion a yiolent Grief o& both 

* (ides, infbmuch, that when yea unfortanatel^r 

* took rhem in the Arbour, they ,were taking 

* their lafl leaves one of another, with tho(e De- 

* nonflrations of Friendfhip which proved Co 

* fata] to them. You are but too well acquaint- 
' cd with what followed \ I defire to be excufed' 

* as to any further Difcoutfe with you, and your 

* leave to return to that Body which I Co much' 

* loved when living, to render it my laft Servioes» 

* and to rake (bmc courfc of carrying of it awaf 

* out of this cruel Country s and fince it is now 

* beyond all Fear of the Violences of Pbraates, 

* diipofe it among the Monuments of het Fathers. 
Such was the Diicourfe of the defblate Gentle- 
woman, whrreby coming to under (land as welf 
the extraction, as virtue of >^rr^^, I felt die Grief 
and Remorfe, which I thought violent enough 
before, afluming new Strength to torment me the 
more. I was in a perpetual Pafture of (ighing 
and fobbing, which being pent up in the Cranies 
of my Breaft, forced out their way with the greater 
Violence, bringing forth with chem Words (b pi- 
liRif, that it raikd a certain CompafHon in alf 
thofe, who upon the cruel Confequences of my 
miftake, had conceived a Hortout for me. I con- 
tinually called upon the Name oi Ziifinay au<f 
with that oiElijenay I oftentimes brought out that 
oiArtefid^ whofc lamentable Adventnte I was no 
lefs troubled at, than I was for the lofs of my 
Wife, whom I had thought fb amiable, and ac- 
cordingly fo dearly \crrci. 

2 Ihali not tire you, my Lord, with tedious Di£^ 
courfes of my Complaints, or with Relations of 
aH tho(e things which I did for (bme Days, dur- 
ing the Extravagance of my Afflidion, and (hall 
•nly tell you, uiat thofe who know me at this 
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prefenc, and know what coutfe df Life I have led 
for rhcie many Years together, would not eafil/ 
believe the (Irange £f&^s it wrought in me. The 
Gentlewoman, who had waited on Artefiaj and 
her two ancient Servants, having cau(ed the Bodf 
to be embalmed, carried it away int0 their own 
Country •, and that of my Eliftna yi2s difpoied 
into a fumptuous Monument which I cauled to 
be built for her. I viHtcd it every Day, and fpetit 
whole Hours in wafhing it with my Tears, em* 
bracing the cold Marble, and doing a hundred 
Actions which fufiicien ly difcovered my Love» 
Melancholy, and Defpair. There was not any 
thing from which I could derive any Comfort 1 
in the Day time I avoided the Society of Men^ 
and in the Night, methoughts I faw perpemally 
at my BcdVhead, the unfortunate Images of £//- 
/fiftfand Artefia^ fhewing me their Wounds, and 
Joading me with the mou bitter Reproaches that 
might be. During thefc Imaginations, I wasroanf 
times in a mannec diftra£led, infomneh, that ia 
time, if I were not grown abfblucelv mad^ I was 
at leaft fo far gone, that I had notning of Mild- 
ne(s, nothii^ of a fociable Humour left in ne. 
By degrees I became mc^e and more (avage and 
barbarous, moch more than I was naturauy in- 
clined to be, and out of an Imagination I bad» 
that all the World ought to abhor me, I begati 
to abhor all the World« Accordingly, firom that 
Time all Things fell out contrary to my Expec- 
tations, and my Crime was fuch, that Fortune de- 
dated herfelf my Enemy as well as Men. The 
King of the Partbiansy who was infinitely trou- 
bled at the Death of ArtefiSi immediately refblv- 
cd to ruine me ; and H€r$d^ who watched all Oc- 
cafions to poflefs himfelf of my Tetrarchy, to join 
it to his own DoBiinions, whereof he conceived 
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it lliould be fomc Part, having no Pretence of 
War againfl me himfcJf, promoted underhand the 
Dcfigns of the Parthian King, gave a Pa(&ge 
througk his Country, to the Army he fent againfl 
me, and fupplied them with Praviiions, out of 
Hopes of getting my Eftate into his Hands. 

Things fell out in a manner as they had defign* 
ed they fhould -y fo that I, who in the Height 
and Favour of Fortune, had not been able to op* 
pofe the Forces which the King of the PartbUns 
fent agaiad me, could hardly, in the Misfortune 
J was fallen into, lofl as to Friends^ Courage, and 
all Things, make any Re£(lance againdthem. The 
P art b tans forced -me out of my Country, and 
Herod having gotten it into his Hands uponibme 
Treaty there had paft between him aiid fhraates^ 
he not long after went and begged it of Auguftus^ 
ailedgfiig chat he had fome Interefl in ic, during^ 
the Time rhat Ltfantas. was in Poflcdion thereof* 
It was bef^owed on him, and he was put into 
Pofltilion thereof by the Emperor, who feni So* 
pus to fettle him quietly in ic, and who accord- 
ingly maintained him therein, againft the Pre- 
tcmioas of the King of the Partbians, This was 
the Occaifon of the DifFerence wherein Hraates 
was fo much exafperatcd againft Herody and which 
bred the War that happened between them fincc» 
and which was begun by Pbtaates not long aftcc 
ihc carrying away of Pbafeluy and old Hircan. 

In the mean Time, 1 made a Ihift to get avray 
with a certain Number of Ships, de(Hcute of all- 
Friends and Supply, nay indeed, loft as to all 
Things 5 for haying applied myfclf every where 
for AfliTlance, all proved ineffe^ual> all denied 
me 'y infomuch, chat my mind exafpcrated by the 
condant Malice of mj Fortune, I became loft as 
to all Virtue aud Morality ^ and thence out of an 
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Afllirauce I had that all the World were Enemies 
tome, Ihecaxdcan Enemy to all the World. While 
my Giief, for the lo£s of Elifena continued flrong 
upon ray Sfsirits, I was but little troubikd at the 
Jofe of my Eftatc, and Friends •, but when Time 
liad wrought Tome Abatement of it, I could not, 
without Indi^iution and Rage, bok on the change 
of my Condition, and fee Hertfii poflefled of all f 
had, and fo powerful through the Authority o£ 
Augufius^ who maintained iiim in ity and jmere 
vas but little Probability of ever getting it out of 
his Hands. . . 

Tiiis pat mc up^ ReCblutions of getting that 
elfewhete, which had been wreftcd out of my 
Hands at home, and haying yet a Number of 
Ships under my Command, I began to make a 
Sea War, fitH; againft cHofe only mat had taken 
away my Edate, and afterwards ^againft all Na^ 
tions, without any choice oi diftindlion of Par- 
ties. 1 had gotten with me my Nephew Epbiaf" 
jtesj as vahant and daring a Perfon sks ever followed 
this courfe of Life, who contributed much to the 
carrying on of my Dedgn ; infbmuch that when 
J had, by a great number of>rich Prizes, got to- 
other " abundance ©f Wcaich, I bought more 
:Ship9, gnil Co Keinforc*d my Fleet, and hir'd in a 
many Soldiers, who found better (ervke and pay 
in 'bur War, chan they would have done in any 
.lawful one. In fine, I. became fo powerful, that 
I had Squadrons of Ships on all Seas. Having 
made Ephialtes ray Vice- Admiral in thofe patts 
of the Sea, which admitted not of any commur 
jiication by S^a, <ve went and met by Land, hay- 
i>ng Hotfes and 'pfivate Retreats for that Purpose. 
"So that, of a defolate Man, and one that, in all 
iprobability, fhould have (pent his whole Life in 
-weeping over a Tomb , 1 became teciible and 
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dreadful co all Nations, the terror of all chat had 
SLtky bufinefs with the Sea, and famous for thoa- 
fands of Prizes « which made me the richeft of 
fldi the Pirates that ever were. This courfe of Life 
have I kd for thefe ten years very near, and yet 
I ihall not entertain you with the moft confide* 
table aftiORS I hare been engaged in, not only 
becaufe it would require a long relation, fiich as 
poflibly might proye very troublcfome t* your 
Majefty, but alfo for chat 1 am confident ypana?e 
already bad feme account thereof, and have, noc 
wiehouc afcOniihment^ heard of the feveral cban* 
ges of my Fortune. I fhall therefore only tell 
you, chat during the fpace of ten years, that I 
have followed this Trade, there happened not any 
thing memorable unto me, in comparison of 
what hath come to pafs within thefe few days, 
upon thefe verycoafls, there having, in a manner 
at the fame time, fallen into my naud;, two of 
the mod beautiful preys that the whole Univcrfe 
can afford. And this I am confident yon cannot 
but acknowledge, when I have told you, that in 
two days time, I bad in my power and diipofa)^ 
the fair Candace^ Queen of Mtbi»pia^ and the 
Princefs J?///2r, the only Daughter and Heir of 
the Great King of the Partbians. I took the 
Queen of Mtbiofia'ysSi at the mouth of the Ni/e^ 
and this Soul of mine, which fince the deadi of 
Bliftna^ had not entertained the leaft impreflBoii 
of Love, nor ever thought it could have been ca- 
pable of any, remitted Tome part of its Forces, 
npon the firft view of that Princefs, and by de* 
grees became ab&lurcly fubjed to her Beauties. I 
was ignorant both of her name and quality, and 
yet Love made me at firft (light the proffers Ihe 
made me of a confiderable ranfome, and when 
afterwards Ihe tohi me that ihe was Queen Cm- 
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^dce^ 1 would not abfolutely believe what ike 
faid, oat of an imagination that fhe might take 
that name upon her, piirpofely to keep me with- 
in tho(c terms o( refped which ihe perceived I 
ihottid not be long able to obferve. During that 
uncertainty, 1 did all that lay in my power to 
perfwade her to my Will, and having found all the 
ways 1 took inefte£lual, I hoped ac lad to efie£l 
nay own fatisfadion, by making u(e of the power 
I had over her, when chat, during the fpace of 
one night, which I had allotted ner to fix oa 
(bme refblution, this Princefs, daring above hec 
Sex, and beyond all example, fet my Ship oa 
fire, which broke forth in fevcral places, and call 
herfelf into the Sea, within fome few Stadia of 
this River. You may well imagine, what an 
aftonifliment I was in, when it came to know- 
ledge that I had lofl her in chat manner. I made 
the befl; ihift I could to repair the breaches which 
the fire had made in my Ship, that I might the 
fooner make afcer her into this River, whicher I 
conceived ihe might get Mpon planks, v^icb the 
afCClancc of fome Men^ who had caft themfelves 
over-board at the fame time with her. 

We were bufy a mending of our Ships, when 
it was the pleafute of Fortune, (ro make me fome 
ie<]uital for the former lofs) to fend me a Veflel, 
wherein was the Princefsof i]\cPartbUnsy which 
havitig with much ado efcaped wreck in the great 
Temped that had been, and being not furniuied 
with Men to maiutain her, came and caft hec 
ielf into our hands. We boarded her without any 
great difHcuky, and the firfl thing 1 was enter* 
tained wich, vf^s tlie ihours of certain Slaves, 
whom I found to have been my Soldiers, and 
fome of thofe that I had left Epbia/tes. They 
prefentlj gave me aa account of the death of my .

Nephe#, and f>oincing to a Pcrfbn that ftood 
near the PrinccG, chey cold hovr he had been his 
Murtherer. I caft my Eyes od the Man, attd 
fiocwichdaftding the admirable things I could ob- 
ftrve in him, yet was i refolved his Li'fe ihoulcE 
be facrificed to the Mattes of my Nephew, whom 
1 had fo dearly loved , and thereupon canted (he 
points of all our Swords to be turned upon him. 
But, good Gods, how ftrangely did he behave' 
binifelf! Forpading through our Armies Without 
»ny fear, he comes up to me, take$ hold of me by 
the middle, and cau himfelf into the Sea wiiii' 
me in his Arms. I was relieved and taken up 
again by my own Men, not without fome dit'^ 
ficulty I but when I had recovered the danger, 
cad up the Water I had drunk « and put on other 
Cloaths, the prefcnce of a Beauty which all the 
World might admire, but thatfecmed o*cr whelm- 
ed with an infiipporrable grief, could not make 
inc forget her, who may be faid to have.lct my 
Heart a- fire as truly as ihe had done my Ship. 
And therefore refolving to follow her Hving, or 
find out her dead Body about this River, I came 
hither, and landed with thirty of my Men, leav- 
ing the fair Prize 1 bad taken in my Vcflcl, un- 
der the care of a Lieutenant whom I trufled her 
with. I wandered up and down the River-fide 
all that Day, and could not make the leaft diG- 
eovery of what I fought 5 and the next Day, af- 
ter I had fpcnt fome part of the Day in the fame 
enquiry, and having divided my Men into fcve- 
ral parties^ in order to vifit more places, I came 
at laft, accompanied only by two of them, near a 
Spring, where I faw two Men engaged in a furi- 
ous Combat. They were both Pcrfoiis of an ad- 
mirable goodly Prefence, their Arms rich and 
magnificent 5 but there was nothing comparable 
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to the Valour where with they fought, but the 
antmofi'y they cx^refled in the Combat. One 
©f the two ha^ upon his Arttis, which glic- 
teted with Gold, iht Roman Eagle fp'read in di« 
tcrs Phices, and tkofe of his adverfary, renfarka* 
b)e tor certain Lions, caufing me to obferve his 
ftature and adtion, I at hH difcovcred him to be 
the fame Perfon that had caft himfelf ever- board 
with me in his Anns, and whom I had giTCft 
oyer for drowned. 

1 was at a Ibfs what I ihould do upon this o^dci*^ 
iion, when, noth with (landing rhe attention where- 
to tt might be thoaght the Combat obliged htm» 
he caft his Eyes cowards me, and immediately call* 
ingme to mind, he retreated a little before his £ne« 
itiy, and having (aid fomeching to him, which I 
could not hear, he ]^t him, and fell upon me with as 
fifcle mercy as a Bird would on his PMy. I was 
aftomlhed at the violence of his proceeding -^ but 
Aoughl had then no otlier Arms about ttit but ifey 
Sword, yet I (aw there was a neceflity 1 ihould put 
my ftlf into fbme pofture of Defence. When I favr 
falling dead at my Feet, upon the dealing cff but 
two Blows, my two Companions>.who had fee 
themfclve? before tne, I muft needs confefs, that thi^i 
fiidden ExccU'^ion frivhtcned me a little j and fce- 
itig my ftlf without Arms, to Engage with a' 
Man armed allovfer, 1 was afraid to meet Wi^h him^ 
smd Co made away from him as bft as ever my 
I-Iorfe could carry me. 1 rid a great way, flving: 
ftill before him, and he had very near over- 
taken me, when coming itito a pleafant Valley, 
I met with a Perfon on Horfcback, very fumptu- 
bufly and richly armed, who (<fcured rtie -from 
him, and in the very fame Place had 1 a fight of 
that admirable Pririccfs, whom I fought affer. I 
was not a little xticouraged at this happy adven- 
ture, 
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tuce, buc being not io a condition to carry hei^way 
wichoac (bmeadiftance, I returned to my Compani* 
ons» and baviiie met with fbme of cbem, I came back 
^ain along widi them into the Valley, and with 
c&ir help carried away the fair Conduce oo 
H6r(e-back. *Tis true, the greaceft part of my 
Soldiers were killed by thofe valiant Men thac 
engaged with us at our coming into the Pkce, 
iofomucb chat I had but one about me by thac 
time I got to the River £dc. Here it was that I 
was fatisfied as to the inconftancy of Fortune, 
who had treated me To oddly in one and the 
fame Day \ for my Ships were all gone, and 
caftine my Eyes toward the Sea« 1 (aw them at a 
good diftance, making as much Sail as they coaU 
away. However, I refolved not to <]uit my Prize^ 
and accordingly carried her into a Wood that was 
hard by, in (pight of all the reiUUuce ibe could 
make. At laft naving made a ihift to get from 
me, while I was upon the point of recovering 
her again, I was fet upon by divers Men on Horfir- 
back^ and being tun through with a Sword) 1 fell 
down to the Ground with very little hopes of Life. 
That Soldier of mine, whe had followed me, (aw 
me fall at a good diftance from the Place ^ and 
when our enemies were gone away with thePria- 
oe(s, he came back to me, meaing in his way 
with another party of his Companioos, which I 
had Cent (bme other way, and had not been en- 
gaged in the fight we had ha4- They were ex* 
trcamly cad down to (ee what condition I was in, 
and oerceiving there were fome remainders of 
Life 10 me, they carried me to a poor Counrry- 
Man's Houfe, not far from that Place. This 
Man was fent into the City for a Surgeon, having 
before engaged himfelf to keep all things fccret, 
and my Men haying put them both in hopes of 

extra- 
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cxrraordinat y tewards for the good they Aould 
do me, they have accordingly dune as much for 
me as I could have deiired them. I had about 
me borh Money and Jewels to engage them to 
Gdchty and attendance, and I mud coufcls, they 
have done all things with Co much good focceis 
and (ccrefy, that chey have brought me into the 
oondicion you now find me in, without the lead 
difcovery of any rhing. 

During the time I remained at that Hou(e, fiich 
of my Nten as had gone fcveral times to Alexm^* 
driSj purpolely to €x what news were fttrring, 
brought me word that Candace was in AUxan-^ 
drim^ rhat it was the Praetor himfelf that had 
wounded me, and that the very (ame Day thofe 
whom he had (ent to Sea had taken my Ships, killed 
ali the reft of my Men, together with my trea- 
cherous Lieutenant, and recovered the Beauty I. 
had left with him, who bad difcovered herfelf ta 
be Ellf^y Ptiuafs of the Partbians. Till then I 
had been ignorans^ whd ihe- was, but had learnc 
Candace's name from her own mouth, as I told 
you before, though my people to)d ' me that (he 
was not known in AiexandrUy for any other 
than a Lady of great Quality born in jEtbiopsaf 
and one whom it was thought the Praetor was 
fallen very deeply in Love wi:h. In a word, my 
Lord, having Tdft; all my Shfps, my Men, and 
the noble Prize I had raken, with the adiftauoe I 
have happily met with, I am gotten into the con- 
dition wherein you fee me, and this very Day, 
as I was thinking of my departure from that 
Houfe, Ariftusy feekingout where there were any 
Trovifions to be fold, comes in. We had been 
heretofore very intimate Friends, and, notwith« 
Handing the alteration, which fo many Years muft 
needs luve made in oar Faces, yet after we had 

lookedi 
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looked a good while oucupoo cheotfaer, we called 
euc anoihcr to mind, . wc cmhiaced, aod xUet wc 
had en^tred one afrcc another, what accidents oc 
«cca£onshad brougb tts into thefe Tacts, he toM 
me,' that your Majdlty was hereabouts, uid made 
OK bclicK, thai my ovrnSeivicc, and that of ihde 
Mrn 1 have left me, might be vroich you accep- 
tance, aud cotuiibwc foiiiewhu m the fiinhcr- 
ance of your dcfigns. Whereupon 1 thcwght my 
felf obliged 10 fbllow bim, which 1 did withche 
creatct joy, lot that it gives me fome oecalion &) 
fatisfy you, that ercn in the midft of mj misfor- 
niues, -Botwithflandiue all the changes 1 nafe nm 
through, nothing hath been able to Fotce out of 
my neaiory the refeniment of your goodndlel, 
ot the defire I kaic, by all me Services it litt 
inaiypowctto doyou, to acknowledge Ltlkem^ 
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ARGUMENT. 
The King »/ Armenia acfuMints Zenodorm itto 
bt bed irtugbt' atony ibe Printpjfei Cleopatra 
and Artemili, ttlls bim tubal Htfigni be bad 
upan them, ^ad is tnnuraged it bii Enierprixe 
i^ Ihi Pirile. htlixasii fit ufon by d» Egfp- 
two y/pi, fir tbi Thlivtrtnct »/ Cleopjlra, 
and is like lo gain ihsFi^^f], when an un-- 
knttouPerfoit that taai in ArtisusV Ship, amake- 
Mtd !>y tbt Noifi, uaui inlt the Relief of tbf 
Armeniin, and forces tbe Eg/ptijn lo retreat. 
Hnviirg Jeeured the fiStrj. be is inoan bf 
Oeopatti to be CorioUnHi. ^bereal fbt ii al- 
taofl diJimSed. Ufiait her Rtproacbei to bint 
_f*T tbt Difftrvifi bt bad done bir, bt Jptoni, 
but 
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but foon after recovers , pleads bis Ignorance, 
and the Innocency of bis Intentions. To expi-^ 
w// bis Crime, be undertakes to deliver her 
gut of tbe Hands of Artaxas, wbo tbereupan 
jets bis Men to kill bim, but upon tbe Me- 
diation of Cleopatra, be is proffered Life and , 
Liberty. He refufing botb, is again fet upan, 
kills Ariftus, Zenodorus, and divers others^ 
and keeps all in play fo hngt 4ill a Sbfp 
pf Alexandria, coming in queft of Cleopatra, 
tomes to bis Relief Tbe Sbips being ready t9 
eloftt Artaxus tbreatens to kill tbe two Prin- 
ceffes, wbereupon tbe Egyptian Feffel^ toben* 
in fofre tbe Princes^ Alexander and Marcel- 
k»9 dared not faften to tbe otber. Artaxus 
would bave put bis barbarous Defign upon tbe 
Princeffes in Execution, but is miracuhujly 
prevented by Coriolanu;, fobo tbrufting bim 
to tbe other fide of tbe Sbip, fet bimfelf bi> 
fore tbe Princeffes. Marcellus taking bis Ai» 
vantage upon that interval^ boards tbe Arme- 
nian. Alexander voould bave kilUd Artaxus, 
but upon the Mediation tf/^Arcemifa, for bear si 
yet be, fcorning Life from an Enamy, fal/s 
upon his otvh Sword. Coriolanns is charged 
tvith^ and, at lafi informed what his ancient , 
Infidelity to Marcellus and Cleopatra waj, 
promifes to clear bimfelf and is promifed to be 
reftored to Cleopatra'/ AffeSion. Marcellus^ 
Alexander, etnd the two Princeffes^ return to 
Alexandria, whither the Body of Artaxus is 
brought by Megades, who in his way fet Co- 
riolanus ajhore^ to find out fome Means to ap* 
frove bimfelf a faithful Lover nnd Sertrsnt of 
Cleopatra. 

THIS 
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^H IS was the Conduflon of Zeno' 
d9rui's Difcourfe, and when he 
iiad given over fpcaking, the King 
q{ Armenia acknowledged his Ob<* 
ligations to bim for the Proffers 
he had made him of his Services, 
•and by way of Requital promifed 
him, that, as (boo as chev were arrived in Ar* 
mtnUy he wouM farnifli mm with all the AfHf' 
tanoe he could desire, either to reftore him to his 
Eflate again, that he might fpend the reft of his 
Life in Quiet, or put him to Sea in as good » 
Condition as he had been in fome Days before* 
Zenodotus totd him on the other fide, that it was 
neither Prudence nor (afe for him co make any 
ftay tfi Armeniay bccaufe of the Friends of //i* 
fena^ who ooold not look on him witkoot a oer* 
tain Horrour; and therefore he relied more upon 
the hopes he had put him into, of his Further- 
ances in that Courie of Life which he was reCblv- 
ed CO follow. Artaxust who by this onexpeded 
Supply, was twice as ftrong as he had been be* 
fore, in Men, not only well verfed in Sea-affairs, 
but much ac^ainted with thofc Goads, was not 
t little gkd of the Ad venture: And out of a De« 
figo of engaging Zenotbrus the more to (ervc 
him, he thought it not amifs to di{ix)ver to hins 
all that had pafled, how things then flood, and 
related to him the manner how he had broughc 
away the Frinoefles Cieepatra and Artemifa^ and 
how that his Intentions were to carry them to» 
Armeniu as foon as the Wind (honki fervc. 

The Pirate was infinitely pka(ed ca fee* a Ktos 

fallen into that Courfe of Life which ke had fo^^ 

k>wed for fb mauy Years, and being almoft our 

•f himfclf for Joy that he had fiich aCompanioiH 

i. he 
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He encouraged him in his Encerprize, and pron:iifr 
ed him Succefs in ic, or chat he wduld periili in- 
his Service. Thefe two Souls, nsax of the fame 
making, were eztreamly gjad at this renewing o£ 
their Acquaintance •, but Mtgaciis, «a Perlbn of a 
i|uite difterenc DiCpofition, and one tliat could not 
without a certain Regret endure ih^ Violences of 
his Ma(ler> looked on rhe Pirate. wich Horrour^ 
and had ihed many Tears at the unfortunate Ki* 
venture of the deplorable Elifena* Having there- 
fore taken his reft ( which ihe ihould other wife 
have done out of a Goufiderarion of his lodifpofi- 
cion ) during the whole. Time* that this Reiacioii 
had lafted, Artaxus^ thinking it long (ince he 
had (ecn the Princefs €i69pmtray roTe up from hk 
Bed, and was going to her Chamber. But before 
he vjfas gotten inro it, calline to mind that vir« 
tuous uiucnown Perfon in whole Commendation^ 
Mfgac/et had fpoken fucb g^cat Things, and 
though he were of a cruel Nature, yet upon the 
Account of his Courage, which indeed was Ter^r 
great in him, having a cenaiii Efteem for noble 
and .generous Perfons, he would needs give him. 
a Yific, and fo went to the Place, where he was 
in hu Bed. The unknown Peribn lifting himfcif 
half up at his coming in, (for having heard the 
Word King often fpoken of in the Veflcl, out of 
an. Imagiuacton that he might be the King bim<* 
lelfwho did.him^ that .Civility) he received hin» 
with Abundanoc of Refpeift, and with as great 
DemonftrationsofGheaifiiln^fs, as might beez» 
fcdxd from (o deep a Melancholy as he then groan* 
cd under* The Pkcc was fomeiiiing dark, and 
the- Day alm^ft fpem ^ but it was- not long ere 
Torches were brought m^ by the light whereof 
the King; fooa difoovered the Graoetalnofs of the 
imknown ftcfoa^ winch rai&d in Kim notxinJy 

a&o- 
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.ailoBiihmenr, buc much Refpe^ for him. The 
£tG: DifGoinre he made to him, was to cxprcfs 
how much he was fatisfied With the Afliftances 
lie had received from JHegacies, tepeating fome 
part of thofe Proffers which MtgncUi had made 
him before : And the unknown Pcrfon on the other 
tfide, though he entertained them not as one that 
had any ImentioHyto make Advantage of them, 
yet acknowledged hbw great an Obligation he had 
laid upon him, and did it in (uch Terms, and 
with luch a Grace as raifcd no fmall Admiratioa . 
in the Armenian, Having undrrftood by ihe Ac- 
count Megaeles had given of him, that he was a 
Peribn much inclined to Virtue, he thought it not 
fit CO let him know any thing of his carrying 
away o£Cle$patray as conceiving he might not ap- 
prove ky whence it may be inferred, that Virtue hath 
this Advantage, that even in the Petfbns of the 
miserable, fhe raises a Fear of herfelf in the moH; 
happy and mofl powerful. He told him, that he 
had to his no fmall Satisfadlion underflood, tbar 
fince his coming into the Ship, lie had hd (bme 
part of that Averfion which he had for Life, or 
at leaft, chat he would not prove his own Exe- 
cutioner, as he had intended the 0ay before. The 
unknown Perlbn made him anfwer, that as {o 
matter of Life, it was no dearer to him than it had 
been, when he had endeavoured to rid him fdf of 
it ; buc that having called to miix) certain Objt ga- 
tions chat lay upon him, to continue it till (iich 
Time as he Ihould bedifengaged iromit, he had 
lefbhred to make on? attempt more to meet with 
fome Opportunity to do it, and confc^fucntly not' 
to die with Regret, of having omitted any part 
of his Duty. 

That Difcourfe ended, the King asked him 
whether he wo«ld go along wkh hiip, in a Voy- 
age 
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age he intended lo make with die firft fait Wind, 
or if he had no Inclinations lo that, whetKer he 
bad in fomc other Dcfign any Occafion of his 
Affiftance ? The onknowxi P«r(bn made anfwcr, 
that not abk to imagine how^ he coukl do him 
any Service, by Rcafon of the defpicable Conditi- 
on whereto ToBtune had reduced him, and fatif^ 
ficd on the^thcrfiidc that being unferviccablc, he 
muft needs be croublcfome, he made no Prof&rs 
of his Company, but entreated him, that, ere 
they fet Sad ihencc, he would order him eo be fee 
iomcwheie a(hore« 

Some further Complcmentf pad between them $ 
but at l2^,the King rcmembting where be was 
lo go, and impatient to fee the Piincefs, put a 
period td the Difcpurfc, and having left the Un- 
known to his reft, which hefecmed very much to 
want, he went to the Chamber where C/eepatra 
was. He came to her with a Countenance where- 
in through the Love itdifcovcrcd, wasvifibk fomc 
part of the Discontent he was in ; and not able 
to diflcmble the Occafion of ir : * All things, Ma- 

* dam, yi/V he to ber, arc contraty to me, ail 

* things oppofe me, while you are againft me, 

* nay, the winds tbemfelves, which feem to de- 

* pcnd of another Power than yours, will never 

* cum to do me any Service while I am hateful in 

* your Sight. You may thence alfo infer, repfyW 

* /jbePr/wf^i, thelnjufticc of jourDciigns, fincc 
' that where there is a want of that Amftance of 

* Men, tlic very Elements fight againft you. We 

* mufr not always, r^p/yd Mrtaxus^ mtOiGiKthc 
' Juftice of the Intentions by the Eafincfs of the 

* Obftacles which we meet with in the Exccari- 

* on of them j and if you lay that down as a gc- 

* neral Rule without any Exception, you muft 

* £on(cijuencly reconcile Fortune and Yutuci who

* arc feldom found to be very great Friends. I 

* am of your mind as to that, npihs the Prin* 
' cifr 5 and if Fortune did take part wirh Jufticc,

^ ed for the Violence you do me, or at leaft I 
' lliould not be your Captive. Ah ! Madam,

*• dilpefes of me with a ibvereign Pbwcr ! I 

* pray give mc leave only to difpofe of mytelf, 

* frjs Cleopatra, interrupting biniy fince thac 
' there*s no Law in the World tiiat gives you any 

* Power over mc. The Laws of Nations, replies 

* Artaxus^ are of much lefs Authority than thofe 
' of Love, and it is only to the(e latter, that Men 
' fuch as we are, that like (b many ftarsof the 

* gicaeefl Maenitude, or of the higheft Quality, 

* ought to fuomtt themfelves. By this Law of 

* Love, whatever my Pa^on puts me npon, is 
^ juftifiable, and all* that 1 could alledgc, as con- 

* cerning the Affronts and Injuries I have receiv- 

* ed from your Houfe, hath much Icfs of arga- 
^ mem in it than this imperious reafon. 

It was with no fmall tronblc, that Cleopatra 
tndurcd, not only the difcpurfc, but even the pre- 
icoccofthc Yim^oi Armenia 'y and notwithfland- 
ing her ttfcrvcdnefs, no queftion but ihe had treat- 
ed him with a great deal of Scorn and Contempt, 
had ic not been out of a Confideration of Artemi' 
fay^ whole Condition pitied her no lefs than Jier 
own, and a Conceit withal, that there was noway 
to keep Artaxus within the Bounds of Civility ana 
-RcTpea, but by an ezccfs of Patience* Supper 
was brought them in, and the King to exprels his 
Compliance, permitted them to eat alone, as 
knowing they would look oaic as a Favour, and 

ciidca- 
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endeavouring by fuch behaviour to diflcmbie the 
RcfblutioB he had take to make a&of his power, 
when he was gocton dfFa littk further from a 
Country where he was not over confident of che 
fafcty of his Priie. He fpcnt £bme part of the 
Night in difcoutfcs of the fame Nature with che 
precedent.) and when be thought it time to leave 
the Princeflcs to their Re(l, he withdrew into his 
own Chamber, and before he lay down, gave 
'Order that a good ftrong Guacd lliould be (et ia 
the Ship, to prevent alidefigns the Princefles might 
have (o eet away in the dark. The two Ptin- 
tcefles paflcd awa^ this Night as. chcy nad done 
the precedent, fave that they were in a much 
greater fear of their fudden departure than before, 
if it were not prevented by (bme unezpeAed aiC- 
(lance from Heaven, and the kindncfs of che 
Winds, which did them all the favour they could. 
jirtaxus^ tocmeured with his Love, ana a ^ar 
of lofing his beautiful Prize, could /leep but lixtlc. 
The unknown Perfon disburthcncd nimlclf of 
frequent (tghs, which were heard by fome in che 
Veflcl tliat were neareft him: And Z€n$d9rus 
burf^incr almoft with Grief and Rage for the 
JLofles he had received, had much ado to find anv 
Reft. 

The Day hardly began to af^Tcar, when upoa 
the firft dawning of it, thofc who were upon che 
Watch difcDvered a VefTel, which bctng gotten 
fome what near them while the darknefs was net 
yetdiffipated, made all the Sail 4he could tow^irds 
rhem, as having a very gooi Wind, that indeed 
in a manner forced them upon the Shore. They 
immediately gave the alarm, and all being pre- 
pared, and in expectation of an engagemeiic witii 
the other Ship, all that were able to bear Arms 
cook chem» and came «pon the Deck, in or^er 
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V> a Fight. There were much more Arms in the 
Ship than Were requiiite for che Number of Men 
chat were in her, infbmuch, that the Sea-meawho 
minded only che Condud of the Ship, could 
not, as (he then lay, be any way employed, as 
being in fueh a Poflure as they were loach to auit, 
by Reafon of the Advantage of the Place, wnich 
was fb advantageous that the Enemy could not af- 
fauh them but by one only fide. Zenodorus and 
MegMtles haying put a!l into Arms, and there 
being, as I told you, but one fide to make good, 
they fortified it with Men, and put it into (itch a 
Pouure of Defence, that it was as defenfible as if 
they had had a hx greater Number of Men. ,This 
Charge did Zenodorus and Megacles take upon 
them, becaufe of the Wounds which the Kittg had 
tcccrred not long before, whereby he was Itill a 
4ittle indifpofed, and would fain have bad him 
•kept his Bed. But he would by no Means take 
■cbeir Advice, by Reaibn of che great Concernment 
'which he iiad to make his party good, and ac- 
cordingly Parting out of his Bed upon thle fird 
:Alarm, he called for Arms, and came upon tho 
Deck in the Poflure of a Man that wanted not ei- 
ther Courage or Confidence. Zenodorus and Me- 
gacles walked up and down the Ship, putring all 
xhings ingotfd order, and Artaxus ihewing him- 
{clf among his own People in a Pbfture of fight- 
ing perCbnally with them, endeavoured to encou- 
rage them as well by Example as by Words. He 
.emitted nothing of all that be thought might any 
^ays animate them to fight, and promifcd them 
<xcrajordinary Rewards, if they behaved themfelvcs 
,^Uamly, and;canTe ofF with Honour. 

During all this Time the other YefTel drew neat- 
er and nearer;. and when it was come within a 
•compeient Difiance> ^2f«9/f«r«{ difcoTcrcd by^^the 
. Vol. YI. <i Flag, 
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Flag> that it was one of tbofe Ships that bdotkged 
to the Pra:cor C^rnelius^ and which ^rdtaarily lay 
ill the Pore of Alexandria. This Difcovcry ex-. 
afperated him not a little, as calling to mind the 
Wounds he had received, and the great Lefles he 
had fufTered by^ the fame Enemies \ and thereupon 
he told Artaxusy that he need oot quciUoii but 
he would be (ec upon, and that infallibly k was 
one of the Praetor's Ships purpofel^ (et out by bim 
in thepurfuit of thofe that hid carcied away C/eo- 
fatra. Upon rhis DiC:our(e, ^bich made fbme 
of the Company creqnble, Artaxu^ reiterated die 
Intreaties he had made to them to defend them- 
felvcs to the utmoft, and they all proiniCed him, 
though poflibly with unequal Kelblution, that they 
would ftand to him to the laft drop of their Blood. 
The two PrjncefTes, who had awakened ac the firft 
noiie. that was -made, and had> ^om what they 
ha4 didiadly heard through thc.Ship, eafiiy imar 
gined the Truth of wliat^ad pailed> got imme* 
d^ately out of Bed, and Jb^king thena to tfaeir 
Devotions, prayed the Gods to lend them thofe 
iVifidances whereof they then began to conceive 
fqme Hopes, 

In the mean time the Veflcl oiBg^pt being come 
np to the Armenian i the Porfon that. commanded 
it Ihewed himielf upon ibe Deck fery wrii arm- 
cd> and having siade fbme Sign- to £hew that he 
was dciirous ta %eak witih thoie of the other Yeflel 
before they engaged, asked for him that command' 
ed the Armenian Veflcl. Artaxus having Ihew- 
cd himfelf to be the Man, and a&ked him what 
his. BufincCs was with him : ^ My Bulmefs, faid 

* ife to bim^ is to find out the Phnce& QlMatra^ 
.^ apd thofe that have carried het a;way,*an«ifyou 

* ^re any of thofe, you aoe cithet to reAore the

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hxfc been glad to avoid fighting, as not concciv- 
ioe himfclf ftrong enough to dttl with his £ne* 
jiucsy who very moch exceeded him in Number i 
and accordingly making him anfwer, chough not 
witbouc Ihame and fome repugnance. ^Tho(e whoia 

* you ieek, faid be to hlmy are not among us, 
' and there is very bttk likelihood that any Peo- 
*' pie having made inch a Prize ihould ftay ib neat 

* Alexandrian What you (ay, replies the •tber^ 

* may pofCbly be true, but we Ihall not take your 

* Word, and rhcrefere muft (carch your Ship, 

* whidi we are empowered to do by the Orders 

* of the Praetor and the Authority ofCsfar,* Ar^ 
iaxusy exafperated at this DifcourCe, and perceiv 
tog there was no way to avoid fighting : W am

' Thefe Words were fpoken (b loud, that they 
were diftindly heard by the PrinoeCs Cleopatra;

Words ) and divert tbem from their intended De« 
fign, ihe would needs (hew berCelf to them. Find*- 
ing t^refere che Chamber- door faft, (he ran to a 
little Window chat was on one fideof the Ship, and 
opening as haftily as ihe could, iKe (hewed them 
her beautiful Countenance, which (eemcd to (hinc 
a new Day ut>on the Waves, and lifting up her 
Voi(X fo as cnar &vA mi^ be heard : * Here^ 

* iGenetous Men^ ery^d pe, here is Cleopatra^ 

* whom you k>ok dfwr, lexpcd^ my Liberty from 

* your Amftince^ aild I beg it of you out of tlic) 

* CompafTion ^hick-roy Misfortune may have rail* 

* cd in your Sdulj{» 

(ix There 
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There needed no more co facisfy all ^tics lb 
as CO refolve upon whac uras ro \>c done^ itnlbmuch 
thac ihe was (carcc deliveced of chefe Words, but 
the .Bgyftian Yeflel had &(lehed her grapliiig Irons 
in the Acher. The Fighc, upon the nrfl On(et« 
mrat very terrible, and (b much the more cruel, 
in thac they were come to handy Blows, tho(e 
that wece come to refcue thePrinccfs, having it 
lecms purpofcly forborn to make u^ of Arrows, 
out of a Fear they might hurc them. There be* 
ing therefore on both ddes a many gallant Men, 
and thofe animated by confidcrable Interefts and 
Concernments, chey all fought with Abundance 
of Valour, inibmuch thac within a few Minutes 
the Waves were dy''id with the Blood of both Par- 
ties* With the firil Riiys of the rifing Sun were 
fcen the Swords glittering, and the Blows falling 
at tht (ame time either an the Bockkrs oppofed 
thcrjcco, or on tho(e unarmed Places where the 
Steel found its Faille to difpafch Life. And where- 
as Artaxus aud his Men were only upon the de- 
fenfive, and ftood to their Bufinefs clofe and cover- 
ed with their Bucklers, it was yery difficult to force 
them, aad fo to board the VedH. The &ft thac 
came on of the Enemies was'caft over-board, and 
there fell more thau one by the Hands o^Artaxux 
kimfelf. He was gallantly Icconded by Zenodo" 
rtis and MfgacleSy though this latter fought with 
fpme Regret M^R fb unhandfbme a Quarrel. Bat 
after fome Diipute, the Number of their Enemies 
being dill greater than theirs, and being alfe bcc^ 
ter armed thau they, and comipanded by no le/s 
▼alianc Men, and that oi Artaxus's fide there 
were but twenty fighting Men, and the ceil on- 
ly ordinary Seamen whom they forced to fight 
both againft their wills, and their cuftoms, Foc- 
«iue began to tura co their fide who fought for 

the 
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tht Liberty of Cleopatra^ and tkcir Commander 
having with Jlk uomerciftil Blow upon the Head! 
laid ZenodorJs groveling on che ground, and gain- 
ed the PIap» which he had forced him to quit, 
lih-€mffpanifons took Encouragement bj his Ex- 
ample, and Vrdory (ccmcd to dieclare hcrfelf foe 
their fide. • 

Things were come to tbis pa(s, when the un- 
known Perfbn, who refted him(clf upon his Bed 
in the bottom of the Vellel, and pctoeived thac 
through the reft hd had taken he had recovered 
his ftrengch, having heard the noife, snd at length 
tftiderftood the Truth of what was done, im medi- 
ately got on his Cloaths. And though he Teemed 
St PerTbn littk concerned in what was done in 
this World, yet his Gcnerofity being not quite 
c<ringaii)ied by his Misfortunes, he thought him- 
fclf obliged to aflift thole Men, who had done 
him fuch civil Offices in his Defpair, and who 
were (et upon in a Veflel wherein he was with 
them . Poilefied by this Imagination, he ftood not 
to rcfolve on what he was ta do in that Emergency 5* 
(b that finding his Sword lying by him<, he took 
ir, without any other Arms, and comes up on' 
the Deck; where meeting with a Buckler at his' 
Feet, he covered with it his left Arm, and in thac 
Pofture went towards thofe that were a fighting.' 
Juft as he came in, were Artaxus and his Men 
ready to tmh the Place> and their Enemies pref- 
{ing very nard upon them, began to board the 
Ship in ^eraf places. The unkriown Perfon ftood 
ftill a little to confider hour the Fight ftood, and 
perceiving what an ill Condition they were in 
whom he was to relieve, he ran and let himfelf 
in the head of them, and by the firft Blows he 
dealt, let them know that in one fingle Perfon, 
they had met with an Affiftance far greater than 

Q. } they 
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they could have expedbd. The two (louced and 
nod forward Men of the Enemies (idc fell dead 
at his Feet at two Blows> and ruihing in upon the 
reft with fuch a Force as they were aftoni fhed 
at, he di (per (ed the mod darins, in iiich manner, 
that in a few Minutes, hebrou^tthe Vi^ory into 
dispute, which had beeir before concluded for the 
other fide, jirtaxus and Megabits were imme- 
diately (enfible of this AiGdance, which had Co 
jnuch changed the Face of their Affairs, and per- 
ceiving him to be the gallant unknown PerA^D, 
mentioned before, becauTe he fought without any 
thing on his Face, and wichoujc any Arms other 
than a Sword and a Buckler, they were over- joy- 
ed at (he Relief they had ceceived in him, and 
looked upon him as (bnrte miraculous Pcrfon. 

When he had by the fird Blows that fell from 
him fcattered the mod confident of the Enemy, 
csdUQgArtaxus and his Men to him, and encou* 
raging them to profecute the Fight both by his 
Words and Example : *• Take Heart, faid be 

* to tbetHy gallant Men, fight with me for your 

* own Safety, and do not fear Enemies that dare 
*, not dand before you,' Thefe Words were 
feconded with fuch bejivy Blows, that there durd 
not any Enemy appear l^fore him > and Artaxus 
and his Men having recovered a. little of their 
Courage at this miraculous Aflidance, came up to 
him, and began to fight again wi$h Abm^dance of- 
Valour. 

During all this Time, the faif Cleopntra^ who 
in a dr^nge Difquiet expeded the Suc^fs qf a 
Fight on which her Liberty, and all ihc Happi- 
ness of her Life depended, . after ihe had f^nc a 
good fpacc in Prayers to the Gods for thole that 
fought for her Deliverance, would needs, if pofCbly 

ihc 
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(he could, (ee them fight, out of an Imaginaiioil 
that they might derive no fmall Encouragement 
from her Prcfence. To this end coming to the 
Chamber-door, which during the Time of the Dif- 
ordcr of the Fight, was pot guarded, Ihe found a 
Means po open4t, and tb get up upon the ftcrn 
of the Ship. From thence flie foou difcovered 
how things bad paft, and perceived, much to het 
Grief, that thofcof her Farcy ilcd before the dread- 
ful Sword of ihc unknown Perfon, and thoft 
others whom his Example had animated, and that 
that Man,' without Arms, by a prodigious Valour, 
fwccpingall that came before hrm, forced the others 
into their Veffcl with much more fpeed than they 
Had made to get into that of the King of Arme' 
nia : « Woe is my lot, crfd Jhe at that Sights 

• ox>eyi»behied tvith Grieji What Man is this 

• that rheGods have armed againftme, and why, 

* if they arr jud, have they not made him one of 
•' thofc that camctty my Refcac, fincc that 1 might 

* with more Reafbn expe£l my Safety from his 

* iingle Sword, than fiomthc Afliftancc of fb many 
^ Men, whom he puts to flight ? Thds, contlnw 
^ ed jhf^fighiiTg and fpeaking a littie Iowit\ did 

• not many Days fince my unfortnnate, or un- 

* conftant Cori^lanus fighr for me, and with the 
*.fame Valour would he fight again, had it but 
^ pleafcfd the Gods to fend nim to me. 

• While fhe thus difcourfcd to herfelF, the un- 
known Perfon, whofc Valour fhe fo much admir- 
ed, and' was withal fo much difpfeafed at, cither 
•flung his Enemies over-board into the Sea, or for- 
ced out of the Vcflcl whatever ftood in his way ; 
and being at laft come up to the Commander in 
chief of the- contrary Party, who had fought all 
this Time very gallatnly, he burthened him with 
fuch heavy Blows, that notwithftanding hisextra- 

0^4 ordinary 
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ordiuary Valour, not abk to bear them, he was 

forced to retreat towards his own Yeflel, and. 

had gotten his Foot into it, when he receives a 

Blow on the Head from the (ame dceadfoi Hand, 

which made him fall to the gtound among bis 

own Men, who reached out their Arms to fare 

him from falling into the Sea. The fail of their 

Commander, and the Death of the bed part of 

their Companions, pat the Enemies to a lofs oi 

all Courage, and having, as foon as they could, 

got their Ship clear from the other, they made all 

poflible h<#e away« and would meddle no fiirthci 

wich cither the Vid^ory or Relief of Cleopatra, 

'lis inxepreflLiblc what Afflidion it was to the Pcin^ 

eefs, to lee all the great Hopes fhe had conceived 

vauiih of a iudden, and with what Re(emmencs 

was ihe not czafperated againft that valiant, though 

unknown Perfbq, wbofe Valour had proved (b fatal 

to her ? she looked upon him (ighing, and when 

after he had fecured the Victory, .he turned his 

Pace towards that part of the Ship where ihe wa», 

which before he had always bad upon his Ene* 

^mies, fhe cad her %es upon him full of Tearsw 

But, O celedial lowers ! what a (Irange Adonilh*- 

xnent, what an incredible furprize was fhe in, w ben 

in the Countenance of that dctedable Stranger to her, 

who had been the only hindrance of her Liberty-, 

and had returned her once more into the Powec 

Qf.AriaxuSt ihe fa w that oi Coriolanusl Here 

certainly all exprcflHon is too. weak to make the 

lead Reprefentation of what fhe felt upon that cruel 

Difcovery, and the Strangeucfs of the Accident 

wrought fb violently on her, and put her into fuch 

a Diuradion, that having not the command of 

her Condaiicy for (bme fmall Time, fhe was upon 

the point to cafl herfelf inio the Sea at the £ght of 

that ungrateful Peribn, and fo to fkaitice to him 

aLifc 
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a Life which he had made (b infupportablccoher^ 
by dcKvering her up to the moft cruel Enemy (he 
had in the WoffQ. She looked on htm for a good 
while together, out of a Fear fhc might be mi{^ 
taken ^ aAd found it no fmall I>tiiiculcv to convince 
herfelf of that aucl Truth. But at laft being tatif* 
fied that her Eyes did not deceive her, and that ic 
was but too too certain that ihe faw no other 
than the true CorioIanuSy fhe was out of all patience. 
£0 far, that (he difcovered her Grief by fuch Cir- 
cumftances and Dcmonftrations of it as (he was 
Mot able to conceal, and made the Ship, and the 
hoilownefs of the adjoining Rock to echo again 
with the noifc of her LamentaHons. ' Is it pofli* 
' ble^ wickcdeft of Men, cryd Jhf^ that thou 
^ (houldeft fight agatoft the Liberty of C/tepatra ^ , 
^ This then is the Innocence tkou pretended to« 

* and wouldft have had me to believe ; or art 

* thou not fufficittuly fatisfied with thy former 
*• Treachery, which had armed, the Powers of 
*• Heaven . and Earth againfl thee, but thou mufl 
' commit a (ccood more deteCkble than the other, 
^ by beitig thy (elf the Inftiumcnt to deliver her 

* whom thou hadd fo ungracefully for(aken into 

* the Hands of the greated of her Enemies ? 
She had no (boner begun to fpeak, but Coriolam 

mus^ (for it was really Corioianus himfelf) frait* 
ten with a Voice he was fo well acquainted with* 
had cad his Eyes upon her with foine Precipita- 
tion, and pcraiving it to be the celeClial Counte* 
nance of the PiinceQ whom he adored, he -be* 
came as immoveable as a Sratue of Marble j and 
having, from the very fird Words (he faid, difco- 
vered the cenaimy of his Unhappiaefs, that Con- 
vicliou of the Malevolence of his Dcftiny, wrought 
fo much upon him, that immediately a deadly 

Q. 5 Ihivcr- 
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ihiveriag running all over bis Body, the Swori 
fell one' of his Hand, bis Eyes (j^fcd,. and bis 
Scrength leaving him of a fuddft> he fell down 
in a Swoon upon the Deck.. The incenCbd Qleo' 
psfra, had noc loft het ecueioficyT Aiid cheircfore 
leeing htm in chat condition, chough iLe was 
fbmewhac of opinion tbat th^ vpeakne(s jnighd 
come upon him from fome Wound he had ie» 
ceiTcd in cbe Fight, ihe gave thofc notice diac vveie 
about him to have a care of him, finoe he had 
fought Co well in their quarrel. 
' Having (b done, (he found a place to iit dowa 
where (he was, aiHilearung hec; amiable Face on 
her two fait Hands, fbe buHl out into a rivulcr 
of Tears, and deplored the (Irange and ez^aordi- 
nary misfonuiK that happened to her^ by fuch 
complaints, as no doubt would have moved any 
Soul with Companion, unlcfs ic were chore of 
Artaxus and Zenodorus, Arttmlfay who fat by 
her, would hate comforted her, but noc being 
able to do ic, (he wept' wich her for company, and 
was not afraid to difpleafe^ritfxitfx, 'by participa- 
ting in her Lamentarions. When cbe fair Daagh- 
v^i ci Anthony had with'muchadodifperfedthofe 
fobs which made fome re(i(lance againft the paf- 
fkge of her Voice, turning upon Artetnifm thofc 
fair Eyes, which, though drowned as cncy were 
in Tear5, fct al) on Fire in the Ship, eveu to the 
Hcaxtsofunmerciful Pitates-, ' AhSi^tr^ faUJhe 

* to her y what fonunc was ever comparable to 

* mkie ? By what means think you am 1 fallen 
^ into the Hands of Artaxus^ now the iecond 

* time I That Man who(e innocence you pleaded 

* (b much, and were fo confident of; that Man 

* from whom-, inconflant as I had concluded him» 

* I yet expeded" affiftancc 5 nay, that very Mail 

* who you raw> noc mauy Days fincei nghrin? 
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Co valiantly in our Defence, by the fame va- 
lour delivers bs up himfelF, and that into his 
Haada.frDm .whom he had before refcued q's, 
the King yqur Brother's. Had it not been for 
the affiftance of his facal Valour, we had been 
freed ( and it was he alone ^hat forced away, 
nay, haply killed thofe rhat fought for our Li- 
berty. After fuch an adventure as this, never 
difputc with me a^in the grcatnefs of our mif- 
fortuncsy and find ne but one example in the 
World, that may be parallercl witib thisr I do 
not think it (Irange. that- Artaxus^ an impFd* 
cabfe Enemy of our Houfe, and one that by 
his former inhumanities had difcovered the ma- 
lice he hath agaiuft us, Ihould treat me with 
violence and injuAice $ hut that he who had 
iomctiine loved me (o dearly, whom to my coh- 
fufion, 1 had loved beyond my own Life; who had 
fufFcrod Qy much for my fake, and upon my ac- 
counc, and had been tiie occasion chat made 
me fufier fo much my (elF^^ andrO beihotr,' thac 
that only Per (bu who ihould have (acrificed 
thoufands of Lives for my Liberty, ihould come 
and ezpofc all be had againft my Friends and 
againd my Hefcscrs, purpoiely to return me 
into the Chains* and Vowzt c^ Artaxus^ atid 
not Into his own i 'Ah t SiAer, this, this is' what 
no ages ever produced any thing comparable t(>, 
and 'tis fuch a Arange acddeht as I am -hot well 
abla to comprehend, chough my Eyes can but 
too well witncfs the truth of what I have (ecn. 
Whilo Cieofittrn broke for;h into thcfe lamen- 
tations, and' chat Aftemifa^ -adonilhed at the 
ilraDgeneis of the adventure, gave her the hear- 
ing, and wept with her wtchout making any re- 
ply, MegMcies Siini' 6\vttt ©ihers were gotten about 
Corhlanus^ endeavouring lO. fecover him again \ 
.\ iomc 
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. fome ochers were employed in cafting the Car- 
caflcs ovct'board, and to drefs chofe that were 
Wounded, whereof there was no great number. 
But before they went to vifit them» harittg looked 
all about the ^ody of Corhlsnus^ they could nor 
find any wound about him ; and yet thouf^h they 
cad Water in his Face, and ufed feveral other re- 
medics, all could not briu|r him to himlelf again. 
Migackfi who had the greareft refpeA of any 
for him, made it hit bufiRefs very earneftly to. 
recover him & befides that, when they reflected oh 
the adidance he had done all that were in cfae 
Vcffel, all did accordingly conceive theikifeWes 
obliecd lo relieve hin. Artaxus knew not how 
he fliould entcruin this (Irange emergency, and 
though bis fiift motions were inclined to grati- 
tude and acknowlec^ment, for the great fervices 
^e had received from that valiant Perfon, yet tho(e 
which immediately (iicceeded them began to raifb 
a terrible difturbance within him. From x\it 
Wordjs of Clti^atra^ which fcU from her in the 
Violence of her Grief, contrary to her ordinary 
Prudence, he ^nduded that that Man muft needfe 
be his Rival. But that grieyed him not Co much 
as to con/ider, that it was. a Rival very precious 
in the afl^<Slion ^i CUopatray and the Htftory of 
the King of M^uriUnias Love to that Princefi 
beii^ a thing known all over the World, from 
the gracc£ulnc(s, from the valour, and from alt 
the other demonftrations and charaders of a great 
Soul, that were difcovcrable in that valiant Man, 
he was eafily netfwaded that it was CorhUnus^ 
arid confequenuy, he that of all the World fhould 
be moft his Enemy, snd whom he Ikould accor- 
dingly be mod jealous of in the \cyt, he had for 
CJe^pafra. Yet could he not find ii» his Heart to 
jiax him fb (uddenly, as well foxihc confiderable 

(crvices 
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fcrviccs be had received from him, as that from 
(cvcral circumftances h was very probable he was 
nnfortunace in his aficdion, and that from the 
reproaches of infidelity which the Princefs made 
.him, he could infer no Tefs, than chac that Prince 
had forfikcn her. In this confution of imagina*- 
rions he wias at fuch a lofs, that he knew not 
what rcfolurron to take, cafting his Eyes (bme- 
crmes on the Prince that was ft ill in a fwoon, 
and fiymetimes on the afRi^d Prineefs. hcddesr^ 
it being not his opinion abne, that the Unknown 
.was the very fame Perfon he thought him, it 
went from one to another^ that without oaeftioa 
k was the valiant King of Maurititni^, ^ thar^ 
coming at hd to tire Ears ofCieopgira, as in* 
cen(ed as ihe was agaioft him, yet was fhe not a 
little troubled that ihc had by her dtfcourfc dif> 
covered him ( ^vA yer it being to no purpofe ta 
lecal what is pad ^ * Yoo are in the right, faid 
« Jhi, it is the King of Mauritania^ 'tis a perfi- 

* dious Man whom for a double infidelity I Am 

* obliged to hate above all mankind befides; ; but 
< hc'is a Prince, how nnoonfbint foever he may 

* have proved to me, deferves yoor- affiftance for 
' the fcrvioe he hath but coo unfortunately done 

* yon agairrft; me ^ and therefore fince you have 

* made lome advantage of his treachery, you 

* l)ave as much reafbn to look after him as I have 

* toabhor him. ' 

. To this effeft was the dtfcourl^ of rhw gene-* 
rous Prinoef»> and though that in all appearance 
ihe (cemed, not without very much reafon, to 
be inoenfed againft: the unfortunate Son of yuBa^ 
and to have made a ftrong refolution not to ad- 
mit him into her aficdtions agam, bat to avof<l 
him as much as ihe could, yet couM (he not wiih 
his Dcach,^ nor cnduie the ?ery thooghc that he 

ihouki 
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ihould die for warn of afGflauce. . *TwdS foi: this 
reafbn that ilic aggravaced his infidelity befox:c 
Art/txus^ purpofely to make him the lefs odious 
in bis (iehc, and to divert wliat after fuch a dif- 
covery he might well fear from the ezafpcratcd 
Armenian, 

The Prince was not 9II this whils jcome to him- 
iclf, and ^)MkMegacle$ was very buiy and cook 
a great deal of paias about him> one of the Arme- 
nians being come negr him, and viewing him 
wi h a countenance fwelled with indignation; 
f Inilead of the aflfiQsinfc you affoRl'this Man, 

* faid hCy with 'fe^ much catc and teudecnrfs, we 

* ihonid do well to iHin our Swords into hts 

* Brcail. This is the very Man that killed our 

* Companions not many Days fina, when we 

* farcied away the Princedes $ and bcfidc$ the 

* lu)e;|ments of his F^cc^ which I ^aiily 'callto 
^ mind again, i biive found about hh Bed the 

* Arms qf my Brother v|^hom be. unmercifully 
\ . kiiied in my pfofouSe.* This was /tht'dirooaTle 
of the ikirbarian, who could not but difcovet the 
malicious defign he \\aA againft ehe Prince's Lik^ 
when Megachs\itviing it^ and having Authority 
ever him, gave him fuch a.lopk^ as upon which 
he immcdiardy . took o^cafion -co be ^ooe,. with 
fon?c tbreauHn^ gefturcs, *hai fuffiaeatly axgued 
his TqfqjKrncnt:v^:it,-^| : ■ .. -r. 

At laft, upon the application ofrftveral feme-* 
dies, th< r King of ^Mam/Hi^nim opens vhis £yes, 
and became fendble, and having gotten: up, he 
fcactered his fearing and extravagant looks on aH 
cho{c that were about htm, and finding il^r^<:/fx 
one of the neared bitii, andoiie that made ttmoft 
his Buiine{^ to aflift him; ihe looked, on -him a 
^hile in fuch a manner, ks if he .would ^xprefa 
(hereby, how ieu^iye iuc} was iof fail c«»apai[Iion 
it and 
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and good offices, yec was difpleafed ac him for 
them ? ' Will you ever be, J aid be to. bim^ the 
*- cruclleft Enemy I hare, by taking fb^muchiroui 
\ ble upon you as you da for the prefer varion. of 

* my Lih, and Ihould yoa not rachcr have fuf- 
*: fcred mc to d5c, (incc you arc one of thofc that 
^ carried away Cleopatra ? Charge me not, faid 

< Megacles to him, fpcaking vtty low, with a 
^ crime I have not committei), and con foand not 
S cho(c who do things out of a cotifiderariou of the 

< Duty tbey owe tfceir Mafters, with thole that 
*.fcrve them in their moft tm^uil and irregulat 

* Paflions .* • .Gir/V*f»tff thought- it not fit to 
make him any anfwety and perceiving he had 
recovered hi* ftretigth again, he gets up, and 
looking about for C/eopatra, he found her fitting 
in the fame Place where (he had continued ever 
fincc they had^ivcn over fighting. This fc- 
cond fight of her. had almoft put him' into th6 
fame. condition he had been in before, andjre- 
;jiiBdiiYg on the'differvice he had done her, by op- 
po^Qg her dtftivetaiice and hbecty, the grief ne 
couceii^ed thereat was fo great, that he found if n6 
fmall difficulty ro (upport it. And yet he thought, 
that as things (lood, his only cootfewas tomuflet 
up all his Courage, and to fummon alt his Virtue 
■CO hi« afliftance/ and after the ihorc-Fcft^dion of 
B few Mi<mtes, thinking hi irJeJf in a better cpn- 
dicion,' that he rtaet with CUopatra m ihar'poftuie^, 
iban thai feeUlaouM have lof^ her for ever, hetOoft 
the bcft heart he could, and vi^fth a ifli)W pace*, 
Aich as argued the fmailnefs of his Confidence^ 
he goes towards the place where CU^patra was 
flill (ct. She faw him coming towards her, and 
her indignation againft Coriolanus beiftg «reater 
upon the recovery of himfclf, than her pity had 
been befor^> ihe could -fiot endure -hc^fhouldcom^ 

- ' ^ near 
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near her, and giving a look ru£Scient]y discover- 
ing lier difpleamrc : * Suy there, barbarous Man, 
Jaidjbe to him^ and come noc more near a Wo- 
man whom thy comiuuai treacheries expole tof 
(b many misfomines 1 What canil thou hence** 
forward expedl: from me, and what fiirchec 
mifchief catift thou imagine yet to do me, af- 
ter thou hail beflowed me on the King of Ar-- 
mentis ? That Prince, inhuman as he is, and 
though the greated Enemy of our Houfc, bach 
not betrayed me as thou haft, and I am much 
inclined to believe, that he would not give me 
to any other, as thou,' witli (o much bafenefs 
doftr Leave me tberefpre quietly to him, fiace 
that it is on him that thon haft bcftowed me» 
even with the hazard of thy own Life, and ag- 
gravate not my afHi^ions with thy abominable 
prefetice. This Heart which fo unforranatelj 
received for thee thefe impreffions whereof it 
ihould have been infcnfible for any other, h,* 
▼oured thee,, and argued on thy behalf, feekiug 
out fomethiog, by way of juftification for thee, 
while thou wert in Arms foe ArUtxus againft 
CieapMtra, Do not therefore think it much to 
afford her- that comfort which ihe may derive 
from thy eternal ab(ence, (ince thou haft for evei 
deprived her of all hope of any other, and ima- 
gine not, thajt after I have cleared my thoughts 
of the image of an uuconftant Man, they can 
every eiicettain that <^ ArtaxuSy for whom no 
doubt but thou art come to (peak. . 
The dejeded and almoft dcfperate Cortoianury 
leaning againft one of the Mafts, heatkencd to 
this violent Difcourfe o£ Cleopatra^ having not the 
Courage to. make her any Anfwcr, and rhcj'riu- 
cefS) attributing his fijeoce to the confufion be 
might con^eiyjc ,4t.ihQ hoirpx oi his Crime, wits 
i (he 
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the more enflamcd into indignation \ in(bmuch> 
that fhe could not forbear to difcover it in furthe^ 
Reproaches. • Tell me, cruel Man, Jkiif floe to- 
kim^ by whae ofFenoc bad I Co, far incenfed^ 
thee, as to deferve the unworthy Treatment I 
receive at thy Hands ; and> if 1 were no longer 
worthy tHe affedion thou were plea(cd fometimes 
to afford me, and which had wrought all the* 
pleafiire and felicity of my USc, by what Action >. 
or by what Dcfoft, am I become fo odious to 
chee^ as that thou mud needs facrifice my Li- 
berty, life, and Enjoyments, to the moft- inhu- 
man of all Mankind ; to him, whom of alf 
Men 1 fliould" look on as the mod deteftable ?' / 
Or if this proceed tiot from any Hatfed, whicV 
I know not how I fhould have deferved at thy 
Hands, upon what account of Friendihip or In- 
terefl, couldfl thou do Artnstus a fervice (b' 
diftonfbnant to the precedent anions of thy Life, 
and to that Virtue which thou hadd (bmctimes^ 
the iUptttacion to pradife ? Wert thou reftored" 
to the Throne x)f thy PredecefTors by the means 
of any afltOances froin the King ol ArmenU^ 
or w^f cthou fo deeply engaged ro him > that thou' 
couldft not any way difcngagc thy fclf, but 
by prefeuting him with that which thou had* 
(bmetirae preferred before the Empire of the 
Univerfe ? 

Thus ,did the difcoo folate Daughter of Anthtmf 
difcourfe, whik the King of Armenia and all" 
tho(e that were about him, gave (b msch ear to' 
-what fhe faid, that they had not any of them the' 
Power CO interrupt her; and the Pfince over* 
whelmed with Grief and Confufion at the appa* 
rent juflice of her reproaches, fuf&red the torrenr 
of chem to wade it felf^ without offering co op- 
pofe it^ aud wopld apt have prefuraed to open, hi^ 

Mouth. 
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Mouch ia his own juftificacioQ, if rhe Princefs 
ha4 not given oyer fpcaking, to wipe the Tears 
that fell abundantly from her fair Eyes. The de^ 
jedled Son of Juba took the advantage of that in* 
terval to rejoin to hec dtfcourfe ; but it was witli' 
no fmall diflicdcyr that he made a ihifc to fpeak, 
fo much were his expreHions in a manner fmo- 
chered by fighs. ' I am fatisfied Princefs, 'ya/// 
be to ber^ that it is not without (bme Reafon 
that I am (b dei.eftab)e in your (ight, and (ince 
that by fo many extraordinary Demoullrations, 
and by Misfortunes lb far exceeding thofe of the 
coQin\oa Rate, it may eatily be perceived how 
odious I am in Heaven *s account, it is but ju(l 
you fliQuId avoid the Eternal objeiS^ of its in- 
digna.ipM, and have no further Commerce with 
a Pecfon Co Arangeiy deftined to be miferable. 
I am guilty of the Crime you lay to my Charge^^^ 
Icaniioc deny it, and in an accidenc (b unfor- 
.'tunate« I cannot (bind opon my Intiocency. I 
have A)ughc for your Enennies agatn(i you $ I 
have with all the ftrenj^ch I was mafter of op- 
, pa(cd your Liberty, and i have been the means 
of your coming into the Hands of a Man, 
whT)m you would have me look on as the 
King of Armcrtia* After the Commiffion of 
fucH a Crime, I cannot pretend any thing to 
iniiocency, and when their Effcds have proved 
> A) deplorable^ it were vain for me to plead 
• the narmclcfncfe of the inrentions. But might 
it be once the pleafuce of Heaven, Madam, thae 
the former Treacheries you charge roe withal| 
and for which I am undone, were (b much 
within the reach of my knowledge, as this lafl 
which you reproach me with, I fhould not be 
as miferable as I am, fince I {hoold baply find 
ibniewbac to (ay for my fclf by way of Jiifti-

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* fication iu Relation to chofc, as I can for this 

V Jaft. 

* How is thatj wickcdcft of Men, /aid the 

* Princejsi interrupting §f bim^ doft thou think" 
'to .find any thing by way of Juftjfication for a 

* Crime thou haft comniitied. in mj Sight, or 

V wpuldft thou perfw^e cnc that. I have not Sxn 
' thee ..with thy Sword drawn fighting for ray 

* Enemies^ agaiuft tho(e that endeavoured my 

* Deliverance } Wouldft thou dazzle my own 

* Eyes in this, as thou wouldft thofe of all the 

* .World in thy former Trcadicry:}. or is ic thy 
\ d^fign to perfwadc me, that I am extravagant 
*' and out of my , Wits ? It is indeed but too tnic; 
'. r^pUjCd Coriohnufy thit yoq have feea me with 

* my Sword drawn fightinjy for your Eoemies, 
*• and I m^y prefu.meto affirm, that I haply made 

* their way to a VidQry> which without my a/H- 

* fiance ic is likely they had not carried. It is 
^ not there&>ie my defign coiiuftify the Events^ 
*: but.<^nlymy .Qwn Intentions, which if confideied 
< alone^^ .1 diire affirm my fdf innocent, tfchere 
*( can be an^f innocexicy in an ofFcnee whereof the 

* fiKcefs K^th prpved fo fatal to you. youhuy-. 

* be pleaUrd to remember, that there are not many 
*■ Days paft, fincel fought in your defence againCb 
^ the fame Etiemies, whom I have this Day 

* (eryed, and there is but little likelihood I ihould, 
*. finoe that time h^vQ comraded any friendlhip 

* with them to prepdioe the Lave i have for yo^.* 
for this Mau» (aid. he,. looking on. Ariaxusy 
whom .youi would have me take notice of as King 
of Armenia»j he knovrs how that it is but foxne 
few Minutes fince I firft faw him, and whether 
I difcovered the leaftidcfire co be acquainted with 
him. ^ And for thofe others, faid he, pointing to 

* Adegacies and bis Companions, you may have haply 

* learnt 
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learm from chem, whether they had not recoverccf 
me oat of the Waves into which I had cad my 
(elf, from the top of the Rock that covers us, 
through the defpair which the lofs of yovt had* 
put me ioto. They can further tell you, what' 
Trouble they had to make me admit of Life, 
aad they know, whether it were out of any 
other motive than that of Gratnude', and a' 
Senfe of the Obligation I owed them for their 
affiflances, rhat I took up Arms in their Quarrel 
when they were fet upon. Thcfe Truths can- 
not be unknown to you y all thofe that hear me' 
are now become my Enemies, fiuce they are' 
cho{e that did you Violence, and yet T appeal' 
to then^ whether I alErm any thing which is' 
not true. 

At thofe words he made a little (top, looking^ 
about him- of all /ides, and perceiving that Ar- 
Utxus, being much at a lofs what to think of rhis* 
Adventure, ezpedeA to fee what would be the 
ifloe of it without fpeaking one Word, and that 
all thofe ^hat (keod about him were in the fame 
Pofture, and Sufpenfe, contitmed his Difcpurfe to 
this £f&^. .* 1 know no%^cntifttiedke\wh€chtt^ 
*" I wanted any Love towards you, when i caid 

* my felf headlong into the Sea; out of the Regret 
•• it was to me that I could not relieve yo«, wheti* 

* it hach been knowt>, that in other coBfiderable 

* misfortunes, to which my Life hath beeti ex- 
' pofed, I have novet been charged with want of 

* Couftancy to fopport them- j but thefe very £nc-^ 

* mies that hear me, know whether upon their 

* carneft intreaties, I have prolonged my Life out 

* of any other defire than that of inaking one 

* attempt more for the (ervice of that Perfbn to 
whom the Life they prolonged was devoted* 

As 
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. As foon as CUoparra began to find out fome 
•robabilicy in the difcourfe oi Coriohnus^ fiie 
had heard him very, aaentively, and out of the de<» 
fire llie ha4 rhac he were innocent, ihe favoured 
him in her Heart as much as fhe could} and 
looking on Artemifdy fcemcd as it tvere to ask 
her, whether fht was not alfo in fome Ton con- 
vinced of the innocrocy of Corhlanus? Arttmifn 
was very much inclined to that belief without any 
(bllicitation, and it was only by reafbn of the 
pre(ence of the King hec Brother, that iKe would 
not fpeak openly in his juflification. 

In the mean tinre, CorhUnus deriving a little 
more Confidence from the (ilence of Cle^pafray as 
^(b from thofe diicoveries which he perceived in 
bee Councenaucie of the difpofition fhe was in to , 
he perfwaded of his innocence, reaffiuned the diC* 
courfe with an a6lion that aIg^ed a greater fet« 
iednefs of Mind. ' You (ectheu, Madain, faidbt 
to ber^ what I can fay (or my (elf, to judify 
my intentions: But for the eficdls, fmce they 
have proved (b fatal in Relation to your quier, 
and that it is impofllble to recal what is pad, 
the reparation I am to make you, muft l?e ex« 
traordinary.. And therefore this very Hand that 
hath done the Miichief, muft £ud out the Re* 
9i^Y for ir, and this Sword, (continued b^^ 
putting bis Hand on the hilt of bis Weapon^ 
tsbicb be bsd taken into bis ovjn Hands *wben 
be got up) this vetv Sword that hath put you 
into the Power of the King oiArmenia^ ought 
to bring you out of itf or take away his Life, 
were it to be done, not onl^ in this YefTel, but 
eveq in the heart of his Kingdom. 'Tis witk 
this Refolucion that I caft my i^lf at your Feet, 
added be^ coming near ber^ ready to defend 
you ag^iuft him to the laft drop of my PIood» 

* an* 
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' and it tnty be in a condition yet lo give him 

* his Death' in the midft of all his Mcn> if be 

* docs not refrgn up to nfie what is mine, and 
^ reftore you to that Liberty againfl: which I have 
' Co unfoftttnately fought. 

Artaxus had hichcno with a great deal of Pii- 
tience hearkned to all the di(coaric that-had pa(s*d 
between Corif^anus and Choftttray and wascon* 
tent to hear the Princcft charge him with Cruelty, 
and declare that he was odious in her fight 5 but 
jtLt this laft difcotrrft of the Prince of M4r«r/Mi»/^» 
he thought his' Tertierity and Confidence infup- 
portable, and accordingly looked on him with a 
malicious and fcoritful Smile: ' Coriolanus, faid 

* be 10 btmy I have palled by the firft Affronts 
-• 1 hare receiTcd irom thy Prefumption, out of a 
•• Cohfidcration of the ftrvice thou haft done me, 

* and I have given irhce leave to fpeak againft 

* my Concernments with too much Liberty, be- 
'^ cau^ thou haft defended them with Abundance 

* of Valour J but iiow I perceive thy Temerity 

* knows no limits, fo that it will be hard for 

* nieto obffcrve tho(e Bounds which I had pro- 

* pofjtd to myfclf upon the firft RefieiSlions 1 had 

* " tdc xm yiit Afliftance 1 have received from 
'the Eftcctn I have conceived for thy 

*Pcr(bi?, 

* Attaxus, repfyd'^he vaiianf MaufHanianj 

* looking on him very fiercely, there cannot be 

* any fiich thing as a mutual Eftcem between tis, 

* aaa if my AdlioBs have railed any fbch in thee 
^ towards me, haply not without Reafon, poCbly 
^ they havt the fame Efftd upon me. Befides, it cau- 
*^ not be cxpefled wclhould be any longer Friends, 

* not only bccaufe thou kcepeft Cleopatra as a 
*^ Captive', but alfo bccaufe thou lo.vcft her. For 

* the Seirvicc thou haft received from me, thou 

* arc 
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* art fooQ diicDgaged as wdl by chc Regret and 
f Afflidion it is to me chat I have done it thee, 
^ as by the link Intention I Ihould . have had to 

* do it, kad J Jcoown thee to be him that cac- 
*■ ried away Cleopatra i and for the good Office 

* which I received from thy People, when they 

* took me out of the Water, 1 have fuEficiently 

* requited it, by ezpofing my Life for -their De- 

* fcucc. We are therefore upon equal Terms aar 
*• to point of Obligacioi), we are equal as to tiiac 

* of Excradion, and if we are unequal as to For- 

* t^ne,, it is in the Power of Heaven, who pto- 

* teds jQ&ice againfl: Oppreflion and Iniquity, to 

* make our Forces and Condirions equal, ^nd to 

* put me oiioe more into fiich a way as that I 
*• may be able to deliver C/e^ittra, If it be the 

* Pleafore o£ Formuc that I perilh in the Dcfign, 

* exped :noc rboa ever the more that llie will be 
^ k^ngatdi^'Difporal, nor indeed -canfk thou be 
^ ignorant, lihat the whole Empire is at this pre- 
^ feint in Arms agaidd thee, and that, when thou 

* haft brought the Princefs into Armenia^ thou 
' wilt be ioon followed thither by the moft dread* 
< ful Fgrces of tiie Univerfe', who will deftroy 

* all that lies before thsm by Fire and Sword up- 

* <Mi fojuft aC^artel* ' - 

The ^rmrjwjap King was lileotkll this while, as 
if his AAooi&menc was m 1c(s now at theConfi- 
dtnccoi CoTMhrnMSf than it had been not long be- 
fore at his Valotu:, and thereupon giving him a look 
wherein he (bfiiciently difcovered his Indignation : 

* Thou fpeakcQ to me^ /aid be to him^ with as 
*' little Refped, as thouwouldft haply do, if thou 

* were in the Head of a hundred thouCand Men i 

* but there is, it may be, fomc flaw in thy Mr* 
^ mory,.atid «th(ju haft quite forgotten that thou 
^ art alone, and Without. Arms in my Ship, in 

^ tha 
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the inidft of all my Meu, and that thou arc 
already obliged to me for the Life which thou 
hafl: enjoyed upon my Courrefy ever iiuce that 
Moment, wherein thougaTefl me the firft Oc- 
cafion of Difpletfare. From this very Indul- 
gence Cleopatra might infer fo mvoh as might 
oblige her to quit the Opinion ihe faach con- 
ceived of my Cruelcy } and there are kw Kings 
in the World, who having an abfolute Po- 
wer, fuch as m'mc is, would have fufiered fo 
much from any Man, and not have caO: him 
into, the Sea. I fhall caft myfelf into the Sea of 
my own Accord, reply d the Prince of Mauri- 
taniay when the Mistortunes of my Life prove 
fo infupporcable as to advife me to put a Period 
thereto s but thou wilt find, that, to cafl me 
into theSeaagainfl my will, is not an attempt fo 
eafy in the Execution as thou conceives it. 
And chough thou hafl a great Nun>ber of Men 
about thee/ yet am 1 confident that the moil 
daring among them will bethink him more 
than once what he ha:h to do ere he attempt 
it J and though they Ihould forget all Refped 
to the Koyal Char ai^ci which I bear, as well 
as thyfejf, they are better acquainted with the 
metal my Sword is made of, . than to come 
over- confidently to o near the point of ir. 
. Artaxus had bis Hand ready on the hilc of his 
Sword, and by his own Example was going to 
:C)blige all his Men to fall upon the King of idau* 
ritania^ who fecuring himfelf with a Buckler, 
cxpeded them with an uadaunted Courage, when 
^fenodoruSy having recovered himfelf of his Fall, 
and the Lethargy occafioned dterebv, and being 
come up to hiip^ told him, that the Wind was 
turned, tod was very good for their Departure 
^iifie, and that it was tneir bed Courfe to weL^K 

Anchor 
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Anchor, and be gone from a Coaft, where thcjr 
xnaft expcd to be aflaultcd again if they ftaycd 
Acre any time. Artaxus over-joyed at that happy 
xhangc of Weather, gave order to hoift up Sail, 
and that they fliould make what haftc they could 
^ut of the River. But now was it that Coriolanus 
made them know what he was, and turning to- 
wards Cteopntra^ who heard that order of Ar- 
taxus^ as Ac would have the fentence of Death 
paffed againft her 5 * 1 befccch you, Madam, 

* fald h€ t0 i^r, be pleafed to receive this laft 

* Service from me without any repugnance, and 

* be affurcd, by the Death which 1 am foon to 

* fufFer for your fake, what Correfpondeuce there 

* hath been between me and the King of Armc 
•« nia. I do Dor fufped you guilty of any, re- 

* f lied the dlfconfolatt Brincefs, and notwith- 

* {landing the inconftancy you have been guilty 

* of towards ine, I am better (atis£ed as well of 

* the nobknefs of your Blood, as of that of your 
< Courage, than to make a hatd judgment of you 
« in things where there is any one circumftancc 

* that makes any way for your advantage. Bvic 

* how inconftant foevcr yoa may be, added Jhc, 

* rifing from the Place where fhe fat, I am far 

* from defiring your Death, and 1 fhall never 
** give way you ihould reqcive it in my Sight, jif 
^ I can hinder it. 

Coriolanus had not beard tho(e laft Words, 
and (eeing two Men fomewhat near him, doing 
Xbmcthing in order to the departure of the VcITei^ 
hethruftaway the neareft tonim with fuch force, 
jthat he turned him over-board into the Sea, and 
with his Sword cleft the other's Head into twd 
Pieces. Upon this Spelbicle, Artaxus perceiving 
it was not (afe to dally any longer, and rcpentiijg 
he had not fallen upon him fooner, cried out tp 

V«i.. yi R his 
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4iis Men to haflcn tocut off that cemerarioosPct- 
fon I and when he faw himfelf ibrtified by thofe 
that caroe about him, he advaneed along with 
them with his Sword drawn towards the Prince 
of Mturitania. But Cieo fairs caoie and (iomd 
before him, and, fpeaking to him mach more 
mildly than ever. flie had done before : * jirtaxus^ 

* faidjhe toh'm^ if ever in thy Life thou wilt do 
*• an adHion which I may take -kindly .at thy 
< Hands, attempt not thzlAhoiCorioUnus^ and 

'* remember the afliftance thou haft received from 
-^ him, without which I had been out of thy Power, 

* and thou thy felf haply out of the World. What 

* you defire of mc. Madam, replies the King of 

* ArmenM^ is a thing out of my Power to grant, 
-* be(ides that C$r$olanus himfelf, who, unworthilv 

* abu/ing the refpe^ I have for you, fticks noc to 
-* murthcr my Men before my Face, is not dc- 
•* firous of that Lift which you fo much beg for 
-* him. And yet 1 Ihall not take it away trom 

* him, that I may at len^h begin to do fome- 
^ thing that pleafcs you ; and though he be my 

< Rival, and that one fo much the more to be 
'< feared, for that he is much in your Favour, yet 

< fhall I permit him to live, and give him leave 
« to depart immediately, out of the Ship, and^^o 
« his Ways whither it fiiall plcafe Fortune to dif* 

* pofc of him. 

* If there be any Favour in this, replies the 

< MauritanUrty it were done to thy ftif and not 
« to me i nor indeed do I make the lead doubt of 
« it, but that thou wouldft be very glad I were 

< once out of thy Ship ; but thou art not guilty 

< of fo much Vanity, as to imagine I will go 

* hence without the Princcfs Cleopatra^ and 

* therefore rcfolvc immediately cither [to reftorc 
' her to Liberty, or give memy Death^ and ^ithal 

• CO 
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' to defend thy own Life, which I doubc not but 

* I iball even in the midft of all thy Men, put 

* once more into dangec Alas ! for Death, aies 
^ oat Artaxus^ bang grown furious tothehigheft 

* degree, thou {halt without much difficulty find 

* it at my Hands, and here I now faaifice thee 

* to my Refcntment, and ny Love, both as a 
i temerarious Enemy, and an infolent Rival. 

With this Rhodomontade, having not the Pa-' 
tience to giye any further car either to his Words^ 
or the Cries of Cleopatra y whom he caufed to be 
taken away by force from between their Arms, 
lie began to make towards the Prince, who hat- 
ing got to a place whence he could not be a({aulted» 
but only before, covering his left Arm with a 
Buckler, and brandifliing his dreadful Sword with 
the right, ezpeding him in fuch a pofiure, as 
(poke him a Perfon whom no danger could frighten* 
Artaxus was both valiant and daring \ but befidet 
that, he was not ablblutely recovered of his 
"^Vounds, and felt himfclf a little too weak to 
engage in a Combat. The great adlions he had 
iecn nim do that Day, againft the Enemy that 
would have refcued Cleofatray made him look on 
that emerpfize with fome diftrufl, and accord- 
ingly was not much difpleafed to fee the- floutcft 
of his Men expofe themfelves before him to that 
danger. Zenodorus, followed by the reft of his 
Companions, and (bme of the Armenians, ani*- 
mated by him whole Brother the valiant Prince 
had killed fome Days before, was the fird that 
would venture to come on. Megades^ not able 
to divert this misfortune, wonld not however 
bare any hand in the Crime, and holding his 
Arras a-CFC^s at the other end of the Ship, did 
all that lay in his Power to perfwade to flay with 
bim fuch of the Armenians as had moftafidion 

R X (xjL 
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£ar hinu Ariftus^ who was the firft chat ofiered 
ac the King of Mauritania^ was aifo the fird that 
paid for his Confidence , for having made a 
blow at the Prince, and he putting it off with bis 
Buckler, he receiTcd another from him by way 
of Exchange, which taking him i\\ the Throaty 
ciit ofF the pafTage of his Refpiracion. For the 
Blood > ifiuing out of his Wound in thick Clods, 
dioaked him within a few Minutes, and after he 
bad daggered feme paces backwards, fpreading 
lus Arms afiinder, he fell down and breathed one 
his laft at the King of Armenia s Feet. Had 
Cle$patra delighted in revenge, and that a bloody 
B^evenge, here ' Ihe might with no fnall pleafure 
haie looked on this Vidim which the Prince fa- 
ccificed to her, (ince it was this Man that had 
ieized her, ajcid carried bej: in his Arms into the 
Ship. 

This (uddcndifpatchingof ^r//?«/ did a little 
cool the Courage of his Companions s but it withai 
animated them to revenge him \ and the King, 
■who had loved Arifius very dearly, being cx- 
tfcamly grieved at bis iall> cried out to his Men 
tp uke Heart, and would have been in the Head 
of them, had he been in his ablblHte Strength, 
and if fome of his own, who weuld not have 
him to hazard his Life, had not (lood in his way. 
But this they did partly oat of a dcfite to pleaie 
him^ and the fear they were in ac the fight of Corio^ 
lanus*s dreadful Sword, and partly out of a cenaia 
repugnance they felt in themfelves to put to Death 
a valiant Prince, who not long before hadfo gene- 
louily hazarded his Life for their (afety. Thofe 
that were the mod forward to fecond Ariftus^ 
met with a dediny, not much difirenc hom his, 
and he who was (b violent to be revenged for his 
Brother's dtaeh^ coming oa a little coo laihlx, 

loft 
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loft his Refentmencs wich his Life, hy k Thrud 
which, for want ef Arms, found a way into his 
Belly, and which nade him fall down into x 
Rivulet of his own Blood. The Death of thefe 
two Men made theif Companions more circum- 
fped, and more fearful of the length of Coriola" 
nus's Sword. The valiant Prince looking on theni 
wich a certain ContempCy and frightening them 
the more by menacing geftures : ^ It is npt (b 

* eafy a matter, Jaid be to thenty as yon conceived 

* it, to take away a Man*s Life, who knows how 

* to defend it -, the advantage of Number and 
^ • Arms docs npt always bring Viftory with it j 

* and if I die this Day, as it is pofCble 1 may, 
' by your Hands, if the Gods bave Co difpofed 

* of me, I hope I Ihall not die unrevcnged. 

Having faia thcfc Words to them, he kept his 
former Pofture, that is, ftood clo(e to the Ship's 
fide, to avoid being (et upon behind, and warding 
efF the Blows which were made at him with his 
Bulkier, he looked like Lighuiing on his £ne- 
afiies; and when any one of them inftigated cither 
by ihame or the cries of Artaxusy grew more 
daring than his Companions, he negkdled not 
either time or occafion to make him repent his 
ferwardnefs, and always dire^ed his Swoid fo 
fortuiiately, and with inch force and execution, 
that it ever proved either the Mcffenger of Death, 
or feme cruel Wound. At lad Zenodorusy to 
whom this kind of Engagement was more fami« 
Har than to any of the reft, being afhamed to fight 
with fo much precaution againit a (ingle Perlon, 
and dcfirous to let the King of Armenia fee how 
much he dcferved the afliftauces he had promifed 
bim, after he had called his Companions about 
him, and reproached them with their Cowardifc 
'and Bafencfsi comes on before them, and, intend^ 
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kig CO direA bis Stroke at the Prince's bare Head, 
CorioUtnus warded it oS with his Buckler. Bur» 
having many Adverfaries to deal with, and thej 
dire^ing feveral Blows at him at the fame tine, 
he coald not io well put ofFthat of the Pirate, hoc 
tksA his Sword Aiding down along the Buckler, 
611 upon his Shoulder, and gave him a flight 
Wound. Ztnodorus perceiving the Prince to be 
in fome disorder, would needs be at him again, 
and caking his Sword wich both Hands, he lifted 
it up high in the Air, with a defign and hope to 
cleave the Prince's Head aHinder j but at the very 
fame time the Son of Juba^ exafperatcd at the 
Blow he had received, ^ave him a back- blow 
with fuch force, that tl^ Edge of the Sword meet- 
ing with the Pirate at the Wrifts, which were 
not covered with any Arms, cut them both ofi^ 
fo diat both Hands and the Sword fell down at 
the feet of chofe that were fighting* The unfbr* 
tufiate Zetf^dorusy feeing himfelf in that deplora^ 
bk Condition, was loath to live any longer; wfae^ 
ther that ftrange Misfortune raifed in him ut 
averfion for Life, or that he was perfwaded that 
through his cruel Wounds it would have run oat 
with Blood. So that having remained fbme- 
little while as it were in an irrefolution what to 
do, and Cent forth a doleful exclamation towards 
Heaven, he of a fudden flies at the Prince, with, 
a deligu to thruft him over-board into the Sea. 
And certainly he might have efleded it, if the 
Prince perceiving he made towards him, had not 
fieppcd with Co much agility, that the defperate 
Pirate not meeting with any thing to ftay him, 
and thruftinjET forwards with the whole weight of 
his Bbdy, fell over the Veflfcl into the Sea, where 
having no Hands to do him any Service in point 
•f fwJmming, or to &ftea on any things if need' 

were*. 
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were, he was foon drowned, lofing his Life 
Jhfter a little ftrugglitig^ the lafl: Word that felL 
from him being the Name oi Elifenay it being a^ 
certain juflice in the Gods, that he lliould expire 
in chat Element upon which he had committed (a 
man^r Crimes^ and was grown fo dreadful to all: 
the World. 

The misfortune of Zemdorus took ofF much of 
tbe Spirit and £agernc& of his Companions, whicb 
had been the moft animated by his Eiample y 
bat on the other fide, it put Artaxus ituo (b much 
lage and violence, that being not any longer ablo* 
to forbear either out of fear or any other confide* 
zation» he came up to the mo(i: forward of his 
Men, reCblred to perifh himfelf, of to take away 
his £nemy*s Life. *• What, cowardly Villains, 

* criid hi ta bis oivn Merp^ you arc afraid and 

* give back for a fingfe Pcrfon, and you fufFer the 
•' ftoutcft of your Companions to be killed before 
•-your Faces»and arc not able to revenge them jO 
'Ihame beyond expredion, tkeftain whereof, nei«^ 
** ther all his Blood , nor ail ours, is able to wafh off. 

* O Zenod$rttSy added he, fmce thou had in my 

* cjuatrel loft a Life, which thou hadft preferved 
^- among (b many dangers, and among fo many 
** misfortunes, if I cannot make that latisfadlioR 
' to thv Manes which I owe them, reaive as 
•^ leaft tnat Vidim which I now facrifice to thee. 

With theft Words he comes on full of Fury, 
vhen the mod afte&ionare of his Men caft them*- 
felves before him, and kept the Prince (b much 
in play, that there was little probability, with all 
his Valour, heihould long defend a Life fetupon 
by fo great a number of Enemies, and that with 
fo much eagern^fs and animofity. 

Alas I how can we imagine the difconfblate 
Clcfip€tra was employed, while chey were eir- 
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gaged in this Combat; and with what abua^ 
dance of Tears did (he bewail the lofs of a Prince 
whom (he (aw perifhinj; upon hec account, and 
that a Prince who, notwichftaiiding the pretended 
infidelity laid to his charge, was dearer to her 
than her own Life? What endeavours did fhc 
not u(e to divert his Enemies from their inhumaih 
Bnterprize ? But when (he perceived that all her 
tntrearies and (bllicitations proved ineSedual, as' 
to the ezpe^ation (he conceived from them, what 
Complaints, and what Regrets did (he not im* 
fortune Heaven with, (ince that, in- her mif- 
fortune> her Lamentations and Tears were all (he 
could afford, and indeed all that Eortone had left 
her? She embraced the comfortle(s Artemifr^ 
who(c tears were mingled with her*s, and pre(nne 
her, with an adion that fpoke the height of 
Paffion 5 ' Now Sifber, faid jhe to ber^ now 

* may you fee the Extremity of my cruel and 

* unfortunate DeQiny *, now may you (cethe moft 

* extraordinary effects of Heaven's indignation^ 

* that ever fell upon any Wretch in this World. 

* After the infidelity of Corielanusy after the 

* lofs of my Liberty, and after the afflidion ic 

* mud needs be to me to fee my (elf returned in- 

* to Captivity by no other Hand than his whom 

* I loved (b much, all the mifcry I could further 

* expect, was, to (cc the fame Prince whom I 

* loved fo dearly, cruelly dcftroyed in.myfight, 

* and pcrifliing in our Defence. If it muft needs 

* be the pleafSre of the Gods that he lliould die 

* in my prefcnce, it had been fupportable to me 

* that he had done it while he was yet in his 
' midake, and fought for our Enemies, and that 
' to the former in^delity I might not reproach 
' him with this lafl, which he hath now (iifii- 

* cieotly cleared him(elfof» But the Gods thought 
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not fie CO leave me chat^ Confblacion in his Io&, 
and would needs make his innocence appear as 
to this lad Crime, wheceof I might ocnerwife 
have accufed him,' as if it had been done pur- 
poftly that my Grief for his Lofs might be the 
more infupportable. 

* But Sifter, /aid AttctniCsL to beVy whenever 
the importunity of hcf Tears made any interval 
in her Difcourfe, can you be ftill of Opinion, 
that this Man whom you fee fighting with (b 
miraculous a val«>ur for your Deliverance; that 
he, that ihould caft himfelf headlong from the 
top of a Rock into the Sea, meerly becaufe he 
would not furvive your lofs and indignation ; 
and that hath refufed before us cHe Life which 
Artaxus 'was content to leave him, purpofely, 
that he might facriflce it to your Service, can 
be a treacherous and incondant Perfon ? And 
will you not quit that Opinion upon fo many- 
apparent demonft radons of his fidelity and his 
aficdion? No doubt, Sifter, but I. Ihould have 
other thoughts of him, replies Cleopatra, if iu 
the difcovery he made to me of his Treachery, 
he had not been fo cruel as to deprive r^e of 
all matter of hope, and not leave me any-^ Cir-. 
cumftance whence I might argue any thing otj^ 
his behalf. But, I befeech you, let us have nq 
farther difpute about his innocence, fitKe^hac 
if he be found innocent, I ihall be (o much 
the more unfortunate, and that it muft needs be 
more infupportable to me to lofe him innocent, 
than to fee him die in his inconftancy. And 
yet Sifter, though I fee my grief muft needs be 
the greater, yet 1 cannot forbear wifhing him in- 
nocent V and thetcfore whatever he may be, whe- 
ther innocent or guilry, whether loved or hated 
by me, might it pleafe the Gods chat I could 
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* redeem his Life with the facrificing of my own, 
' and tbac chofe Barbarians that aflault him, would 

* turn their Swords againft my Bread, fo they 
*' would rpare a Life which is fo d&ir to' me as 
•• bis. 

The coniecjaence of theft Words was a tor-^ 
rent of Tears, which when it had almofl: fpenc 
it (eifk fhc lifrs up her Eyes towards Heaven, and 
rc-affumingher Dilcourfej * O ye juft Powers of 
•" Hcarcn, cried jhty arc you then re(blvcd toex^- 
' pofe Virtue to Rage and Cruehy, and Ihall Hea- 

* vcn be turned into Brafs only againft my Ad- 
' drdfes, when it is open to the Lamentations 
*' and Cries of other Wretches that call upon the 

* Gods ? 

Thefe Words were hardly aaderftood by At- 
Hmifay and Megacles^ who delirous to have na> 
hand in that unjuft Combat, was coming iftto 
the Room where the Prince0es were, to comfort 
them as well as he could ; but there was fuch a 
Horrid Noife in the Ship aboutone flngle Perfbn, 
that there could not well be a greater, had there 
been a fight between divers Ships. That pat 
Ckopatrs in a manner out of all hope of ever leer- 
ing Coriolanus alive long, when calling her Eye 
towards the Sea, as ihe did every Minute almoft 
to (ee whether there were any thing coning to 
their a/lldance, fhe difcovered a Ship making all 
the Sail flic could. That fight recruited her 
Heart with (bme hope again, efpecially when flie 
perceived by degrees with Artemifa and Megacles, 
who alfo obferved her Courfe, that the Ship tack- 
ed abour,^ and came diredly towards theirs, and 
was not at that time fo far from it, but that it 
might come up time enough to relieve the Prince, 
if he would but (land it out as long as he could. 
To that end ihe thought fie to communcare that 

hope 
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hope [to him, and accordingly fpeaking to him 
as loud as ihe could, by reafon of the noife and 
diforder : ' Take hearr, Coriolanus^ cried fhe to 
^ him, che Gods have fcnc yoa relief i husband 

* your Strength fo as to expedl ic, and do not caft 

* your felf away through defpair, when ic is yet 

* in your power to hope. 

Theft Words of Cleopatra wrought on him 
the efle^ ihe expelled they ihould, and bv a cer« 
tain miracle mukiplying the remaining fra^ions 
of Courage which were yet left in theSonof y«^#, 
when his Strength was uf on the point to for(ake 
him, they obliged him to have a greater care of 
his Life than ho had before. Five or Six of his 
Enemies were laid with their Bellies upwards ac 
his Feet, and made, as it were, a kind of a 
Rampart againft the reft, who, notwithftanding 
the cries otArtaxus, and their own great Refo* 
lution, were afraid to meddle with him, and' 
thought it greater prudence to erpecjl till wearinefs 
had made him incapable of fighcing any longer, 
that they might accordingly kill him with lels* 
Danger. Artaxus was (omewhat of the fame 
opinion himfelf, out of a confidence he had thai 
he could not eftapc him> and finding in himfelf^ 
that his Strength, grown much lefs by rca(bn of 
his Wounds, was not proportionable to bis Fury, 
as he could have wiihed, he was content to remic 
fomewhatof his Rage, and to have a little Patience 
w ith him. 

But having at the exclamation 'of CUopatrs 
cad his Eye about him on the Sea, and fcen the 
Ship making towards them, which he could not 
take for any other than an Enemy, the Violence 
of his Grief was inexpteflible, infomuch, that re- 
treating feme few paces full of Confufion and' 
Adouilhmcnt) he was for fome Miuutes ac fuch a 
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lo(s, that he ftood immoveable, and incapable of 
all refolution. The firfl: imagination that came 
into his Minii, was, that he could not be in a con- 
dition to (land an Engagement with tho(e chac . 
came againd him, cfpecially when the Men he 
had left, found it fiich a difficulcy to take away 
the Life of a (ingle Perfon : So tnat he was ia a 
feaf both of loffng Cleopatra^ without whom 
he did not much care fot Life, and al(b to Io(e 
chat very Life againft which he had armed (iich 
poircrful Enemies. PofTcflcd with this fear, he 
looked all about him, and perceiving he was at 
no great diftance from the Shore, be had (bme 
thought to quit the Ship, and accordingly to avoid 
a fight, which muft needs prove difadvancageous 
to him upon the Sea. But this refledlion was no 
fooner in his Mind^ but he confidered withal, 
that that flight into the Land, befidesthe diiho- 
noor of it, would prove fruitlefs, and that though 
he Ihould with much ado get a-ihore, yet could 
he not get Cie$patra out of the Ycflfel till he had 
difpatchcd Cortolanus out of the way. Nay ail 
this granted as pofTible, and that be were delivered 
of that obftactc \>y the Death of the Prince, he 
conceived him (elf lefs fafe upon the Land than 
he was upon the Sea, it being in a Country where 
all things were at the command of his Enemies, 
and where he was not likely to meet with any 
retiring place for him(elf, or any to conceal Cleo^ 
patra^ whom he could not think of forfaking with- 
out Death. 

Thc(c Difficulties, with many others, coming 
immediately into his Imagination » made him (boa 
quit the Defign be had at fird: framed to him(elf, 
and thereupon he took an abfolure Re(bIution to 
fight it out, and to defend his beautiful Prize to 
the very laft gafp. In this RefoJution^ looking up 

lo 
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to Heaven with Eyes fparkling with Indignation, 
and an Adlion cxprcfling the very depth of Dc- 
fpair : * Though Gods and Men, cry*d key and 

* all the Elements combine to ruinc mc, yet (hall 

* rhcy not abate a Jot of my Courage, and if I 

* muft periili, impfacabtc Dcdinies I you Ihall 

* find I can do it without cither Bafenefs or Rc- 

* morfe. With thcfc Words, he rcrurns to Co^ 
riolanusy as conceiving it abfolutely );ece(Iary that 
he ihould be difpatchcd out of the way before 
the Enemy were come up ; and thinking it now 
pad time to daUy, and that he was to make all 
the hade he could with him, he comes up to him 
in fuch Manner, that the Prince> after he had 
warded off certain blows which the other had 
made at him, (truck him over the Head with all 
the ftrength he had. TheGoodnefs of the Head- 
piece favcd him from Death 5 but it was not 
able to hinder him from being dunned in (uch 
wife, that after he had daggered a while, he fell 
down within fomc few Paces of the Pfincefi 
Cleopatra. Megacles ran immediately to help him, 
and Artemifay out of the Excellency of her good' 
Nature, remcmbriug what die ow*d her own 
Blood, came to him, and took up the Vizoi of 
his Head- Piece, to give him a greater Freedom of 
Breathing, and more Air. 

While he continued in that Concli^ion, Cleopa- 
iray tunning to tho(ethat were dill fighting againd 
Corioianus^ and who poffibly, notwitdanding 
his miraculous Refidance, would hav^e difpatchcd 
'him at lad, comes up to them without any Fcar> 
and lifting up her Voice that (he might be bcttec 
heard: * Hold your Hands, /aid pe to tbem^ 

* and if ycucxpe(5l any Favour from thofe whom 

* you fee coming to your aflidance, nuke no fur- 

* cher Attempt on the Life of a Prince, on whom 
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' your own will, within che(e few Minmes, dc« 

* pcnd. Tis the only way you have left you to 

* (ecure your Lives ; for you are not to hope for 

* any Mercy, if y«u betake you not to your own 

* Prince, and by Compliauce make your felf worthy 

* the pardon whichlpromiCeyou.* Thefe Words 
proved elFe^ual upon (bme part of tho(e that heard 
them, and. particularly upon iht Armenians ^ who 
were mod of them Pcrfons of con£derable Quali- 
ty. Thefe were content to do as the Princefs 
would have them, and giving over fighting> went 
to fee how their King did : But the Pirates, in 
whom the Death of their Leader, and the Defpaic 
of Pardon wrought a different Effedl, were obfti- 
oate in> the Dcfign they had conceived to take away 
C§rioIanus's Luc i and thou^ there were but one 
half of them left, yet defpaired not of revenging 
the Death of Zenodorus* 

The Prince perceiving himfelf eafed, not only 
of the greateCl part of his Enemies, but alfo of the 
mod dangerous and mod valiant, valued~not much 
thofe that remained ^ and though he mud needs 
be very much weakned, as well by the continual 
Ad^ion he had been in, as by fome flight Wounds 
he had received, yet was he now in greater Hopes 
than ever, of gaining the Victory, and delivering 
CUfipatra. In the mean Time, Artaxus^ wh© 
had only been dunned with the heavy Blow he 
had received, comes at length to himfelf, by the 
Affidance they had givcfi himj but_cre he had fo 
for recovered himiielf as to know all that were 
about him, and become Mader of his drength, 
that is, before he was in a Condition to difcern 
what palfed in the Ship, and to give out Orders 
about any thing, the other chat was coming in to 
the AfHdance of Cleopatray and which had al« 
leady been known to be one oi Aitxandria^ was 
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gotten fo near, chat they could hear them halloo 
chat were within her, and in a manner difcem 
their Faces. 

Artaxus having got np, and taken his Stvord 
again, looked^^ about him of all fides, and perceiv- 
ing that all his Hopes werevanilked, he was con« 
Tinced his final Ruine was at -no great DiQance; 
He fighed again for very Grief and Rage, as con* 
eeiving himlelf not to be in a Condition either 
to execute his Revenue, or keep Cleopatra in his 
Poflcdion, and therefore^ was at fuch Lofi and Ir- 
le&hition, that he knew nbt what fide to take. 
While in the Interim, the other Ship came on ftill 
with fiich fpeed and fuch halk)oing, that it was 
ont of all Queftion Ihe was an Enemy, and in* 
deed within a few Minutes after Cleipatra and- 
Artmtfa perceived, in the Head of thole that 
were coming to their Affiflanoc, Prince Marceiluf 
and Prince Alexander y who, that they might be 
known to the PrincefieS) had railed up the Vizors 
of their Head-pieces. If their Joy was eztraordi- 
narv, the Grief of Artaxus^ who upon the firfl: 
Sight knew Alexander^ was no le(s violent. He 
blafphemed againft Heaven, and railed at his evil: 
Fortune, andthathatefulSightfilledhim no doubt, 
upon the firfc Apprehenfion thereof, with fatal Re* 
fblutions. ^ We taxSi periJli, cry'd bcy but it is- 

* but jaft we bury under our Ruines thofe that 
*^ ihould derive any Felicity from our Deftru^ion*. 

* And for thy Parr, Alexander^ f aid be s loud' 

* enough to he heard by btmy affure thyfelf thoa 
*' fhall not laugh at the Defeat oi Artaxus,* With 

- thefe Words he comes up to the two Prince(les» 
and looking on them with Eyes red with Blood 
and Fire, he put them into a greater Fright than 
ever they had known before : • See htityfaid be^ 
^ chcfc arc either voy Secutity, or my Vidimsr 

* What 
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* What Ihall efcapc my Love, fliall never efcape 

* my Revenge $ aod if it be loft co me, it fhall 
« be loft CO all the World befidcs. 

As he uttered thefe Words, he cook Artemifa 
in the left Hand, and with the right prefcncing 
the point of his inhuman Weapon to the fair 
Breaft of C/eopatra^ he direds his fatal Looks on 
Alexander and Marcellus^ juft at the inftant chat 
they were preparing all things to fitftea the Grap-* 
ling-Irons t and add reding his Speech to theSoa 
of Anthony : ^ Alexander, /aid be t9 him^ hope 
not thou -(halt have any thing to rejoice at in 
the Misfortune of thy Enemy, and think not to 
triumph over me fo many feveral ways as thoa 
haft, through the }^^ict of my Fortune, and 
the Perfidioufnefs oi- Artemifa. It was through 
the Bafenefs of this Princefs that ihe ever came 
into thy Power, and ^e revenging Gods have 
been pleafed that Cleofatra ftiould fall into mine $ 
but if my Sifter hath been too fufccptiblc of thy 
Love, thine hath been too ungrateful to enter- 
tain the AfTedion I had for her. Thou return- 
eft again condu^d by that Fortune which hath 
ever been in Hoftility againft mc, with a Dc- 
(ign, and haply in a Condition to force ^ them 
both out of my Hands: But know^ that thy 
hope hath deluded thec^ and all thou art to ex- 
ped from this Enterprize, is the Death of thefe 
two Princefles. Thou mayeft (ave their Lives by 
difedling thy Courfe fome other way, and lear- 
ing me at Liberty to purfue mine: But if, thoa 
lofeft a (ingle Minute in conddering what Re- 
folutionthuu ihouldeft take, thou Ihah find me 
already refolved co llieathe this Sword in the 
Breafts of Cleofatra and Artemifa. 
The King of Armenia had made this Diicourfe 
without the Icaft Interiuptiug, while Alexander^ 
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feeing him in chat cruel Pofture againft the Prin- 
cedes, had given Order to thofe that were prepar- 
ing Co Faden the Ship, to forbear, and flood in a 
Confiition, and abfblutely at a Lo(s what to think' 
of (b terrible a SpeAacle. Upon the firfl Sight of 
that Barbarian, and his inhuman Attempt, his In-^ 
dignation would have broke out againfl him with 
all his Violence ^ but fearing, on the other fide, 
by his Precipitation, to lo(e what was a choufand* 
Times dearer to him than his own Life, his Love* 
tied up his Hands, wichConfiderations asflrong 
as the other, and kept him in an Itrefolution full' 
of Perplexity. Thence it was, that he not only 
fof bore interrupting Artaxus while he fpoke, but 
alfo when he had given over, was not able to- 
make him any Reply, and only looked on him 
with jsiuch Confufion, and as if he had been ii» 
a Trance. Marcellus was alfb afraid for Cleofa' 
trMj whom he loved as dearly as he could a Sifter,- 
but his Soul being not upon this Occafion, capa« 
ble of fuch a Violience of paflion as was that of 
Alexander^ he was guilty of a greater Freedom of 
Apprehendon, andconfequcntly was the lefs trou- 
bled at the Horrour of that Objed. Hence was it, 
chat he took Occafion to fpeak while the other 
was filent, and darting on Artaxus, a look ez- 
prefEng the Greatuefs of his Indignation : * Bar* 

* barous Wretch, faid be to kirn, if the Sight of 
*■ thofe Divine Beauties cannot flay thy Hands, con* 

* fider what will become of ihy own Life in that 
' horrid Attempt, and doubt not thou fhall lofe it 

' * by the mofl exquifite Torments that human 

* Invention ever found out, if thou execute thy 
^ barbarous Rcfolution. 

The -Armeniaft fmiled at this Difcourfe o^Mar*^ 
ceilusy and looking on him very fcorn fully ; ^ Do 
^ not imagine, /aid hi to^ kirn, that thou cauft 

* frightctt 
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* frighten me with thy menaces, or that 1 (lan<t 

* in any £ear of Deacn my&lf, after I have given- 

* ic ro what I love beyond my (elf j but if thoo: 

* with Akxander art deiirous of the Safety ot 

* thefe Prioerflfes, refolve immediately to do as F 
*' would have you, for Fear your Refblutions coufie^ 

* too late. Ah ! fa^s Alexander /» htmi^ aJfuM'* 

* i*/ the- Difc9urfe Mt iafi, will thy 'Cruelties 
^ iie?cr have any end, aad wik thou treat me- 

* with more Inhumanity upon the Sea of Altx^ 
^andtimy than thon didft upon the Scaffold at- 

* Artazata ? * Thus did he fpeak to him, as mucb 
Gttt «f Tenderne^ zs Indignation, when the coura^.- 
geous Ckfipatrdf out of a Jealoufy that that So&* 
nefs might prove prejudicial to her Liberty, and- 
fiaudiug Icfs in Fear oi Death than of her Cap- 
tivity, and the importunate Love of the King of 
Armenia^ broke that filetice which (he had ob- 
tcrvedall the Time before, and looking on ^/rjr« 
Mukr^ with a CouoCdiance thai argued muchr. 
aaoFe Confidence than his: ^ Brother, faid jhet9^s 
' bimy have a greater Reliance oo the Gods than to 

^ fbtfake us, upon the Frights which Artaxut • 
^^ would pox us into. He dare not put us to Death, 
**but though we were to expe6^ it, we think ic 
^ much more fiipportable than the Life he pre^ 

* pares for us. 

Artaxus was in a manner fatisfied that thefe 
Words of Cle$patra would have that Ef&A on the 
Spirit GfMarceJlus atKl thatof ^/fjif«9^r, as ihc 
eacpeAed they ihould, and fearing to be (iirprized^ 
he lifted up his Arm as he drew near to Cleopatra 
(^ho was gotten fome Paces from him ) either 
to frighten them the more, or podibly ro execute 
his bloody Refblution. But as happy Fortune - 
would have it, at the very fame Inftant of Time, 
thcL valiant Sen of Jaka, who W4S 6ghdng at the- 

ocbcc; 
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.Other end oif the Ship againfl: tho(e that were left 
of the Pirates, had, nocwithftandinp; their finding 
him (b much Employmenc, (minding the Safety 
of Cleopatra much mor^ than his 6wn ) partly ta- 
ken Notice of what was paft : Traufported at the 
imminent Danger he faw her in, and jperceivin^ 
it was not now a Time for him to be 10 mindful^ 
of his own Life, broke through tho(e Enemies 
that flood in his way, and laying on the ground 
all that any way oppofed him, he got up to the 
King of Armenia with (b much fpeed, that be- 
fore he was fcnfibleof his coming, he gave hio» 
a Thrufl with fuch a Force, that be laid him ac 
iiis Feet, and tnmbkd him upon the Deck to one 
fide of the Vef&I. Art ax us made a ihift to get 
up again, but ere he could do it, CorioUnus 
was gotten before Cleopatra^ in a Condition to* 
defend her, while in the mean time, Alestan' 
ier and Marcel/us^An taking their Advantage oit 
this Interval^ had caufed their Ship to clof« witb' 
the other, and notwithflanding the Oppofition of 
the Armenians and. the Pirates, who joined with 
them with Abundance of Rcfolution, made their 
way through, and boarded the Armenian* 

The Fight, as it was undertaken upon a bar- 
barous Occafion, fo was it managed with more- 
Animofity than ordinary, and upon that Account : 
was it that there was fome Blood fpik, which up- 
on another Occafion had haply, through the cfe- 
xnency of the Chief, been fpared. The Egypt tan^ 
Soldiers that followed Alexander put all they met 
with in their way to the Sword ^ but that Prince - 
and Marcellus (corning a Vi^ory too eafily gain- 
ed, ran to Cleepatra and Artemifdy and if Love - 
obliged the Son o^ Anthony to mind in the firft^ 
Place what he mod loved, Friendfhip had in a< 
snanaci the fame Efiei^upon th^Sonof Off avia* 

Alexs 
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Alexander^ full of Fury and Indignation, ran t<y- 
vards Artaxus^ whom Rage had put upon the laft 
and moft violent Attempts^ and who mufl needs 
have ezpe^bd the Execution of a jad Revenge $ but 
Artemifa ^cfpcd before him, and fpeaking to hct 
dearcft Alexander with her natural GoodneGi 

* Alexander, Ja'td jloe to hinty put not to Deatk 

* the King my Brother, and fatisfy yourfelf with 

* the Vidory and PofTcffion of Artemlfa: Alex* 
under let fall the point of his Sword at this Dif- 
courfe, and looking on the Princess with an Adion 
full of AfFe£lion and Refpec*: * Madam, faid be 

* t$ her<t had not you laid your Commands en 
' me, I ihould have confidered in the Perfou of 

* ArtaxuSy both the Blood of Artemifa^ and the 

* Dignity of a King.* Whereupon^ turning td 
Artaxusy who, fwelling with Rage and Conftf- 
(ion, and overpre^d with Gcief and Wearinc(s» 
fat upon the Deck, whence datting his (cattercd 
Looks of aU fides, his Thoughts ran upon what 
was mod barbarous atKi horrid : ' King of Ar» 

* menlay faid be to birti, thott Ihah receive from 

* us what thou haft never granted any one, and 

* what indeed thou fhouldCf notexpedl, if thoa 

* call to mind that ctuel Scafibld upon which my 

* Head was once made a publick Spectacle. We 

* leave thee thy Life, and abfolute Libeny to dif^ 

* pole of thyfelf as thou pleafeft, and defire no 

* other Advantage, than chat of delivering Artt'^ 

* mlfa and Cleofatra out of thy cruel Hands. 

* From this Difi^rence of Carriage, thou mayeft 

* refledl on whatthere is between us, and from the 

* ill Sucoefs of thy Enterprizes, icrfer what Hot- 

* rour and Vengeance ^the good and juft Powers 

* of Heaven have for thy Violences and Cruelties. 
To this Effedi was the Difcourfeof Alexander 

when the King €f Armenia^ looking o& him with 

Eyes 
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£yes wherein the Rage which poflefled him was 
vifibly apparent : * Be not h fond as to imagine, 

* fiid be to bimy that I will accept a Life from^ 

* the Son o£ Anthony y the Cajoler oi Artemifa^ 

* and the Brother of Cleopatnt, Thy very Birth 

* made mc thy Enemy, thy Ccimc armed mc 

* againfl thee, and thy Sider, by the little Re- 

* ^ari fhe bad for my Love, hath deprived me 

* of all the Defire I could have had for Life. 

* Think not then that 1 wiU owe it to him who 

* hath occaiioned me fo many Misfortunes, or fur- 

* flrivs! the Hope I now lofc both of being revenged of 

* thee, and poffcffing Cleop^ra* With thefe words 
Kc riles with his Sword in his Hand from the Place 
where he was fat, and rowling his dreadful Eyes 
about him, gave all Norice as it were of the hor* 
rid Refolution he had taken. The two Princefles, 
vrho were bed acquainred with his furious Hu- 
mour, ran behind their Deferuiers, and the Princes 
firt themfelves before them in a Pofture to oppofe 
Artaxusy if he ihould attempt any thing. The 
cruel King having confidcred his \Veaknc(s, and 
the little Probabilicjr there was he fhould execute 
what his Re(entmentsinQ>ired him with, hearkneil 
tt> the Temptation of his Evil Genius, after the $i- 
knee of a few Minutes : * Implacable Fortune, 

* faid be at laft^ thou feeft me ruined, but not 

* vanquifhed y and though, by thy unjuft Affit 

* ilance thou haft made the Blood of Anthony to 

* triumph over that of ArtahafuSj yet is it not 

* to thee, but to my own Revenge and Love thae 
' I now offer this great Saaifice. 

Having uttered thefe Words, with a furious 
Action, he turned the point of his Sword againfl 
his Breafl, and direding it to a certain Place 
where there was nothing of Arms to oppofe itt 
Padage, be fell upon it (b of a (uddei»> thar no 
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Man had the Time, to pre^ac hioi, and that (b 
cfFcAaallyt as to his Defign, that the murdering 
Sword meeting with no Retiftance, ran him quite 
through, and paffing through thofe Parts \7bich 
are mod neoeflary for the Prefervation of Life, de- 
prived him of it in a Moment. Though that 
unfonunate King had drawn upon himfelf the 
Detedation of all thofe that were prefent at hir 
Death j yet were there fome among them, who 
could not but pity his Misfortune : And thoagh 
Alexander were a Perfen that of all Men had thr 
nod juft Ground to hate him, yet was he ez- 
treasnly troubled for him, even to the'^fheddingof 
Tears at that deplorable Adventure. Artemifm 
ran immediately to her Brother with a Face^over-* 
£own with Tears, and bewailed hisLofs with all 
the Lamentations) which an exoefs of good Na- 
ture could put into a Woman's Mouth. Cleopatra, 
CorhianuSy and M^r^Z/tf/ thought themfelvescon- 
cerned in it, meerly out of a ConfidcrationofGe- 
nerofity, and not long afrer, they all jointly ac- 
knowledged the Juflice of the Gods in that Ex- 
ample, and fubmitted to their Will in the Punifh- 
ment of that cruel King. Arttmifa was Rill about 
he Body oiArtaxus^ with Megacles and the reft 
»f the Armenians y who had their Lives given 
icm upon the Mediation of Cleopatra. C/ea- 
Ura returned her Thanks to Marcel/us and Prince 
lexander for their AfTiftance, and Corlolanus^ 
>t able to ftand for Wcarincfs, by Reafbn of the 
iitinual Adion he had undergone for (b lon^ 
me, and the Weaknefs he was in, through 
'ain Wounds he had received, was fat down, 
\ looked on what pafled as a Per (on diftraded 
'ifFerent Reflci^ions, when Marcelius and A/ex^- 
?r, cafting their Eyes on him, knew him» 
ir Aftoni&meut was not not fmall at that Ac- 
cident, 
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•cident, ioi Ahxandtr^^ having been acquainted by 
Mureellus^ with the pretended Infidelity oiCorlo' 
JsfMfSy he was no le($ furprixed than MarcelluSy 
to find him* with Cleopatra, l^owy Alexander hsLV^ 
>ing ever loved the Perfon, and rcfpe^ed the Vir- 
tue of the Son of Juka^ chought not the Ground 
he had to hate him To great as ihould oblige him 
to forget the Efteem he fofneiimes had had for 
bim. But Mareellusy whofe Refencment proceed- 
ed from a more violent Paflion, could not ablb- 
Jutely moderate himlelf in that Emergency, and 
looking accordingly on the Princefs CUofatrayMiih 
a Countenance wherein might be {een the lively 
Charaders of his Aftonilhment : ' What Sifter, 
faid he to ber, is the King of Mauritania 
among you ? And is that Prince, who is guilty 
of fo horrid an Infidelity both againft you and 
me, (b near Cleopatra^ whom he had fb un- 
gracefully forfakco? You may credit your owft 
Eyes, fays Cleopatra to bim^ and know with- 
al, that that very inconft^knt Man whom yoa 
find fo near me, hath fought all this Day agaiuft 
Artaxus and ail his Men, hath killed the great- 
eft pare of tbofe you fee laid along upon the 
Deck, overthrew Artaxus in your Prefence at 
the very Inftant that he w^ going to take away 
my Life, and hath done fo much in my A(Ef- 
tance, that without it, yours had come too lace» 
and I had been yet in the Hands and Power of 
the King of Armenia. I never ^ueftioned, re* 
flies Marcellus^ but that Coriolamts was the 
moft valiant Prince upon the Earth j but we may 
as little doubt, for your part and mine, but 
that of all Men he is the moft unfaithful both 
to his Miftrefs and Friend. 
CoriolanuSf as it were, awakened by this Di(- 
courfe, out of thofe Reflexions wherein his 

Thoughts 
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Thoughts were employed befote, and looking on 
Marcellus with a certain DiTcovery of his Rdenc- 
.mem: * MarceUus, faid he t$ bim^ now do I 

* perceive that thy Cruelty knows no Limits, aud 

* thott thinkeft it nothing to crufh a miferabJe 

* Man with inch Indignities as he could not haye 

* expe&ed from a Prince that had fome time beea 
■* his Friend. It is a great Dcmonflration of my 

* Fidelity, that I CuScr thefe Affronts from thee 

* with Patience ^ and not many Days (luce, wheu 

* tholi hadft an implacable Defisn againfl: my 

* Life, I preieuted my BreaCb to the Point of thy 
'* Sword with out the leaft Oppofition, though ic 

* be not unknown to thee that I am able to defend 

* it. If it be any Trouble to thee that thoudidft 
*.not then take it from me, come now and 

* deftroy the pitiful Remainders that are left of 

* it, and faciace thy (elf with my Blood withooc 

* tormenting me continually with thy cruel Pcr/e- 
« cution. AcknowledgiB the dif&rence there was 

* between us in point of Friendfhip, fince thar» 
-* for an imaginary Perfididufncfs, which thou 

* wouldft, have to be confkrued a real Infidelity, 
^ thou art bent againU my Life with (b much 

* Inhumanity, and that by Co many unwonhy 
«* Ai^ons of thine, (whence I cannot but too mucn 
-•* infer thy Bafenefs) thou couldfl hever abate any 
> thing of that AiTe^ion wixich my Heart hath 
. ^ conceived for thee, and does ftill preferve, in- 
^ deed, but with too too much Fidelity. Go^ 

* -cruel Man, triumph over my Misfortune by thy 
'* Change, and profecuce, with Cleafati^dy thole 

* Enjoyments which I am conteuc to refign to 
^ thee. I muft needs at laft conclude from the 

* Conformity which I perceive there is betweca 

* her Sentiments and thine, that it n upon thy 
^ Account, and to enjoy thee, chat Ihc flights 
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* me, as coneexving her Fortune will be mucb 

* better with C£far's Nephew, a Pcrfon dcfti- 

* ncd for the Empire of the Univcrfc, than with 

* * beggarly dirpofTcfred Prince, whom Fortune 

* hath not left any' thing bat his Sword. And 
' yet as conrempcible and as wretched as I am, 
'^ I would not refign the intereft I have io her to 

* Tiberius, while I had one drop of Blood left iti 

* my Veins, and 1 would wander over all the 

* World, but I would find him, and take away 
(^f * his Life, did I but once imagine that Cleopatra 

•^ ■* were defigned for hint. But for thee, whodidft 

* fometime quit the pretentions . thou hadfl to 

* her, to me, I find in my felf a compliance foe 
<k^ ^ thee, fuicabie to fo great an obligation ^ and i£ 

' 1 cannot look on thy Fortune without dying, 

* I will be fo far from being any way thy hiiu» 

* diance, that 1 ftiall haply by mv Death remove 

* out of thy way the greatcft obftaclc which any 

* other but thy felf could have met with in fuc^ 

* a Bufinefs. 
This was the difcourle of CoriolanuSy andnot* 

withftanding the cruel prejudice, whereby fome 
that were concerned in it, were poflefledj yet 
had it that influence upon their Spirits, that it 
vfSLS impoflible for them to conceal the Aifco\CTit$ 
of their fympathy, Marcetlus, who was a Per* 
fbn of an excellent good nature, could not dii^ 
fcmble it 3 and doing himself a certain violence to 
ezDrefs what be felt within hiai : ^ Ccrh/anfis, 

* laid he to the Prince, how far focver I ought 
^ to be perfwaded of thy inficjeh'ty, yet have I 

* not fo great an avexiion for^thce, but that I 
*■ would (pend the. beft part of my Blood, might 
*^ it contribute an)^ thing to thy Julli&acioii s 

* and if thy proceeding had been fiidi as te leave 

* us any thing to doubt of, thou hadfi found aii 
Vol.. VI. S ^ adyoate 
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advocate in my Heart, chat would have tnaiii 
caincd chy innocence again(l all the World t 
CO the lau Minute of my Life. But, Corioianm 
tboa were not plea(ed co afford as that Comfort 
and haft taken fucb a Cour(eto have thy Crimi 
noiied through the whole Roman Empire, thai 
unlefs we had been wichouc the Limits of ir, 
baniflied into the mod remote parts of chi 
Earth, icwas impoflible we fliould be ignoraai 
thereof. Ask che moft inconfiderable Per(bii 
among the Romans^ what the infidelity of Cor/^ 
ianus was, and hy what means it broke forth | 
and then ask CW^r, fi^sk all the Romans y nvLj^ 
Ci^opatrs her felf, whether I have betrayed 
chee,^ or whether, from the Day that for thy 
fake 1^ have difengagcd my felf &om the auc- 
tion I bad for her, I ever looked on her other- 
wife than as a Sifter, or minded any Man's in- 
tcrefb as to her, but chine ? Do not therefore 
charge either her or me with any bafeneis, fince 
chere hach happened no change in our fenci- 
ments, and that when we both accufe thee with 
a departure from chy former Thoughts, and 
the infidelity thou haft committed againft us, 
infer not that I have quitted Juiia^ for C/eO' 
fatray or that Cleopatra^ (huuning Coriolanus 
as a Monfter of Ingratitude, hath looked on the 
Empire, or Marcellusy or indeed any other 
Per (on, chat thou cauft any way ceptoach her 
with. 

Corio/anuSf being out of all patience at this 
Di(cour(e, riles up of a fudden, and coming co 
Marcellus in an excefs'of PafGon \ ^ I amucif- 

* fied, f aid be to bim^ chat what thou fayeft is 

* crue ; but chou muft debet run me through 

* this Heart with thy Sword, or ezpedb to fee me 
I fall upon the point of my own, after the ex- 

♦ ample 
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ample of the King of ArmenU^ or let me un- 
demand at lad, what this infidelity 1%^ wMch 
is fo well known to aH the World, and un- 
known only to tbe Perfon chat hath committed 
it. I have nothing in panicular to acquaint 
thee withaly replies Marc^tius^ but it was ever 
my Opinion, chat was apparent to the Eyes of 
all the World, carry ingCri me enough in it to 
•deny the Thought of Innocence, and that thou 
needed not cxprefs thy felf more plainly both 
CO CleofMra atid MaraliuSy than by fending 
.Pieuipocentiary Ambafladors to Cafaty with 
Credentials under the Great Seal of Mauritania^ 
CO demand of him the Princefs Ju/ia in Mar- 
riage, and thereupon to do him homage for thy 
Kingdom.— — Who ? 1 1 cries out the Prince, 
at this Difcourfeof j^iff^eZ/irx, ha?e 1 (enc Am- 
bafladors to C£far to demand jfu/ia of him, 
and to do him homaee for my Dominions } 
*Tis true CoriolanuSy lays the Princefs Cleofa^ 
tray who bad been -filenc all the time, 'tis true 
Cori$iantis^ you did (end them, and if we had 
not (een them our Cdvcs with their Credential 
Letters in form, and with full power, wefhould 
- hardly have been perfwaded to a thing Co im- 
probable. Tbioclesy one of the mod eminent of 
vour Subje^b, was the chief Perfon of that £nv- 
balTy, and became along with Ki?/ir/?i// to Romey 
at his return out of Mauritania, There was 
nothing omitted in that Affair, either as to 
> Solemnity or Form ,- and if ic wrought not the 
£fFc^ you ezpedcd it fhould, ic hach raifed in 
the Heart of your Friend, and that very juflly,' 
the Refiintmeut he hath difcovered to you^ and 
io that of the unfortunate CUofatray a grief 
which will bring her to her Grayc,

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^ Cie$patra having t bus dis buichoncd her thoughts 

by this Difcourfer CAmiiiay whom, the Vertue of 
that Piince had. ever obliged co fide with him, 
pcrceiviog he was inute and imiueveable at chc£& 
Reproaches, comes tahioi, and i^ a few Words 
acquainted him mole at large, with the canic of 
his Misfortune, and the Truth how all things 
were managed \icivicit\\Volufius and his Ambafu- 
dors. The Son eijubs no iefs caftdown at this 
Difcourfe than if he had been (Ixuck with : a- 
Thuudcr-boltjftood AiU fotagood f|iace of Time, 
looking dill about him as if ic had been ro (ttk 
for fome dther to witnefs his innocence, ormake 
good the charge put in again(V him. At laft, 
^Ufpeying his aUonilhment, an4 fearing his fdence 
might jbe thought an argument of his guilt, be 
conies nearer to Cle^pairst afid fetting one Knee' 
to the Ground : ^ Madam* f^iif h$ $0 hetj • I 
humbfy crave your Pardon, for ray- hzwin^ 
. charged you with any thing unjitftly : I ihould 
have known> that you are juft in all tbiog;s« 
and thence have inferred thaf your charge could 
not ptccced btic from a caalc fuitable thereto. 
I migbc baply» not without reaCbn, hope ic 
from your goodne(s and the fricndihip ^Mar^ 
cetlusy " that you would have proved my Ad- 
vocate toyourfelf, and pleaocd my cmSc againft 
the artifices and: defigns of my Eoemiei. And 
this it was not hard for you to take notice of \ 
(iuce there was little Ukehood I ibould fo much 
rourt the alliance and fricndfbip of Ci^r when 
I was poflcfled of the Throne of my AticedorSi 
having (lighted it in a Time when I had no 
favour npr Fortune ro hope for* but from him 
al^ne ^ or tbac 1 ihould Yoluntarily oficr bim the 
homage of i^ingdoms after I had conquered 
jthcm by open War, and the defeat of his Forces,

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when I had not long before refafed them of 
him upon tkofe very terms. But, in fine, fii»cc 
I have not been C& fortunate as to find that pro- 
tcdion h) you, and that you have really been 
pcrfwadcd that 1 had been guilry of a bafiicfs fo 
improbable as that, and if I jtiay prefume to 
fay ir, fa dilconfbnant to the other adllious oJF

I hope, through 
the aflidanceoFthe Gods, to majce my innocence 
apparent to all, and am confident tnat within 
a fliort time I Ihall difpcl all thcfe miils of PJoc^ 
and Prejudice. Rut, Madam,, you may her 
picaftd to remember, that when you banilhed 
me our of your Sight for ever, and pronounced 
that dreadful Sentence, which occafioncd all my 
, loUe^, I was Mafter of two great Kingdomj^ 
which I came to prefent you with, and that 
through the dcfpair you put me into, you de- 
prived rac not only of the Power, but even of 
the deftgn I had to go and maintain them, as no 
doubt I could* have done againft all the Forces 
of the Univerft ; through that misfortune is it 
now come to pafs that I have nothing left me, 
as having loft, not only the Crowns 1 had con- 
quered, but alC) the Friendfhip of Cdfar, from 
whom 1 was to hope for all I could expcd.

Cleopatra, the moft con- 
cerned of any to ezprefs her fetitimcnts to the 
Prince, looking on his Eyes wherein could noe 
be fcen any thing of difplcafure ; * Go Coriolanus, 

• faid flie to him, go, and endeavour your jufti- 

* fication, I dedre you fhould effect it, no Ief9 

• than you do your (elf. Tis pofliBIe you mighi 

* be fufEcicnily juilificd in my apprehenfions by 
' the things you have done for my Deliverance, 

* by the probability which I find in your Dif^ 
< courfe, and by the good Opinion I have of 

• you, were icnotrcquificc to make your innocence 
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apparent, that (b it might be lawful for Clee- 
pair a to re>adant yoa with honour into her for- 
mer Favour and AfFedioit. They are but juft 
rewards of yoot fidelity, if you have continued 
in it, and the lofs of your Kingdoms (hall lofe 
you nothing in nny Heart, if > ours have fuflfercd 
no change. In the mean time, conceal your 
felf in a Country where you are to fear all 
things, as being (o near (b powerful an Enemy ; 
and afTurc your fcif, that in the uncertainty I 
may be in of your fidelity, I am not (b lictle 
concerned in the fafety of your Life, but that I 
tremble when I reflect on the hazards vhereta 
you cxpofe itl 
With thefe Words (he reached forth her hand 
to raife him up, and the Prince imagined to 
himfcl^ (b mttCQ kindnefs and obligation in what 
ihe had faid, as alfo in all the other demonftra- 
rioiis of her affedlion, that for the time he bad ia 
a manner loft all remembrance of his misfortunes. 
He flood ftill and made no reply, not Icnowing 
how to express his resentments, when Mariellus^ 
looking on him with Eyes red, by reaCon of the 
Tears he had ihed : ^ Prince, whom I once loved 

* fo dearly, f aid he to bim^ and whom 1 cannoc 
' yet hate, if you are innoeent, 1 know not 

* what reparations to make you ^ but what con- 

* dition fbcver you may be found in, I here pro- 

* mi(c that I will never oppofe you. 

Having faid thus much, they all went towards 
Artefnifmy^'wYko was fhowering down her Tears 
apon the Body of her Brother, and after they had 
given her a little time to recover her felf, they 
intreated 4ier to pafs into the other Vcflcl. Ar- 
temifa was content, and was handed in by her 
Alexander^ who looking on her now as Queen 
^ Armenia,^ by reafon of the general Opinion

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here was of the Death of Arinisrzants, vroald 
have behaTcd himfelf with more re fpeft towards 
her ihan he bad Joue before, nauld flic have 
pcrmkicd it. Thej ordctcd Megtehi to carry' 
the Body of /Irtaxui to AUtcandria, [hac it 
might be embalmed, ard tranfpatied thence ttuo 
the Monument oi his Fathen ; And Coy'teUnut, 
who bad a gicat efleem for Mtgeclei, out of ^ 
coofidetatien of his Virtue, vould needs be car— 
lied alliore in hit Ship. Cletpaira, Mareellus, 
Akxandir and AtUm'tfa., bavingonce morctakcn 
their leaves of him, went vaxa their ovn, aiui 
with all the joj and fatisfaAion, which they could 
derive from the Liberty af the two PriuccHes, fee 
Sail towaidi Ahxandria.

^ne hundred thou f and ^ is left for dedd in the 
. . lield, but aftertoards miraculoujly recovered by 
1^ Eteocles, toha was left in a ConMtion nae 
much better. The next Day after the Battle^ 
, , Earinoe an Ethiopian Lady^ eoming into the 
Field to feek the Body ^f her be/oved Tcnme^ 
nes, /; brought alfo to that of Cleomedon, 
tvhofy, as having killed- him, and not long be- 
fare a Brother of hersy fie would have run 
thfougb with a L>aggerf but is prevented bj^ 
Eteocles. Making a fecond attempt to do it^ 
Jhe finds fometbing in his Countenante, whick 
being taken with, Jhe hadCompaJfion onbim^ 
caufing him and Eteocles to be carry* d to 
her Qaftle^ where they were nobly entirtai- 
nedf and recovered of their Wounds, Eari- 
noe, having given Order for the. Interment of 
her dear Tcramcncs, he miraculoufly recovers 
to Life, and is brought by Peloras to a lifter* s 
, Houfe of his, where he is fecretly cured ^ and^ 
informed of all that paffes at Eurinoe^s. 
She falls in Love with Cieomedon, whom 
foe much prejes to promife her a mutual Af* 
feSiion ; but he perfiJHng in hit former Kefo^ 
lutions ofVirtuey andConftancy towards Can- 
dace, all proves ineffeSuaL Several Confe- 
rences they had together to that Purpofe^ moft 
\ of which are over-heard by Teramenes, who 
' thereupon conceives a grectt Efteemfox Clcomc- 
don. At laft Tcramcncs is reconciled to Euri- 
noc, and by the Mediation o/^Ieomedon they 
are married before his Departure thence ; and 
in requital of his good Offices ^ furnifh him with 
all things necejfary. He goes to Telemadlrus 
and Orifthcwes, to whom he dif covers himftlf, 
and acquaints them with the Defign he had 
againft Tiribafus. -

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IN the mean time, the Qaan of 
Ethiopia, and the Princcrs of the 
Partbians were gottcu imoAUx' 
andtia, M\A after that the two 

Ptinceflcs had hecu difpoicd iiKO 
, 1^ chrit feveral Lodgings, Cornt- 

liut, whohadaJteadytakenoidec 
fbrthcEntenainmcntoftheKingof ihcMeJii, did 
the like for the Accommodation oi Artaban. This 
latter, though lie were not looked upon as a Pet* 
fan of a Royal Rank, as Tygranei was, yet was 
he treared with as much Relpe^ as any of tho(e 
that wore Diadems; and the great Reputation he 
kad acquired, (itch as was already fptead o<rer the 
whole Eaiih, added to the Gracefulnefs of his 
Com lien ance. and that majcflick Air which wai 
fo reinatfcable in his Petfon, mjde Agrippa, and 
thcrrstroi of Egypt, coufidet him as a Man wor» 
ihyof allthcRcveiencc and Acknowle^ment thac 
might be due even id the Ctfars. Though by 
an exTiaordinatf indalgcncc of good Fortune, he 
had come oiT without Wounds, having been eti< 
gaged in fo great alight as he wis that Day, yet 
-was he not fo throughly lecovcTcd of thole lie 
had leccived before, but that the AAion he had 
been in, had weakened him fo much, as that he 
flood in iieedof fome red. Elifa could have wilh- 
cd he fhould take his Eafe for a cetiain numbee 
of Days \ but not able to petfwade him to it, by 
tcafon of the Impoflibility which he urged there 
was, he Ihould forbeat waJEJng on her fot fo long 
time, after he had fo miracLiloudy met with hec 
again, flie laid hec Commands on him not to flir 
out of his Bed for that Nighi, atid the befl pan o£ 
the next Day, ihougk ihe did no fmall violence 
to bcifelf, meetly out of (he TeadciiKCs Hie bad fot 
his 
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his Health. He obeyed her Commaads with that 
rcfpe^Hiil Submiflion, which, notwithftanding his 
Heat and Fierceiiefs, he had ever obfervcd towards 
her, and receiving the Lodgings appointed him, 
and the Officers whom Cornelius ordered to waic 
t>n him, with abundance of Satis fadbion and Re« 
fpeds, he pafled over that Night in his Bed with 
Refledtons much difierent firom tho(e which he 
had had, for fbme that preceded it. Certain it is^ 
that that great Soul, great even among thofe that 
could pretend moft to Greatnefs, though it vrerc 
not immoderately fiibjcft either to Grief or Joy, 
was at this Time (enfible of both : For as it had, 
in the Lofs of Elifa^ made Tryal of the grcatefb 
Spight that a malicious Formne could do him j fb 
in the happy Recovery of her, he had met \irith 
the fweetefl Satisfaction he could be capable of. 

During thc(c pleafanc Entertainments of his 
Thoughts, refle6ling on the many extraordinary 
Accidents that chequered his Life, and not a'lit- 
tie delighted with the Confideration of thofe many 
Vidories that had raifed his Fame to fb high a 
Pitch, and the hoblefl Demonftrations Qf his Auc- 
tion to his Princeis, he could hardly for fometime 
(b much as thiuk of the Misfortunes he had al* 
ready run through, or the Oppofition he might 
for the ftfture meet withal, tnrough either the 
Crueltv of Pbraates, or the troublcfbmc Inter- 
view Detween him and the King of the Hides. 
All this fignified very little with him, when it 
came into his Mind that he had fouud £/(/^ again ; 
that, by manv Difcoverics, he found her not dif- 
pleafcd that (he had met him, that he was with- 
in the fame Walls with her, and that in a Place, 
where Ihe ftood not in Fear of any thing from 
cither the Authority or Tyranny ofPbraatcs. « O

*' World, but aMb for the extraordinary Proredi- 

* on which you thought fit to afford me, as well' 
*• amidft the Sword^of my Enemies, as the angry 

* Waves. There is therefore much \t(s Rcafon I 
•* ihould' forget, chat, at the point of defpair; yoir 

* reftore my .PrinceG, and with her thofe Felici- 

* ties which are not fubje<*l either to the Incon- 
•' ftancy of Fortune, or the Ingratitude of Men. 

From this Confideration his Thoughts were 
taken up on T^granes^ and he began to refleft on 
the Obftacltfs and Inconveniencies he nlighc feat 
fr^m him, and his unfortunate meeting with him 5' 
and certainly, flich a Rcfledion, had it happen- 
ed at fomc other time, might have moderated, if* 
not diflutbed, hijS Joy -, but, as things flood now, 
it wks not fo confidcrable as to come into Ba-. 
lance againft his prefent Happinefs. Whereupon, 
calling to mind, how that during the fmall time 
he had been fcHcitied with the Company of his 
Elifay he had obferved that her AfFcdlions were 
abiolutely devoted to him, and that fhe had all 
AverHou that coUld be for Tjgranes^ he could 

not 
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HOC but raife his Thoughts to a certain Confidence, 
that all the Hindrance he might fear from thaic 
Rival would not be able ro injure his Fortune. 
The Pioce£lion virhichj^grifpa had put him in. 
Hopes of, amounted to To much, as ro win him. 
inro a Belief, that C^far would not any way op-, 
pofe him; and the Conftancy be had perceived m. 
JB/ifa cowards him, chough fhe were not naturally 
gmhy of coo much Forwardnefs, made himima- 
cine, chat though all the World fhould be aeainil. 
him, yet was his happinefs fo (brcly grounded on 
the AfifedlioD of his Princefs, that noching could 
fhak: it. Amidft the{e Imaginations, wherein it 
might be faid he placed a certain Felicitv, his great-. 
e(l Diffjuicc was, cnat he wanted the Signt andPte- 
(cnce of his Elifa for feme few Hours ^ and the. 
Impatience he was in to (ee her again, made him. 
look on that one Night, and^a Piece of the next. 
Day, as if it had been a Year ^ (b trivial Teemed to 
bimche Confideracion of his Reft in Comparifon. 
of that of his Love* , 

But if his Re£edions troabled and interrupted 
his Sleep, chat of the great Agrippa might be faid, 
to be fuo)e£i to greater Diftra^i^n. For the Paf- 
fion he had for Elifa having already arrived to. 
its full of Strength, and being< come to fuch a 
Height, as that all Force of his Underftanding 
and Difoourfe was not able to oppo(c it, the £f&ds 
it had wrought in his Soul were accordingly (b 
violent, chat ne could noc expect any other Iflue 
thereof but perpetual and inevitable Difquiet. And 
though it had been meerly out of the Confidera- 
cion of his own Virtue, which would not fuffer 
him to deny the doing of a good Adiot>, when 
an Opportunicy offered itfelf to do it, that he had 
proceded Artaban, againft the Arms and Power 
ofT^granesy and purely QUt of Gencrofity had 

taken 
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ukeo his part rather than that of the King ok 
the kietles^ yet was it not in his Power to for- 
bear looking on bim as his Rival, and that noc 
as a Rival out of Favour and ftighted, as Tygra^^ 
nes was, but as one much eftecmed by EJifay and 
confequemly as the only PerCbn that had been (o 
fortunate as to engage Aer Afledions. He had, 
it (eems, that very Day obferved very evident De- 
snonft rations of the mutual Refpe^ that paded 
between them» And whereas, on the other fide, 
the Revolutions which had happened in the King* 
dom of the Parthians^ and that of the Mtdes^ 
hy the ValoQr and Conduci of A%'tdhan% were of 
fuch Con(cquence, as that they were known all 
over the World > in like nianncs, his Inclinations 
for Eiifaj and the Ingratitude oi Pbraates^ made 
no fmaU n^ife among the Romansy and by thac 
Means was come to the Ears oi jigriffa^ b 
(hat when he looked on Artaban^ he muu needs 
confider him as that Pec(bn, who of all Men 
was the mod likely and moft able to crofs him 
in his Love, or rather as the only Man that could 
luiue all his Pretences. 

This Confideration made him figh for very 
Grief,, and if his Virtue had not been (b great, 
no Qucftion but he had repented him for th^ AH* 
iiftance he had given him: Btu, having withal a 
great a()d gallant Soul, and all his Kefcncinieurs 
conformabfe to the Noble Famie he h^d acquired^ 
he could IKK be troubled tlbat he. had done whai 
he ought to have done, and thought it fuiHcieiu 
only ro quarrel at the Crofsnefs of his Fortune 
without being guilty of a wifh that ihould any 
way derogate from his Virtue. Nay, he was not 
able to conceive any Aver (ion for fuch a Rival, 
$^nd thofe excellent Qualities which mig,ht oblige 
him to fear Artaban^ wer^ no lels powerful in 

obliging 
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obJiging him to love him, as reprefeming to hinir 
that he might by the (amc Means dcferve the 
Friend fliip pf jlgrtfpa as he had obtained the Love 
of Elifa, And yet all this hi^ndered not but that 
Iw wifhed himfclf loved by Eiifit^ and all the 
great Vircne he was Maftcr of, coald not oppo(c 
in him a Dcfirc fo natural to thofc that love, nor 
prevail with him to quit Elifa to Artahan^ though 
he were very moch in her Favour, and not un- 
wonhy hcrAffc£lion$r He was fatisfied that how' 
tameft foeter he might be to gain hter Love, all 
his Endeavours would prove inefFcdual 5 and yet 
fcis Padion exafperarcd by that Kind of Eyefpair, 
fcemcd to grow more and more powerful, and 
to fear it felf in his Sottl with more Empire and 
Authority. 

From this therefore he ooncladcd, that it wai- 
bnpoflSble for him to give over loving £/i/2r, and 
thereupon 'r^folved to do all that lay in his Power 
to fcrcc her Inclinations from Artabaffy and to 
give a check to the Fivdiit Ihe was pleafcd to. 
afford him. But^ in regard that all his Thoughts 
were conformable to Honour and Gencrofity, and 
out of a Confiddration that he could not, without 
Prejudice to both, difturb a noble AflTc^^ion ground* 
cd on extraordinary 'Services, atrd that, bctwecii- 
Pcrfbiis that had cart fVicmfelves under his Protec- 
tiori,' in a Place where he bad all Pbwer iA Ihs own 
Hands, and where, in all likelihood, he could 
not make ufe of his A^iHority, withoitt a certain 
Kind of Tyranny, he fougbr but a Mean to>e- 
conciie his Love to his Virtue, and to manage the 
former without Prejudice to the latter, 
p Upon theft Reflexions he refolved tO' difpnre 
IhcBufincfs fairly yx'n^Artabnn^ wirhout any Ad- 
vantage to matter of Power, amd to drive with 
him for the Heart of Blifa^ by Dcfert and Ser- 
vices, 
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▼ices, arui not make u(e of his Credit in the Em* 
pirc, or the Authority of Cffar. Being confirm^ 
cd daily more and more in that Refolurion, 
What Iiuiry, faid be^ do I do Artaban, by^ 
being dehroos to engage with him in a Com- 
bat, wherein all the Adraiicage is of his fide I And 
what Quarrel can he juftly have againft roe,^ 
when be fhall with no. other Force, than that 
of Love, aflault a Heart already delivered up to 
his DifpoiaL, and that a Heart favourably pre- 
podeiled for him with all that may make hinv 
happy, to my Prejudice, i am not engaged: 
. to him either upon any Account of Friendlhip,' 
or Obligation, and therefore (ee no Reafoa' 
that Ihould perfwaife mc tamely to (it down in 
my own Mi(ery, oat of a Feat of th watting. 
his HappincCs. There are few Perfoiis haply 
that havefcich a Command of their Inclinations, 
as to confine themfelves to* thofe-Rules which I 
propofe to myfelf, and it is in Love rather than^ 
Policy f and to gain the Pof&iSou of what a 
Man mofl afle^, rather than to gain a King- 
dom, that it is lawful to employ all Arms, 
, and to make uTe of all manner of Forces. And 
yet to so^oid the Reproach I might make tomy- 
(elf, of having abnfed my Fortune agaiufl Per- 
foDS to whom it is contrary, I will by no means 
make ufe of Augufius's Favoni, or the Power 
I have in the Empire, but ihall be content to 
be unhappy while i hve, if my Happinefs can- 
not be eOeded by other ways than thofe. 
Having foiaid, he recollc^lcd bimfelf for fbme 
hw Minutes, as if he were exrreamly well fatisfi* 
ed with the Refblution he had taken. But not long 
after, refied^ing on the DifEculty of his Enter- 
prize, and the little Hopes he had to bring it 
to any ££(fl: < It is true; continued be, thae' 

'by 
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by this Courfe I ihould avoid chat Remorfe and' 
thole Scmples which might rife in my Minc}^ 
for oppreflins by my Power, a Man whofe Vir- 
tue is not inferior to my own : But, alas ! If this 
be the way td quiet my Confcience, it is al/a' 
the only Courfe 1 can take to crdlh my Hopes ;' 
that is» I undertake a Bufine^ wheieof I cannot' 
exped the Succefs ihouM be Ibrtunate. Arfa- 
bun is already very much in the Affedions of 
Elifa^ and befides the eminent Services, where-' 
by he liath deferved her Favour, he is other wile' 
worthy of ic upon the Account of the great £x-' 
ccllencies of his Perfbu, as much as for the No-' 
ble E^&s of his Love. So that there is very* 
little Probability, that a Soul enga^d not only 
by a great Merit and very confiderable Services,' 
but 3lICo haply by a ftrong Inclinadon, can eafi- 
ly be difcugagM by a new AfFedion, if Inegkd' 
my Advantages, ( which alone may come into 
Comparifon with thofeof my Rival) and mcer- 
ly upon the Account of Merit deal with a Merit, 
which is fo far from being inferior to my own, 
that it harh already wrought in the Soul of 
Eh/ay all that I could hope, or rather all that' 
I could defire. 
This Refiedion troubled and caft him down 
very much y but not long after, taking Encourage*' 
ment from that little Shadow of Hope, whichever 
offers itfclf even to the moft mifcrable : * Why, 
' added be 9 miy it not be lawful for me to hope ^ 
^ there happen daily Revolutions no lefs ftraoge' 
^ tlun what I am about to undertake i and if a 

* Man may be pardoned a little feif-conceit^ erpoa 

* Ibme certain Occadons, I may hope (bmething 

* beyond the ordinary Rate of Men. My Perfbn 

* is not unacceptable to thofe that fee me, I have 

* (ome Name among Meo^ my Rank is confii*

Thus were Agrifpa atidi Artaf^n treated by 
Love, (who at this Time, in a City where the 
Ptohmies had reigned, >wa$ taken up with Nob- 
bier Employments thau haply he had met with ia 
ali the ExteiK of his Empire) wh^Ie Prince ^r/^ 
harzanes an<i Prince PbiUdelfb were entertaia* 
cd by him with (uch £n|oymems as to all others 
tverc incompreheniible. The(c two Lovers, who^ 
after fo many Traverfes of Fortune, and (b many 
Tempcfts, (aw themfclves at the Feet of thcic 
amiable Priticcflies, as it were in a fecure Haven^ 
could not without (bme DiiHcuIty apprehend tha 
Grcacnefs of their Felicity, when- tney reflected 
on ihcir pad Miferies, and may in (bme (ott be 
iaid to have found that, in the Excefs of their Joy, 
which they had avoided in their Affli^ions and 
Dangers, All that Day was fpent in Tranfpons,; 
fuch as the Prudence pt their Prinoefles would have 
noderated, though inef&dualiy \. andchangh thofe 
of Ariobarzanes (hould, proportionably co his 
Adveotures, and the Accideuts had happened to 
him, ( which indeed had been of the mod dan- 
gerous and extraordinary) have expcefled in alt 
Probability fomething more vehement than could 
be expected fxom choTc of Pbilatielfbi yet was ic 

CC]> 
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ccrrtia, that to the Soul of the Prince of Cilfcia, 
there palled fomewhac that aqzued a greater Ten' 
dernefs and Senfibilicy of A^dion. For, this 
Satisfadion having happened equally to both, thac 
ilhcy had met with the Princess they adored, anA 
whom they (ought out (b catlieflly , PbiUtdelpb 
had < his Advantage^ that now he had hj many 
infalhble Deinondrations difcovered bimreif to be 
admitted to a Happinefs which he was not before 
affiired of, and found that his amiable Deiia^ 
while they were iu Ci/rcia, could never be per- 
fwaded to declare what Sentiments fhe had for 
hini, made no Difficulty to afibrd him, even iii 
the prcfcnce, and with the coHfcnr of her Bro- 
ther, tiw greated Proofs of Af{e<Slion he could 
have defired, from a Virtue, fuch as was that of 
DcOa, Above a hundred times that Day had he 
embraced her Knees, wirh Exprefllons of Love par- 
ticular to bis Paffi^ns ; and th& modef^ Arfinor, 
mildly puning him back, could not but with Joy 
obfcnrc the Continuation of that Noble Aflfcdion*, 
whereof he had given her fo many obliging Dc- 
monicratioiis in Ci/rcti^, ' The more he called to 
mind thoie pkafant £nteftainments, the more ic 
added to his Acknowledgments, itifomuch, that 
the fiilr Ofymphy whom Artobarzanes had al- 
ready acquainted with all Particulars of their Hif> 
tory, conceiving an a(le6Hon towards PbTladttfh\ 
upon rbe account had been gives her of his gene- 
rous way of pfoceeding, took occafion to confirnt 
Arfinoe more and nK>re in therefentmenrs (he hid 
thereof. 

Yet was not this felicity of VhlladeJpb without 
(bme diflurbance ; for the experience he had of 
the King oi Armenians difpofition, (which was fuch 
as admitted no reconciliation with his Enemies) put 
him I not without fome ground; into a fear he mieht 

refiife 
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ic&i(c bis Alliance, .ftadoucofchc hacred he. had 
to .faim for his Hoiifi:, rai(^ him ibmc oenr dtf« 
^culciesi Arfinot her. fdf was hoc abfisiutcly free 
from chan £eat, ^vA could not diflembk it to Him 
Udel^y when he di&0vcred his to her : B«tf Ari0^ 
tarzanes g^ve him the beft coniblacions and aflu<- 
rahoes be could, by {Mromifiog him, that he would 
farther his ioceccfts, as much as lay in bisPower^^ 
«ven thougln the King. h}$\ Brother fliooid oppoie 
then», and that he would perilh rather than than jfr-* 
fingt ihonld be any other Man's than fksMtl^u 
B^des, when it came co thcLWorft; chey had this 
a}9r(e to gain die coiifenc of AruucuSy (hli kfc 
w^h them, which was oo ma)^e nfe of the An* 
thority of AugufluSy who had fach an inHu- 
eiice upon theKuigof.^rw^ffitfy that he could uoc 
deny him any things hating iatat intentions to* 
that very end, to caft. themfelves .under the pro« 
te^on of AuguftuSy who had {omefinses prof&r* 
Cil it them .^ and making no doubt bm that he 
would employ the ucmou of his iniereft to cfied^ 
their quiet* not ocily. upon their own intreaty, bur 
aJfo upon the recommendation of Agrifpa^ who 
had proroifed to affid them wiih all the Power he 
had with the. Emperor. The fame mediation 
they thought would prove cft^hial with rhe Kii^ 
of C/V/V/o, who in all probability would -gladly 
comply with, the defires of Csfar^ though, on 
that \v^%y all that was to be done was to farisfy 
Arfinoey in regard Pbilddeipb was fully refolvedi 
HOC to be troubled at any obCtade, which through 
the means of the King his Father, might any 
ways dday his happinefs. 

As for Ariobmrzanesy his trouble was much 

lefs, as- being not obliged, as Arfimt was, to be 

guided by the Will of his Brother, and knowing 

* no rcatbu he could allcdge to difapprove tliS
